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'Big guns' 
aimed at 
CDC vote 

Last-ditch efforts by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to persuade the Board of Aldermen 
to vote a 1665,000 bond authorization for a 
new police-fire dispatch center and 
communications setup seem not to have 
changed any minds. 

The matter goes to Board of Aldermen 
Sept. 6. 

The mayor arranged a four-hour 
meeting at City Hall Tuesday afternoon, 
with all aldermen invited to come with 
whatever questions they may have. Six 
aldermen attended. 

Representatives from the engineers 
and designers of the new system at¬ 
tended, as well as the community safety 
director of Arlington, who strongly 
supports the new center. 

The dispatch and communications 
center would provide advantages not now 
enjoyed by the two departments, such as 
new street callboxes to serve both police 
and fire at the same time.

Aldermen edging toward 
' professional' government 


Center, a political group, has recently 
conducted a study to determine alder- 
manic opinion for changes in Newton city 
government. The study, conducted by 
Center cochairperson Jeff Cornell and 
publicity director Ron Civins-Mills, 
focused on five key roll call votes taken 
by the Board of Aldermen on the 
questions of increasing the mayor's 
salary, increasing aldermanic com¬ 
pensation, cutting the size of the Board, 
and putting the question of a Board cut 
before the voters. 

Campaigning 


Susan Schur was clearly the leader in 
advocating major change in the city’s 
governmental system. She supported 
increasing the mayor's salary to $37,500, 
increasing the aldermen's salary to $2500, 
increasing it to $1800 when the $2500 
request failed, and supported cutting the 
Board from its present 24 members to 16 
members. She also was in favor of putting 
the question of Board cut before the 
voters. 

Andrew Magni and Richard Bullwinkle 
were clearly on the other side of the 
questions. Magni voted against every one 


of these items. Bullwinkle, a candidate 
for mayor, voted against all but the 
mayor’s salary increase, on which he 
refrained from voting. 

Robert Gaynor and Joseph McDonnell, 
both of Ward 1, were unique in that they 
both opposed cutting the Board, offering 
a referendum to the people and a salary 
increase for the mayor, but favored a 
salary increase for themselves. Gaynor 
favored $1800 and McDonnell preferred 
$2500. James Miller, a candidate for 
mayor, opposed an increase in aider-

Cohen: The little things matter 



This is the second in a series on the 
candidates for mayor of Newton which 
began here last week.

At the front door of a tidy, well- 
manicured Upper Falls house a man 
accepts Eliot Cohen's campaign brochure 
and smiles at the candidate. 

. "I figure I'll read about all of you, and 
then I'll decide,” he says. 

Eliot Cohen gets a cordial response in 
his pursuit of votes. Some people tell him 
quite simply, "You've got my vote." 
Others present him with a host of in¬ 
dividual problems. 

Three women stand on ? front porch of 
another Upper Falls street chatting with 
the candidate. 

••Have you had a coffee in this neigh¬ 
borhood?" one asks. "Maybe we should 
have a coffee for you." 

A second woman points to a lumpy strip 
of asphalt across her sidewalk. 

"You see that," she says to Cohen. 
"I've been trying to get that fixed for four 
years." 

Cohen is a patient listener; and while 
he makes no promises, he does make a 
note of things he is told for further 
checking. 

"It shouldn't take four years to have a 
job like that done,” he told tells this 
woman. "I'll look into it." 

The main issue is always the same — 
taxes. The concern over taxes is distilled 
to these small, individual matters. The 
feeling seems to be "I pay all these taxes, 
but when 1 want some small thing done, 
nothing happens." 

At another house the problem is street 
lights. The homeowner thinks the street is 
too dark and wonders why there is only 
one street light. She's tried to get a 
second one installed on the telephone pole 
aciossthe street from her house. Nothing

is done. 

The candidate explains that normally 
street lights are placed at various set 
distances along a street. He surveys the 
street and agrees there should be another 
street light. 


"You get me my street light and you’ve 
got my vote," she tells him, smiling. 

"I can't make any promises, but I'll see 
what I can do," he replies.

This year's school schedules 

Enrollments 


drop again

It will be relief for thousands of parents 
as vacation comes to an end, but it will 
be the beginning of nine months of hard 
work for thousands of students as the 
annual migration back to school begins 
next Thursday. 

Four new elementary principals and 
two acting elementary principals will join 
about 775 kindergarten students who will 
have to get used to new environs. Kin¬ 
dergarten classes have different 
schedules at each of the 22 elementary 
schools. 

All elementary students in grades 1-6 
will have to report at 8:45 a.m. Thursday 
except for those going to the new 
Memorial-Spaulding School which will 
open on Monday, Sept. 12. 

The new elementary principals who 
were appointed by the School Committee 
at the end of June are Vincent Simone at 
Countryside, Helen Rittenberg at 
Williams, Nannette Cochran at Emerson, 
and Jean Hurd at Davis. 

The acting principals are Henry 
DeRusha at Angier School and Sally 
Webber at Hamilton. Both are tenured 
teachers in Newton and will fill in one 
year while Roland Barth and Joan 
Warner are studying. 

The seven secondary schools in the city 
each have different schedules for the 
opening two days of school which are 
outlined below, but by Monday there will 
be a total enrollment in the schools of 
about 14,700. 

Director of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio said this number 
represents a decrease from last year’s 
enrollment of about 350. 

This is the tenth consecutive year of 
declining enrollment. There has been a 
decrease of 20 percent from the peak 
enrollment of 18,424 in 1967. 

The new combined Memorial- 
Spaulding School in the old Spaulding 
building on Brookline Street, Oak Hill, is 
a result of Memorial School being closed 
due to declining enrollment. 

Solomon Schechter Day School will 
open in the old Memorial School building 
on Thursday also, with about 86 children 
from Newton receiving bus service to the 
school on Stein Circle in Oak Hill Park. 

James Cameron, assistant director of 
Support Services, said a special bus route 
has been added for the Schechter School 
in addition to the stops for the private 
school students that were in effect last 
year. 

Under state law transportation to 
private schools within the city must be 
provided by the city to residents at¬ 
tending those schools. 

There will be 32 buses picking up 
students in the mornings, in addition to 
small vehicles that carry passengers to 
Various elementary Schools for safety 
reasons. 


Lower Falls 

HUD may 

The Land Use Committee last week 
again held off on action on petitions from 
New Falls Associates for the construction 
of housing in the Lower Falls develop¬ 
ment area,hoping that the federal 
department of Housing 4 Urban 
Development will change its mind. 

Residents of the area rose up against a 
proposal to have all 60 units of housing 
subsidized by HUD for possible low- 
income occupancy, and said it had 
always been understood that one-third of 
the apartments would be rented at 
market rents. One-third will be for low- 
income elderly tenants. 

The developer says that HUD would 
require full subsidy. 

Although technically the request for 
proposals did not state that, the city 
administration is bending every effort to 
see whether HUD and the developer can 
work out new rent schedules that might 
allow HUD to subsidize only 41 of the 60 
apartments. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen, who has talked with HUD about 
the matter, gave credit to Planning 
Director Chalrles Thomas for opening up 
the possibility of satisfying the 
neighborhood. 

Cohen eipects some decision from 
HUD in September. 

The land on which the new housing will 
be built is another matter of contention. 

Attorneys for the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority and its suc¬ 
cessors have filed a request to dismiss the 
suit by Martin Roach on the taking of his 
land eight years ago. 


State law also requires school systems 
to loan textbooks to residents who attend 
private school, and there were about 2200 
books requested this year, according to 
Robert Kilbum, acting assistant director 
in the Division of Program. 

Kilburn said Tuesday that most of the 
books are in and can be picked up starting 
Tuesday in room 216 of the Education 
Center from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m.

Legal questions cleared 

Nahanton 
vote Tuesday

Fears that the whole Nahanton Woods 
project might be invalidated have been 
put to rest, and the zone change and 
permissive use will come up for a vote by 
the Board of Aldermen Sept. 6. 

After a fast change in opinion on the 
number of votes necessary for the zone 
change, the proposal now is back to 
needing a vote of two- thirds, or 18 
members, of the Board. 

The 112-unit condominium develop¬ 
ment has been in a maelstrom of con¬ 
flicting legal opinions over the past 
month. 

First a ruling was made that a three- 
fourths vote would be needed for the zone 
change, because of abutters owning more 
than 20 percent of the land objected. 

Then Daniel Funk, assistant city 
solicitor, reversed that opinion, after 
having discovered that the city does not 
actually own Nahanton Street. That fact 
changed the abutter status and made the 
objecting person own only 18 percent of 
the abutting land. 

Funk has also ruled that, contrary to 
previous Law Department and Land Use 
Committee interpretations, this type of 
zone change does not require the city to 
act under the new state zoning enabling 
act, Ch. 808, but rather under the old law. 

Chapter 808 was effective Jan. 1, 1976, 
except, the law says, as to zoning-map 
amendments, and the Law Department is 
calling a zone change an amendment to 
the zoning map. 

Another last-minute crisis over proper 
notification of abutters was resolved this 
week, when the agent for the Novitiate 
land reported that the owner did not 
object. 

Because of an oversight by the City 
Clerk's office, the Novitiate was never 
notified about the hearing for Nahanton 
Woods nor given a chance to object. 

Failure to carry out proper notification 


does not invalidate any of the procedures, 
Funk said. Furthermore, only the parties 
not notified would have the legal right to 
contest any Board action on the grounds 
of improper notification. 

The matter of provision of low-income 
housing to satisfy the "10 percent or¬ 
dinance" was answered by James Miller, 
who represented developer Oscar 
Wasserman at the Land Use Committee 
meeting last week. 

The developer, Miller said to the 
committee, is willing to provide six units 
of housing in Ward 8, where Nahanton 
Woods would be, and five elsewhere. 

The six units in Ward 8, Miller said, will 
be "new to the housing stock,” meaning 
that Wasserman will create six new 
housing units, not rehabilitate existing _ 
housing or convert a single-family house 
to two-family use. 

The other five units will not necessarily 
be new to the housing stock, but may be. 

Miller agreed to committee stipulations 
that there be no evictions and no request 
for a zone change in order to provide the 
housing. 

The vote of the committee — 3 in favor, 

2 abstaining — shows that the proposal 
will not sail through the Board. 

Aid. Robert Stiller, not a committee 
member, questioned the accuracy of a 
traffic count presented by Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, which showed 
a decrease in traffic on Nahanton Street 
since 1971. The report also said that 
Winchester Street traffic volume is 15 
percent of what the street can carry. . 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan was fearful about 
the possibility that the developer may 
build his apartments and for some reason 
fail to follow through with the provision of 
low-income housing. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen pointed out that the buildings will 
not be given an occupancy permit until 
the 11 low-income units are ready.

Newton Corner fears 
surface at meeting

Garden apartments, lead poisoning 
from automobile fumes, and the 
possibility of a Gateway Two are the 
fears of a residents in section of Newton 
Corner known as the Pearl Street 
Neighborhood. 

Members of the firm of Skidmore' 
Owings and Merrill (SOM) listened to 21 
residents of the neighborhood in the 
second of a series of small meetings in 
Newton Comer before the urban planning 
group prepares a report on how to im¬ 
plement the community's desires for the 
future of Newton Corner. 

"Another Gateway Center would be 
like a Berlin Wall," Jean Johnston said 
after hearing from Peter McManmon of 
SOM about a possible combined high-rise 
with the Gateway Center and the MBTA, 
the latter leasing the first floor for use as 
a bus terminal. 


Currently 600 buses stop in Newton 
Corner daily, and such a terminal east of 
the current Gateway would eliminate the 
long drive around the circle over the 
Mass. Turnpike. 

McManmon estimates that e circular 
run adds 72,000 miles a year to the total 
mileage of buses that pass through the 
Corner. 

The urban planner said the MBTA is 
"interested" in the possibility of a ter¬ 
minal if his firm provides the MBTA with 
a feasibility study consid.enng tradeoffs 
and costs. 

As far as matching the needs and 
funding ability of the MBTA with the 
plans of Gateway Two, McManmon 
admits it is just speculation at this point. 

A spokeswoman for the J. F. While 
Contracting Co. in the Gateway Center 
said the company does have air rights for 
a second building, but there are no plans 
or sketches for it.

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Harrington asks for delay 
in 100% property valuation 


Mayoral candidate Rep. 
Peter F. Harrington (D- 
Newton predicted passage of 
House Bill 5317 which would 
allow Massachusetts dtaens to 
vote on an amendment to 
abolish 100 percent valuation 
on Nov. 7. 1978. 

The amendment was initially 
approved by the 1976 joint 
session of the legislature and is 
scheduled for a second vote 
SepL 7 to become eligible for 
the statewide referendum m 
1978. 

Harrington, who has been 
active in trying to halt the 
revaluation effort, called the 
program as it stands now a 
travesty. “I've been fighting it 
since 1972 when it was being 
pushed by Mayor Mann. The 
way it is set up will only hurt 
the city of Newton." 

As a result of a public 
hearing called for by 
Harrington in 1974, Newton 
was granted a delay in im¬ 


plementing 100 percent 
valuation. 

"The harm," said 
Harrington, "is that Newton is 
quietly going along with a 
program that may be rejected 
by the voters of Massachusetts 
months after Newton im¬ 
plements it and will be ignored 
by other major municipalities, 
such as Boston and Cambridge. 
It is unfair both to the city's 
property owners and to the 
city." 

If elected. Harrington will 
instruct the city solicitor to go 
to court and ask for another 
delay in the implementation of 
revaluation. He will request 
that the delay be long enough to 
recognize Newton's 100 percent 
property values only at the 
same time as neighboring 
communities, or until the 
proposed referendum on a 
constitutional amendment, 
giving Massachusetts 
municipalities more latitude in 


assessing properties, is voted 
upon. 

The proposed amendment, 
once approved by the state 
legislature, would eliminate 
the recent constitutional in¬ 
terpretation that all property 
be assessed at 100 percent of its 
value. The amendment would 
permit cities and towns to 
“impose and levy proportional 
and reasonable assessments" 
on its inhabitants. 

"One of my first priorities as 
mayor would be to see to it that 
newer houses which are 
overvalued get reduced 
assessments by the city 
assessor. Mayor Mann should 
have done this already," said 
Harrington. 

Under the values assigned 
and scheduled to take effect 
next year, the utilities would 
pay $1 million less in taxes to 
Newton, which would have to 
be made up by other tax¬ 
payers, noted Harrington.

Eliot Cohen, a candidate for 
mayor, challenged Mayor 
Theodore Mann to announce 
the fiscal 1978 tax rate. 

"There are only two more 
regularly scheduled meetings 
of the Board of Aldermen 
before October and the mayor 
has yet to send us a tax 
package. This is un-. 
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precedented," charged Cohen. 

Cohen stated. “I wonder if 
the mayor or anyone in the 
administration knows wliat the 
real tax rate is going to be. In 
my 10 years on the Board of 
Aldermen, I have never seen so 
much juggling and 
maneuvering with such ob¬ 
vious political overtones." 

Cohen continued, "The 
mayor in his attempt to look 
good in an election year has 
proposed so many borrowing 
schemes, he has created a 
bookkeeper's nightmare. 

"The mayor says that he 
needs to borrow {8 million over 
the next seven years to replace 
equipment in the Department 
of Public Works. He says that 
he needs at least S3 million this 
year for the DPW. Yet he has 
only asked the Board of 
Aldermen for SI.2 million. At 
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no time has the mayor properly 
explained the discrepancy. It 
seems clear the mayor does not 
know how much equipment and 
money are needed," declared 
Cohen. 

Cohen continued, 
“Borrowing money to replace 
equipment is setting a 
dangerous precedent. Once we 
begin to operate any city 
department on borrowed 
money, we are entering 
financial quicksand. This is 
mortgaging the future of 
Newton." 

"The money the mayor 
wants to borrow will be on a 
five-year bond. However, 
much of the equipment this 
money will purchase has a life 
span of only three years. 
Therefore we will be paying for 
equipment two years longer 
than it can be used. This is 
fiscal mismanagement in its 
worst form,” Cohen said. 

Cohen said, “The voters of 
Newton should remember four 
years ago when the mayor was 
running for reelection he cut 
the taxes by $5. But the next 
year the taxes shot up by $16 
and have gone up every' year 
since. The homeowners and 
taxpayers of our city have a 
right to know the real tax rate 
and not some contrived figure 
set for election purposes."

According to Hope 
Danielson, assistant 
superintendent for personnel, 
the Newton Teachers 
Association met with the 
School Committee represen¬ 
tatives and the state-appointed 
mediator last week, and 
another meeting will soon be 
scheduled. 

Richard Cochran, past 
president of the NTA, said 
President Richard Adams will 
address the teachers in person 
at the annual faculty meeting 
at Newton North High School, 
Wednesday, at 9 a.m. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink and School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell are also scheduled to 
address the faculty then. 

Superintendent Fink will 
greet new teachers at the 
annual coffee for new staff 
members on Tuesday at 8:30 
a.m. at the F.A. Day Junior 
High School. 

Cochran said Wednesday 
that he is sure the teachers 


“will be very concerned" over 
not having a contract, but 
pointed to the two reasons for 
delays in negotiations. 

The first was the cancelling 
of sessions by the School 
Committee preceding the 
election with the NTA and their 
unsuccessful challenger, the 
Newton Federation of 
Teachers, and the second was 
the retirement of the initial 
state mediator. 

Thomas O'Conor, assistant 
director of personnel, said the 
tertiary factfinding stage of 
negotiations has been com¬ 
pleted with the custodians, and 
both sides are waiting for the 
factfinder's report. 


The nutritionists have 
completed the secondary 
mediation stage of 
negotiations, and both the 
mediator’s report is expected 
within a week, O'Conor said. 

The secretaries’ association 
is still in the first stage of 
negotiations in which both 
sides try to reach an 
agreement without any outside 
help. 

O'Conor said negotiations 
with the first three groups has 
been going on for about six 
months. Their contracts all 
expired on July 1. 

The secretaries contract 
expired yesterday, Aug. 31.

Tax rate hangs on results of bargaining 


The tax rate will probably 
not be set for another two 
weeks, Mayor Theodore Mann 
said this week. 

While two big items — $1.2 
million for public works 
equipment and $685,000 for a 
central police-fire com¬ 
munications center — will be 
voted on one way or the other 
by the Board of Aldermen Sept. 
6, labor negotiations on police' 
fire, and teachers' contracts 
have not been concluded. 


Mann does not want to tip the 
hand of the city by specifying a 
definite amount to be taken out 
of surplus for settling the 
contracts. A 5 percent in¬ 
crease, which would be 
retroactive for more than a 
year for police and fire, has 
been estimated to cost $2.5 
million for the three groups. 

The amount of surplus cash 
must be known before the tax 
rate is set.

LaMier, 16, of Boston, the 
youth who provided in¬ 
formation leading to the 
suspect's arrest, said he had 
worked for St. Germain and 
was asked to go with him to 
collect a bill for his Dorchester 
lumber yard on Dec. 28. 

LaMier testified in court that 
he went to the Herbits home 
twice that day with St. Ger¬ 
main. 

The second time the boy 
peeked through a window of the 
home at 249 Commonwealth 
Ave. and saw St. Germain 
kneeling over Mrs. Herbits, 72. 

LaMier said both victims 
were lying on the floor and 
their hands were tied behind 
their backs. 

The boy returned to St. 
Germain's truck and later the 
suspect came out of the house 
with blood on his arms and 
shirt. 

The murder case was a 
mystery to Newton and state 
police until LaMier told his 
story to Boston police on Aug. 
12. Since then the youth has 
been guarded by state police. 

St. Germain was arrested at 
his home on Aug. 15 by Newton 
and state detectives.

No new elderly clients are 
being accepted for home care 
services The home care cor- 
poratby the West Suburban 
Home Care Corporation’ ion is 
the agent for the Department 
of Elderly Affairs for the 
delivery of home care services 
in Newton, Brookline, and 
neighboring communities. 

The latest financial crisis to 
affect the elderly, according to 
State Sen. Jack Backman, is a 
"tragedy of our state 
bureaucracy.” 

Backman said he had been 
informed that the expected 
clientele of elderly persons 
needing home care service had 
exceeded the estimate in less 
than one month after West 
Suburban Home Care Cor¬ 
poration opened its intake 
service for the new fiscal year. 

The 290 clients received by 
July 5 included 190 referred by 
the Welfare Department and 
another 100 referred by 
hospitals, and was 25-30 per¬ 
sons more than the home care 
corporation could handle with 


its $815,000 allocation, 
Backman said. 

Unlike other parts of the 
state government, the 
Department of Elderly Affairs 
cannot issue a supplemental 
budget. 

Backman has received pleas 
from the Newton-Wellesley 
Visiting Nurse Association and 
the Intercommunity 
Homemaker Service, both 
located in Newton and serving 
Newton’s elderly, that he do 
whatever he can to obtain some 
of the unexpected $100 million 
surplus in the state coffers to 
fund the home care cor¬ 
poration. 

The Newton-Wellesley 
visiting nurse organization is 
not affected by the cutoff, since 
its services are funded by 
Medicaid, but it makes 
referrals to the home care 
corporation when one of its 
patients is in need of 
homemaker servic-e. 

Backman commented that 
he is taking every possible 
step. 


"It is not enough for Elder 
Affairs Secretary James 
Callahan to say he had no 
choice because of his fiscal 
crisis. It is his responsibility to 
go before the people of 
Massachusetts and explain the 
plight of the department under 
the present budget process,” 
Backman said. 

“Unless the department 
untangles its budget with the 
Secretary of Administration 
and Finance and funds are 
made available immediately 
for home care services, many 
senior citizens will be forced 
into nursing homes. The 
mandate of the Department of 
Elder Affairs is to help older 
persons remain in the com¬ 
munity. At the rate they are 
going, the oppposite will oc¬ 
cur," Backman warned. 


A request for an injunction 
against Building Com¬ 
missioner Allan Fraser to 
prevent him from issuing a 
building permit for a Stanton 
Avenue apartment house has 
been denied by Middlesex 
County Superior Court. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine 
received word Tuesday from 
Judge Thomas Morse that the 
request by Joseph Weinfeld, 99 
Stanton Ave., was not granted. 
Judge Morse told Levine that 
the city may file for a sum¬ 
mary judgment, which Levine 
feels is tantamount to saying 
Weinfeld's suit will be denied. 

Weinfeld wants to prevent 
the building of a 124-unit 
apartment house for elderly 
persons on the 3-acre parcel of 
land. Weinfeld says the 
rezoning of the land was 
illegal. 

The Board of Aldermen in 
July granted permissive use to 


Jewish Community Housing 
for the Elderly to build the 
apartments. The land was 
rezoned a few years ago for 
another elderly-housing 
project which failed to obtain 
financing.

Children's 
sleepwear off 
Zayre shelves 

Zayre Corporation, operator 
of 255 discount department 
stores in 26 states, has 
removed from sale all 
children's sleepwear from all 
of its stores to ensure that no 
Tris-treated children's 
sleepwear might accidentally 
be available for purchase by 
consumers, and to ensure full 
compliance with the law. 

When the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) 
announced the ban on Tris- 
treated children's sleepwear 
last April, Zayre began an 
immediate and extensive effort 
to remove these garments 
from its shelves, according to 
Stanley Berkovitz, assistant 
vice president, Zayre Office of 
Consumer and Community 
Affairs. 

"Despite this effort, CPSC 
investigators did, to our sur¬ 
prise, find some Tris-treated 
children’s sleepwear in some of 
our stores," he continued. "We 
believe that some of these 
garments may have been 
returned by customers and 
inadvertently put back on 
shelves by store employees.” 

Zayre has not purchased 
Tris-treated sleepwear from its 
suppliers since the fall of 1976, 
several months before the ban 
went into effect. 

Berkovitz added that 
sleepwear contauung Tris is 
never so labeled, which is why 
all sleepwear was removed 
from the shelves.

Clarity needed 
on vital issues 

A number of readers say they have dif¬ 
ficulty deciding whether President Carter's 
energy program or Governor Dukakis's 
court reorganization plan is the more con¬ 
fusing and complicated. 

President Carter on several occasions has 
indicated his displeasure with the American 
people for not taking more seriously and 
showing more interest in his claim that an 
energy shortage threatens to cause a 
national crisis in the years ahead. 

So many conflicting statements, 
pronouncements, predictions and reports 
have been made since President Carter 
gloomily announced the dire threat of an 
energy crisis last April that the average per¬ 
son now doesn't know what or who to believe 
or whether there really is a threatened 
energy shortage. 

Almost as much public confusion has been 
caused by Governor Dukakis' claims of the 
benefits which would result from the adop¬ 
tion of his court reorganization bill and the 
opposing arguments of those who maintain 
the court plan would be too expensive and do 
more harm than good. 

President Carter's program may or may 
not produce additional oil or new sources of 
energy, but whatever he intends to do 
evidently will cost a great deal of money. 

His new Department of Energy, for exam¬ 
ple. reportedly will have a payroll of 20,000 
people and a budget of $10 billion for the next 
fiscal year. 

That is a tremendous expenditure of 
public funds, especially if the only thing the 
department accomplishes is to convince the 
American people that they really do have 
something to worry about. 

The President's own Energy and 
Research Development Administration has 
not helped him in persuading the public that 
the threat of an energy crisis is real and not 
imaginary. 

Jimmy Carter was so displeased with the 
officials of that agency that he sent them 
back to the drawing boards to work out new 
estimates. 

A report by the Brookings Institution 
declared that “given sound pricing policies, 
there are no grounds for alarm about the 
world's long-run supply of energy 
resources." 

The Heritage Foundation estimated 
recently that the Carter energy package 
Over the next eight years would cost a back¬ 
breaking $377 billion. 

As for Governor proposal for reorganizing 
the state's judicial system, some usually 
well-informed legislators report they still 
don't understand whether it would remove 
• some present judges from the bench or how 
much it would cost. 

Dukakis has given No. 1 priority to the 
adoption of the complex reorganization 
scheme. But as the return of the Legislature 
from its late summer vacation is awaited, 
uncertainty exists on Beacon Hill as to the 
likely outcome of the battle which will be 
waged over the court revamp bill. 

Doubt that Governor Dukakis will achieve 
his objective for overhauling the states 
court setup stems at least partly from the 
confusion still existing as to what some por¬ 
tions of the reorganization plan mean and 
exactly what changes they would cause if 
the measure is enacted. 

When legislators are unsure as to precise¬ 
ly what a bill means, they usually vote 
against it.

Is it that time for Tom O'Neill?

For a politician reasonably secure in his present office, 
thinking about going for a higher rung on the political 
ladder eventually calls for a critical, once-in-alifetime 
decision like getting married. 

Such, at least, is akin to the situation confronting Lt Gov. 
Thomas P. O’Neill, III. He must decide whether to seek re- 
election next year once again as running mate for Governor 
Michael S. Dukakis or strike out on his own against 
Republican junior U. S. Senator Edward W. Brooke. 

Impacting heavily on the decision are two factors: 
whether Tom O'Neill is sufficiently toughened and 
respected yet to wage a meaningful campaign against 
Brooke with prospect of victory, and whether Governor 
Dukakis is in sufficient trouble with the voters that he will 
go down to defeat. 

Brooke, of course, is a formidable opponent and would 
rate the favorite's mantle were O’Neill to challenge him. 
Some of the senator’s glamour has eroded from yesteryear, 
however, and knowledgeable Democrats feel he could be 
unseated by a atrong Democratic contender. Whether 
O'Neill will deride he is that challenger remains to be seen. 

The other inponderable at this juncture is how Dukakis 
will fare next year. Let's fact it, while O'Neill would lend 
strength to a Dukakis-O'Neill ticket the major focus would 
be on the governor and how the voters perceive him. Right 
now, stock is at low ebb, and a slew of Dukakis' political 
enemies lurking in the wings adds to his woes. 

Complicating any O’Neill decision is the uncertainty on 
the identity of Dukakis challengers either in theprimary or 
in the general election, if the chief executive survives any 
primary challenge as expected. Right now, no meaningful 
opposition is in the field but that could change even before 
these words get into print. 

As for young Tom O'Neill himself, despite the woes of the 
Dukakis administration, he has projected a good image as a 
sincere and effective constitutional officer who has brought 
millions in Federal dollars into Massachusetts. Unlike 
Dukakis, O’Neill thus farhas avoided smashups and flat 
tires, politically speaking, on Beacon Hill and is regarded 
warmly by Democratic legislators and rank and file alike.

politics For , truth to tell, at the juncture in his career, 
young Tom’s principal claim to fame was his family 
background plus a somewhat lack-luster and brief stint as a 
member of the Massachusetts House. 

After two and a half years as lieutenant governor, Tom 
O'Neill no longer stands in his father's shadow but rather 
has carved out his own credentials as a dedicated, hard¬ 
working and effective public official. He has earned respect 
from both his colleagues and the general public. 

Whether all this can be translated into victory over Ed 
Brooke is highly questionable. If O'Neillchooses to seek the 
Democratic nomination for U. S. Senator he would be the 
favorite over Democratic State Chairman Charles 
Flaherty, the only announced Brooke challenger to date. If 
Atty. Gen. Frank Bellotti derided to seek the Senate 
nomination, O’Neill and Flaherty both would rank as 
derided underdogs. 

There has been concern among Tip O’Neill intimates that 
young Tom's political star is tied so closely to Mike 
Dukakis They fear, realistically, that young O'Neill’s 
career could suffer a stiff blow if a Dukakis-O’Neill ticket 
wentdown to defeat in 1978 - something that could very well 
happen Those pondering young O'Neill's future are bet¬ 
ween the rock and a hard place regardless of what final 
decision is made as to the office he will seek; there are risks 
no matter the choice. 

There has been talk - but it is just talk - that Tom 
O'Neill would have an excellent chance of defeating 
Governor Dukakis for the gubematorialnomination in the 
party primary next year if he wanted to choose that route. 
This is unlikely in the extreme because oneof young Tom’s 
strong suits is loyalty, and he would not turn on his running 
mate ofl974. 

Best bet is that O’Neill will choose to run for lieutenant 
governor again next year, with all its attendant risks. 
Meanwhile, the temptation to challenge Ed Brooke beats in 
his breast. Thus far, the temptation has not proven over¬ 
whelming — but that does not mean a final decision has 
been made. 

Whichever race he derides upon, Tom O'Neill this time 
will be entering with blue ribbon credentials of his own 
making — not thoseof his famous Dad. 


That new Panama Cana/ treaty 


No!

WASHINGTON — Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee is the 
Republican leader in the United States Senate. A Senate 
foreign policy expert is quoted in the Chicago Tribune as 
saying of the role Mr. Baker could play as regards the 
Carter administration’s new Panama Canal treaty: “It 
takes only 34 votes (one-third of the Senate) to kill the 
treaty. There are 38 Republican senators. If Baker makes it 
a party issue, he would carry all but a handful of 
Republicans with him. Combined with Democratic 
defectors, they would trounce the treaty." 

So, which way will Sea Baker lead his GOP colleagues? 
Will he go along with the Administration’s plan to surrender 
the canal on the installment plan? Or will he come up with a 
so-called "constrictive Republican alternative,” which 
will, in effect, be no more than a pale carbon copy of the 
Administration’s sell-out proposal? Or, will the senator 
flatly oppose any give-away of the canal? 

Well, nobody, perhaps including Sen. Baker, at this point, 
knows what he will da The senator is saying only that he 
will make up his mind after he has read the treaty and after 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, of which he is a 
member, has held hearings on this document 

Over the past decade, Sen. Baker has blown both hot and 
cold on the Panama Canal issue. On Oct 23, 1967, the 
senator inserted into the Congressional Record an editorial 
from the . Nashville Banner newspaper, which he said 
contained some “very pertinent observations” and merited 
"careful notice” by the Senate. This opinion piece, 
headlined "Panama Canal Treaty a Threat to the 
Hemisphere," characterized the idea of abandoning U.S. 
control of the canal as “a canny Communist trap to avoid.” 

Based on the views of retired Marine Brig. Gen. James 
Hittle, at the time director of the VFW's national security 
and foreign affairs division, the editorial declared: 

"A pull-out from Panama would be the first step by which 
the Russians hope to attain control of the Caribbean ... It 
should be quite clear that ratification of the proposed 
Panama Canal Zone treaty would move the world closer to 
the day when Russian submarines would be able to prowl 
Caribbean waters in comparative safety." 

In March of 1974, Sen. Baker, along with 32 other 
senators, cosponsored a Senate resolution offered by Sen. 
Strom Thurmond R.-S.C., which supported “continued 
undiluted U.S. sovereignty over the U.S.-owned Canal Zone 
on the Isthmus of Panama." However, the year, 1975, Sen. 
Baker did not put his name on this same resolution. 

More recently, from January of this year until early 
August, Sen. Baker has been writing his constituents saying 
that some form of a renegotiated treaty with Panama is 
"inevitable,” but "I shall do all in my power however to 
insure that the Senate faithfully exercises its Constitutional 
responsibility und denies its consent to any treaty that 
impairs any aspect of the interests of the U.S. in the 
Panama CanaL" Precisely what it is that might impair 
these interests, Sen. Baker does not say, and has not said. 

There are several things which would appear to make it

extremely difficult, if not impossible, for Sen. Baker to go 
along with the Administration's plans to surrender the 
canal. First, there are the wishes of his constituency. As the 
senator observed in May of last year, in a CBS interview, 
“Tennessee has always been a state that supported a strong 
national defense, as I do and as we should." 

Commenting on “Face the Nation" about the debate at 
that time between President Ford and Ronald Reagan over 
the canal, Sen. Baker denied that Tennesseans perceived 
Mr. Ford as wanting tosell the canal, declaring: “It's just a 
question of how do we keep from losing the canal." 

Since August 11 of this year, Sen. Baker's office says the 
senator has received 927 pieces of mail — mostly from 
Tennessee — about the Panama Canal. Only one letter 
supported giving the canal away; the others were against a 
give-away. Other mail elsewhere is also running heavily 
against the United State's surrendering the canal. 

Diane Schneider in the Office of Media Liason, tells me 
the White House, since August 4, has received more than 
1,200 letters about the canal, almost 90 per cent opposed to 
the United State’s surrendering its sovereignty; during the 
week of August 11 through August 18, the White House 
logged 281 telephone calls, 270 of which opposed a canal 
surrender. 

On Capitol Hill, the office of GOP Whip Ted Stevens, R.- 
Alaska, has received several hundred letters, almost all of 
which are against the give-away of the canaL 

The office of former GOP Senate Whip Robert Griffin, R.- 
Mich., has gotten nearly 2,500 letters on the canal, With only 
15 favoring its surrender. And the office of Sen. John Spark¬ 
man, D.-Ala., chairman of the Foreign Relations Com¬ 
mittee, reports “very heavy" canal mail which is "over¬ 
whelmingly” against any new treaty.

NEW YORK — In his cleverly constructed campaign to 
ratify the recently negotiated Panama pact, President 
Carter has picked up an unexpected ally in the person of the 
erudite essayist, William Buckley, the super-sophisticated 
tribune of America's right-wing. 

Buckley's endorsement comes as a surprise and an¬ 
noyance to his conservative comrades who see the con¬ 
troversy over the big ditch as a grand opportunity to score a 
stunning victory for their legions. Indeed, this is a chance 
for a double victory — within the Republican Party and in 
the nation. 

In the last presidential primary, the conservative banner- 
bearer Ronald Reagan made the Panama Canal an issue of 
pachy dermic proportions. Concessions to Panama would be 
a surrender of what was historically, legally and ethically 
ours, and would also be a public confession that we lacked 
pride, spine and muscle. 

Should the conservatives be able to rally one-third of the 
Senate (only one-third is needed) to block the Carter plan, 
they will have won a stunning national war. 

Against this background, Buckley’s backing for Carter is 
no minor matter. 

In taking his stand, Buckley is not turning revolutionary; 
he is trying to be realistic. 

Without the cooperation of the Panamanians, we can't 
hold the CanaL Any nut could play Son of Sam with the 
highly. vulnerable waterway — even if the natives are with 
us. But if they are against us, we will face a nation full of 
Berkowitzes. (The language is my plebian translation of 
Buckley's patrician prose, i 

We will have use of the canal for a "reasonable" price. 
We will have a role to play, even after the year 2000, in 
protecting the territorial integrity of the Canal against 
outside take-over. 

Buckley does grant to his conservative cohorts that they 
have a point when they say we appear to have conducted 
our negotiations "under duress." And he concedes that 
nobody likes to be told that he "must” give up what he feels 
is rightly his. 

But, adds Buckley, it is "becoming to a mature and self- 
confident nation to waive, where it is appropriate to do so, 
such formal considerations." In plain English, we are big 
enough to do what's right and not be bothered by the ex¬ 
travagant noises of some agitators down there. 

In this stance, Buckley comes through as a Burkean 
conservative. In his one great work, "On Conciliation," Sir 
Edmund Burke advised the British Parliament at the time 
of the troubles with the American colonies to make con¬ 
cessions. In doing so, he reasoned, Great Britain would 
show its greatness and, by making a generous grant to its 
noisy and noisome colonials, would thereby be reinforcing 
the authority of the Empire. 

Burke's point was too sophisticated for his colleagues. 
Perhaps Buckley’s may suffer the same fate with his 
confreres or, if history dots not repeat itself, his little essay 
■nay be the straw to break the back of the conservative 
campaign on Panama. 


Will Dukakis remember fate of predecessors?

If Governor Michael S. Dukakis starts to feel complacent 
about his re-election prospects next year, he would do well 
to ponder the political fate of the last two Democrats who 
preceded him in that office. 

In 1960, Governor Foster Furcolo was victimized by a 
coup d'etat administered in the Democratic primary by a 
virtually unknown mayor of Springfield, Thomas J. 
O’Connor. Four years later, also in a Democratic primary, 
Governor Endicott Peabody was upended by then-Lt Gov. 
Francis X. BellottL 

Thus the lessons of history issue grim warning to Dukakis 
to take nothing for granted, stressing the added problem 
that intemicine Democratic warfare often poses heavier 
burdens for incumbent Democratic governors than does the 
opposing Republican challenger waiting in the wings. 

P'urcolo was seeking the Democratic nomination for 
United States senator when O’Connor — unheralded, un¬ 
sung and unbelieved by tlie political pros — came from 
nowhere, unlimbered a pellmell statewide campaign and 
surprised a too-compiacent Furcolo. The O'Connor win 
snatched from Furcolo the chance at his lifetime ambition 
to serve as a member of the U.S. Senate. 

Chub P.eabody, too, was rudely bounced from contention 
when challenged in 1964 by Bellotti — although he 
recognized that a stiff challenge faced him in that contest. 


It was a bitter confrontation, one that left scars persisting 
to this day — and paved the way for Republican domination 
of that 'comer office at the State House" for more than a 
decade. 

Will history repeat itself? 

It's too early to tell now, of course, because no Democrat 
of statewide status has indicated he will enter the lists 
against the incumbent Governor. But, as the O’Connor 
victory over a stunned Furcolo suggests, even an unknown 
can turn the trick if enough other factors are present 

In Furcolo’s case, it was a combination of bad publicity 
about many of his top appointees plus the public cold 
shoulder given his candidacy by soon-to-be President John 
F. Kennedy. This was unfortunate because Furcolo, now a 
F ederal administrative law judge in Boston, was a superb 
legislator and would have been tremendously effective as a 
U.S. senator. 

Governor Dukakis, by any yardstick, has a multitude of 
problems that could herald his upset in a Democratic 
primary. These include his notoriously bad relations with 
rank and file legislators, controversies engendered by his 
lax hikes, the Sacco-Venzetti rhubarb and the like 

Hoping to take advantage of all this in the Democratic 
primary is New England Council President Edward J. 
King, former executive director of the Massachusetts Port 
Authority. King agonized for months whether to run as u 


Democrat or a Republican bul apparently now has decided 
to cast his lot with the Democrats. 

mere already is a hard core of top Democratic 
lawmakers working for King's candidacy, and he also 
seems assured of strong support from the state's business 
community. Even top Republicans are flocking to the King 
manner. I he decision by King’s braintrust is that by 
utilizing dissident Democrats and cross-over Republicans 
there is a good chance to unseat Dukakis in his own party 
primary.

Comprehensive plan 

Housing and land use 
goals and policies 
in published form 


Goals and policies con¬ 
cerning housing and land use in 
Newton are addressed by 
“Housing Goals and Policies" 
and “land Use Goals and 
Policies,” recently published 
by Newton’s Department of 
Planning and Development. 

These publications have been 
transmitted by Mayor 
Theodore Mann to the Board of 
Aldermen as the first phase of 
Newton’s comprehensive plan. 
Each document includes ex¬ 
planatory materials in the 
form of goal amplification 
statements, goal and policy 
discussions and data sum¬ 
maries. In addition, two 
background reports, 
“Inventory of Housing" and 
"Population Profile: 1970,” 
presenting extensive materials 
concerning the character of the 
city, have recently been 
completed by the Department 
of Planning and Development. 

The comprehensive plan, as 
specified by the city charter, 
presents, in graphic and tex¬ 
tual form, guidelines to govern 
the future physical develop¬ 
ment of the city. The com¬ 
prehensive plan will consist of 
a series of distinct elements 
such as housing, land use, and 
open space. 

Each element will contain 
goals, policies and strategies. 
Goals are statements of a 
desired end; policies provide 
guidelines to achieve goals; 
and strategies detail im¬ 
plementation mechanisms to 
achieve goals and policies. 

To assure that the plan 
remains continually relevant 
and responsive to changing 


circumstances and situations

The housing and land use 
goals and policies documents 
reflect a citizen participation 
process that included public 
meetings, questionnaires 
distributed through the 
libraries and local newspapers, 
and Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Department staff 
research of data regarding the 
historical development and 
present characteristics of 
population, housing, and land 
use in Newton as well as in the 
Boston region. 

After receiving the 
recommendations of the 
Planning and Development 
Board on the two elements of 
the comprehensive plan, the 
Board of Aldermen will hold a 
public hearing to give 
Newton’s residents further 
opportunity to express their 
views on the future of housing 
and land use in the city. This 
hearing will be the final op¬ 
portunity for public input 
before housing and land use 
goals are adopted.

said. “According to some 
reports more than two million 
persons are affected 
nationally, and the FBI 
estimates that the crime of 
battery is the largest single 
offense committed in the 
country and probably the least 
reported." 

One of the greatest 


deterrents to a wife's lodging a 
complaint with a court or at¬ 
tempting to remove herself and 
her children from a potentially 
lethal situation is said to be the 
fact that there is no place to go. 
According to testimony 
presented to Mofenson’s 
Human Services Committee, 
the homes of friends and 
relatives are often unsafe 
because they are dot secure, 
and when found there, women 
and children are frequently 
subject to the possibility of 
further and more intense 
battering. 

With limited earning power, 
often with no marketable 
skills, battered women are 
frequently trapped in a 
destructive family situation 
because of economic depen¬ 
dence. 

Children, even when not 
physically assaulted, suffer 
deep and lasting emotional 
effects. Mofenson noted studies 
show that wife-beaters and 
battered women tend to come 
from families in which the 


father was a wife-beater or 
where they temselves had been 
battered as children. "It’s time 
to stop the cycle of violence," 
Mofenson said. "The 
establishment of temporary 
support residences is one 
important way to begin." 

“The program must provide 
the safety and security 
necessary to start the 
therapeutic process of healing 
psychological and physical 
damage and, with the aid of 
counselors trained in crisis 
intervention, help these women 
clarify life goals and needs," 
Mofenson said. 

"This community-based 
funding," he explained, "can 
come either from 
municipalities or from private 
groups. Furthermore, there is 
a special premium for com¬ 
munities with a strong com¬ 
mitment to voluntary service. 
A community such as Newton 
can put up much of its mat¬ 
ching funds through ’in kind' 
voluntary service."

credit for the elderly on their 
1976 returns to consider 
recomputing their taxes to 
determine whether they could 
get a larger credit under 
former retirement income 
credit provisions. 

In general, taxpayers over 
age 65 with larger incomes 
which substantially limit or 
completely eliminate 
eligibility for the tax credit for 
the elderly will benefit by 
electing the retirement income 
credit.

' The local papers, especially 
in the past year, have been 
filled with stories to cause the 
taxpayers alarm — costly 
mistakes in the construction of 
Newton North, not enough 
operable snow removal 
equipment during last winter's 
paralyzing storms, con¬ 
troversy about whether or not 
to build apartment complexes 
and change the character of 
the city or to keep unbuilt 
spaces open, debates about 
how much low-income housing 
and housing for the elderly are 
needed.

Some existing 
buildings like the Peabody 
School, the Steams School, and 
Newton Junior College are 
empty and need to be reused or 
razed for open space and 
recreation." 

Farina, who has studied 
business administration and 
accounting, is making three 



specific proposals for saving 
the city money. He believes 
that Newton could save 
thousands of dollars each year 
on its municipal bond interest 
rate by improving city ac¬ 
counting procedures. Each 
department, he says, must be 
accountable each year to the 
aldermen for its ex¬ 
penditures." He believes that 
by using model procedures 
outlined by the National 
Municipal Finance Officers 
Association, Newton could 
disclose reliable information 
on the fiscal condition of the 
city to realize these rate 
reductions. 

Collective bonding is another 
way he intends to save money. 
"If Newton joined with 
surrounding communities the 
larger collective bond issues 
would result in lower interest 
rates and reduced marketing 
costs," he said. He plans to file 
legislation creating a state 
bond bank similar to Ver¬ 
mont’s which Farina says 
saved its cities and towns more 
than $3 million in 1970. 

His third proposal is to 
establish a city-federal office 
in Washington, D.C. This 
proposal calls for a city 
representative to work with 
Congressman Drinan’s office 
to secure federal monies for 
Newton. "Whatever expenses 
involved in creating a city- 
federal office in Washington 
would be returned many, times 
over to the city and this federal 
money could be used especially 


in providing services for our 
elderly residents and in ex¬ 
panding recreational facilities 
for our young people," said 
Farina. 

Farina believes that with the 
help of federal and state funds 
the city can purchase the 
Novitiate land. Some of the 
land could be used for 
recreational purposes — 
boating and skating on the 
Charles River, tennis courts, 
and picnic and play areas. 
Farina stated that the south 
side of the city lacks a river¬ 
side recreational area and that 
recreational opportunities can 
be expanded on the north side 
by razing the Stearns School. 
"Our tax base can be increased 
by using the other vacant 
school buildings for private 
housing and for business or 
professional offices,” he said. 

In summing up his can¬ 
didacy, Farina said, "My 
opponents in this race are good 
people, who also have a stake 
in Newton's future. I feel, 
however, that my 
qualifications for alderman are 
the most suitable at this crucial 
time in Newton's history. I 
think that I can help Newton to 
be an even better dty in which 
to live and to raise one's 
children." 

Farina lives in Newton 
Centre with his wife and four 
children. He is a board 
member of the Newton Boys 
Club, past president of the 
Atina San Marco Society, and a 
member of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and the Mason-Rice 
PTA. He has had political 
experience at the local and 
state level, most recently as 
campaign manager of Paul 
Guzzi's successful race for 
Secretary of State. 

After serving in the U.S. 
Army, Farina studied business 
administration and accounting 
at Wentworth Institute and 
Massachusetts Bay Com¬ 
munity College. He has been a 
construction superintendent 
with the James Farina Cor¬ 
poration for 12 years. 


Unemployed fathers, mothers 
get special attention at CETA 


Unemployed fathers receive 
high-priority treatment at the 
Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training 
(CKTAl office. 

"Of some 45 unemployed 
fa!hers who have registered 
with the Newton Area CETA 
through the Work Incentive 
Program i WIN i since the first 
"f the year, half are being 
served under five different 
CETA programs all aimed at 
getting these heads of 
households back to work," 
Mayor Theodore Mann, 
chairman of the Newton Area 
CETA, noted. 

Thirteen of these fathers 
have been certified eligible for 
short-term public service 
employment. Half of these men 
have already been hired and 
the others are invited regularly 
to CETA Job Fairs, which 
bring together large numbers 
'f project contractors who are 
luring and large numbers of 
CETA eligible applicants. 

Six of these fathers arc 
learning more about their job 
skills and aptitudes thr ugh the 
U< eupational Awareness and 
Employability Skills Training 
program. Another is involved 
in a 20-week work experience 
program and another is 
receiving on-the-job training. 

Those involved in training 
pr grams receive a stipend 
while they learn. On successful 
completion of ihese programs 
hese lathers will become 
eligible for public service 
employment. 

All of these federally 
funded programs are designed 
to get these people onto 


payrolls, in the public sector if 
necessary, but ultimately in 
the private sector," Mann said. 

In order to do this, CETA 
clients receive help through 
counseling and workshops on 
how to get and keep a job. 

Unemployed mothers who 
are heads of households have 
not been forgotten by CETA. Of 
the 28 who registered with the 
Newton Area CETA through 
WIN, 22 are now involved in 
some CETA program. Five of 
ihe mothers have been cer¬ 
tified eligible for public service 
employment and three others 
have already gone to work for 
CETA. Seven of the women are 
involved in the Occupational 
Awareness and Employability 
Skills Training program. Two 
are acquiring their high school 
equivalency certificates and 
two others are learning 
English as a second language. 
Two mothers are involved in 
work experience programs and 
another one is participating in 
on-the-job training. 

WIN participants are not the 
"iy pc-plc who can take ad¬ 
vantage of CETA programs. To 
be eligible for programs and 
jobs through the Newton Area 
CETA. applicants must live in 
Bedford. Brookline, Dover, 
Lexington, Lincoln, Needham, 
Newton, Waltham, Wellesley 
or Weston. 

Applicants who have a hard 
time getting a job because of 
certain disadvantages — such 
as special and recently 
discharged veterans, welfare 
recipients, handicapped, 
members of minority groups, 
workers over 45, heads of

17 city employees finish 
management program

Mitchell Snyder of 107 
Brandeis Rd., Newton Centre, 
has announced his candidacy 
for alderman-at-large from 
Ward 8. 

In his announcement, Snyder 
criticized the lack of com¬ 
petitive bidding from Newton’s 
purchasing department. “If 
the city had put more of its 
small contracts out to bid in¬ 
stead of the patronage prac¬ 
tices it has used in the past, it 
could eventually save the city 
upward of $400,000 each year," 
he said. 

Snyder charged that "small 
purchases (under $2000) have 
often in the past gone to the 
same wholesalers and retailers 
year after year; the law 
doesn’t require them to go out 
to bid. Sometimes the city pays 
higher prices for these items or 
services than for simply 
purchasing them from retail' 
establishments." 

Snyder recommends a 
special board be established to 
investigate and control these 
practices in the future. 

Snyder also believes that the 
city "has lacked the proper 
insight toward dealing with the 
youth of Newton. 

"Newton lacks proper 
recreational facilities, youth 
centers, and youth programs 
for teens. The money never 
seems to be there when it 
comes to youth," Snyder said. 
Snyder feels a special alder- 
manic subcommittee should be 
established to deal with the 
growing problems of youth in 
the city. 


On other issues, Snyder 
believes the city should 
eliminate tennis and swim¬ 
ming fees, which discriminate 
against low- and middle- 
income families. He feels that 
Newton should make further 
inroads in eliminating traffic 
congestion in the city and 
implementing a dial-a-ride 
system for elderly citizens who 
find it difficult to travel 
throughout the city. 

Snyder also wants the city to 
buy all remaining open space 
in the city and put it into a 
“land bank” for future 
recreational purposes. "Under 
no circumstances should the 
city develop these parcels." 

A lifelong resident of Newton 
and former business major at 
Babson College, Snyder has 
been involved in many com¬ 
munity activities and political 
campaigns. He has worked on 
the Cerebral Palsy Telethon 
for two years and assisted in 
coaching the Oak Hill Cubs 
team of the Babe Ruth League 
in past years. 

A former vice president of 
Newton Youth for Change, 
Snyder cosponsored a bill 
establishing youth recreation 
areas for teens throughout the 
city. Snyder is also a member 
of Associated Photographers 
Int. and The American Society 
of Picture Professionals. He is 
also a member of the Ward 8 
Democratic Committee and 
the Democratic City Com¬ 
mittee.

have made the entire process 
of preparing and monitoring 
much easier.

"2. School Curriculum. Two 
years ago, the Newton schools 
had no dtywlde curriculum 
guidelines to coordinate the 
subjects in grades K-9. Con¬ 
sequently, when the students 
from the sixth grade in 23 
elementary schools entered the 
junior high schools, their 
educational backgrounds 
greatly differed. During the 
last two years, the School 
Committee has funded the 
development of citywide 
curriculum guidelines which 
solved the coordination 
problems. 

"3. Special Education. As a 
School Committee member, I 
am committed to providing the 
best possible education for 
every child in the Newton 
schools. I have voted for an 
expansion of funding for 
programs which aid children 
with special needs. 

"4. School Closings. Before I 
was elected to the School 
Committee, there was no long- 
range master plan effectively 
dealing with the problems 
created by declining 
enrollment.

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) has hailed the action 
of the legislature's Joint 
Committee on the Judiciary in 
giving preliminary approval to 
several key elements of the 
Cox Commission's Judicial 
reform proposals. 


Pines, who has fought for a 
state takeover of county court 
costs since coming to the state 
legislature in 1973, was par¬ 
ticularly encouraged by the 
committee support for such a 
takeover. 

“Both from the standpoint of 


relieving the severe burden on 
local property taxpayers, and 
ridding the courts of political 
cronyism and inefficiency, 
state assumption of court costs 
la critical," said Pines. The 
phase-in period is expected to 
take somewhere between three 


and five years. 

According to Pines, the total 
Middlesex County budget is 
$38.2 million, of which $29.1 
million are court-related costs. 
Newton is assessed 5.81 per¬ 
cent of the total county budget. 
“Thus Newton's share of 


county court costs Is almost 
$1.7 million, a figure that 
escalates annually. Were the 
state to assume the court costs 
it would represent a savings of 
approximately $4.32 on the 
Newton tax rate," said Pines. 

“While I have sponsored 


legislation requiring State 
assumption of all county costs 
for several years, the 
likelihood of passage in the 
near future Is quite doubtful. 
The action the committee has 
taken is nonetheless a major 
first step,” Pines said.

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Stiller seeks 2ndterm 

as Ward 8 aIderman Robert Cohen seeks reelection 

as School Committee member 
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Robert Stiller of 21 June 
Lane has announced his 
candidacy for reelection as 
alderman in Ward 8. 

Stiller, who is completing his 
first term as Ward 8 alderman, 
is currently serving on five 
standing committees of the 
Board of Aldermen: Public 
Works, Public Buildings, 
Public Health & Safety, 
Kenrick, and Street Traffic, of 
which he was elected vice 
chairman. No other member of 
the Board has been appointed 
to as many standing com¬ 
mittees. 

Besides these standing 
committee appointments, 
Stiller’s continued interest in 
land use matters leads him to 
attend many Land Use Com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

Elected in 1975 on a platform 
of fiscal responsibility and 
restraint in order to stabilize 
an ever-growing tax rate, 
Stiller has continually ad¬ 
vocated programs that would 
result in savings to the city. He 
has supported the 
reorganization of the Public 
Works Department and the 
replacement of outmoded and 
outdated trash vehicles which 
will save the city over $1 
million through better service 
and a reduction in collection 
personnel. 

He has also initiated action 
that has resulted in the city 
being reimbursed for state- 
mandated programs that had 
been underfunded. 

As Ward 8 alderman, Stiller 
has continually worked to 
preserve the remaining open 
spaces throughout the city, and 
particularly in Ward 8.

He also supports additional 
minibus routes to tie in with 
existing MBTA service. 

In preparation for the con¬ 
solidation of the Memorial and 
Spaulding Schools, Stiller 
introduced legislation which 
has closed Oak Hill Street to 
heavy truck traffic and has 
initiated studies to provide a 
pedestrian signal light to en¬ 
sure the safe crossing of 
schoolchildren across Dedham 
Street. 

He is also currently working 
with the Newton Planning 
Department and the town of 
Needham to eliminate heavy 
trucking on Winchester Street 
and to provide alternative 
traffic patterns. 

.Stiller is a 21-year resident of 
Newton, is a graduate of 
Boston Latin School, Ohio State 
University, and Harvard 
Business School’ advanced 
management program. He is a 
past master of Euclid Lodge, 
A.F. & A.M., past president of 
the N.E. Toy Manufacturers 
Representatives Assn., past 
president of the Newton Civic 
and Land Assn., and is a 
member of the Oak Hill Park 
Assn., the Newton Taxpayers 
Assn., Temple Beth Avodah, 
and is associated with the 
Newton Little League. 

Stiller pledges to continue his 
efforts on behalf of his ward 
and city, and to work to keep 
Newton as the most desirable 
community in which to reside. 

He supports more housing 
for the elderly, the conversion 
of the Novitiate land to a city 
park and recreation area, and 
has recently introduced 
legislation calling for the 
rehabilitation and 
beautification of the industrial 
land on Needham Street, ex¬ 
tending from the Needham 
town line to Rte. 9. This area 
has a high potential to con¬ 
tribute to our tax base and 
requires no zone changes or 
residential displacement.

School Committee member 
Robert Cohen recently an¬ 
nounced the opening of his 
reelection campaign. 

In making the an¬ 
nouncement, Cohen said he 
looks back with pride and 
satisfaction at the numerous 
accomplishments of the 
Committee since he became a 
member. These achievements 
illustrate a smooth and har¬ 
monious relationship between 
the Committee and the School 
Department staff, Cohen said. 

Cohen points to his initiation 
or support of the following:

3. Creation of written 
standards to govern teachers’ 
requests for leaves of absence. 

4. Creation of an 
organizational manual 
showing the relationship of 
School Department employees 
to each other. 

5. The making available to 
the city government of the use 
of driver-simulator facilities 
for use in retraining and in¬ 
structing city employees. 

6. The opening up of School 
Committee meetings for 
greater public participation. 
The general public is now 
permitted to address the 
Committee before and after 
each regular business meeting. 

7. The bringing of the School 
Department into 100 percent 
compliance with the State Text 
Book law. 

8. Creation of the first alcohol 
abuse prevention program. 

9. Creation of the position of 
federal projects coordinator, 
thus assuring the taxpayers 
that Newton will receive the 
maximum possible federal 
educational aid. 

10. The opening of high 
school courses to the general 
adult population of the city on a 
space-available basis. 

11. Expansion of Chapter 766 
(special education) programs 
and greater utilization of 
resource rooms. 

12. Institution of a program 
of planned maintenance of the 
physical facilities, which can 
save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in repair costs. 

13. Elimination of the policy 
of prior committees of 
acquiring equipment which 
could not be used because of 
the lack of utilities and other 
facilities. 

14. Institution of a summer 
remedial reading program as a 
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Robert Cohen 

substitute for a former 
federally funded program for 
which funds were cut back. 

15. Expansion of the 
technical-vocational program 
to provide a program in¬ 
troducing students to careers 
in helping the handicapped. 

16. Public interviewing of 
key administrative ap¬ 
pointments and a periodic 
public interviewing of key 
personnel already employed. 
For the first time, the School 
Committee has been able 
openly to evaluate job func¬ 
tions and responsibilities, the 
professional staff has had an 
opportunity publicly to express 
their concerns, goals and 
desires, and the general public 
has had an opportunity to be 
exposed to and understand the 
administrative workings of the 
school system. 

17. A general increased 

emphasis on the basic skills 
being taught in the elementary 
schools and the im¬ 
plementation of K-9 

curriculum as developed by the 
professional staff. 

In addition to the above, 
Cohen has placed on the 
agenda a resolution reflecting 
the recommendation of the 
subcommittee on declining 
enrollment and school con¬ 
solidation calling for the 
consolidation of Weeks Junior 
High School into Meadowbrook 
Junior High School and the 
reorganization of the grade 
structure, with the ninth grade 
being placed in the high school. 

The plan would reduce school 


expenditures by as much as 
$300,000 annually and eliminate 
proposed capital expenditure 
of up to $900,000. 

Cohen reaffirmed his 
commitment to operating the 
school system at the least 
possible cost consistent with 
the continued offering of high 
quality education. He pointed 
to the fact that the school 
budget has, in spite of in¬ 
flationary pressures, increased 
nominally under the present 
Committee. 

Cohen has been a Newton 
resident for 15 years. He lives 
at 49 Rowena Rd. with his wife, 
Myrna, and their three 
children, all of whom attend 
Newton public schools. Myrna 
Cohen is currently employed 
by the Newton School 
Department at the Hamilton 
School in its learning 
disabilities program and has 
previously taught at the 
Horace Mann, Hyde, Carr and “ 
Franklin schools. 

Cohen has served as a 
director and vice president of 
the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, 
twice as president of the 
Newton Young Democrats, and 
as trustee of the Jackson 
Homestead. 

In 1967 he was chosen one of 
Newton’s 10 outstanding young 
men and in 1968 as one of 
Newton’s four outstanding 
young men. He has served as 
treasurer of the Weeks Junior 
High School PTA and he and 
his wife have served as its 
president. 

He is a member of Temple 
Mishkan Tetila, where he has 
served as president of its 
Forum and president of its 
PTA.

New tune 
for coal 
industry 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
This is year they waited for — a 
new president and a new 
philosophy toward the environ¬ 
ment and the worker. 

The target: the booming coal 
Industry. 

Although President Carter 
gave the industry a boost when 
his energy program leaned 
heavily on turning America’s 
use of gas and oil to coal, the 
coal magnates will soon be 
feeling the bite of new 
legislation passed by Congress. 
And environmentalists are 
happy. 

Mineworkers are seeing pro¬ 
grams and legislation they 
have long advocated being 
received favorably. No longer 
is the powerful threat of a 
presidential veto hanging over 
such issues as strip mining 
reclamation, or mine safety, or 
improved black lung benefits. 

But the administration is 
making its opinions felt. 

Especially on the black lung 
issue, which still faces a dif¬ 
ficult road in Congress, the 
administration made known its 
opposition to some provision 
early in the game. At the same 
time, however, it emphasized 
support for the overall concept 
of reforming benefits and 
procedures. 

Most attention has been put 
on the surface mining bill 
which Carter quickly signed 
into law. it requires most lands 
disturbed by the surface ex¬ 
traction of coal to be restored 
to their approximate original 
contour, and sets up per¬ 
mitting, bonding and 
reclamation criteria. 

While the industry’s two 
major lobbying groups — the 
National Coal Association and 
the American Mining Congress 
— fought enactment to the 
bitter end, coal operators got 1 
off easier than many thought. 

Twice, President Gerald 
Ford vetoed bills that were 
tougher in many respects. The 
most glaring difference is a 
special two-year exemption for 
socalled small operators who 
produce less than 100,000 tons 
of coal a year. 

The industry admits that 
. loophole will allow more than 
80 per of the. coal mines to 
avoid much of the new law until 
the beginning of 1979. 

Nevertheless, the industry 
now knows that it will soon 
have to adhere, and that fact 
alone caused most en¬ 
vironmental groups to accept 
the compromise. 

Both the Senate and House 
have passed versions of a mine 
safety bill, which not only 
transfers federal enforcement 
powers (the Mining Enforce¬ 
ment and Safety Administra¬ 
tion) from the Interior 
Department to the Labor 
Department, but also strength¬ 
ens many of the safety stan¬ 
dards and places hard rock 
mines under the same criteria 
as coal mines. 

Labor unions, such as the 
United Mineworkers of 
America and United 
Steelworkers, favor toughened 
standards. The legislation has 
been sent to a HouseSenate 
conference to work out dif¬ 
ferences, but the panel has yet 
to meet. 

The black lung benefits 
controversy is expected to be 
the next one up on the House 
floor. 

Just before the recess, House 
general debate was conducted, 
but no action taken on 
amendments. The Senate bill is 
weaker and much more palata¬ 
ble to the Carter administra¬ 
tion. 

The administration 
especially dislikes provisions 
in the House bill that would 
grant virtual automatic 
benefits to veteran coal miners 
or their widows and depen¬ 
dents, and a provision that 
would deny the government the 
right to question medical 
opinions of coalfield doctors 
who determine a miner has the 
lung disease. 

House I.abor chairman Carl 
Perkins, D-Ky., had to give in 
on the automatic entitlement, 
however, in order to win 
clearance from the House 
ttules L’onuiuUee for floor 
action. With the admuuslration 
in the other corner on that 
issue, Perkins said he would 
accept a substitute to delete the 
provision.

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - Like 
childhood pals, long forgotten 
tunes by familiar names spring 
back to mind during a visit to 
Gladys Diley's basement. 

There’s Chuck Berry, Fats 
Domino and Buddy Holly. Sam 
Cooke, Little Richard, Jerry 
Lee Lewis. The Big Bopper, 
The Platters and, of course, 
Elvis Presley. 

"I feel like I've got a bit of 
history down here," said Mrs. 
Diley, waving her arm over the 
rows of neatly catalogued 45 
rpm records. She hasn't count¬ 
ed lately, but Mrs. Diley 
estimates she has more than 
50,000 records. 

Music, especially the birth 
and growth of rock 'n roll in the 
'50s, has been a large part of 
Mrs. Diley’s life for nearly 30 
years. 

She once sold records from 
her small store and now 
operates a mail-order business 
out of her home in suburban 
Creve Coeur. She caters to 
persons who share her interest 
in the Golden Era of rock ‘n 
roll. 

Mrs. Diley’s collection of 
memories — in her mind and in 
her basement — are her 
credentials as a rock ‘n roll 
historian. 

"There were a lot of obscure 
pressings in the early 50s by 
black groups,” she said. 
"White people, at that time, did 
not listen to what they called 
race records. The groups had 
all kinds of bird names — the 
Crows, Falcons, Flamingos, 
Ravens, Meadowlarks. 

The first rock hit record was 
introduced in the movie, "The 
Blackboard Jungle. "While 


boys in white socks with taps 
on their shoes danced madly 
with girls in letter sweaters, 
Bill Haley and his Comets 
banged out "Rock Around the 
Clock." 

"I would say Bill Haley 
really opened it up for the 
white people, and then along 
came Elvis and shoved him 
off,” Mrs. Diley said. 

"I remember so well when 
Elvis first came out. Here I had 
three children and mothers 
were not supposed to like Elvis. 
They thought that vigorous 
body gyration was not fit to 
see. 

"Oh, how I liked him. I knew 
I shouldn’t but I did just the 
same. I can’t say Elvis did 
anything to my morals but he 
sure did do something to my 
morale." 

Mrs. Diley, who has custom¬ 
ers all over the United States 
and Europe, said Elvis’ first 
five recordings on the Sun label 
are the most valuable among 
collectors, even more so since 
his death. 

"They’ll start hoarding his 
stuff, more than just the 
collectors. The ones that do 
have them won’t let them go, 
now." 

Mrs. Diley recently sold a 
copy of Bob Dylan's “Blowin’ 
in the Wind” for $45 but said 
she now regrets the sale. 

"Just because a record is old 
doesn't make it valuable. It 
depends on the quality of the 
record and the demand for it. 
And, of course, the scarcity.” 

Mrs. Diley does not accept 
reissues of records from 
masters.

The reason: Some drugs have a 
shorter shelf-life, others last 
longer. That's why phar¬ 
macists recommend cleaning 
out the medicine cabinet at 
least once a year, to assure 
that you don’t count on a drug 
that has become ineffective. 


Music festival held 
in Dartmouth Center 


proceeded to enter Dummy 
with a red suit card in order to 
lead a club. If East had the 
king of clubs the contract 
would roll in with eleven tricks. 
Unfortunately, West won the 
queen of clubs and led his 
remaining spade. 

No matter which spade 
Declarer played East could top 
it and cash out four tricks in the 
suit. Together with partner's 
club trick the contract was 
defeated. 

There is a simple way to 
make this contract. It only 
takes a bit of thought at the 
first trick. South should let 
West hold his jack of spades 
instead of winning the king. 
West can continue the suit but 
East must play his ace to drop 
the king. At this point Dummy 
still holds the ten and eight of 
spades and East is on lead with 
the queen and nine. 

East can cash his high spade, 
but Declarer will win the fourth 
spade trick in Dummy and can 
now safely lose a club to West. 
In this particular hand the total 
score for no trump or clubs is 
the same, but there are times 
when this is not so, and 
duplicate players are attuned 
to the no trump games. In this 
hand Declarer will lose three 
spades and a club, but will 
make the other nine tricks. At 
clubs Declarer will take eleven 
tricks, losing a spade and a 
club for the same total score. 


HANOVER, N.H. (UPI) - 
Peter Smith, the director of 
Hopkins Center at Dartmouth 
College, which recently 
presented "Celebration 
Northeast," a two-day festival 
of traditional music, dance and 
song, describes the center "as 
a building and a program." 

"It is a place that has 
theaters, galleries, concert 
hall, recital hall, crafts work 
shops, art studios and a variety 
of other kinds of places for 
people to be and enjoy them¬ 
selves in,” Smith said in an 
interview. 

The center was opened in 
1962. "It was an enormous 
undertaking for a college of 
this size and added a really 
substantial facility to this part 
of the world," Smith said. "I 
guess it’s fair to say that it is 
the most substantial center of 
it’s kind between Boston and 
Montreal.” 

“Celebration Northeast" 
featured more than 50 per¬ 
formers from all over the 
northeastern United States and 
Canada. The festivities in¬ 
cluded two evening concerts in 


Spaulding Auditorium and 
numerous free outdoor events 
on Dartmouth’s historic Green 
where four large tents had 
been set up to accommodate a 
crowd estimated at 2,500. 

The outdoor entertainment 
included strolling street 
singers such as Paul Cole, well- 
known to thousands of 
Bostonians and visitors for his 
17-instrument one-man band; 
children’s concerts; workshops 
in fiddling styles and tunes, 
songs of the sea and folk tales 
of New England; concerts of 
mountain ballads, accordion 
and harmonica tunes; and a 
sprinkling of down home 
humor. 

Both evening concerts were 
sold out. Among the outstand¬ 
ing performers was an 11-year- 
old boy, Gary Pomerleau, from 
Concord, N.H., whose fiddling 
drew prolonged applause. 

Norman Kennedy sang bal¬ 
lads learned while growing up 
in Aberdeen, Scotland.

Board of Aldermen and the 
community, it is possible to 
gainfully use this property, as 
exemplified by the converted 
use of the Memorial School. 

As president of the Oak Hill 
Park Association, Mrs. 
Creeem has represented the 
neighborhood's needs at many 
public hearings. These needs 
include recreation, land use 
and traffic concerns. As a 
result of representing her 
neighborhood at the Board of 
Aldermen and School Com¬ 
mittee meetings, she is 
familiar with the legislative 
process.

Newton residents are still in 
need of adequate public 
transportation. It is not only a 
social need, but an economic 
neccesity. We need to exert 
more pressure on the MBTA 
for more and better services in 
relation to the assessments we 
pay, Mrs. Creem believes.

Ann Berwick, of 38 Moreland 
Ave., Newton Centre, has 
announced her candidacy for 
the Newton School Committee 
from Ward 6. 

In making her an¬ 
nouncement, Mrs. Berwick 
said, "My husband and I chose 
to live in Newton because we 
believed that we could be 
confident of the education our 
children would receive here. 
We are committed to our 
community, but our confidence 
has become mixed with 
unease." 

Mrs. Berwick mentioned 
several concerns. "First," she 
said, "the cost of running our 
city has already reached the 
limit our citizens can tolerate. 
We must find ways to maintain 
high-quality education without 
further drain on our tax dollar. 

Some funds can be made 
available for educational 
programs," she continued, "by 
a responsible approach to the 
painful process of school 
consolidation.

maneuvering. Insofar as this 
last point is concerned, the 
majority of our current School 
Committee has certainly failed 
us."

Berwick said, that “our 
children must learn to read, 
write, and compute, first and 
foremost. It is a tragedy when 
a child leaves our educational 
system without having 
mastered these essential 
skills." 

She added, “Different 
children learn in different 
ways, and a school system that 
restricts itself to one style of 
learning or one inflexible 
curriculum is not meeting its

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Oliver Cromwell: One of the most revered and hated men in English history 


Cromwell, by Roper Howell 
Jr. 

(Little, Brown, |8.95) 

In Catholic Ireland strong 
men weep and women curse at 
the mere mention of Oliver 
Cromwell — with considerable 
justification. 

It was In September, 1649, 
that Cromwell's army sacked 
the Irish town of Drogheda. 
History records that prac¬ 
tically the entire garrison and 
all its priests were put to the 
sword. 

"I am persuaded that this is 
a righteous judgment of God 
upon these barbarous wretches 
who havfe imbrued their hands 
in so much Innocent blood,” 
Cromwell said of the 
massacre. 

This was in keeping with 
Cromwell's penchant for prais- 
ing the Lord for his (Crom¬ 
well’s) actions. 

According to author Roger 
Howell, Jr., Cromwell gave 
two reasons for his actions at 
Drogheda: 

"One was purely technical; 


the rules of war at that time 
allowed the slaughter of a 
garrison which refused to 
surrender when in a hopeless 
position. The second was based 
on military considerations. 
Cromwell hoped by this first 
forceful stroke to terrify the 
opposition into surrender.” 

The Drogheda tragedy was 
only one of many which by the 
end of 1649 saw much of 
Ireland’s coast under Crom¬ 
well’s control. 

Howell, a professor and 
chronicler of English history, 
tries to walk a tenuous line 
between Cromwell’s contribu¬ 
tion as England's “only 
republican head of state,” and 
his ruthlessness (almost 
always In the name of God) in 
crushing his enemies. 

It’s a difficult task. Crom¬ 
well's position as one of the 
most revered and hated men in 
English history makes Impar¬ 
tial reaction to any analysis 
almost Impossible. 

To Irishmen generally 
Howell’s book would appear to 


be an apologia. Englishmen, 
whose forebears had to endure 
the absolutism of Charles I, 
may hold a more charitable 
view. 

The book traces Cromwell’s 
rise from his first tentative 
ventures into politics to his 
death, when he held the post of 
England's Lord Protector. 
Only a small segment of the 
book deals with Ireland, but it 
is especially relevant today in 
view of the turbulence in 
Northern Ireland. 

H. J. Heller (UPI) 

A Shadow of Galls, by 
Patricia Finney. 

(Putnam, $8.95) 

This book accomplishes an 
extremely difficult task — the 
evocation of Celtic legends in a 
believable tale of love and the 
struggle for power in Celtic, 
Ireland. 

Some of the most famous 
legends are woven into a fic¬ 
tional story line — the Cattle 
Raid at Cooley, the flight of 
Nasal and the beautiful 


Delrdre of the Sorrows and 
their pursuit by Conchubar, 
King of Ulster. 

Moving through the 
narrative are such blgger- 
than-life figures as Cuchulain 
Mac Sualtim, champion of 
Ulster, and aging, shred Queen 
Maeve. 

The author, remarkably a 19- 
year-old girl bom In London, 
treats the body of rich Celtic 
lore with respect and has 
Immersed herself In the detail 
of its rites with obvious care. 

The story revolves around 
the fictional Lugh Mac 
Romain, son of an Irish 
Princess and a Roman cen- 
turian. The story of Lugh's 
conception is one of the most 
effective descriptive passages 
in the book. 

Lugh kills the queen’s con¬ 
sort when the old king attacks 
him for no apparent reason. He 
flees to Conchubar’s 
stronghold in Ulster where he 
is befriended by Cuchulain and 
the other mighty Celtic 
warriors. 


A bard by training and in¬ 
clination, he is forced into the 
life of a warrior, participating 
in the warring that inevitably 
breaks out between the North 
and South of Ireland. The 
book's pace is steady and, 
despite the complexity of the 
culture it portrays, the narra¬ 
tive is clear and forceful.

The Never-Ending Wrong, by 
Katherine Anne Porter. 

(Atlantic-Little, Brown, 
$5.95) 

At 87, Katherine Anne Porter 
has produced a minor master¬ 
piece. 

The 63 pages of "The Never- 
Ending Wrong" — first printed 
in Atlantic magazine — is a 
memoir of when she was a 
rebel with a cause. 

Half a century ago Miss 
Porter went to Boston in hopes 
of getting what she wished 
would be a fair trial for 
shoemaker Nicola Sacco and 
fishmonger Bartholomeo Van- 
zetti. 


The pair were convicted of 
murder stemming from a 1920 
payroll robbery in South 
Braintree, Mass. Miss Porter 
Judged they had been con¬ 
demned because they were 
poor, Italian, Roman Catholic 
and in favor of class warfare. 

She found herself opposed to 
the Establishment, Including a 
judge who bragged on a golf 
course of having dispatched 
the two “anarchists" to the 
electric chair. Miss Porter 
found herself later equally 
critical of Sacco and Vanzetti's 
self-serving champions — 
including the Communists. 

She reports what a female 
Communist leader replied 
when Miss Porter spoke of her 
goal being a fair trial for the 
accused: 

"Rosa Baron’s little pin¬ 
points of eyes glittering 
through her spectacles at me 
and her shrill accusing voice — 
‘Saved? Who wants them 
saved? What earthly good 
would they do us alive?’” 

Miss Porter could never 
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decide whether Sacco and 
Vanzetti were guilty. But she 
did judge that they had no fair 
trial. 

Her memories include 
reportage worthy of her "Pale 
Horse, Pale Rider" as she 
writes of Vanzetti's sister 
facing a crowd of hysterical 
supporters, and Lincoln 
Steffens saying of his Russian 
visit, "I have seen the future 
and it works.” 

But best, perhaps, is her 
surgery into all the caterwaul¬ 
ing of the pro and cort forces at 
work In Boston 50 years ago. 

What she saw and heard, she 
says, "have haunted me pain¬ 
fully for life." 

Her report of that ghost 
haunting American Justice 
may be the best commentary 
yet produced on a trial and 
execution that perhaps did not 
make America what it is today 
— but certainly showed 
dramatically how it got here.

Students need not wait long for the first 
holiday, which will be Sept. 13 in ob¬ 
servance of Rosh Hashonah, the Jewish 
New Year, 

Other holidays are Sept. 22, Yom 
Kippur; Oct. 10, Columbus Day; Nov. 11, 
Veterans’ Day; and Thanksgiving recess 
starting Wednesday noon, Nov. 23. 

Christmas vacation starts at the end of 
school Friday Dec. 23, and school will 
reopen Tuesday, Jan. 3. 

There will be no school Monday, Jan. 
16, on Martin Luther King Day, and 
winter vacation will run the week of Feb. 
20-24. 

There will be no school Good Friday, 
March 24, a spring vacation will be the 
week of April 17-21. 

There will be no school on Monday, 
May 29, in observance of Memorial Day, 


and the last day of school is set for 
Tuesday, June 27. 

There are 184 days of school scheduled, 
with an allowance of four snow days. If 
fewer than four are needed, the calendar 
will be cut back by the number of unused 
snow days.

The White representative said there 
would be no plans for a second building 
until a prime tenant is secured. 

Garden apartments 

The possibility of garden apartments 
being built on two adjacent lots that 
currently have single-family homes on 
them is very' real, McManmon told the 
residents. 

"I think there's going to be a lot of 
pressure for garden apartments in the 
area. It's just too easy to get to Cam¬ 
bridge and Boston from this area” he 
said. 

Some residents suggested everyone in 
the area make a strong effort to keep 
their homes in good shape and hold out 
against developers, but the planner and 
others present suggested a stronger 
guarantee against apartments by 
changing the zoning in the area. 

The neighborhood is bounded by 
Jackson Street on the west, Washington 
Street on the south, Centre Street on the 
east, and the Watertown boundary on the 
north. 

Pearl Street runs the full width east to 
west, and all of the land north of Pearl is 
zoned residence D, as is all of the land 


east of Jewett Street except for the 
business area. 

With permissive use granted by the 
Board of Aldermen three-story garden 
apartments and from four to eight 
townhouses could be built on any piece of 
land that meets already specified lot 
requirements. 

Aid. Terry Morris said at the meeting 
in Eliot Church last Thursday that there 
is some disatisfaction in City Hall with 
the boxlike structures that have been 
built in this zone, and there may be plans 
to change it sometime in the future. 

Lead poisoning 

Mrs. Johnston of 136 Jewett St. com¬ 
plained of the abundance of automobile 
dealerships in the neighborhood, par¬ 
ticularly about the one which abuts her 
backyard. 

Each time a car starts the fumes pass 
through the wire mesh fence into her yard 
where she estimates up to 15 children 
play during the day. 

The lead from the exhaust collects in 
the dirt, which often winds up in 
childrens’ mouths. 

She also opposed a possible tot lot on 


Hovey Street land that is currently owned 
by the Frost Motors. Other residents 
were split on whether it would be 
desirable for a tot lot there in the midst of 
what has been called the most heavily 
polluted area in Greater Boston, or 
whether it would be a better site for 
elderly housing, if the land is ever 
acquired by the city. 

McManmon said he plans to meet with 
the three auto dealers in the area as part 
of SOM’s $20,000 study paid for by 
community development money. 

Other possible improvements 
discussed at the meeting included pur¬ 
chasing of a buffer zone of open space 
between the residential homes and the 
business area, making the parking lot on 
Pearl Street the focal point of the 
businesses in conjunction with improved 
store entrances from the lot, and several 
suggestions for improved traffic, 
pedestrian, and parking facilities. 

The next meeting will be with the 
Charlesbank neighborhood at the Eliot 
Church at 8 p.m. on Thursday, Sept. 8. 
The neighborhood includes all of Newton 
north of the Pike and east of Centre 
Street. 


CDC vote 

Computer capability for storage of 
medical information, for ambulance 
attendants, type of construction for 
firefighters, and the like, would be ex¬ 
panded over what is possible now. 

Opposition has been nebulous, ranging 
— from cost to invasion of privacy, with 
concerns about personnel and location in 
between. 

But Aid. Sidney Small Tuesday voiced 
what is probably the overriding concern 
of aldermen —who will be in charge, and 
how will the staffing work? 

At the many meetings at which Fire 
Chief Harvey Preble and Police Chief 


William Quinn have been present to give 
their points of view and answer questions, 
they have not presented a work schedule, 
showing exactly who will be manning the 
center and what times. 

The plan is to continue use of some 
civilians now doing dispatching work for 
both departments with both fire and 
police personnel. But who and how many 
has not been definitely answered. 

Part of the mayor's reason for wanting 
the CDC is to save money on personnel. 
His office has said there will be eight 
fewer people needed than with the two 
existing dispatch functions.

Police and firefighters’ associations do 
not want the number of police officers 
and firefighters to be cut as a result of the 
new CDC. 

Some aldermen foresee difficulty with 
police and firefighters’ taking orders 
from civilians or from a member of the 
other service. 

The bond issue will require a vote of 16 
aldermen. 

At last count, observers of the Board 
found a maximum of 15 votes in favor, 
with two aldermen in opposition who may 
be wavering. 


Rain or shine, 
Latvians keep singing 






RIGA, Latvia (UPI) - No 
matter what the occasion, get a 
group of Latvians together and 
they break out in song. 

"I^tvians love to sing," said 
Arvids Darkevics, an expert on 
the origin of music. "Latvians 
have songs for almost every¬ 
thing. Folk songs, songs for 
birthdays, name days, for the 
seasons of the year, naughty 
songs — you name it and we got 
it.” 

They also like to show off 
their talents and every few 
years arrange extravagant, 
expensive song festivals with 
thousands of performers. This 
year was no exception. 

Back in 1864 a country 
preacher gathered together a 
group of men from four local 
choirs for a 19th century-type 
jam session of traditional 
Latvian folk songs. 

The audience liked what It 
heard and nine years later the 
first Latvian Song Festival was 
held in Riga — 1,003 singers, 
200 of them women — very 
progressive for those days. 

Despite setbacks, the tradi¬ 
tion flourished to the point that, 
this summer’s 17th festival, a 
two-day happening — at an 
overall expense of $3.4 million 
— drew 20,000 performers and 
an estimated 100,000 spectators 
to Riga's Forest Park outdoor 
concert stadium. 

Not even a driving rain could 
mar the final evening's perfor¬ 
mance. 

"In the old days Latvia was 
ruled either by German land 
barons or by Czarist Russia,” 
Darkevics said. "In an effort to 
try to keep an individual 
identity, and expand its 
culture, Latvians turned to 
song and folk dancing." 

The first choir was organized 
in 1848 under the direction of 
Kristjanis Valdemars, a tea¬ 
cher. "Many teachers in those 
days helped expand the 
musical knowledge of Lat¬ 
vians," Darkevics said. 

This was because teachers 
were required to play at least 
one instrument and their 
musical education was passed 
on to others. 

Perhaps the man who helped 
most was Janis Cimse, who 
started collecting Latvian folk 
songs in 1843. Also a teacher, 
he traveled across the country 
in search of material and asked 
his students to help by sending 
folk songs to him. 

By 1872 he had published the 
first book consisting of a 
collection of Latvian folk 
songs. Darkevics said Cimse's 
efforts were very influential in 


the decision to stage the first 
song festival a year later. 

The performance consisted 
of 16 songs. "It was a colossal 
affair for those days, but the 
German barons did not like it 
because they thought Latvians 
were getting too nationalistic,” 
Darkevics said. 

"At a dinner following the 
festival, a huge argument 
developed. 

"One of the Germans said 
that although one could speak 
in the Latvian language, one 
could not write in it or sing in it, 
because it was not a literary 
language, nor was it cultured." 

Darkevics said the Latvians 
did not accept this insult and in 
1880 staged an even bigger 
festival with 2,000 participants 
in three categories — religious, 
contemporary and choir 
competition. 

By 1904 an estimated 9,000 
performers were ready to go on 
stage when Czarist officials, 
who were now in power, got 
worried that it would turn out 
to be a nationalistic demon¬ 
stration and refused per¬ 
mission to hold the festival. 

"The Czarist repression 
broke down the whole choir 
culture and it was not until six 
years later that Latvians 
managed to put on a festival, 
but with much trouble," 
Darkevics said. 
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Regional 
airline flies 
for peanuts 

Regional — or local service 
— airlines play a vital role in 
transporting millions of travel¬ 
ers to destinations throughout 
the United States, often linking 
cities not on the timetables of 
the big transcontinental car¬ 
riers. 

But they are often overshad¬ 
owed by the major domestic 
trunk lines with their big ad¬ 
vertising budgets, so many are 
relatively unknown outside the 
areas they service. 

To promote their services to 
air travelers passing through 
the region, they often come up 
with "an offer they can't 
refuse," according to Jim 
O'Donnell, vice president-mar¬ 
keting for Texas International 
Airlines. 

Under the slogan "Now 
everybody can fly for 
peanuts,” TIA introduced its 
"Peanuts Fare," which can 
save travelers up to 60 percent 
on the regular coach fares on 
109 flights to 17 cities in six 
states west of the Mississippi. 

"The sole difference between 
the fares is that the passenger 
flying for 'Peanuts' does not 
get any meal — only com¬ 
plimentary peanuts (what 
else'') and soft drinks,” he 
said. 

TIA, with headquarters in 
Houston, services Texas, 
Colorado, Utah, Louisiana, 
New Mexico and California 
with DC9 jet and Convair 
turboprop airliners. 

The Air Transport Assn, of 
America designates nine of its 
24 member airlines as local 
service airlines; Air New 
Lngland, Allegheny, Frontier, 
Hughes Airwest, North Cen¬ 
tral, Ozark, Piedmont, 
Southern and TIA. Most offer 
various moneysaving 
promotional fares to travelers 
in their regions

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Jimmy's eldest sister shuns 'Presidential fishbowl- 


Gloria Carter Spann laughs 
vhen she says, "I’m the Spann 
n the Carter family." But long 
tefore Jimmy's election to the 
’residency, his eldest sister 
lad made her decision to retain 
icr individuality. 

"There comes a time when 
'ou have to choose which 
(direction you’re going to take 
land since I did know that 
Jimmy was going to be 
president I had to decide 
whether I would specialize in 
being the President’s sister or 
whether I would specialize in 
being Walter Spann’s wife. 
Well, that wasn't even a 
decision for me. 1 knew exactly 
what I wanted to do." 

The 50-year-old Mrs. Spann; 
whose husband is a semiretired 
farmer in Plains, Ga., was in 
New York for the first time 
since 1961 to promote "Away 
From Home: Letters to My 
Family (Simon and Schuster), 
a collection of letters from her 
mother which she has compiled 
detailing Miss Lillian’s 
struggles and accomplish¬ 
ments during her two years as 
a Peace Corps volunteer in 
India. 

Looking pretty in a bright 
yellow dress, Mrs. Spann 
recalled in "my first interview 
outside of Georgia" her visit to 
New York 16 years ago. "The 
only thing I did then was stand 
out on the sidewalk waiting for 
a celebrity to go by to get their 
autograph." 

Now a celebrity in her own 
right, she still insists, "I’m a 
housewife. I’m just like all the 
other American women of my 
age. I’m a typical American 
woman and I do the things that 
everybody else does. 

"Of course I support my 
brother," she said, but I “keep 
my life out of the presidential, 
political fishbowl. 

"I'm going to be very frank 
with you and tell you that the 
press put us together as such a 
close knit family, and we are 
close, but Jimmy's been mar¬ 
ried for 32 years and has his 
own family, and I've been 
married for years and years 
and have my own family. Ruth 
(Evangelist Ruth Carter Sta¬ 
pleton) has been in North 
Carolina for nearly 30 years, 
and Billie, of course, has six 
children in his own family. And 
all of a sudden we found our- 
' selves lumped as little 
children, when we’ve been on 
our separate paths all these 
years." 

Her voice softens when she 
speaks of her mother whom she 
feels “is the one peg that we 
revolve around. I think mother 
is the glue that holds us 
together.” 

She credits Miss Lillian with 
her brother Billie’s sense of 
humor, her zest for life, Ruth's 
get-up-and-go and Jimmy’s 
determination. 

Miss Lillian always said, 
according to Gloria, “I want 
you to be an individual and I 
want you to reach for anything 
you want; you can do it." 

"And,” Gloria said, "so did 
daddy. Daddy always taught us 
that there was nothin’ that we 
couldn't do as long as we 
studied and made good marks 
and tried to do it and not to give 
up." 

About 10 years ago, Gloria's 
stick-to-itiveness was put to the 
test. It was then that she told 
her husband if he would buy 
her a motorcycle she would 
learn to ride it. "Terrified. 
That’s not the word for it, but I 
did learn to ride and I had 
never been on a motorcycle, 
even to ride with somebody, 
and here I was an old lady..." 

It was something her 
husband had always wanted to 
do and she had decided that 
. they had worked together all 
their lives and it was time "for 
us to learn to play and relax 
and enjoy each other." 


Keed-lsland Indians 
On Lake Titicaca 
PUNO, Peru, (UPi - The 
islands of the Uru Indians are 
an attraction to tourists 
visiting this port on Lake 
Titicaca, set in the Andes 
mountains between Peru and 
Bolivia. 

About 700 Indians live on 28 
islands covered with reeds.

San Francisco’s 
Chilean Counterpart 
VALPARAISO, Chile (UPI) 
— This picturesque Pacific 
port city has often been 
compared to the San Francisco 
of about 50 years ago. 

Valparaiso climbs up the 
hills and overlooks the ocean 
and its buildings belong to 
another era. 


"Now I ride with the men. I 
have three, my husband has 
two (motorcycles). We are 
what we call road riders. That 
means we ride on the high¬ 
way." 

Do they have CBs on their 
bikes? "No, we don't... I call it 
my quiet time. We stop every 
hundred miles and we have so 
much to say to each other and 
even now, sometimes it's 


ridiculous, my husband and I 
will sit up at home until 3 or 4 
o’clock in the morning talking. 
We have never run out of 
conversation.” 

When Miss Lillian was in 
India, Gloria wrote to her 
every day. "I was so proud of 
my mother that I didn’t know 
what to do. Worried about her? 
No, I was a little bit jealous if 
you want to know the truth.” 


She attributes her mother’s 
decision to get "as far away as 
she could get from home" to an 
impulse. “Where are you going 
to get a job when you’re 67 
years old... and you don’t want 
to be particularly hired out? ... 
she volunteered to do every¬ 
thing else... and still there was 
no fulfillment. It was only when 
I went back through the letters 
after a 16-year period ... that I 


saw really how the hardship 
evolved,” referring to her 
mother’s hunger and 
exhaustion working as a nurse 
in a clinic in Godrej Colony 
near Bombay. 

Speaking with obvious emo¬ 
tion, Mrs. Spann said, "I don’t 
even consider it a book. I 
consider it my mother between 
two covers. I came to know her 
as a person in compiling the 


book, and I talked to Ruth the 
other day and she said, ‘Never 
in my life have I loved mother 
in this way, as a person’.’’ 

Wiping at her eyes, Gloria 
said, "I’ve read the book 14 
times and I still cry.” Then, 
laughing through her tears, she 
reminisced about the many 
friends her mother had made 
while in India. In India, she 
said, "It’s Miss Lillie’s son is 


president of the United States. 

“I just wish that she was able 
to come on this tour with me. It 
would mean so much to me to 
have her, but it would just be 
too much (Miss Lillian cele¬ 
brated her 79th birthday on 
Aug. 15).” 

Mrs. Spann, who has never 
been outside the country, is on 
a nationwide tour to promote 
her book. Joking with the UPI 


photographer about double 
chins as she posed for pictures 
— "the terrible thing is I look 
like I'm 50 years old and 145 
pounds" — she sighed, "When I 
go home, you know what I'm 
goin’ do? I'm goin’ right back 
down there on the farm, put on 
my blue jeans, play with my 
dogs and keep my house as a 
haven for anybody who wants 
to relax and rest.”

Honora Kaplan of Ward 5 has 
announced her candidacy for 
reelection to the Newton School 
Committee. This seat is voted 
on citywide. 

In making her an¬ 
nouncement, Ms. Kaplan 
reviewed a number of positions 
she has taken during her first 
term on the School Committee: 

1. She has voted to keep down 
the school budget while 
fighting for maximum direct 
benefits to children, such as 
low student-teacher ratios. 

2. She has voted to close 
underutilized schools. 

3. She has supported the 
expansion of the Metco 
program at no cost to Newton. 
This was voted down by the 
School Committee this year. 

4. She has worked for in¬ 
creased emphasis on spelling, 
punctuation and writing skills. 

Ms. Kaplan noted that the 
majority of the School Com¬ 
mittee voted to keep Memorial 
School open as their first action 
in office, but have now 
reversed that action and have 
voted to close Memorial. 

"Therefore, Newton is in 
precisely the same position as 
it was two years ago on the 
matter of closing schools, while 
neighboring communities have 


made greater progress in 
reducing costs through this 
method. Despite the eventual 
decision to close Memorial, the 
School Committee majority 
has failed to come up with its 
promised long-range plan, and 
has refused to make any 
decision about future con¬ 
solidation." 

Ms. Kaplan further stated, "I 
had hoped to effect some 


ctiange in our schools in the 
areas of budget, curriculum 
and evaluation, but in fact have 
often been in a minority on the 
School Committee and have 
spent most of my effort in 
trying to represent widely held 
and deeply felt concerns on 
some of the issues listed 
above." 

During her first term, Ms. 
Kaplan distributed a 
questionnaire throughout the 


city to elicit public opinion and 
information on school-related 
matters. 

Regarding her service on the 
Committee, she said, "I have 
attempted to maintain open 
communication with all 
members of the Committee, 
serve actively on sub¬ 
committees, including those on 
declining enrollment and 
transportation, and present my 


viewpoints as persuasively as 
possible." 

"I am concerned, however, 
with the discord on the Com¬ 
mittee. the lack of respect for 
other members' views, and the 
involvement of the public 
schools in politics. This is 
particularly unfortunate since 
the public schools have 
traditionally been Newton's 
unifying and strongest asset. I

Already 
legislation is being formulated 
which recognizes that "age 
discrimination" must be 
eliminated; the federal 
government, although per¬ 
mitting the application for 
Social Security beginning with 
age 62 with the concomitant 
retirement, has realized that 
changes must be made to allow 
voluntary retirement beyond 
65, to at least age 70.

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Deadline extended for 
solar heating grants 


Secretary of Consumer 
Affairs Christine Sullivan has 
announced that the US. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) is 
delaying the installation phase 
of the state's solar domestic 
hot water program until Jan. 1, 
1978, and that the state is ex¬ 
tending the grant application 
deadline until Sept. 16. 

The HUD program, ad¬ 
ministered by Sullivan's Solar 
Action Office, will provide 1375 
Massachusetts homeowners 
with $400 grants for use in the 
purchase and installation of 
solar domestic hot water 
heaters. 

To prevent poor equipment 
from being used in the 
program, solar systems must 
be certified to meet HUD 
standards. 

‘ Because HUD delayed 
issuing the solar standards 
until mid-July," Sullivan ex¬ 
plained, "only a few solar 
manufacturers will have their 
equipment tested by the fall. 


HUD is therefore extending the 
date for certification and 
release of the names of cer¬ 
tified systems until January," 
she said, e 

More than 4000 people have 
requested grant applications 
from the Solar Action Office, 
and over 450 completed ap¬ 
plications have already been 
returned. If there are more 
completed applications than 
grants, the Solar Action Office 
will hold lotteries to select the 
grantees. 

If there are fewer ap¬ 
plications than grants 
available, then every qualified 
applicant will be eligible for a 
grant, and the Solar Action 
Office will open another round 
of applications early in the 
spring.

'I’m still effective' Bert Lance says 


ATI.ANTA (UPI) — Continued controversy surrounding 
banking activities before government service has not 
diminished his effectiveness as White House budget 
director, Bert Lance says. 

But at least one senator disagrees. Sen. William Prox- 
mire, D-Wis., chairman of the Senate Banking Committee, 
called for Lance to step aside — eventually. 

The separate comments Sunday followed a New York 
Times report that Lance apparently failed to disclose all 
financial holdings and debts in a net worth statement 
submitted to the Senate Governmental Affairs Committee 
before his confirmation last January'. 

The committee is investigating whether Lance fully com¬ 
plied with its written request for detailed financial data, the 
newspaper said. From the acting comptroller of the 
currency, the committee got only the limited information 

the former Atlanta banker used for his press releases, the 
Times said in a report published today. 

"It's my impression he did meet the (disclosure) guideli¬ 
nes. which were in fact stricter for him than for any other 
official and which in every case were much more strict than 
anything required by law or ever required of federal ofi- 
cials," White House Press Secretary Jody Powell told the 
Washington Post. 

lance, spending the weekend at his Atlanta mansion, said 
the Times' weekend report detailed nothing new. 

"But yet every time something is rehashed it is given the 
appearance that it ls something... we've been through all of 
this previously." 

lance said he hoped congressional hearings in September 
would "deal with all these things" so he could "move onto 
something else." 

Controversy about his banking practices and the extent of 
disclosure about them has not compromised his ef¬ 
fectiveness, lance said. 

"You know I haven't seen any impairment of my ability 
to carry out my duties at all with respect to the Office of 
Management and Budget."

Lance lacked the government experience needed to qualify 
for the post.

"Furthermore, the one area where he’s supposed to be 
expert running a bank — he hasn't done well.

Full China relations 
must wait - Carter 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Carter is said to be 
encouraged by new U.S. contacts with the new generation of 
Chinese leaders, but he says full recognition of the 
mainland remains "well into the future.” 

According to a top White House source, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance's trip to China last week reinforced the ad¬ 
ministration's belief that this is "a very propitious time for 
contact at the highest level." 

Vance found China's leadership to be competent, project¬ 
ing a feeling of security, and showing a more relaxed atti¬ 
tude than other visitors have seen in some time, the source 
said. 

At the same time Vance’s visit left the Chinese leaders 
with "an increased degree of assurance" of the U.S. 
capacity and will to act decisively around the world, the 
source said. But he was unwilling to discuss one of the 
biggest stumbling blocks to U.S.Chinese relations — the 
future of Taiwan. 

Meanwhile, Carter scheduled a regular weekly Cabinet 
meeting today after a 3-week vacation break. 

Carter spent 34 hours Sunday with Vance, Vice 
President Walter Mondale, Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown, White House Press Secretary Jody Powell and 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski. 

Powell reported that the first 75 minutes were spent on 
China, and the remainder on southern Africa, the Middle 
East, the Panama Canal, the strategic arms limitation 
talks with the Soviet Union and a nuclear test ban. 

Vance's visit provided the highest level U.S.-Chinese 
talks for either the new Carter administration or Premier 
Hua Kuo-feng. The contact between the two giants has been 
latent since the Nixon administration’s 1971 Shanghai Com¬ 
munique. 

That communique was issued at the end of Richard 
Nixon’s first visit to China in 1972 It indicated agreement 
on the need for increased contracts between the two 
countries leading to eventual withdrawal of l'.S troops 
from Taiwan. 


A major push may soon be 
under way in New England for 
laws banning compulsory 
union membership, the 
spokesman for a new six-state 
citizens' lobby announced 
recently in Concord, N.H. 

Bruce Smith, executive 
director of New England 
Citizens for Right to Work, said 
in a statement, "It's time for 
change. New England union 
bosses have had their way for 
too many years, and the results 
have been disastrous." 

Smith said, “All workers in 
New England, public em¬ 
ployees as well as production 
workers, schoolteachers as 
well as lumbermen, deserve 
the right to get and keep a job 
based on their own abilities, 
not because of their union 
membership or non- 
membership.” ' 

Smith said the new citizens’ 
group would seek laws in every 
one of the New England states 
to make it illegal to 
discriminate against a worker 
because of his or her mem¬ 
bership or nonmembership in a 
union. 

Smith said response to the 
new organization’s initial 
organizing efforts has been 
encouraging. He said the group 
already had enlisted several 
hundred New Englanders for 
its grassroots advisory board 
— including a number of union 
members. 

The cochairnien of the 
group's advisory board would 
be Harry Lantz of Montpelier, 
Vt., a securities examiner with 
the Vermont Department of 
Banking and Insurance; 
William Dickerson of Wells, 
Maine, a shipyard worker; and 
Kenneth Ring of Norwich, Ct., 
a state plumbuig inspector. 

Advisory board members 
from Massachusetts are John 
Tuttle of Avon (general con¬ 


tractor); Sylvia Webber Segal 
of Boston (clothing 
manufacturing); Philias 
Menard of Chelsea (post office 
employee); Robert Pease of 
Westfield (auto dealer); and 
Dr. William McKinley of 
Framingham (chiropractor). 

Smith said that in addition to ■ 
the several hundred people 
actively involved in the New 
England citizens’ organization, 
an additional 50,000 New 
Englanders were active 
supports of the Washington- 
based National Right to Work 
Committee.

If you or your children are 
going back to school this fall, 
chances are you or they will be 
taking one or more stan¬ 
dardized tests in the coming 
school year. 

While no special test-taking 
techniques can take the place 
of the skills and knowledge 
measured by such a test, 
Educational Testing Service 
(ETS) reports there are some 
general guidelines that can 
help you do your best. 

ETS designs many of the 
nation's major multiple-chcvce 
tests, from reading-readiness 
exams for first-graders to 
admission tests for prospective 
graduate school students. 

First, says ETS, learn about 
the nature of the test. If it’s a 
test of academic ability, just 
what skills is it supposed to 
measure? Are they verbal, 
quantitative, or what? Cer¬ 
tainly your teacher can brief 
you about tests used in the 
classroom. But if you plan to 
take a major standardized test 
offered nationally, and if a 
descriptive booklet ac¬ 
companies your registration 
form, read it carefully. In 
almost all cases it tells you just 
about all you need to know 
about the test, and probably 
includes sample questions as 
well. 

If you’re scheduled for an 
achievement test in a par¬ 
ticular subject, it’s best to 
review the subject matter. 
Some standardized 
achievement tests are 
designed to test what you have 
learned in a particular course; 
others test knowledge and 
skills acquired over a long 
time. In either case, it’s a good 
idea to review the main facts 
and concepts of a course. 

If you are taking a nationally 
administered test, like the 
FSAT or SAT, make sure you 
understand the ground rules 
and the directions. If you don’t 
clearly understand them, be 
sure to ask questions. Since you 
should pace yourself during un 
examination, find out just how 
much time you will be allowed 
to complete the test. 

Another important rule to 
follow: Don’t spend too much 
time on tough questions. First, 
answer those you are sure 
about. letter, come back to 
those that might require more 


time. In short, don’t waste your 
time mulling over a very hard 
question. Even the best 
students are not expected to 
know the answer to every 
question on most multiple- 
choice tests. 

If you have answered all the 
questions before the allowed 
testing time, go back and study 
the ones you weren’t sure 
about. There are always a few 
questions you can profitably 
review. 

You should also remember 
that a score on a standardized 
test is only an estimate of your 
abilities and knowledge in 
those things measured by the 
test. It does not measure other 
talents you may possess, or 
other achievements. 


A highly-rated faculty, 
convenient location and extra 
time to earn a bachelor’s 
degree are among assets of 
Brandeis University’s part- 
time degree program, ac¬ 
cording to questionnaires 
returned recently by students. 

The program — one of the 
few in this area outside of 
downtown Boston — begins its 
third year this fall. 

Kristin Rupert of Newton, 
admissions coordinator for the 
program, said it allows 
students to take up to eight 
years to earn their bacheolor's 
degree. 

"And that's the only dif¬ 
ference from the ful ime un¬ 


dergraduate program," she 
said. "Part-time students have 
all of the same opportunities as 
full-time undergraduates, 
attending daytime classeswith 
regular students, taught by the 
university’s distinguished 
faculty." 

"There are no corners cut for 
the part-time students,” one 
respondent wrote on her 
questionnaire. "We do what 
everyone else does." 

Ms. Rupert said the program 
was established to meet the 
growing need of adults to work 
for a bachelor's degree at a 
high quality university on a 
part-time basis.

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Band's 
blues is a 
misnomer 

The Climax Blues Band is 
determined to stay true to the 
blues — in name, if nowhere 
else. 

“For a while,” says guitarist 
Peter Haycock, "a lot of people 
were trying to persuade us to 
drop the ‘blues band’ part of 
our name. They said we would 
turn off part of our potential 
audience with a name like that, 
alienate ourselves. But I’m 
glad we stuck with it." 

With feelings like that, it’s 
ironic that Climax is no longer, 
in any traditional sense, a 
blues band. 

Over the past eight years or 
so, Climax evolved a lot. 
Beginning as part of another 
group that concentrated on the 
Motown soul sound, Climax 
quickly became a straight¬ 
ahead British blues compendi¬ 
um on the John Mayall model 
and has now been transformed 
again, into a kind of funk-rock 
outfit, with music more akin to 
that of the Average White Band 
than to that of Mayall’s old 
Bluesbreakers. 

And while it is impossible to 
play any music that could be 
called rock and at the same 
time divorce oneself entirely 
from the essential blues form, 
it’s equally apparent that on 
Climax’s latest album, "Gold 
Plated" (Sire), there is little 
music that would be deemed 
acceptable in Chicago's South 
Side blues bars. 

"Gold Plated" is a good 
record. It is, in fact, one of the 
nicest current blends of the 
black soul and white rock 
sounds — and 1977 seems to be 
a banner year for such melding 
of pop styles. 

A tight collection of intelli¬ 
gently simple tunes often 
reminiscent of the blues-based 
Southern bands, the LP 
benefits from some exceptional 
arrangements, a very "clean” 
production job and a super 
cover that features Haycock's 
genuine, gold-plated, solid 
aluminum guitar. 

The blues it’s not. But it is the 
hottest-selling album Climax 
has ever had and the band is 
offering no apologies. It’s fun 
to be on top for a change. 
"The band started at ab¬ 
solute zero,” says saxman 
. Colin Cooper, who formed the 
group with Haycock (then a 
tender 13 years old) and 
drummer John Cuffley, in 
Stafford, England. "We had no 
commercial aspirations at all. 
And it’s come along awfully 
slowly — it's taken us 10 years 
to get here. There’s never been 
a point where we looked back, 
it's always been a matter of 
just carrying on." 

Climax has the next record 
already about half finished — 
music more or less along the 
successful line established by 
“Gold Plated" — and it will be 
out in time to take advantage of 
the annual Christmas music¬ 
buying orgy. 

But all four members of the 
band are still devoted to the 
original, pre-funk blues — the 
blues of Muddy Waters and 
Howlin’ Wolf. So once the 
record company is happy and 
the bank accounts are full, 
Climax is planning to take a 
break and re-establish its blues 
heritage. 

"The only thing we did 
intentionally (on "Gold 
Plated") was to simplify a 
little bit — to go back to some 
older things, almost where we 
began,” says Haycock. "Now, 
we're even contemplating a 
real blues album. Once we’ve 
got the next one finished, we’ll 
take some time in the studio — 
hopefully with some friends — 
and do a whole album of 
traditional blues material."

Celts still at 
impasse with 
free agent Wicks

BOSTON (UPI) - There 
once was a player named 
Wicks, 

An enigma to Boston's 
Celtics. 

He demanded more bread. 

••.No way," answered Red. 

Now both sides are in quite a 

fix. 

The impasse betwen the 
Celtics and free agent Sidney 
Wicks must be resolved in 
three weeks before the club 
changes its attitude toward the 
former All-America forward. 

All summer General 
Manager Red Auerbach has 
tried to sign Wicks by dealing 
with agent Larry Fleisher. 
Auerbach last spoke to the 
agent last week. 

The situation still is far from 
settled. The Celtics are unwill¬ 
ing to pay the amount Fleisher 
says Wicks wants. None of the 
Celtics management has 
talked directly to Wicks m the 
past few months. 

“If Sidney doesn't come to 
training camp on Sept. 21, then 
he really will be hurting 
himself," Coach Tom Heinsohn 
said Monday from quiet Boston 
Garden as he viewed last 
season's game films with new 
assistant Tom Sanders. 

“We didn't get him until the 
end of camp last year and there 
really is no way you can teach 
a guy everything you need to 
during the season. You're too 
busy playing games,” said 
Heinsohn. 

The coach hoped Wicks and 
Curtis Howe, acquired after 
the start of last season, could 
benefit from an intensified 
course in Celtics basketball as 
taught early each fall at the 
Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy training camp. 

Training camp is where new 
Celtics learn their role within 


the team concept. Wicks, one of 
the most naturally gifted 
players in the National Basket¬ 
ball Association, still needs 
work in his role-playing. The 
remnants of a one-on-one style 
must be erased along with 
Rowe’s leftover pick-and-roll 
instincts from his Detroit 
Piston days. 

“The hardest job I have is to 
get players thinking in¬ 
stinctively about what they are 
supposed to do," said Hein¬ 
sohn. "While the players are 
turning pages in their mind 
trying to find the right move, 
it's too late to react. That's 
what training camp is for." 

Heinsohn is confident Wicks 
can be a great Celtic player at 
the power forward position but 
he also must groom someone 
else if Wicks decides to sit out 
or sign with another team. 

Rowe can play the position 
but the backup post is open, 
with Tom Boswell, Norm Cook, 
Steve Kuberski and rookie 
Cornbread Maxwell vying for 
the job. Boswell could take the 
job, if he can show improved 
defense and a more consistent 
grasp of setting picks and 
grabbing offensive rebounds. 

John Havlicek, healthy and 
apprently ready to play 
another season at age 37, 
probably will start at the quick 
forward position wtule Fred 
Saunders and newcomer 
Johnny Johnson will be the 
backups. If Wicks returns, 
however, he could change the 
face of the team by being a big, 
quick forward while Rowe 
would be the rebounding for¬ 
ward. 

The starting backcourt again 
will be comprised of Jo Jo 
White and Charlie Scott. Kevin 
Stacom appears to be the third 
guard while the fourth spot will 
go to a rookie, free agent or 


very possibly Jerry Fort, a 
second-round choice in 1976 
who was recovering from a 
broken ankle when last year's 
rookie camp started. 

‘‘We liked him then, even 
though he was playing on one 
leg and he looked great last 
week at the rookie camp," said 
Heinsohn. “Actually, there 
were three or four guards who 
looked good enough to invite to 
training camp. 

"I don't know what the 
number will be, but it looks like 
we’ll have the largest group of 
players ever at camp. And 
we'll need a lot of players 
because of the situation with 
Wicks and because we still 
aren't cetrain Havlicek will 
play. Also Jo Jo is still 
bothered by a bone spur in one 
heel and I don’t know how 
much he plans tq play in 
camp." 

Added to Heinsohn’s prob¬ 
lems in shaping a title con¬ 
tender will be the new NBA 
rule that cuts rosters from 12 to 
11 players. One of the forwards 
will become expendable since 
Heinsohn said he plana to keep 
five guards, two centers and 
four forwards. 

If Wicks fails to sign, there 
will be one fewer forward to 
beat out. If Wicks does return 
— prior to the start of camp — 
several veteran player will 
have to be cut. 

"I just hope Sidney comes to 
camp," said Heinsohn, “be¬ 
cause if he misses camp, we're 
right back where we were last 
year when we started the 
season with a bunch of new 
faces. And if we have to go 
through all the same drills 
after the season starts just for 
one man, the players will 
resent it, like they did after a 
while last year."

increase. Miller also opposed a cut in 
Board membership but favored the 
referendum question. 

A group consisting of Wendell 
Bauckman, Ethel Sheehan. Robert Stiller 
and E. K. Cohen favored increases for the 
aldermen to $1000 and cutting the Board. 
Cohen, a candidate for mayor, refrained 
from voting on the mayoral salary 
question. 

Another group consisting of David 
Cohen, Carol Ann Shea, and Robert 
Tennant favored the mayor’s salary 
increase, the Board cut and the 
referendum but opposed any increase in 
pay for the aldermen. Terry Morris 
favored the Board cut and referendum 
but opposed any increase in salary for 
either the mayor or the board. 

Sidney Small favored the Board cut and 
referendum but was marked as absent on 
the salary questions. On earlier votes to 
establish the committee to study the 
salary increases, however, Small was 


present and voted in favor of the creation 
of the study group. 

Joan Saklad supported the mayor's 
increase, $1800 salary for aldermen and 
the referendum but voted "No" on the 
Board cut question. 

Those favoring the mayor’s increase 
and the $2500 salary and $1800 salary for 
the Board were Thomas Concannon and 
Mark White. Both opposed the Board 
reduction and referendum. 

the single largest group of aldermen 
supported the mayor’s increase and the 
$1800 salary for the Board but opposed the 
Board cut and referendum. These were 
Donald Budge, Ernest Dietz, Matthew 
Jefferson, Edward Richmond, John 
Stewart, and Dominic Taglienti. 

According to Center spokesman Ron 
Civins-Mills, the current Board reveals a 
majority in favor of slow, minor changes 
in Newton’s government. "A clear 
majority favors increasing compensation 
for Newton’s elected officials. This must 
be viewed as a cautious step toward the 


realization that the need for more 
professionalism is coming,” Civins-Mills 
said. "That 10 out of 24 — three short of a 
majority — favor a Board cut and five 
aldermen supported a larger increase in 
salary for the aldermen is even more 
indicative of the growing sentiment that 
modernization of municipal affairs is 
needed in a city of 89,000 people and an 
annual budget of $65 million. A significant 
number seem to be saying, 'You can’t 
handle 20th century problems with 19th 
century tools.'” 

“We believe that the questions of 
streamlining the governmental process, 
modernizing the city’s legislature and 
establishing a professional full-time 
government continue to be asked by the 
voters as each year's budget increases 
and work load mounts," Cornell said.

campaigning for any political office.

His answer to this is to emphasize his 
first name in his campaign literature 
which is coming to households in a series 
of mailings. The first was "Who's Eliot?" 
and the second “Why Eliot?" 

This seems to be working, he says, as 
more people respond to him as “Eliot” 
now.

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That 'demon'in Dover was real to UFO author in Needham

NEEDHAM— There's something in the 
town of Dover that has Loren Coleman 
intrigued. 

Coieman, a thirty-year old resident of 
Needham, has spent a good deal of his life 
investigating unexplained phenomena 
such as UFOs and strange creatures all 
over the country. Last April, when four 
youngsters reported sightings of a 
"demon" in Dover, Coleman’s interest in 
the subject hit closer to homebase. 

The youngsters, all teenagers from 
Dover, reported seeing an odd-looking 
creature in three different spots in the 
town, all at different times. Their reports 
to the police aroused Coleman's curiosity 
and soon he was on the job getting every 
minute detail about each sighting. 

Coleman says that the youngsters gave 
identical descriptions of the creature 
even though only two of the four saw it 
together. He firmly believes they 
definitely saw something there. 

The whole incident started on April 21 
at 10:30 p.m. when Bill Bartlett, 17, 
spotted the creature on Farm Street on a 
stonewall. Bartlett drew a sketch of the 
creature which he described as 
something with a watermelon shaped 
head and pink skin like that of a comic 
strip character. He said that the creature 
had no nose, no mouth, no ears, nor any 
eyelids. The eyes were glowing. 

Two hours later, at 12:30 a.m., John 
Baxter, 16, saw the creature walking 
towards him on Miller Hill Road, which is 
off of Farm Street. Baxter reported that 
the creature stopped and looked at him, 
then changed direction and walked away. 
His description matched Bartlett's. 

On April 23, at 12:30 a.m„ Will 
Traintor, 18, and Abby Brabham, 15, 
were driving down Springdale Avenue, 
also off of Farm Street, when the 
creature appeared in the middle of the 
street. Traintor, who was driving, said he 
only saw a blur, but Abby saw the 
creature clearly and matched Bartlett 
and Baxter's description. 

Coleman spent a good deal of time 
interviewing each witness. He said they 
were all willing to undergo hypnosis to 
prove what they saw but complications 
got in the way. Shortly after the sightings 
which drew the majority of publicity to 
him, Bartlett was hopsitalized for 
mononucleosis. Baxter’s father suddenly 
became ill. And all the parents were 
hesitant over the use of hypnosis. 

But despite the fact that the witnesses 
could't prove themselves via sub¬ 
conscious methods, Coleman believes 
that they are telling the truth. Somewhat 
of an authority on UFOs and the unex¬ 
plained, Coleman has studied such 
phenomena since 1960. He claims that 80 
per cent of creature sightings are real 
and not manufactured. 

There is an interesting correlation 


between the spots of each sightinq and the 
place where Coleman lives and works. 
Coordinator of the Weekend Program, 
Coleman works and lives in Needham at 
the Walker House, a school for boys. 

Several years ago, a UFO enthusiast 
from France wrote about a theory 
discussing the pattern of UFOs to travel 
in straight lines. Coleman followed up on 
the theory , plotting the three sites on a 
map of Dover and Needham. 

All three sights fell into a straight line, 
and to Coleman's amusement , the 
Walker House was also in direct line with 
the creature's path. 

It could be coincidence, but Coleman 
implies it's more. He reported that two 
months to the day of the first sighting, 
two "men in black” appeared at the 
Dover House, (similiar in philosophy to 
the Walker House) looking for Coleman. 

A woman at the school gave the men 
Coleman’s address but they never con¬ 
tacted him. However, the men told the 
woman not to tell anyone about the Dover 
Demon. Wearing black leather jackets 
and white motorcycle helmets, the men, 
according to the woman, stood perfectly 
erect with their arms by their sides and 
spoke in a monotone. They identified 
themselves as investigators from the 
National Geographic. 

Coleman spoke to a friend in Ohio who, 
in what appears to be another coin¬ 
cidence, experienced the same thing. The 
man said that three years ago, after a 
sighting in Ohio, two men fitting the same 
description’ talking the same way, and 
also identifying themselves as being from 
National Geographic, demanded of some 
witnesses that they not say a word about 
what they saw. 

Coleman believes these men are trying 
to terrorize the witnesses while at the 
same time, sending a warning to in¬ 
vestigators to back off. 

On Friday, August 19, Coleman ven¬ 
tured back to Dover to speak with some 
people there about the demon. George 
Atkinson, a farm manager at the 
Saltonstall Estate' told Coleman that 
several years ago, he and his family 
spotted a UFO in the area. 

Atkinson said that in June, 1969, his son 
Rick who was 17 at the time, saw a UFO 
over the estate and summoned his father, 
mother and the housekeeper to come 
look. They all described the object as 
being barn-sized with red lights rotating 
on the bottom. When it turned, Atkinson 
said, it looked like a triangle with white 
lights on the edge. 

Coleman also spoke with Catherin and 
Lucius Taylor who live on Farm Street, 
the same street where the first demon 
sighting took place. They pointed out a 
rock in their front yard which is called the 
"Polka Rock." The Taylors report that 
the rock was where a phantom horseman 
was sighted in the 1600s. They also added 
that the rock is perpindicualar to the spot 
where Bartlett saw the Dover Demon. 
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Black dots show path plotted through Dover and Needham.

Coleman spoke to a group of Forteans, 

(followers of Charles Fort — a leader in 
explaining things outside of science) 
about the demon at the International 
Fortean Organization Conference held 
last month in Washington, D.C. He will 
include one chapter about the demon in 
his latest book “Creature of the Outer 
Edge”, due for release next May. 

He has already co-authored one book, 
"The Unidentified”, and has written over 
40 articles for various publications. He is 
an honorary member of the Society for 
the Investigation for the Unexplained and 
is consulting editor for the International 
Fortean Organization. 

In addition to his interest in 
phenomena, Coleman is an active social 
worker. As part of his program at Sim¬ 
mons College, School of Social Work, 
where he is a secondyear student in the 
graduate program, Coleman will be a 
social worker at the Framingham Youth 
Guidance Center. He will also continue 
his work as Weekend Coordinator at the 
Walker School in Needham. He has done 
individual and family therapy for the last 
11 years in Illinois, California, and 
Massachusetts. 

Coleman has investigated a lot of 
creatures in his time. He has spent time 
on UFO and Bigfoot research groups 
throughout the country and in England. 
But right now, his major interest lies 
right here in Massachusetts, and in 
particular, in Dover. Because Coleman 
believes there really is something out 
there. 


PTA mothers monitor violence on TV 


The National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers wants to 
clean up television by having 
thousands of monitors 
checking up on what comes 
into their homes via the TV set. 

When school starts 
thousands of PTA watchers 
will sit before the sets in living 
rooms and play rooms — pad 
and pencil in hand. 

The monitors are being 
trained to tabulate the amount 
of violence on their screens. 

In an interview, Grace 
Baisinger, PTA president, told 
of the big TV watch, the second 
phase of the group's campaign 
against violence on television. 

The first phase, during the 
last school year, consisted of 
regional hearings on the 
subject of television violence. 


At these, teachers, parents, 
judges, lawyers, doctors, 
churchmen and students told 
what they thought television 
violence was doing to their 
children in their homes, neigh¬ 
borhoods and schools. 

There was lots of alarm. 

As for the monitoring that 
will go on this new school year, 
Mrs. Baisinger said: 

"No other group has 
mounted such a concerted 
effort as ours and we expect 
positive response from all the 
television networks as a 
result.” 

Monitors have been trained 
during 13 regional sessions 
during the last two months. 

The tabulations on violence 
will be sent to local television 
stations, along with a letter 


telling why the trained viewer 
feels a program is objectiona¬ 
ble. 

"We're not trying to do away 
with violence on television 
altogether, as some persons 
have accused us of doing," 
Mrs. Baisinger said. 

“We just want it brought 
down to an acceptable level.” 

The PTA campaign against 
violence on television has 
brought a response from the 
networks. The three major 
ones have said there will be 
less gratuitous violence in this 
fall’s line-up. 

“But they didn't invite us to 
their preview showings, so we 
still really don't know," Mrs. 
Baisinger said. 

The PTA campaign also has 
brought some response from

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television advertisers. Some 
are joining the anti-violence 
movement. 

Many national and regional 
advertisers have put out policy 
statements forbidding their 
ads to be used during shows 
that feature crime, horror or 
other types of unwarranted 
violence. 

Some have banned ads in any 
television show considered to 
be violent. Some have held 
their bans to shows with 
“excessive” or "undue” 
violence. 

Mrs. Baisinger said simply 
turning off the television set is 
not the answer. 

"Television can be a con¬ 
structive learning method if 
only it is used correctly," she 
said. 

"And its impact on children 
is so strong that we really feel 
there should be increased 
pressure on the television 
networks to be more responsi¬ 
ble.” 

She made these other points 
about the new monitoring 
project: 

— The PTA’s individual 
television show monitoring and 
letter-writing campaigns are 
aimed at local television 
stations — but copies of the 
letters may also go to the 
networks and to program 
advertisers. 

— PTA members are also 
learning the facts about renew¬ 
al of a television station's 
license, in the event there is no 
"substantial” response from 
the broadcasters during the 
PTA’s six month “probation 
period” which ends in late 
December.

"Our mutual support group, 
professionally led, will allow 
couples to discuss some of the 
new and unfamiliar tasks that 
life has forced on them,” she 
said. 

“Challenges and Options for 
Adults with Elderly Parents” 
is a six-session seminar 
starting Sept. 21 at the 
Waltham office of the agency, 
and will be led by Beverly 
Nichols, MSW. 

It will cover such issues as, 
“How long can Dad live alone? 
What benefits are available? 
My husband doesn’t like my 
mother. How can I ask them if 
they’ve made a will? No one 
else in the family helps." 


Course information will point 
up expanding options for both 
adults and the parents they 
care about. 

Reasonable fees are charged 
for each of these workshops. 
More information is available 
from the Newton office of 
Family Counseling - Region 
West, 969-6550.

Ford defends 
Pinto models

DEARBORN, Mich. (UP1) — 
Ford Motor Co. has denied 
allegations that the Ford Pinto 
is a firetrap in which 900 
persons died in fires following 
rear-end collisions in which 
they should not even have been 
seriously injured. 

Ford Monday answered 
criticism leveled nearly a 
month ago by the magazine 
Mother Jones, which had 
claimed Ford "for seven years 
sold cars in which it knew 
hundreds of people would 
needlessly burn to death." 

In an eight-page statement, 
Ford Vice President Herbert L. 
Misch said real-world evidence 
■'totally discredits the opinions 
of the alleged safety experts 
quoted by Mother Jones." 

"These statistics establish 
that the Ford Pinto is involved 
in fewer fire-associated colli¬ 
sions than might be expected 
considering the total number of 
Pintos in operation," said 
Misch, vice president in charge 
of the Environmental and 
Safety Engineering Staff. 

Misch said the magazine's 
figures on the number of people 
who burned to death in flaming 
wrecks do not agree with of¬ 
ficial figures from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. 

In the article, author Mark 
Dowie claimed that "by con¬ 
servative estimates Pinto 


crashes have caused 500 burn 
deaths to people, who would not 
have been seriously injured if 
the car had not burst into 
flames," 

"The figure could be as high 
as 900," Dowie claimed. 

Actual figures compiled by 
the NHTSA showed that of 848 
deaths in 1975 associated with 
passenger car accidents in 
which fires also occurred, 12 of 
the reported fatalities involved 
Pinto occupants, Misch said. In 
1976, the number of persons 
killed in Pinto fires was 11 out 
of 942 car-fire fatalities in the 
entire country. 

Misch said another study by 
investigation teams in the 
United States and Canada, 
covering 8,795 injury or tow- 
away accidents between 1971 
and April of 1977, included 326 
Ihntos. Three involved fires. 

Dowie said during a news 
conference his assertion that a 
minimum of 500 persons, who 
would not even have been 
seriously injured in Pinto 
accidents, died of burns was 
not based on actual count. 

I he truth is that in every 
model year the Pinto has been 
tested and met or surpassed 
the federal fuel-systein- 
integrity standard applicable 
to it,” Misch said

chassis businesses. And Mack 
Truck, Inc., has closed down its 
Brockway division, which 
made many sales in the South 
and Northeast, but never made 
enough of an impact in the firm 
belt or West coast for Mack to 
turn it into a black ink 
operation. 

Diamond Heo, too, sank into 
bankruptcy just 10 years after 
the company was formed from 
two independent manufac¬ 


turers. But Diamond Heo may 
be rising again from its 
financial failure: Osterlund, 
Inc., a truck dealer in 
Harrisburg, Penn., bought the 
company’s patents, tools and 
dies, and production rights, 
and soon intends to begin 
producing the Model 116, one of 
the most popular trucks in the 
old Diamond Reo line. It is 
popular for ready-mii concrete 
deliveries and garbage 
collection.

Lost or left-behind pets 
are vacation problems 


There is no vacation from 
your responsibilities as a pet 
owner, reminds the Animal 
Rescue League of Boston. 

As I-abor Day approaches, 
residents of beach areas and 
other summer resorts look 
forward to empty stretches of 
sand and uncrowded highways 
after the end-of-summer 
exodus of tourists. 

Many of the departing 
vacationers, however, leave 
behind more than just 
memories when they go. 
Humane societies and dog 
officers in resort areas each 
year report an increase in 
abandoned dogs and cats, left 
behind when their owners 
returned home. 

In some cases, given 
unaccustomed freedom in 
strange surroundings, a pet 
gets lost and the family is 
unable to stay and search for 
the animal beyond their 
planned departure date. 
Anyone traveling with a pet 
should be sure that the animal 
wears an identification tag in 
case it gets lost. 

Other abandonments may 
start out as misguided kind¬ 
ness. A stray dog or cat comes 
along and “adopts’’ a 
vacationing family without any 


conscious decision on the 
family’s part to acquire 
another pet. When it's time to 
go home, they turn the animal 
loose in the hope that it will 
survive. 

Some do, by foraging, run¬ 
ning wild and ultimately 
becoming a menace, attacking 
other dogs and cats, livestock 
and even humans. Most die 
after a great deal of suffering. 

Abandoning an animal is not 
only cruel, it's also illegal. In 
Massachusetts it is a violation 
of anticruelty laws, punishable 
by a fine of up to $500, up to a 
year in jail, or both. 
Prosecution is difficult, 
though, because positive proof 
of abandonment, preferably a 
witness, is required. 

What can the average person 
do to help solve this problem? 

If you take a pet on vacation, 
be sure it wears a tag with your 
name, home address, and 
vacation address, 

Don’t "adopt" strays on 
vacation unless you plan to 
keep them. 

If you see someone abandon 
an animal, report it at once to 
the local animal welfare 
organization or police 
department.

Ernest Dietz, who opposed the 
development, said all 11 of the low- 
income housuig units to be provided by 
the developer should be in Ward 8, and 
some of them on the condominium site. 

Wasserman had promised 11 units of 
housing in compliance with the "10 
percent ordinance" imposed on 
developers in exchange for the granting 
of permissive use. The ordinance 
requires the developer to provide low- 
income housuig amounting to 10 percent 
of their new apartments; the housing 
may be on-site or oft-site or may be given 


in the form of a cash contribution to the 
Housing Services Commission for con¬ 
struction of low-income housing. 

The last arrangement agreed to by the 
Land Use Committee was that six of the 
apartments would be in Ward 8 and would 
be new to the housing stock. The other 
five would be elsewhere and need not be 
new to the housing supply. 

Dietz was not satisfied with the 
agreement. "In voting for fewer than 11 
new units," he said, “we are seeing the 
demise of the 10 percent ordinance." 

Speaking in favor of the permissive use 
and zone change, Aid. Terry Morris said, 
"I've been accused of being antibusiness 
and antigrowth, but I have to be 
progrowth now. We can expand the tax 
base of the city without detriment here, 
and still keep 85 percent open space." 

Morris pointed out that the population 
density of the development would be 4800 
per square mile, the average for the city, 
he said. 

Aid. Robert Stiller tried unsuccessfully 
to get the Board to make a special rule 
that would make 18 votes, not the 16 ruled 
by the l.aw Department, necessary for 
passage of the petition.

Lack of funding means 


less Metco students 


The School Committee approved the 
superintendent's recommendation 
Tuesday night and reduced the Metco 
budget for this year to 334 students until 
the state legislature approves extra 
funds. 

The Bureau of Equal Educational 
Opportunity fell $51,000 short of meeting 
the $714,000 budget the School Committee 
had previously approved for 350 Boston 
minority studentc to come to Newton 
vouluntarily. 

Until the legislature passes the ad¬ 
ditional money, no new students will be 
coming in grades one and two to replace 
the total of 16 students who graduated or 
left the program last year. 

The Hale Reservation Outdoor 


Education program and seminars for 
people involved in the program will also 
be suspended until more money is ap¬ 
proved by the legislature. 

Marianne Hinkle of Governor Michael 
Dukakis' legislative office said $900,000 
will be requested in the supplemental 
budget that is expected to be submitted to 
the legislature next week. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said he received a letter from BEEO 
Director Charles Glenn approving the 
program for 350 students as orginally 
submitted but refusing to fund the 
$512,000 sought for educational expenses. 

Fink pointed out that Newton used the 
formula approved by the legislature for 
determining the requested reim¬ 


bursement, but the same legislature did 
not approve enough money to fit into the 
formula. 

Fink noted that in all his praise for the 
program in what it does for Newlon and 
Boston children, never has he suggested 
increasing participation at the expense of 
the community. 

"If the city makes a commitment to 
teach the students, the state should meet 
its commitment," Fink said. 

The motion to reduce the program to 
334 students for the time being, giving the 
superintendent authority to add the 16 
students when funds are available, was 
passed 6-1-1, with Michael LeConti op¬ 
posed and Honora Kaplan abstaining. 
The mayor was at City Hall during this 
vote.

debate about bonding and by backbiting 
between Small and Public Works Com¬ 
mittee Chairman David Cohen. 

Each accused the other of not doing a 
thorough job in his committee. Small 
thought the Public Works Committee 
should not have made a recommendation 
on how to split the bonded and cash 
purchases but should have detailed which 
items should be bonded, more 

Cohen was critical of Small’s financing 
recommendations. 

Public Works Committee recom¬ 
mended a bond issue for $1 million and 
the rest in cash; Finance Committee 
recommended bonding $750,000 and 
spending $500,000 cash. 

The Public Works recommendation 
was defeated by a 13-11 vote, and the 
compromise — $750,000 to be bonded and 
$500,000 cash — offered by Aid. Ernest 
Dietz was approved 14-10. 


Mayor told 

Instead of approving a $1.25 million 
bond authorization for public works 
equipment’ the Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday night sent a resolution to Mayor 
Theodore Mann, asking him to submit a 
request for $750,000 by bonding and a 
$500,000 appropriation from surplus. 

The compromise came in the wake of 
weeks of argument about the advisability 
of bonding the public works equipment 
rather than paying cash. 

Finance Committe Chairman Sidney 
Small said he doubted whether the city 
could use all the equipment if it were 
here. "It would be in somebody’s 
backyard before long," he said. 

The equipment wanted includes trucks, 
sweepers, and other vehicles, plus small 
items such as chainsaws and lawn- 
mowers.. 

Small accused the Mayor Theodore 
Mann of wanting a bond issue instead of 
paying cash so that the tax rate can be

kept down. But, Small said, "We can 
spend $1.2 million and not increase the 
tax rate 5 cents." 

City Comptroller Lawrence Marino 
Wednesday said the amount of “free 
cash," that part of the city’s surplus 
funds that under state law may be spent 
now, is about $125,000, while the surplus 
totals $1.3 million. None of that may be 
spent ‘ except for emergencies approved 
by the state,until March 31, by which time 
there will be much more. 

Small charged that in 1973 “this mayor 
juggled the budget to a fare-thce-well, 
and then he tucked it to you the next 
year.” Small was referring to a tax 
decrease of $5 in 1973, an election year, 
followed by a $16 increase in 1974. 

Small implied that somehow the mayor 
has surplus greater than the official $1.3 
million. "He’s saving it for next year,” 
Small said.

Police-fire dispatch center 
approved by 17-7 Board vote 


A bond authorization of $665,000 for the 
new police-fire central dispatch center 
was passed 17-7 Tuesday night, despite a 
last-minute five-page argument ad¬ 
dressed to the Board of Aldermen by the 
CDC’s chief opponent, Aid. John Stewart. 

The key votes were those of Aid. Robert 
Gaynor, who switched his vote in 
Tuesday night's reconsideration of a 
defeat of the proposal Aug. 15, and Aid. 
David Cohen, who was absent Aug. 15. 
The vote on that date was 13-10, with Aid. 
Joseph McDonnell and Robert Tennant 
voting no so that they might move for 
reconsideration. 


A bonding authorization requires 16 
affirmative votes. 

The new dispatch and communications 
equipment, the total cost of which will be 
$1 million, will start to be phased in in 90 
days, with final work to be completed by 
about the middle of March, according to 
the police computer and radio expert, 
Timothy Coogan. 

Stewart, and some others, still 
seriously doubt the need for the new in¬ 
stallation and the cost of the new 
equipment. Some of the radio equipment 
has already been bought with money 
from a federal grant. 

The whole operation will include 


replacing present fire and police and fire 
boxes with electronic "voice boxes," 
replacement of Fire Department radio 
equipment, computers that will give 
details on contruction and location of 
houses for the Fire Department, and 
computerized medical information for 
the ambulance service. 

The new CDC will be located in Fire 
Department headquarters, which has 
more space than police headquarters, 
and will be staffed by civilian dispatchers 
and police and fire dispatchers. 

Since most of the calls are for police, it 
appears that the center will be under the

Bullwinkle: The smile is genuine 

This is the third in a series of articles 
about the candidates for mayor in the 
Oct. 4 preliminary election.

It's unlikely that anyone could possibly 
enjoy campaigning for office hiore than 
Richard Bullwinkle. 

His "classic grassroots campaign," as 
he describes it, takes him to all the tried 
and true places; supermarkets, schools, 
parties, door-to-door but he differs from 
the rest of the six-man field of mayoral 
candidates in one respect: he keeps a low 
profile. 

Bullwinkle has taken time off this 
summer to campaign door-to-door in 
Newton and has visited Newton Upper 
Falls, Newton Lower Falls, Nonantuni, 

Newtonville, West Newton and Auburn- 
dale. 

He's even made a foray into Ward 8, 
traditionally considered the bastion of 
either Mayor Mann or another 
challenger, Eliot Cohen’ and says he was 
"pleased” with the response 

In fact, Dick Bullwinkle seems to be 
pleased about everything. He exudes 
more confidence in his mayoral effort 
than other candidates, and has a light¬ 
hearted approach to the voters. 

"Here," he says, handing a piece of 
campaign literature to a shopper at the 
Finast Store on Washington Street in 
Newtonville, "this tells you why I'm so 
wonderful." 

The 49-year-old Raytheon executive is 
also fond of asking people he encounters 
what they think is wrong with the city, or 
what they'd like to see changed. 

Agaui, the inevitable first response is 
"taxes.” The second response is criticism

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Aldermanic attendance up 
since first Center reports 


Center, a nonpartisan 
political committee con¬ 
centrating on aldermanic 
candidates in this year’s 
election, has issued an update 
on the attendance and roll call 
reports they made earlier this 
year. 

According to Center’s 
publicity director, Ron Civins- 
Mills, attendance has im¬ 
proved markedly since the 
initial report on Board at¬ 
tendance last March and the 
committee attendance report 
last June. 

The full Board of Aldermen 
has held 11 meetings since the 
March report, and the 
following aldermen have been 
recorded present at every 
meeting: Wendell Bauckman, 
Richard Bullwinkle, E. K. 
Cohen, Thomas Concannon, 
Ernest Dietz, Terry Morris, 
James Miller, Joan Saklad, 
Susan Schur, Carol Ann Shea, 
Ethel Sheehan, Sidney Small, 
John Stewart, and Robert 
Tennant. 

The following members have 
been marked absent at only 
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one of the last 11 meetings: 
Donald Budge, D. B. Cohen, 
Robert Gaynor, Matthew 
Jefferson, Andrew Magni, 
Edward Richmond, Domenic 
Taglienti, Mark White, and 
Joseph McDonnell. 

Only one alderman, Robert 
Stiller, has missed two 
meetings. 

Center Cochairman Jeff 
Cornell said, ’’Since overall 
attendance is nearly perfect, 
we can only assume that 
members recorded as missing 
at numerous roll calls were 
either tardy and missed the 
first call or they had business 
to attend to elsewhere in the 
building when the roll was 
called." 

The updated report shows 
that seven aldermen have 
perfect attendance on the 127 
roll calls taken since Center's 
last report. They are 
Bauckman, Schur, Shea, 
Sheehan, Stewart, Taglienti, 
and Tennant. 

Another six aldermen have 
missed four or fewer roll calls. 
They are Budge, E. K. Cohen, 
Concannon, Dietz, Morris, and 
Saklad. 

Other aldermen missed the 
following number of roll calls: 
9, Bullwinkle and Jefferson; 10, 
Richmond and White; 11, 
Miller; 14, Gaynor and 
McDonnell; 16, D. B. Cohen 
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and Magni; 17, Stiller; 19, 
Small, according to Center’s 
figures. 

The overall roll call at¬ 
tendance and full Board at¬ 
tendance is now at 92.5 percent 
and 94 percent, respectively. 

Regarding committee at¬ 
tendance. Ron Civins-Mills 
stated. ’’We find it interesting 
that since we raised the 
question of committee 
quorums, every single com¬ 
mittee has convened only when 
they had a quorum. Unfor¬ 
tunately, they still have the 
disappearingquorum problem 
— that is, votes taken with less 
than a quorum in the room. We 
think the committees are 
beginning to get on the right 
track but we fear they may slip 
back into their old ways after 
the election unless some 
changes are made and the 
ground rules are clarified." 

Aldermen with a committee 
attendance of 85 percent and 
above who have improved their 
attendance are Budge, 
Bullwinkle, Concannon, Jef¬ 
ferson, and Richmond. 

Those with 85 percent and 
above who have maintained 
their attendance are Morris, 
Saklad, Schur, Shea, Sheehan, 
Stewart, Taglienti, Tennant, 
and White. 

Several aldermen have 
greatly improved their at¬ 
tendance at committee 
meetings. They are Dietz, now 
attending 83 percent of his 
meetings; Small, now at 75 
percent; Stiller, now at 86 
percent; and McDonnell, who 
had a 34 percent mark, now up 
to 87 percent. 

A few aldermen marked with 
below-average attendance, 
have a basically unchanged 
record. They are D. B. Cohen, 
E. K. Cohen, and Miller. D. B. 
Cohen, assigned to the 
Education Committee, has not 
attended any of the 14 meetings 
the committee has held. 

Three aldermen were 
reported as having poorer 
committee attendance since 
Center’s last report: 
Bauckman, Gaynor, and 
Magni. Gaynor has no op¬ 
position in this year’s election 
and Magni is not a candidate 
for reelection. 

Center will be making public 
its endorsements of alder¬ 
manic candidates Later this 
month.

The Peirce School Extended 
Day Program was scheduled to 
open on schedule Thursday 
after parents donated an 
estimated 500 hours to the 
altering of the school's 
basement this summer. 

The parents involved with 
the incorporated program 
worked with PTA volunteers 
and others to do the heavy 
work involved in building the 
petitions for the day care room 
and four other rooms that will 
benefit students in the regular 
the school program. 

Although most of the parents 
involved with the extended day 
program are members of the 
PTA, the two groups remain 
separate in their financial and 
legal commitments to the 
project. 

Several Newton public 
elementary schools house day 
care programs, but these are 
incorporated and separately 
run by the corporations. 

The Perirce program will 
care for children in grades K-4 
before and after school at a 
cost of about $1.15 per hour, 
according to Marcia Weisbrod, 
director. 

To avoid any legal problems 
with an outside, group per¬ 
forming work on a public 
school, the corporation and the 
PTA donated $700 and $1200 
respectively to the City of 
Newton, and the city put the 
project out to bid, according to 
Richard McGrath. 

Former State Rep. McGrath, 
a lawn sprinkler contractor, 
submitted the low bid at $1900 
while the other public bids on 
the project were in the vicinity 
of $10,000, he said. 

McGrath described his 
service as a "legal agent” in 
handling the payments to 
plumbers and electricians who 
performed the licensed work 
on the project, while he and 
other volunteers did the 
"bullwork" of tearing apart 
walls and building new ones. 

The estimated $1200 donated 
by the PTA for the contract and 
about $200 for rugs and fur¬ 
niture went for the insulated 
music room, tutoring rooms, 
and expanded art room with 


sink that were also built this 
summer. 

Virginia Youngren, vice 
president of the corporation, 
said that when plans were 
being made for the day care 
center, teachers pointed out 
how crowded it was for music, 
tutoring, and art, and the 
parents decided that as long as 
they were 

going to do some work they 
would do it all for the better 
"for the good of the com¬ 
munity." 

Theodore Streibert, an ar¬ 
chitect, donated his time to 
make the plans, and his wife, 
Barbara, worked all summer 
with Ms. Youngren to complete 
the project with the help of 
Cynthia Walsh and dozens of 
other volunteers. 

Ms. Youngren and McGrath 
objected to the criticism made 
by Susan Silbey of Aubumdale 
about the PTA funds being 
used to make structural 
changes in a building with a 
large amount of money. 

Youngren pointed out that 
most of the work was done with 
10 weeks of donated labor, and 


McGrath said any other school 
could do the same thing with 
the same amount of effort. 

McGrath thought other 
schools in less afluent 
neighborhoods may even be 
able to do the same amount of 
work for less, because of more 
parents being employed and 
certified in the building trades. 

Mrs. Silbey of 119 Win- 
demere Rd. brought up the 
subject of Williams School 
needing a ventilating system at 
the School Committee meeting 
this week, and wondered if the 
PTA should set up a fund to 
provide for it. 

She has objected to the 
practice of PTAs making 
permanent improvements in 
schools because these should 
be done with school funds' she 
has said. 

The Committee agreed to 
discuss the general subject of 
equity in the schools and the 
role of PTAs supplying extra 
courses to individual schools at 
the Nov. 28 meeting after the 
PTA Council will have time to 
discuss it.

DeNucci seeks probe 
of child lead program 


State Kep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci (D-16th Middlesex) 
has urged Gov. Michael 
Dukakis to call for an officially 
sanctioned investigation of the 
childhood lead poisoning 
program by an impartial 
group. 

On July 28,19 staff members 
of the state’s lead poisoning 
prevention program publicly 
charged Commissioner of 
Public Health Jonathan 
Fielding and Program 
Director Richard Clapp with 
incompetence and lack of 
strong commitment to en¬ 
forcement of the lead poisoning 
prevention act. The only action 
taken as a result of this has 
been the discharging of the 19 
staff members. 

Rep. DeNucci said, "To my 
knowledge no effort has been 


made by the administration to 
determine whether the 
allegations presented are 
based on fact. Therefore, I am 
asking the governor to call for 
a full investigation of their 
specific grievances.” 

DeNucci suggest the in¬ 
vestigation be conducted by an 
independent agency or fact¬ 
finder. He also feels all staff 
members should be reinstated 
while the investigation is 
pending. 

DeNucci especially stressed 
the element of time. "The 
investigation should be un¬ 
dertaken and conelueded in the 
shortest possible time, as this 
program deals with emergency 
matters of serious concern to 
the children and the citizens of 
the Commonwealth."

Contract for special 
busing awarded 
by Committee

The School Committee 
reluctantly but unanimously 
approved a five-year contract 
with Transportation 
Management Corporation of 
Boston to transport special 
education students within and 
outside the city. 

About 20 persons in the 
audience Tuesday night were 
drivers for Suburban School 
Transportation, Inc., the 
company that has been the low 
bidder on the contract for the 
past 22 years. 

Transportation Management 
Corporation (TMC) bid $38,000 
less per year over the five-year 
period than the lowest three- 
year bid submitted by 
Suburban, and the School 
Committee had to accept "the 
lowest responsible bidder" 
according to state law 
governing the awarding of 
public contracts. 

School Department officials 
had surveyed about 20 cities 
and towns that have done 
business with TMC, and there 
were no unsatisfactoroy 
reports on the company's 
service. 

If the city rejected the lowest 
bidder without good cause, the 
city would leave itself open for 
a law suit. 

Purchasing Agent Blair 
Kanbar researched TMC’s 
financial background and 
found it sound. He said it will 
have over $5 million worth of 
business this year, and will 
have to post a performance 
bond to cover the cost of the 
whole contract in case it is 
unable to meet the 
specifications. 

The TMC bid for providing 
an estimated 50 to 60 vehicles 
for special education children 
amounted to $202,000 per year 
for five years, compared to 
$240,000 per year for three 
years bid by Suburban, ac¬ 
cording to Director of Support 
, Services Roy Cornelius. 

In addition, Cornelius said, 

Suburban had a clause in an 
- escalation clause in its con- in the School Department or 
tract that would have allowed any School Committee 
it to increase its fee to com- member, 
pensate for an increase in the 
price of gas. 

TMC has no such clause in its 
bid, Cornelius said, making the 
company even more 
economical to the city. 

School Committee members 
Robert Cohen and Alvin 


Mandell had researched the 
companies and found that TMC 
is a testing ground for General 
Motors Corporation vehicles, 
and thus is able to expect a 
longer life from the vehicles. 

Cohen also said TMC has a 
long-term bulk fuel contract, 
and although he would have 
liked to see Suburban given the 
contract again, there was no 
way to get around accepting 
"the lowest responsible bid¬ 
der" stipulated by law. 

Cornelius said the manager 
of TMC had pledged to hire as 
many Suburban drivers as 
possible that are interested, 
but TMC pays its drivers too 
little, according to persons in 
the audience. 

Robert and Clair McCarthy 
of 12 Henshaw St., drivers for 
Suburban, pointed out that 
TMC was the company that 
had hired an exconvict who 
eventually was charged with 
raping a special education 
child. 

Cornelius acknowledged that 
was true, but the company had 
no knowlege of person’s 
previous criminal record. 
Chairman Mandell added that 
the courts have ruled this in¬ 
formation could not be made 
available to bus companies. 

The School Committee 
unanimously approved the 
contract with TMC. 

The drivers present, along 
with the two special education 
parents present, voiced con¬ 
cern for the courtesy, care, and 
personal attention these 
children need while riding in 
the special cars to places as far 
away as Foxboro. 

School Committeewoman 
Honora Kaplan and other 
members agreed that the 
personal care aspect was 
important, but could not be 
considered under the state law. 

Cornelius said the drivers 
are required to take driving 
tests, and the School Depart¬ 
ment can request an im¬ 
mediate change in a driver 
without putting it in writing. 

Kaplan added that if there 
are any problems with the new 
company parents should feel 
free to contact James Cameron

As schools 
open again 

While the strong voice of the National 
FT A has promised to get stronger in the 
next two years and speak out on crucial 
issues, there has also been a reawakening of 
PTA responsibilities on the local level. 

A Parents Advisory Council (PAC), made 
up of representatives of all ten parent- 
teacher associations in Norwood, has vowed 
to take a more activist role this year in 
school affairs. 

On the national level. PTA has already 
touched on a number of issues on which it in¬ 
tends to focus during the coming year. 
Legislative activity will rate as a priority 
item in the realization that many of the 
decisions that affect children and their 
families are made in the halls of Congress 
and in the state legislature. 

The National PTA also intends to continue 
and to expand its current campaign against 
TV violence, a subject in which some local 
organizations have already indicated con¬ 
siderable interest. 

Then there is the matter of urging local 
communities to seek ways to ban cigarette 
vending machines from all areas accessible 
to youths younger than 18 years of age. PTA 
is also interested in encouraging the en¬ 
forcement of non-smokers' rights, and in 
educating parents and youths concerning the 
hazards of smoking. 

As a new school year gets underway. PTA 
will be intent on increasing public 
awareness of the need to conserve dwindling 
energy supplies and to develop new en¬ 
vironmentally responsible energy sources, 
as well as encouraging local businesses to 
remove from public display those books and 
materials determined by local community 
standards to be pornographic. 

PTA is interested too in promoting local 
awareness of the need of quality education, 
as well as of career education, the inclusion 
of safety education in the curriculum at all 
levels of public schools, and the establish¬ 
ment of Thanksgiving Week as National 
Family Week.

Maine landclaim

Well, the president and the Indians 
have fjased around the peace pipe — and 
if anything got setUed it's lost in the 
smoke signals. 

You remember what the pow-wow was 
all about. The Penobscot and 
Passamaquoddy tribes from Maine sued 
to reclaim 12 million acres they say the 
white man snookered away from their 
ancestors. 

The governor of Maine said this was out 
of the question, that that would take away 
nearly two-thirds of the state. And 
besides, what about all the people who 
had paid money in good faith for homes 
on that land? 

It looked for a while there like the 
warpath would lead straight to the courts, 
where, according to some legal experts, 
the Indians had a pretty good chance of 
winning. 

So they tossed it up to the great White 
Tepee, and President Carter appointed a 
special commissioner to draw up a 
treaty. Which he did. 

William B. Gunter, a former Georgia 
Supreme Court Judge, recommended that 
Carter offer the tribes >25 million in 
federal wampum, plus full UUe to 100,000 
acres of state land. 

In return, the Indians would relinquish 
their claim to all privately owned land, 
from small family plots to the paper 
companies' vast timber tracts. It's a 
compromise that has both sides won¬ 
dering what kind of tobacco they put in 
that pipe. 

Joseph Brennan, attorney general of 
Maine, admits the proposed soluUon 
would save "99.9 per cent" of the disputed 
land. But he says he and the rest of the 
state's officials still aren’t happy. They 
just don't like the idea of handing over 
state land to a bunch of greedy Indians. 

Joseph Tureen, the Indian attorney who 
has spent 60 moons preparing the case, is 
equally distressed. Excluding the private 
land, he says, will leave the tribes only 
10 per cent of their original claim. And if 
that’s the govemement’s idea of a 
solution, he’s a blue-eyed blond. 

Senator James Abourezk, Democrat 
from South Dakota, agrees. And his 
opinion carries some clout, since he's 
chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Indian Affairs. 



What it boils down to, he says, is a flat- 
out proposal to have Congress "ar¬ 
bitrarily" deprive the Indians of their 
legal rights. That it is "devoid of fairness 
and understanding." 

On the other side, however, is the Great 
White Father. President Carter thinks 
Judge Gunter’s recommendation was "a 
good solution to the problem — fair, very 
judicious and wise." 

What he finds judicious about it, no 
doubt, is that it gets Uncle Sam off the 
hook. Because if Congress approves the 
idea, whether the Indians agree to it or 
not, the Justice department is home free. 

One of the most bizarre angles of the 
case (outside of the fact that it would 
practicily wipe out Maine financially) is 
that attorneys for both Justice and 
Interior have ruled the tribes' claim was 
valid. 

That means the federal government, as 
official protector of Indian rights, would 


have to sue both the state of Maine and all 
private landowners to recover the land 
for the tribes. 

It was this weird situation that led 
Judge Gunter to diwy up the property the 
way he did. And to add a few other "if” 
clauses: 

If the Indians accept his proposal and 
Maine refuses to part with the 100,000 
acres, the judge suggests that Congress 
give the Indians the >25 million, ex¬ 
tinguish all claim to private property, 
and let the state fight it out with the tribes 
in court If the Indians win, they get the 
2 million acres, too. 

But, if they lose, they get no land at all. 
Just the >25 million for their consent to 
eliminate the economic stagnation of 
questionable land titles, collapse of the 
real estate market, and a black outlook 
for bond issues. 

(Which might not be as bad as 
everybody thinks. Three weeks ago, the 


state sold >19 2 million in housing bonds 
including >10 million for projects on the 
very land the tribes say is theirs. 
Apparently, investors are less in¬ 
timidated by all the legal warpaint than 
the president of the United States.) 

Or, if the tribes refuse to accept the 
plan, Congress should immediately ex¬ 
tinguish the private-land claims, throw 
the whole thing into court and let the 
Indians whistle for the >25 million. 

But either outcome would relieve the 
government of the embarassing 
obligation to sue the landowners. 

On the other hand, if Maine hangs 
tough, Judge Gunter suggests (unof¬ 
ficially) that maybe the big landowners 
could solve everything by chiping in a few 
acres, say 5,000 or 10,000 each, to the two 
tribes. So far, nobody's snapped up that 
idea. 

Maybe if they threw in a few trinkets 
and beads ... 




Why the death penalty is coming back 

There is a swing in sentiment as 
regards capital punishment in this nation 
(a swing steadfastly manifested in 
Massachusetts referenda) that is in 
direct confrontation with the leniency 
espoused by the liberals and backed up by 
the judiciary and governors who refuse 
the ultimate penalty for those who take 
human life. 

More and more, as the polls show, there 
is a mushrooming, crystalized policy 
position by the citizenry which, while still 
frustrated by the judiciary and others, 
promises to move into wider sanction of 
the death penalty. More and more 
Americans are listening to their minds on 
this controversial subject and less to their 
hearts. 

This is not surprising in the wake of 
"Son of Sam" whose grisly toll of in¬ 
nocent lives in New York City refocused 
national attention on this issue. Even 
highly pedigreed liberals are shifting 
gears in the wake of mounting evidence 
that punishment, or promised 
punishment, is a prime deterrent. 

Politicians and social scientists are 
among their number. 

Murder aside, the fact that crime itself 
is now the biggest growth subject in the 
nation is impacting upon public per¬ 
ceptions on capital punishment. Just grab 
your daily paper, or turn to your radio 
and television newscasts, and the grun 
message is there — that your neighbors, 
friends and relatives are being ripped off, 
assaulted or murdered on virtually an 
around-the-clock basis. 


The old argument that vengeance is not 
for our society is falling into greater 
disrepute, as is the argument that the 
death penalty does not deter. The 
greatest abolishiomst victories were won 
on those phony tenets. 

There is a parallel between the crime 
rate and murder; the parallel that 
punishment works, that leniency does 
not. The crime rale can and is being cut 
by putting more repeat offenders in jail 
for longer periods of time. Conversely, 
the murder rate has escalated since 
uiiposition of the death penalty was ended 
or sharply curtailed. There is a com-

pelting message in both sets of statistics. 

Increasingly, we find a growmg belief 
in the sacred right of the individual to live 
his tile span uninterrupted by murder. 
We find a hiked anger, ennuty and 
dismay directed against those who deal 
gently and frivolously with those who 
wantonly lake human Life. 

More than 20,000 lives were snuffed out 
violently in 1975—a hike of more than 140 
percent since 1963 when capital 


punishment was all but banned from our 
society. (Here in Massachusetts, nobody 
lias died ui the electric chair since 1947). 

During the decade spanning 1965 and 
1974—the period virtually without 
executions—the nation’s murder rate 
went from its longtime norm of about five 
per 100,000 population to more than 9.6 
percent, an increase of W percent. As 
executions declined, the murder rate rose 
almost in the same proportion.

Life and death, of course, is not a 
statistical matter, and it shouldn't be. But 
statistics do provide an interesting and 
meaningful tool to help us ponder the 
nughts-have-beens of our society. And the 
message shouting from crime statistics is 
that punishment does deter. 

The evidence of recent years show that 
the police were doing their job in solving 
crimes and murder but that the courts 
and the legislatures were not doing 
theirs. Inevitably, we witnessed a rapid 
and persistent rise in the rate of all 
crimes including murder. 

Here in Massachusetts, the courts are 
starting to get tougher—and this is 
reflected, in part at least, in the lowering 
crime statistics. Good, solid, in¬ 
vestigative police work has been a major 
factor but only the criminals themselves 
can tell us of the impact resulting from 
the courts' willingness to put repeat of¬ 
fenders behind bars instead of tapping 
their wrists and turning them free. 

The death penalty was provided for by 
our Founding Fathers, as even the U.S. 
Supreme Court was constrained t£ admit 
when it ruled that capital punishment is 
not unconstitutional. Nonetheless, im¬ 
plementation of the death penalty is a 
sometimes thing given the never-ending 
supply of legal monkeywrenches that 
clever lawyers have at their disposal to 
halk eye-for-an-eye justice for mur¬ 
derers. 

As voters w Massachusetts have 
proven in the past, the public will here 
demands the death penalty. Despite this, 
clever lawyers have thwarted this public 
will on the death penalty very much as 
they have prevailed on issues such as 
banning prayer in the school, and forced 
busing instead of neighborhood schools. 

The old saw that "a conservative is a 
liberal who has become a crime statistic" 
offers the rest of us hope that the death 
penalty soon will be added to the arsenal 
of society to help defeat the onslaught of 
the thugs and killers amongst us. More 
such "conservatives" are being bom with 
each tick of the clock!

1. That the Fire Department 
did not respond to the Edwards 
Lumber Co. fire for a half hour. 

Records prove that the first 
call reporting fire at that 
location was received at 2:11 
a.m. In less than two minutes, 
Engine 4 was at the scene, at 
2:15, Engine 1 called for a 
second alarm, and at 2:27, 
Chief Preble called for a third 
alarm. Within minutes, there 
was sufficient aid from 
Newton, Waltham and Boston 

2. That fire engines were not 
dispatched to Lincoln Rd. 
immediately. 

Of course not! They went 
directly to the scene of the fire 
at Crafts St. Second alarm 
engines responding at 2:15 
were sent to Lincoln Rd

In talking to my friends, I 
learned that a resident of 
Nonantum saw flames coming 
from Crafts St. at about 2 a.m. 
from the vicinity of Watertown 
and Adams Streets, He walked 
to the fire (taking about 10 
minutes) at Crafts St. and 
discovered he had arrived 
before the Fire Department. I 
have already stated Engine 4, 
after receiving the call, was at 
the scene in less than two 
minutes; which proves the Fire 
Department had not yet been 
notified of any fire when he 
arrived at Crafts St. 

If this person had used good 
common sense, he would not 
have taken it for granted that 
our Fire Department had been 
notified but would have im¬ 
mediately called for help. Had 
he done so, it’s quite possible a 
third alarm fire at the 
Edwards Lumber Co. may 
never have been. 

I think it is time to put the 
blame where it belongs — not 
with our Fire Department and 
not with the loss of Engine 8 but 
with those who prefer to 
maintain' an unwarranted 
atmosphere of “fear and 
panic” in the hopes that Engine 
8 will be returned to their 
neighborhood. The removal of 
Engine 8 surely did not come 
about as was expressed to me, 
"to take from the poor and give 
to the rich." The piece of ap¬ 
paratus that formerly was 
Engine 8 is not an additional 
engine for the Newton Centre 
area. It merely replaced older 


apparatus, now put in reserve 
after an insurance report 
recommendation. 

I am sure every fireman's 
wife shares with me a feeling of 
horror and disgust at the 
ridiculous comparison that was 
made between this situation in 
Nonantum and the case of the 
"Son of Sam" in New York. We 
know only too well the look on 
our husbands’ faces after a 
long nightmarish fire, 
especially so when there have 
been fatalities — no one eats 
for the next three days. 

The sad but true fact is until 
the end of time there will be 
fire, and there will be death by 
fire — to put guilt feelings in 
the hearts of any firefighter 
would be criminal — the threat 
of a lawsuit is a disgraceful 
thought to all of us. 

The most important feeling 
we should all convey to each 
other is: 

1. Notify the Fire Depart¬ 
ment the moment fire is 
suspected. Don’t take it for 
granted someone else did. 

2. Stay calm and ignore the 
urgings of those who would 
incite feelings of fear in a 
neighborhood. Nothing would 
hamper the efforts of our 
firefighters more than an 
emotional, fearful group of 
people at the scene of a fire. 
Panic causes disaster! 

3. Trust your Fire Depart¬ 
ment and its Chief. They are 
trained and prepared to do all 
that is humanly possible.

Senator Edward W. Brooke so far has not been offered 
iny position as a television anchor man or newscaster 
which was attractive enough to cause him to give up his 
>eat in the U. S. Senate 

Although he is still open to offers from a network seeking 
.o hire an articulate U. S. Senator and extremely gifted 
ipeaker, Brooke presently is moving ahead on the 
assumption that he will be a candidate for reelection to a 
third term next year. 

Elliot L. Richardson, who held a variety of Cabinet posts 
during the Ford and Nixon administration and resigned as 
U. S. Attorney General in protest against the Saturday 
Night Massacre, has decided at least tentatively that he will 
not come home and stand for election to the Governorship in 
1978. 

While Brooke has been pressing Richardson to disclose 
whether be would run next year, the Republican party in 
Massachusetts has been crumbling all around Senator 
Brooke. 

Brooke has been stressing the need for an early decision 
by Richardson so he can start putting together a GOP State 
ticket if Richardson is to remain in the diplomatic service 
and out of the political wars. 

But the Bay State’s top Republican moneyraiser is 
quietly indicating that he intends to support Edward J, 
King, former Massport director, for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 

That has staggering political implications because for¬ 
mer GOP State Committee Chairman Lloyd Waring not 
only is known and respected by Republicans in 
Massachusetts but also by GOP leaders across the nation. 

Brooke, for example, gave up his seat at a Republican 
National Convention so Waring could attend in his place. 

A Republican stalwart, Waring is not forsaking or 
deserting the GOP. However, he believes it is vitally im- 


Waring is as dedicated a Republican as could be found in 
Massachusetts. He considers, however, that the good of the 
Commonwealth must be placed above Partisan politics. 

He believes that an additional four years of management 
of the state government by Governor Dukakis would be 
disastrous for Massachusetts and cause damage to the 
state's economy which might never be undone. 

Warings’ criticism, incidentally, is directed more at the 
top advisers around Dukakis than at the Governor himself. 

Political observers are speculating on how effective 
Waring's support of the Republican State Ticket will be in 
next year's election campaign after backing a Democrat in 
the Primary. 

Ironically, Waring's problem would be greatest if King 
should defeat Dukakis in the primary. Political experts, 
however, don't expect that to happen. 

Dukakiswill be a heavy favorite to beat back King’s 
challenge even though a recent poll showed that a big 
majority of the people in Democratic Boston don't think 
Dukakis is doing a good job as Governor. 

If King should topple Dukakis in a primary upset, it would 
seem Republican Waring would be obliged to back 
Democrat King against any Republican in the final elec¬ 
tion. That would be awkward for an old Republican 
warhorse such as Waring. 

Ex-Governor Francis W. Sargent was flayed by many 
Republicans for doing too little to rebuild the GOP while he 
headed the state government and for playing footsy with too 
many Democrats. 

Waring’s action in King against Dukakis, his intervention 
in a Democratic primary and his obvious belief that no 
Republican candidate could defeat Dukakis in an election 
will hurt GOP morale and make things more difficult for 
the entire Republican State Ticket, including Senator 
Brooke who may be fighting for his political life next year. 
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portant for the economic well-being of Massachusetts that 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis not be reelected next year. 

With Richardson apparently out of the gubernatorial 
picture, Waring is doubtful that any other Republican could 
defeat Dukakis in the 1978 state election. 

He feels that the place to stop Dukakis is in next year s 
Democratic primary. The only person presently planning to 
challenge Dukakis in the primary is King who developed 
the Logan Airport and increased shipping in and out of the 
Port of Boston. 

King, now the $50,000-a-year president of the New 
England Council, was ousted from his job as Massport 
director near the close of the Sargent administration even 
though he is held in great respect by the business com¬ 
munity and by such Republicans as Lloyd Waring. 

Waring will be unable to influence any substantial 
number of Democrats to vote for King in the primary. He 
will be able to raise money for King which the latter will 
need in a primary contest with a sitting Governor.

Mayor Theodore Mann this

No-fault divorce shortened 
to 12 months total time 


A bill that would sub¬ 
stantially reduce the waiting 
periods required to obtain a no¬ 
fault divorce was approved by 
the state Senate this week and 
will be sent to Gov. Michael 
Dukakis, who is expected to 
sign it into law, according to 
State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newtoni. 

An emergency preamble, 
promised by Dukakis, would 
mean the law would go into 
effect immediately upon the 
governor's signature. 

The bill will reduce the 
waiting period from 10 to six 
months in cases in which a 
separation agreement has been 
worked out, and from 24 to 12 
months when no agreement on 
issues such as custody, sup¬ 
port. alimony and division of 
property has been reached. 

“These waiting periods are 
followed, as are all divorces, 
by an additional six-month 
waiting period, after which the 
divorce becomes final. Up to 
now, most people have chosen 
to file on other grounds, most 
often cruel and abusive 
treatment, because there is no 
specific waiting period and. 
therefore, they receive a 
speedier divorce," Pines said. 

However, Pines pointed out, 
this situation requires the 


introduction of evidence suf¬ 
ficient to place blame, and in 
many cases the evidence is 
manufactured, thus exacer¬ 
bating the emotional strain. 

"No-fault, as presently- 
constituted, has provided no 
incentive for its use," Pines 
commented. In 1976 only 7.5 
percent of the divorces granted 
in this state were on the 
grounds of irretrievable 
breakdown, while 80 percent 
used ‘cruel and abusive 
treatment,' which requires the 
substantiation of guilt. It is my 
hope and belief that this new 


law will significantly change 
these statistics," Pines said. 

The chief proponent of 
reform of the Commonwealth's 
archaic divorce laws. Pines 
has lobbied intensively to 
strengthen the no-fault divorce 
law which was enacted in 1975. 

Pines authored the state’s 
original no-tault law, which 
established irreconcilable 
breakdown of the marriage as 
grounds for divorce, in order to 
spare the principals in a 
divorce proceeding needless 
trauma by avoiding the 
necessity of establishing guilt.

Among those ac- 
complihments claimed by the 
administration’s "municipal 
family” were the free legal 
services provided to 
Newtonville senior citizens by 
Ward 2 Aid. Thomas Con- 


cannon and the activities of the 
Council on Aging, which was 
initiated during the ad¬ 
ministration of Mayor Monte 
Basbas, Harrington said. 

"The administration's 
program for tax relief for the 
elderly is a farce," Harrington 
said. "I know it and they know 
it." 

"The defense of the ad¬ 
ministration for some of its 
recent actions sounds more 
like that made by an ac¬ 
countant than a public ser¬ 
vant,” Harrington charged. 
"Cutbacks in public safety are 
justified because are insurance 
rates won’t increase. 

"The priorities are simply 
those of an accountant, not of 
Newton's senior city employee.

One of the stops made with the can¬ 
didate was at a farmers' market at 
Lincoln-Eliot School, where one of the 
women in charge pointed out it had taken 
a day's worth of phone calls to get a crew 
over to the school to sweep the parking lot 
and clear it of broken glass in preparation 
of the festivities. 

At another location, a woman told the 
candidate: "This isn't the Garden City 
anymore.” 

The brochure the candidate was 
handing out on this particular evening he 
said is the first in a series of four.

This introduction to the candidate also 
does not shed much light on his specific 
positions on city matters.

Playing 
with a 
stacked 
deck

Say "California sound” to 
most pop music fans and the 
first reaction is almost unani¬ 
mous: the Beach Boys. 

And that’s only right, since 
Brian Wilson, his brothers and 
his friends, Invented the surf- 
and-hot rod music that’s still 
associated with Southern Cali¬ 
fornia after 15 years or more. 

But hard-core Beach Boys 
freaks aside, most people do a 
kind of mental double-take 
when they think about Cali¬ 
fornia music these days. Times 
have changed and the Wilson 
family has given way to the 
Eagles-Linda Ronstadt clan, 
whose 27-year-old patriarch is 
Jackson Browne. 

Jackson is certainly the best 
songwriter (some say poet) of 
the current California school — 
his "Take It Easy” launched 
the Eagles on their 
phenomenal career and his 
songs, human enough to stand 
up to many varied in¬ 
terpretations, are recorded by 
innumerable other performers. 

Right now, Jackson Browne 
is about the most popular and 
successful pop singer- 
songwriter In the world. 

3ut last year, despite an 
excellent record ("The Preten¬ 
der") and well-received ap¬ 
pearances, there were 
problems for Jackson: per¬ 
sonal hassles, minor 
dissatisfaction with musicians 
and too much work, for too 
long, without getting enough 
satisfaction from what should 
have been a labor of love. 

“The last time I went out,” 
he says, “last year, we had 
about four days rehearsal and 1 
was working all night. The 
same time I was rehearsing in 
the daytime, I was working at 
night to finish ’The Pretender.’ 
And finally, the last night of the 
mix (the last touches on the 
record), I went crazy. Y’know, 
when you’re really dog-tired, 
things come out a bit strange. 

"All in all,” he allows, 
"things are a lot better for me 
now.” 

Currently on tour, Jackson 
, has come up with a novel idea 
for a record — an idea so ob¬ 
vious it's strange no one 
thought of it before. He has 
taken The Section — four of 
L.A.'s premier studio 
musicians — with him, along 
with an imposing array of 
recording equipment, to cut a 
new record. 

And with that new record, it 
seems that the "live album” 
will have genuinely arrived. 

Instead of the standard 
collection of old hits, the new 
LP - to be titled "Runnin' On 
Empty" — will consist entirely 
of new material, performed on 
stage, with all the demands 
placed on a musician by an 
audience — and all the 
exhilaration and energy that 
comes from such personal 
Interplay. 

As Jackson describes it, the 
album will be a kind of movie 
concept, an "on the road” 
record actually recorded on the 
road — on stage, on the bus, in 
the hotel rooms — but with 
near-studio quality. 

"We were actually planning 
on making a movie of this," he 
says, "but I’m so glad we’re 
not, because it would have been 
Just that many more loads of 
equipment following us 
around. And It’s more in¬ 
teresting as a record than as a 
movie. 

"And the thing is, they're all 
real songs. It’s not like we’re 
singing old Beatles songs in the 
room, or something ... it will be 
finished material ... and you 
really get the feeling of how 
things are conceived of, be¬ 
cause people do play like that 
In hotel rooms. Thai's all there 
is to do." 

So Jackson Browne is feeling 
good - and it shows in a new 
sense of confidence. 

"1 think we’ve really got a 
stacked deck here," he says 
with a smile. "And I don’t want 
to make any rash predictions, 
but 1 think it’ll probably be the 
best-sounding live recording 
you'll ever hear.”

"I learned that after 47 
years, and I've been working 
on it four years." 

Cain quit college 26 days 
before he was going to 
graduate to join the Broadway 
_ play “Stalag 17” which played 
for two years. 

He also appeared on the TV 
series “Marge and Jeff" where 
the dog got all the laughs, he 


but it doesn't bother him now. 

He told the students in the 
drama workshop such things 
as colds are psychological, 
there is no such thi"colds ng as 
an insult, there is no 
fulfillment, and life is a game. 

"College is a game," he said, 
noting that he got along per¬ 
fectly well without a college 
degree, and people who 
graduate don't know essentials 
of survival in society. 

After a while in show- 
business he returned to college 
college ... to teach at Notre 
Dame. He was hired to teach 
English because he was asked 
"‘What school did you go to?’ 
instead of ‘Where did you 
graduate from?’” he said. 

To the girl who asked how 
she should cure her hay fever, 
Cain suggested that that too 
was psychological, and asked 
her, "Why do you resist (ad¬ 
mitting it)?” 

The girl got upset with him 
not directly answering her 
question, and the conversation 
moved to how Cain felt about 
someone saying Cain's attitude 
wasn't liked. 

The personality said, "My 
job here is not to have you like 
me. because I like me and 
that's enough. ” 


Quickly switching themes as 
questions came from the 
students, Cain said he was the 
highest paid radio personality, 
“and therefore the best, 
right?" 

The students knew there was 
a criticism of a societal 
standard and let him continue. 

Cain also discussed the 
reaction to rats and humans in 
similar situations. If both were 
trained to find cheese at the 
end of a maze, and then the 
cheese were moved to 
somewhere else in the maze, 
the rat would be better off. 

The human would keep 
looking and looking where the 
cheese used to be, but the rat 
would try somewhere else after 
three tries, he said. 

And when the rat finds the 
cheese, “he sits back and eats 
it and smiles. 

"When the human finds it 
he’ll eat it quickly and say ‘ 
who was the S.O.B. who moved 
the cheese’” the WHDH 
broadcaster said. 

The students in the CETA 
workshop came from seven of 
the 10 towns in the Newton 
Area CETA and have been 
active this summer working in 
office jobs, painting murals on 
schools, and repairing van¬ 
dalism in public buildings. 


The lack of a contract with 
the Newton teachers at the 
beginning of the school year 
was the most repeated theme 
in the four speeches delivered 
Wednesday at the annual 
meeting of the superintendent 
with all faculty members. 

There was standing room 
only in the 900 seat auditorium 
at Newton North when 
remarks were made by 
Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink, School Committee 
Chairman Alvin Mandell, 
Newton Teachers Association 
President Richard Adams, 
Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel Hope Danielson, and 
Mayor Thedore Mann. 

The Angier Elementary 
Chorus directed by Janice 
Peterson began the program 
and received several full 
rounds of applause for its 
bouncy numbers. 

School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandell took the podium 
following brief salutatory 
remarks by the mayor and said 
the performance by the chorus 
showed that "the one word to 
describe the school system is 
'enthusiasm.'” 

"We approach things with 
openmindedness and the desire 
to achieve’” the chairman 
said. 

Mandell said with sincerity 
that there has always beeen 
mutual respect between the 
Committee and the teachers in 
collective bargaining’ and he’s 
sure it will continue until a 
contract is ratified. 

Newton Teachers 
Association President Richard 
Adams said, “It is an absolute 
detriment to the students for us 
to work without a contract." 

In discussing the issue of 
classroom size’ Adams 
proposed counting each child 
with a Chapter 766 learning 
disability as two children in 
determining the pupil-teacher 
ratio, because of the extra 
burden the students make on 
teachers. 

He also urged more in- 
service training for all 
teachers who have to work in 


the classroom with special 
needs children. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Personnel Hope Danielson 
welcomed the 100 new teachers 
and 1100 other professionals, 
and predicted that natural 
attrition would again take care 
of reduction in staff to com¬ 
pensate for declining 
enrollment next year. 

She cautioned that there may 
be a problem in small 
departments, however. 

Fink's remarks 

Superintendent Aaron Fink 
opened his speech by saying 
“what we teach is what 
students should learn, . . . 
despite the fact that we know 
that our curriculum and the 
student's curriculum is not 
always the same." 

"One of the greatest 
problems we face as a 
professional staff is main¬ 
taining a tolerance for 
diversity," he said, both in the 
individual classrooom and as a 
school system. 

The back-to-basics 
movement was the target of his 
remarks, as he admitted it was 
when he spoke last year. 

He criticized the movement 
for its stereotyping and 
rigidity, but noticed that in the 
past year persons in Newton 
are seeking to slow down the 
pendulum-like movement from 
conservatism to liberalism in 
education. 

Members of the national 
Council for Basic Education 
have been separating them¬ 
selves from the more con¬ 
servative members, Fink said. 

They are beginning to realize 
it is possible “to be humane 
and educate well" at the same 
time, he said. 

He criticized the fun¬ 
damentalists who try to 
separate the time spent in a 
classroom on what is called 
“cognitive" and “affective" 
learning. 

School Committee Chairman 
Mandell had asked the new 
principals hired last spring 
what proportion of each type of 


learning they felt was ap¬ 
propriate in the classroom' and 
none of them would make such 
a distinction. 

Fink quoted a book by 
Newton teachers A1 Hurwitz 
and Stanley Madeja in saying 
‘“aesthetic experience cannot 
be separated from a pre¬ 
existing body of knowledge.' 

"How can we possibly 
distinguish between the two 
and assign percentages?" Fink 
asked. 

On the same theme the 
superintendent asked, "How 
can we help students to com¬ 
municate without helping them 1 
to understand the relationship I 
of what they have to say to the 
audience for whom it is in¬ 
tended?" 

He read at length from a 
letter written by a parent who 
praised the Newton public 
schools for doing to a child in 
two years what the best private 
schools could not do for the 
three previous years. 

The letter was written during 
the first year the student 
performed as well in class as 
the standardized tests in- 
' dicated he could, Fink said. 

The parents praised the 
school's teachers for 
motivating the child, “'and 
isn't that what it is all about?’" 
the letter concluded. 

"In the last analysis it is the 
teacher in the classroom who 
makes the difference,” the 
superintendent said. 

In concluding, Fink said it is 
important for the schools to 
teach basic skills, but also 
must help students develop 
critical intelligence to survive 
in society. 

“We cannot afford the I 
nostalgia of ‘looking back,' 
whether it be back-to-basics or 
to the era of an expanding 
school system with com¬ 
parable misconceptions about 
what constituted the best 
education. 

“Flexibility and sensitivity, 
the hallmarks of good schools, 
... are maintained by a staff 
and community intent upon 


creating a healthy school 
climate that is conductive to 
learning and personal growth 
for all its participants." 

The teachers gave a full 
round of applause after the 


conclusion of the superin¬ 
tendent's speech. Two years 
ago when there was no contract 
at the beginning of the school 
year the teachers walked out 
before Fink spoke.

Chief Preble recommends 
having 2 safety devices 


Small home appliances 
commonly include essentials 
like toasters and irons. The 
same term applies to even 
more essential appliances — 
‘household fire detectors and 
fire extinguishers. 

“Coupled with a good home 
fire escape plan, a device that 
will give you early warning of 
.fire can literally mean the 
difference between a safe 
escape and no escape at all, “ 
advises Chief Harvey D. 
.freble of the Newton Fire 
Department. 

. Using a portable ex¬ 
tinguisher to put out a small 
fire before it has a chance to 
spread will help minimize 
damage as well as injury, the 
thief pointed out. 

Smoke detectors and heat 
detectors are designed to emit 
a loud alarm to signal, 
‘ respectively, a build-up of 


smoke and a rapid rise in 
temperature. A combination of 
both smoke and heat detectors 
makes the best home alarm 
system. 

The type, number and 
location of detectors needed 
depends upon the size and 
arrangement of each specific 
house or apartment, according 
to Chief Preble. 

"For about the cost of an 
electrical kitchen gadget that 
may be used only once in a 
while, a fire detector can 
protect a household 24 hours a 
day, 365 days a year," Chief 
Preble said. 

The fire extinguisher most 
practical for household use is a 
multipurpose dry chemical 
type labeled Class A-B-C. This 
means the extinguisher can be 
used on fires involving such 
materials as wood, paper, 


cloth, flammable liquids, 
grease, and electricity. 

In choosing fire detectors 
and extinguishers, elect only 
those which show the lable of a 
major independent testing 
laboratory, cautions Chief 
Preble. 

It is also important to install 
and maintain these appliances 
according to manufactures' 
directions in order to make 
sure they are in perfect 
working condition at all times, 
Chief Preble said.

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The Pentagon's cut-rate supermarkets".

WASHINGTON fUPI) - 
Like most housewives, Mrs. 
lane Majors buys her 
groceries at a large super- 
maket near her home. But 
unlike most Americans, Mrs. 
Majors' food bill is about 23 per 
cent less than what she would 
pay at other markets. 

The reason for this is that 
Mrs. Majors’ (not her real 
name! husband is an Army 
officer, making her eligible to 
shop a military commissary 
wmch sells merchandise at 
cost. A Senate study said the 
savings is 23 per cent of 
commercial supermarket 
prices — not counting the fact 
that no state or local sales tax 
is added to the grocery bill. 

Helping the military to 
provide this cut-rate service 
for retired and active military 
employes is an annual govern¬ 
ment subsidy of more than $300 
million. 

While Mrs. Majors' non¬ 


military neighbors in Alexan¬ 
dria, Va., a Washington 
suburb, pay $3.99 for a carton 
of cigarettes she pays only 
$2.65 at the Cameron Station 
Commissary, the largest such 
facility in the continental 
United States. 

A family-size loaf of Wonder 
bread, which costs 63 cents at 
commercial supermarkets, 
costs her 44 cents; she pays 
$2.29 a pound for porterhouse 
steak that is priced at $2.94 a 
pound in other stores. A box of 
egg noodles retailing for 57 
cents costs her 38 cents. She 
pays 95 cents for a one pound 
package of all-beef franks 
which costs $1.45 elsewhere. 

Congress has been battling 
over the century-old military 
commissaries for more than 30 
years but nothing has yet been 
done to slow their growth or 
substantially alter the way 
they operate. 

President Carter and Presi¬ 
dent Ford both urged that the 


subsidy be phased out of 
existence. 

last June Carter told a 
retired Navy serviceman, “1 
don't think it’s unreasonable 
for the taxpayers to demand 
that the military at least pay 
enough for goods they buy to 
cover operating expenses." 

Congress disagrees. Last 
month the Senate voted 59-33 to 
kill an amendment offered by 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton, D-Mo., 
that would have phased out the 
subsidy over three years and 
made the commissaries self- 
supporting. 

Military commissaries were 
first established back in the 
19th century as support facili¬ 
ties at remote frontier posts. 
Congress passed legislation in 
1866 to authorize the Army to 
establish the first ones. Marine 
and Navy commissaries fol¬ 
lowed after the turn of the 
century, and the Air Force got 
them in 1947. 

As American military forces 


spread over the world in the 
post-World War II era, the need 
for commissaries grew with 
them. 

Their numbers, however, 
grew far beyond the nation's 
frontier posts and into the 
nation's most metropolitan 
areas. 

In 1948, when Congress 
began questioning their 
growth, a law was passed 
requiring the Defense 
Department to certify that 
each commissary was needed 
because commercial facilities 
were either inconvenient or 
charging unreasonable prices. 

Yet, a Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee report observed 
last month, “Somewhere 
during the past century ... the 
original purposes of com¬ 
missaries gradually faded 
from view." 

Today they are available to 
every American military in¬ 
stallation in the country — with 
five in San Francisco, four 


each in San Diego and Norfolk, 
Va., three In Honolulu, and six 
in Washington. 

There are 418 commissaries 
in operation worldwide, 279 of 
them in the United States, with 
annual sales of $3 billion. 

The stores required an an¬ 
nual subsidy of $100 million in 
1964 to pay the salaries of 
civilian and military personnel 
who run them. Today that 
subsidy has grown to $327 
million a year and Is estimated 
to cost taxpayers $3.8 billion 
more over the next decade. 

A Senate study said that if 
the commissaries were made 
to pay their own way, military 
families would still enjoy a 
considerable saving over the 
prices paid in regular super¬ 
markets. 

Through the years the com¬ 
missaries have been subjected 
to numerous congressional and 
Defense Department studies. 
Almost all have concluded that 


changes are long ovedue. 

In one 1975 study, the 
General Accounting Office, 
Congress’ investigative arm, 
concluded that the location of 
commissaries in large 
metropolitan areas could not 
be justified. 

Commissaries are stoutly 
defended by many members of 
Congress, Including Sen. Ted 
Stevens, R-Alaska, who says 
the cutrate groceries help the 
government recruit military 
enlistments. 

"We must honor our obliga¬ 
tions to those who served our 
nation,” Stevens said. "We 
cannot renege on com¬ 
mitments made in the past. To 
do so would Jeopardize future 
enlistments as well as amount 
to a breach of faith for those 
who relied on this benefit as 
they made career decisions in 
the past.” 

But Eagleton counters that 
the "Commissaries were a 
necessity for military families 


in the frontier days, when 
military posts were Isolated 
and going Into town to buy 
groceries would have meant a 
trip of hours or days. 

“Those days are gone, 
however,” he adds. "In 1977, 
there is really little 
Justification for maintaining 
six military commissaries in 
metropolitan Washington, for 
example. I doubt if there is a 
single military family in the 
Washington area living more 
than a few minutes from a 
commercial grocery store.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Pentagon says military' ser¬ 
vicemen and women consider 
the commissaries "another 
form of recompense," par¬ 
ticularly the lower level 
enlisted personnel "who canot 
afford to buy food" at com¬ 
mercial market prices. 

One Army sergeant who 
earns $6,420 a year — in ad¬ 
dition to free housing, food and 


medical services — says the 
commissaries "are important 
to the enlisted personnel, many 
of whom are still poorly paid.” 

But critics note that the 
commissaries are open to all 
military personnel whatever 
their Income despite the fact 
that military pay for all ranks 
has increased significantly in. 
recent years. 

For example, a Navy captain 
who earns $33,234 a year, lives 
in a middle class Washington 
suburb, owns two cars, and 
belongs to the local country 
club buys the bulk of his 
family's groceries at the 
commissary right along with 
lower paid enlisted personnel. 

A Senate Appropriations 
Committee report, which also 
urged elimination of the com¬ 
missary subsidy, noted that 
from 1964 to 1975 military 
compensation increased 127 
per cent while the consumer 
price index rose only 74 per 
cent in the same period.

Federal Energy 
Administration to support the 
establishment of a strategic 
fuel oil storage facility in 
Southern Massachusetts. 

The DOI Bureau of l,and 
Management, in a newly 
released environmental im¬ 
pact statement, pledged to 
require that all petroleum 
produced on Georges Bank be 
brought ashore via pipeline, 
rather than tanker, a policy 
Pines has long sought. 


Although the actual im¬ 
plementation of such an order 
will depend on whether 
presently unspecified en¬ 
vironmental and economic 
conditions are met, the BLM’s 
support for a pipeline is 
significant, she believes. 

"For the past several years I 
have been involved in the 
Commonwealth’s efforts to 
insure that the sale and lease of 
over one million acres on 
Georges Bank, as well as the 


resulting development of off¬ 
shore production and on-shore 
holding and distribution 
facilities, be conducted based 
upon thorough long-term 
planning," the Newton 
Democrat stated. 

In December, 1976, Pines 
told the BLM that it had failed 
to plan adequately in three 
major areas. She cited the 
State Office of Coastal Zone 
Management's warnings that 
there was insufficient data on 


the impact of development on 
the total marine ecosystem; on 
the impact of a major oil spill 
on tourism and commercial 
fishing; and on the impact of 
on-shore development on those 
communities in which facilities 
would be located. 

As a result of the efforts of 
Pines and others, the 
procedures.for the actual 
drilling have been modified to 
comply with the concerns of 
state officials, who are largely 


pleased with the regulations 
and precautions thus far 
adopted. 

Pines believes that economic 
considerations necessitate 
petroleum development. "New 
England pays more for its 
energy than any other part of 
the country. The future 
viability of the region requires 
North Atlantic petroleum 
exploration and production. We 
must however, insure that 
short-term benefits do not 
cause long-term destruction."

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Husband and housewife

How do a high-powered man and woman balance suc¬ 
cessful careers and a home without a housewife? The 
Howards of Newton do it by having every member of the 
household assume responsibly for the domestic duties. 

Debbie Howard has a top management position with the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society and sits on the Newton 
Conservation Commission. Her husband, Frank, is an 
internist. The couple has three daughters. 

The Great Plan wasn’t manufactured overnight. As 
more demands were placed on Debbie Howard outside the 
home, she began to demand more of her family. But the 
developments evolved slowly and over a long period of 
time. She begn began a full-time career committment 
when her eldest was 15 and the youngest child, 10. 

"She started gradually,” said Frank, "and educated 
me.” His education took the form of first learning to 
understand his wife wanted a career. “As I learned about 
her career interests and her needs...I also learned how 
this made things better for me, our marriage and our 
family.” 

Howard, who specializes in hypertension, admits there 
were career conflicts, but despite such conflicts "I began 
to see the advantages for us all." 

The first advantage was that Debbie was an excellent 
role model for their three daughters. The daughters are 
Karen, who is studying architecture at Columbia 
University; Betsy entering her senior year at the 
University of New Hampshire where she is studying 
Oceanographic Engineering and Susan who graduated 
from the University of Massachusetts and works in the 
budget division of the Department of Welfare as a budget 
analyst. 

The daughters also had to be educated about their 
mother’s needs. Initially when Debbie returned to school 
to earn a master's degree in bioloqy, the move was 
resisted by her daughters...notably the eldest. Susan 
recalls “we didn’t like the sitters...my older sister felt 
abandoned and different.” 

Those feelings were communicated to their mother and 
Debbie remembers terrible feelings of guilt. She “forged 
ahead” with full support from Frank, without whom she 
maintains she would not have done it. "He would deal with 
the flak and would cope when the dog got sprayed with 
skunk.” 

Ultimately the daughters took pride in their mother’s 
achievements realizing “it was an advantage to have a 
role model that other’s didn’t." They also admired their 
mother for “having the guts to do it." 

Debbie’s motivation to have a career had its genesis 
after her father died when she watched her mother, who 
had devoted her life to her husband, flounder. "I didn't 
want that to happen to me," she explained, "I didn’t want 
to live for someone else and if they were gone, I would be 
nothing...I a wanted to be a person in my own right.” 

Thus, in 1965, she went to work for the Audubon Society 
as a volunteer in research and writing. During those years 
she applied for and received a grant from the American 
Museum of Natural History to study urban robins and did 
much of that work near her home. 

“It was a great scene,” laughs Frank, “everybody 
watching." As a result, Debbie knows more almost more 
about than anyone in the nation about robins. To continue 
her research, she would have needed a doctorate and that 
involved being away from her family which “was not 
feasible,” she said.

However, the volunteer work offered her an edge and 
when a full time position opened she was hired, in 1975. 

Sometime before that, her daughters were in college 
and Debbie turned to them and blunUy stated "this is not a 
hotel.” Thereupon the Howards outlined all the chores 
which could be divided up and assigned a value system to 
them depending upon the ease or difficulty of the task. 

This summer, for example, each of the three daughters 
has been home with "friends who are the .same men the 
they have been attached to for years.” Everyone sat down 
to discuss what had to be done and “who wants to do 
what.” No system is perfect, and immediately afterwards 
everyone “decided they got the worst” tasks. The 
assignments had to be reevaluated. 

Reevaluation took place during Sunday sessions when 
Frank says "we all talked about the problems and faced 
them together.” 

At first, some tasks produced anxiety. Frank noted “one 
young man was terrified of cooking, but-he liked to eat." 
Initially, cooking dinner was for this man "a kind of big 
thing.” However, he mastered the art of cooking as did 
many of the other members of the household and often 
there was good-natured competition producing gourmet 
meals. 


Two members of the household pay rent while the others 
pay into a food kitty. During the week, a running shopping 
list is kept and the marketing chores are assumed by 
everyone at various times. The Howards said they try "to 
be flexible...there is a fair amount of slack.” 


But there are always "people willing to take up the 
slack.” Negligent members are spoken to, however, 
everyone seems to catch the spirit of the family. 

Among the positive effects of Debbie's career, was that 
the Howard daughters grew independent and were 
astonished, upon entering college, to discover classmates 
who could not perform the simple chores of marketing, 
cooking and doing the laundry. 

Frank donned an apron and grew to appreciate per¬ 
forming tasks once considered taboo for men. He also 
found enjoyment in expanding his role in the family so 
that he was not only “the wage earner.” Recently, he 
moved his practice, which will include emphasis on 
preventive medicine, to Newton "to have more time to be 
part of our personal life and I can be part of a joint effort 
by living where I work.” 

The family benefited financially because, says Debbie, 
we are both breadwinners.” Today their combired in¬ 
comes, noted Frank, "support three in graduate school’ 
leaving enough for a new kitchen and a trip.” Earning a 
salary gave Debby the feeling of “self-worth" and the 
realization that “I am not a child... not in a father-child 
relationship.” 

Recently, Debbie used some of her money to finance a 
bike trip to Ireland. During the trip Frank experienced a 
minor role-switch shock. After handing out what Debbie 
considered an unusually large tip, she argued with him 
and he said "for the first time I realized how it must feel to 
have it always be someone else's money." 

“We are still in the process of learning," says Frank, 
while Debbie agreed adding, "you just keep trying and 
leaming...it's a rich experience to keep trying.”

Fitzmaurice said. "Because meats are a major source of 
saturated fat,” she added, 'their careful selection and 
j preparation are prime factors in lowering total saturated 
fat intake." 

Foods which are high in cholesterol and animal 
| (saturated) fats tend to raise the level of cholesterol in the 
blood, and a high blood cholesterol level contributes to the 
development of atherosclerosis, a disease which underlies 
most heart attacks and strokes, according to the American 
| Heart Association. 

j Saturated animal fats arejound in beef, lamb, pork and 
ham; in butter, cream and whole milk; and in cheeses 
| made from whole milk. 

j Fish, poultry and veal are low in saturated fat and should 
be eaten more frequently than beef, lamb or pork, ac- 
"i cording to the American Heart Association. Choose lean 
l cuts of meat and trim visible fat, and then discard the fat 
i that cooks out of the meat. 


Fitzmaurice said there is much encouraging evidence 
that most people can substantially reduce their risk of 
having a heart attack if they follow a diet to control blood 
cholesterol levels, maintain a norma, weight and exercise 
regularly among other precautions. 

These tips may be helpful in preparing heart-healthy 
meals: 

—Instead of butter and other solid cooking fats which are 
completely hyrdogenated, use liquid vegetable oils and 
margarine that are rich in polyunsaturated fats. 

— Instead of whole milk and cheeses made from whole 
milk and cream, use skimmed or low-fat milk and cheeses 
made from partially skimmed milk. 

— Restrict your use of fatty “luncheon” and “variety” 
meats like sausages and salami. 

—And remember that salads are a good main dish in the 
hot weather.

FOIL FISH BAKE 

4 fresh lake trout, mackerel or other whole white fish (2 
lbs. in all) 

2 tablespoons margarine 
half cup chopped parsley 
half cup chopped dill sprigs 
quarter cup chopped chives 
quarter cup chopped onion 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Clean and rinse fish; allow to drain. Sprinkle lightly with 
salt. 

Make stuffing: mix together margarine, parsley, dill 
sprigs, chives, onion and lemon juice. Stuff and wrap each 
fish separately in aluminum foil, sealing the edges 
carefully. Bake 20 minutes at 400 degrees F. Unwrap, 
remove to a hot platter, garnish with parsley and lemon 
slices.

Preparing a holiday meat 


Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New 
Year, begins sundown, September 
12. This marks the beginning of a 10 
day period of introspection. The 
holiday is a time families are 
together. 

Phyllis Schwartz of Newton, who 
enjoys cooking year round, puts 
forth a special effort on Rosh 
Hoshanah. The mother of two 
daughters Ms. Schwartz is a math 
teacher at Maimonides School. 

For this holiday, she says she will 
use "my best and finest." At the 
dinner table, apples will be dipped in 
honey "to insure a sweet life," and 
round loaves of Challah will be 
served symbolizing the continuity of 
life. 

STUFFEDCABBAGE 

1 lb. ground meat (salt, pepper, 
garlic powder to taste) 

4 cup uncooked white rice (not 
minute rice) 

2-16 ounce cans tomato sauce 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

2 tablespoons honey 

4 cup brown sugar 

4 cup raisins (optional) 

2 pieces sour salt 

gingersnaps 

Mix the rice, meat and a few 
tablespoons of the tomato sauce 
together. Separately, mix the 
tomato sauce, lemon juice, honey, 
brown sugar, raisins and sour salt. 

Boil the cabbage leaves, removing 
the outer leaves. Put some slices of 
the cabbage on the bottom of the 


roasting pan. Put one-third of the 
sauce mixture on the bottom. Stuff 
and roll the cabbage placing seam 
side down in the pan. Pour over the 
rest of the sauce. You may have to 
double the sauce recipe if the leaves 
are large. Crush gingersnaps and 
sprinkle on the top. Bake in oven at 
350 degrees F., basting frequently. 
Bake for at least 14-2 hours or until 
the leaves look glazed and shiny. 

HOLIDAY CHALLAH 

For the braids: 

2 tablespoons active dry yeast 

4 teaspoons sea salt 

4 cup honey 

14 cups hot tap water 

2 cups unbleached white flour 

14 cups vegetable oil 

3 large eggs 

5-6 more cups unbleached white 
flour 

For the glaze: 

1 egg 

poppy seeds 

For Greasing: 

melted butter or margarine 

Equipment: 

Large bowl, mixing spoon or wire 
whisk, kneading board, large baking 
sheet or two small ones. 

Measure the yeast, salt, honey and 
hot water into the bowl and stir. Mix 
in the first 2 cups of flour. All egg 
breads take part of the flour early to 


give the eggs something to hold onto. 

Mix in the oil and three large 
eggs. 

Kneading: Add 4 more cups of 
flour gradually. As soon as working 
with the spoon or whisk becomes 
heavy going, clean it into the bowl 
and switch to mixing the flour in 
with your bare hands. The dough 
will be easy to knead because it is 
soft and yielding. 

Place the dough on your floured 
board using a rubber spatula to 
scrape the sides. Knead in some of 
the remaining flour. Don’t force in 
every last bit of flour. 

The dough must remain silky. The 
amount of flour varies from day to 
day depending on the moisture in the 
air. Baking is not an exact craft. 

Put your ball of kneaded dough 
into a greased bowl; turn it over, to 
grease all sides, cover with a clean 
towel and let it rise in a warm place 
for about one hour. Finger test for 
sufficient rise. A full first rise is vital 
to light Challah. If the indentation 
remains, it is ready to punch down. 

When rising is complete, punch 
down, turn the dough out onto the 
board, and knead for a couple of 
minutes to get rid of gas bubbles. 
Flour the board, lightly, and flour 
hands as little as possible for this 
kneading and shaping. 

To braid, cut the mound of dough 
in half for two loaves. Then roll three 
equal lumps into a rope. Braid. 
Cover and let rise for 30 min. or 


more until the loaves look wellrisen. 
Glaze with a beaten egg. Sprinkle 
poppy seeds on top. Bake 50-G0 min. 
in the middle of a 350 degree F. oven. 
Slice when cooled. 

VERY BEST HONEY CAKE 

To one cup boiling water add: 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 teaspoon allspice 

2 teaspoons unsweetened cocoa 

1 teaspoon instant coffee 

Set this aside. In an electric 
mixer, cream: 3 eggs with 14 cup 
sugar. Add: 1 cup honey, 4 cup oil 
and 3 cups all-purpose flour sifted 
with one teaspoon baking soda. 

Pour the beginning water mixture 
into the batter slowly. Mix 
thoroughly and then add 4 cup 
raisins and 4 cup nuts, if desired. 
(Note: Mrs. Schwartz glazes her 
honeycake by melting 4 jar apricot 
preserves and a tablespoon of 
apricot brandy, if desired. Decorate 
with slivered or halved roasted 
almonds. 

BRISKET 

1 package dried onion soup 

4 cup cldar vinegar or plain 
vinegar 

1 cup brown sugar 

3-4 lb. brisket. 

Make the brisket one day ahead. 
Mix the ingredients and put some on 
the bottom of the roasting pan. 
Roast at 350 degrees F. After it is 
refrigerated, the fat can be skim¬ 
med off. •

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Common 
Market 
city is city 
of markets 

BRUSSELS, Belgium (UPI) 
— A glance at the map of 
downtown Brussels shows that 
this headquarters city of the 
European Common Market is a 
city of markets in its own right 
— and has been for hundreds of 
years. 

There's Old Grain Market 
St., New Grain Market Square, 
Chicken Market St., Herb 
Market St., Pelt Market St., 
Wood Market St., Fishmonger 
St., Pork Market St., Butcher 
St. (and Little Butcher St.), Old 
Wheat Market St., Coal Market 
St., Cheese Market St. and a 
number of other former- 
market streets — not to 
mention Slaughterhouse 
Boulevard and the Grand’ 
Place, which is translated from 
Flemish as the Great Market. 

These old street names trace 
the pattern of a city that has 
been described as being, in 
medieval times, "nothing but 
one vast market, veritably a 
permanent fair.” 

Today, despite 1 the in¬ 
creasing popularity of 
supermarkets and American- 
style shopping centers, there 
are still nearly two dozen 
markets of various types 
scattered throughout this capi¬ 
tal of more than 1.5 million 
people. And most of them are 
in the downtown area, just 
around the comer from the old 
streets which bear the market 
names. 

There’s a bicycle market, a 
horse market, a dog market, a 
flea market and an antique 
market, as well as meat and 
fish and fruit and vegetable 
markets. 

In the Grand' Place itself — 
that exquisite gilded ensemble 
of medieval buildings that 
marks the heart of Brussels — 
there is a colorful (and noisy) 
bird and flower market every 
Sunday morning. Flower 
sellers set up on weekdays, too, 
and occasionally other stalls 
gather to sell food, trinkets and 
other odds and ends. 

Sunday mornings, in fact, 
can be pleasantly spent 
strolling from one market to 
another. 

In the elegant Grand-Sablon, 
“ a square about a 15-minute 
walk from the Grand’ Place in 
an exclusive shopping 
neighborhood, a fine antiques, 
books and prints market sets 
up Saturday and Sunday under 
striped awnings just in front of 
the jewel-like church bearing 
the square's name. 

If the antiques there are a bit 
too fine for one’s taste (or 
pocketbook), another 15- 
minute walk will lead to Place 
du Jeu de Balle in the shabby — 
but lively — Marolles district, 
Breughel’s old neighborhood, 
which many consider the only 
"real" part of Brussels left. 

For decades here every 
morning — but particularly on 
Sundays — the city’s flea 
market unfolds its melange of 
junk and treasure. 

From here, it is only another 
short walk to the area around 
the Midi train station, where 
every Sunday bustles a sprawl¬ 
ing market of fruits, vegeta¬ 
bles, plants, clothing, pots and 
pans, meat, fish, cheese, 
spices, and you name it. 

Just around the comer from 
this enormous market is the 
Midi bicycle market, also on 
Sunday mornings. For a differ¬ 
ent mode of transport, there is 
the horse market at Porte 
D’Anderlecht on Friday mor¬ 
nings, but dogs, cats, poultry 
and rabbits can be bought at 
the small animal market on 
Rue Ropsy Chaudron on Sun¬ 
days. 

There are a number of 
weekday produce markets. 
The best known, perhaps, is the 
one at Place Ste. Catherine, 
which occupies the square 
leading to Old Grain Market St, 
(Rue du Vieux Marche aux 
Grains) in the heart of the 
downtown area that was once a 
thriving complex of city 
markets and vendors. 

The Ste. Catherine Metro 
(subway) station, in fact, 
stands now where the eld Fish 
Market used to be — and there 
are still several wholesale fish 
vendors and fish restaurants 


But Coal Market St. houses 
chic shops and a police station, 
and Herb Market St. has long 
been lined with glass-fronted 
travel agents and dress shops. 

The Pork Market is an 
avenue of apartment blocks. 

You can, though, still buy a 
chicken on Chicken Market St. 
— in a big downtown super¬ 
market or butcher store.

as an assistant principal, and 
was a classroom teacher for 
several years. 

Holder of bachelors and 
masters degrees, Moloney is at 
present completing a doctoral 
degree at Harvard University 
in educational administration. 
Previous graduate study was 
done at the University of 
London, and Boston Univer¬ 
sity. Moloney is an alumnus of 
Boston College where his 
original degree was in history. 

In discussing reasons for his 
candidacy, Moloney said "the 
quality of life in Newton offers 
me a great deal as parent, 
homeowner, and citizen; I 
would like to offer something in 
return-. I believe my extensive 
experience in several areas of 
education, school budget, 
government relations, 
curriculum, administration, 
and teaching, can be of value to 
the School Committee." 

In regard to issues, Moloney 
said, “I have tried to base my 
positions not just on ex¬ 
perience, but on what I am 
hearing from voters 
throughout Newton. While 
there are many issues, and 
individual concerns, three 
issues seem to be of paramount 
importance to voters.” 

"First," Moloney said, "is 
finance, notably as it affects 
property tax. This is par¬ 
ticularly important with the 
two-thirds of our taxpayers 
who do not have children in the 
public schools. Among the 
more affluent, a few dollars on 
the tax rate may be only a 
marginal concern; but for 
those on fixed incomes, par¬ 
ticularly the elderly, the 
matter is absolutely critical." 

"Second,” Moloney said, "I 
find a deep concern with the 
teaching of basic skills, a 
concern underlined by the 
continuing general decline of 
test scores." 

"Finally, there is a broad 
apprehension,” he 3ays, 
"about standards of discipline 
In our schools. There is an 
impression on the part of many 
people that these standards are 
not those which they knew, or 
support in their homes, and 
they do not see why this should 
be so." 

Moloney said: "the winds of 
change are again blowing 
throughout the educational 
world. Across the nation as 
well as here in Newton, the 
mood, and the needs of society 
are changing. Responsible 
educators can and must 
respond to these realities; to do 
otherwise is to forfeit the trust, 
and support of the public.”

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New needlecraft books are highly specialized.

With needlecraft books 
almost a glut on the market, 
more publishers are speciali¬ 
zing. 

Recent publications include 
one meant for large mesh 
needlepoint, another for people 
with impaired vision and-or 
coordination and others for 
monogrammlng, borders, 
Indian designs and the embroi¬ 
dery of rural China. 

"The First Easy-to-See 
Needlepoint Workbook” by 
Joan Scobey and Marjorie 
Sablow (Rawson $14.95), a 
large-type book whose projects 
are designed for 5-, 7-and 10- 
mesh-tothe-inch canvases. 
Excellent directions are 
provided for finishing and 
mounting, techniques that can 
cost as much as the initial 
expense of canvas, thread and 
needles when you have the 
work done professionally. 

All thumbs with needles? Iris 
Rosenthal's "The Not-So- 
Nimble Needlework Book” 
(Grosset and Dunlap $5.95) has 
embroidery, knitting, crochet 
and sewing projects for people 
with impaired eyesight or 
coordination problems. Among 
them are a lion's head pillow 
with knitting wool mane, cross- 
stitch placemats using a 
traditional gingham print for 
the pattern, and a reversible 
kerchief handbag with bangle 
bracelet handles. 

“Needlepoint Letters and 
Numbers" by Carol Cheney 
Rome and Donna Reidy Orr 
fDoubleday $10) contains 28 
different alphabets and nine 
styles in numbers. The alpha¬ 
bets include Hebrew, Chinese 
terrestrial signs, the Morse 
code, signal flags, typewriter 
print and an ornate variety 
called Roman magesty. 

"Tribal Designs for Need¬ 
lepoint,” by Gay Ann Rogers 
(Doubleday $5.95 paper) con¬ 
tains 30 attractive, mostly 
earth tone designs adapted 
from Eskimo, Polynesian and 
American Indian art. The 
directions are explicit, for¬ 
tunately. for many of the 
designs are complicated and 
require considerable patience 
and skill for working from 
graphs. Most are sophisticated 
in design. There are pillows, 
small rugs, two purses, a belt 
__and an eyeglass case. Many 
"pillow designs would make 
stunning handbags as well. 

“Bargello Borders” by 
Nancy Hall and Jean Riley 
(Needlemania, Inc., 
distributed by Scribners, $9.95 
paper) represents good value 
for inventive needlepointers 
who like to do their own 
designing. The authors operate 
a Franklin, Mich., needlecraft 
shop. Their patterns are 
designed for pillows, hand¬ 
bags, lamp bases, chair seat 
and footstool covers. Direc¬ 
tions and graphs are clear, and 
canvas mesh sizes are specific 
for using patterns to best ad¬ 
vantage.

Embroideries of Rural China," 
by Muriel Baker and Margaret 


Lunt (Scribners $14.95). Their 
enchanting designs are taken 
from a traditional craft almost 
unknown in the West. The only 
drawback their book has for 
the avid needleperson is a lack 
of guidance for using the 
charts. However, photocopying 
shops can blow up or reduce 
designs without damaging the 
book, and the designs can then 
be transferred to fabric or even 


needlepoint canvas with 
tracing paper sold in home 
sewing departments. The 
stylized animals in particular 
would make delightful designs 
for children's quilts or 
clothing. 

“Trapunto Quilting," by 
Mary Morgan and Dee Mostell- 
er (Scribners $15.95) is another 
needle art less well known than 
it should be This and other 


forms of raised quilting make 
beautiful quilts and pillows and 
trim for wearing apparel and 
accessories such ns handbags. 
Trapunto gives a custom-made 
look usually found only on very 
expensive articles. For ultra- 
sophistication, the authors sug¬ 
gest superimposing decorator 
fabric motifs on solid fabrics to 
make pillows. 

"The Needle Arts of Greece" 


by Joan Petrakis (Scribners 
$16.95) range from com¬ 
plicated, minutely detailed 
designs of historic and 
traditional articles to a 
charming chapter for children 
with designs the author says 
are within the skills of a seven- 
year-old. Maybe so. Our 
favorite nlneyear-old already 
is working needlepoint kits, 
and would Jump at the chance 


to draw and fill in her own 
pattern according to Ms. 
Petrakis’s clear-cut directions. 

Ski sweaters are rarely 
cheap even when you knit them 
yourself. But they are cheaper 
than hand-knits sold in stores, 
and you're not likely to find a 
more thorough guide than 
"Scandinavian Knitting De¬ 
signs" by Pauline Chatterton 
(Scribners $17.95) The book 


also includes cushions, 
afghans, border designs, 
sweaters, scarves and hats.

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Decorating can be done economically.

Arthur Leaman is one Interi¬ 
or decorator who practices 
what he preaches: economy 
with style. 

The seat and back cushions 
of two living room chairs in his 
Manhattan apartment are cov¬ 
ered with blue and white cotton 
that was part of a $11.99 king- 
size Japanese bedspread he 


bought in New York City. Tht 
one spread covered a total of ll 
pillows. 

His dining room chandelier is 
a lacy-looking white affair 
combining beads and stamped 
metal. 

As Leaman says, "It cost 
$150, but it looks like $800.’’ 

It was transformed by the 
decorator himself with a can of 
spray paint. 


Leaman, co-author with Jose 
Wilson of "The Dollar-saving 
Decorating Book" (Doubleday 
$9.95) Is loaded with similar 
tips on furnishing a home or 
apartment on a slim budget. 

His other treasures Include a 
collection of African art, 
mostly wood carvings, "very 
expensive, .by and large." He 
bought the carvings in the West 
Indies where he lives part of 


each year at his small hotel, 
The Golden Lemon, on St 
Kitts. The collection cost $150. 

The unusual newel post at the 
top of the stairs in his living 
room looks like the screw from 
a cider press. It Is. 

In an interview, Leaman said 
garage sales still are a very 
good place to buy, especially in 
small towns and cities where 
the buyer or an acquaintance 


generally knows who is having 
a sale and whether there’s 
something worthwhile availa¬ 
ble. 

“Thrift shops are no longer 
thrifty," he said, "and Salva¬ 
tion Army stores generally are 
only in big cities." 

He sometimes finds good 
buys at the latter, sound fur¬ 
nishings that can be restored 
with minor repairs and-or a 


new coat of paint. 

But examine carefully before 
you buy, he said; It's no 
bargain if it needs expensive 
repairs or refinishing that you 
cannot do yourself. 

In a chapter called, "The 
Smart Shopper Is the Saver," 
Leaman and Ms. Wilson, his 
coauthor, describe pitfalls to 
avoid when shopping for new or 
used furniture, what features 


to look for in draperies and 
upholstery, how to determine 
the best size lamp for any 
location or purpose. 

Their book also contains 
nearly 20 pages of listings of 
sources for furniture and 
furnishings who issue free or 
minimal charge brochures or 
catalogs. These can save hours 
of time and gallons of gas for 
shoppers who might otherwise

Collectors of almost anything 
have a head start on home ' 
decorating. Leaman said. He 
collects sea shells and blue and 
white china in old-fashioned 
oriental designs. 

"By and large, It is very 
expensive," he said. "If you 
mix It up with copies, you can't 
tell the difference. 

"Plants are one of the least 
expensive ways of 
decorating," he said, gesturing 
to the glass shelves In his 
dining room windows, where 
many were interspersed with 
the African carvings. 

"If you’re an avid reader, 
make books the focal point. If 
your hobby is hi-fi, keep the 
records and the hi-fi set out on 
open shelves or in stacking 
plastic cubes or plastic boxes 
that dairies use to deliver * 
cartons of milk. 

"You can even turn them 
i the milk cartons) upside down 
to use as tables," he said, by 
making tops of glass, or wood 
covered with a contact paper.

He favors cotton covers for . r 
upholstered furniture with spe- , 
rial nylon tape fasteners In- 
stead of zippers. They go into a 
washing machine and back on 
the furniture while slightly 
damp, so no ironing is needed. >: 

"Most people travel, no -t 
matter what their age. One of • 
the nicest ways to assemble a 
collection is during your tra¬ 
vels." w 

But start collecting before - 
you go, he advises, so you won’t, 
be tempted to buy a lot of ' 
unrelated things that won’t 
look well together.

Billy Hunter's family comes first

NEW YORK (UPI) - Billy 
Hunter clasped both arms 
behind his head, leaned back in 
the swivel chair inside the 
private office they provide for 
the visiting team manager at 
Yankee Stadium and was as 
happy as he possibly could be 
considering the circumstances. 

His Texas Rangers have 
been doing relatively well since 
he took them over two months 
ago. Naturally, he wished they 
were on top in the American 
league West instead of strug¬ 
gling as are to shake them¬ 
selves loose from the Kansas 
City Royals, Chicago White Sox 
and Minnesota Twins, but they 


still have a month to do that 
and he keeps hoping they will. 

For the moment, he was at 
peace with himself and the rest 
of the world, thoroughly enjoy¬ 
ing the fresh supply of chewing 
tobacco he had just fished out 
of a silver-lined package and 
stuffed in his mouth. He was 
giving it a good workout. 

With Billy Hunter, his im¬ 
mediate family comes first. 
After that, comes winning ball 
games, and right after that, 
comes chewing tobacco. There 
are very few things in life 
Hunter loves more than a 
healthy chew of tobacco. 

He chews a package a day 
and does it practically every¬ 
where, exceept in his own 
home at Lutherville, Md. His

"If I’m mowing the lawn and 
get a phone call inside the 
house, I don't take the tobacco 
out of my mouth,” he said. 
"That's providing I don’t stay 
on the phone too long. If it's a 
long call, I gotta get it out." 

Hunter first began chewing 
when he was 16 . 

"1 grew up in western 
Pennsylvania, which is a big 
coal mining area, and one of 
the prerequisites of becoming a 
ball player in that section of the 
country was that you had to 
chew tobacco," he said. 

In the 30 years he has been in 
professional baseball, Hunter 
remembers having only one 
accident because he was 
chewing and that occurred one 
day in 1948, his first year out 
while playing shortstop for 
Three Rivers in the old 
Canadian-American League. 

"1 went back for a short pop 
fly in left field and was about to 
say ‘I have it,’ but just as I got 
the first word out of my mouth, 
the whole thing went down my 
throat," he recalled. "I caught 
the ball. I still don't know 
how.” 

The conversation switched to 
the pennant race and the way 
the Rangers have been making 
more of a run for it since 
Hunter became manager. 


"I've changed a lotta things 
and I'm gonna change some 
more,” said Hunter, who had 
several previous managerial 
offers but had always turned 
them down to remain with 
Baltimore as a coach. 

"One thing I'm not gonna 
change is Jim Sundberg. "He's 
the best catcher in the league. 
Throws everybody out, never 
has a passed ball and picks 
people off base. And look at the 
job he's doing for us with his 
bat. He's right up there at .300. 
And has the best attitude you 
ever saw. The same as Brooks 
Robinson. Need I say anymo¬ 
re?" 

Over in the American 
League East, Hunter would 
like to see his old buddy, Earl 
Weaver, and the Orioles win it, 
but he feels pretty sure the 
Yankees will. I'm not as sure 
as he is. I have a feeling the 
Red Sox are still to be heard 
from before it's over. 

Should the Rangers make it 
in their division, which looks 
like something of a long shot 
now, Hunter will owe Weaver a 
dinner at the very least. 

“Before the All-Star break, I 
was trying to find a leadoff 
hitter," said Hunter. "I hap¬ 
pened to talk to Earl about it 
and he suggested I try Mike 
Hargrove. I did, and since 
Hargrove has been leading off, 
his percentage for getting on 
base has been close to .500. I 
haven't had a chance to thank 
Earl personally for his sugges¬ 
tion but knowing him, I'm sure 
he has noticed Hargrove's 
statistics."

Betty Stove, a finalist at 
Wimbledon against Virginia 
Wade only three months ago, 
systematically gave little 
Tracy Austin a lesson in fun¬ 
damental tennis here Wed¬ 
nesday and did it 56 minutes 
with a thoroughly professional 


Fairbanks 
optimistic 
on contracts 

FOXBORO, Mass. (UPI) - New England Patriots Coach 
Chuck Fairbanks displayed the first note of optimism 
Wednesday in on-going contract disputes with All-Pro of¬ 
fensive linemen John Hannah and Leon Gray.

Fairbanks said Slusher was "unreasonable at times; but he 
works hard for his clients." 

Hannah has threatened to go hack to his family’s 
Alabama farm if he cannot obtain an extension. Gray has 
not indicated he would walk out 

Hannah, out two weeks with a thigh injury, played well 
last Sunday against the Washington Redskins. Gray, 
sidelined by a hamstring pull the past few weeks, returned 
to practice Wednesday, he is experted to play Sunday when 
the 4-1 Patriots close the exhibition season at home against 
the Atlanta Falcons. 

Fairbanks also announced that linebacker Jerry Vogele, 
injured in Sunday's 45-7 win over Washington, would under¬ 
go surgery soon but has not yet been placed on the injured 
reserve list 

The New England coach also confirmed the Patriots had 
traded defensive back John Sanders to Philadelphia for a 
future, undisclosed draft choice. 

The Patriots still are two players over the present limit of 
48 on the active roster. All teams must trim their rosters to 
43 players by Tuesday.

“If I played her five, six 
years ago, I’d probably be very 
sentimental and I probably 
would have lost to her," said 
Stove. “As it was, I knew 
exactly what I was going to do 
and how I was going to play 
against her.It was a very 
difficult match. I had to con¬ 
centrate extra hard. Actually, I 
never saw Tracy on the other 
side; I only saw the ball." 

Tracy listened intently to the 
veteran Dutch player as she 
talked in the interview area 
and when it came her turn to 
explain how she felt, the ninth- 
grader from Rolling Hills, 
Calif, confessed Stove simply 
had been too much for her. 

"She just overpowered me," 
said Tracy, who still wears 
braces on her teeth. "There 
was nothing I could do. I could 
barely get her serve back, I'm 
so little. I’d barely get her 
serve back and she'd hit it 
again.” 

Was she tired? 

"No,” she said. "I didn't run 
that much." 

All during her time at the 
Open here, Austin kept saying 
she had nothing to lose. If she 
won, that was fine, and if she 
didn’t, well, that was tennis. 

But she has had a taste of 
what it is like to win now, and 
she is likely to get better as she 
goes along, the same way Chris

The board did not meet his 
lawyer’s request for release in 
time for training camp which 
opens Sept. 20. 

Barnes was jailed May 16 for 
breaking state probation by a 
handgun arrest in Michigan. 
When released under supervi¬ 
sion of Michigan authorities, he 
will have served five months of 
a one-year sentence for proba¬ 
tion violation. 

He will be able to rejoin the 
Pistons before their regular 
season opener against the New 
York Nets, scheduled on Oct. 18 
in Detroit. 

"We are terribly disap¬ 
pointed that Marvin’s desire to 
get out on parole Sept. 16 was 
denied," said Pistons' General 
Manager Bob Kauffman. "We 
do however appreciate the 
consideration the Parole Board 
has given in granting him the 
Oct. 14 release date 
"We believe that this action 
will to a degree slow down his 
progress as a basktball player. 
However, we believe being the 
fine person and player he is, he 
will be able to overcome this 
adversity as he has overcome 
others," Kauffman said. 

Barnes was acquired by the 
Pistons last season after a 
stormy two years with the 
Spirits of St. Louis of the 
defunct American Basketball 
Association. 

He was sent to prison for 
breaking probation by a hand¬ 
gun arrest in Michigan and 
spent his 25th birthday in jail 
on July 27. Under Rhode Island 
law, he was eligible after 
serving one-third (four mon¬ 
ths) of his sentence. 

His lawyers had argued he 
should spend time working 
with deprived youth instead of 
silling behind bars. Pistons 
officials called him "a Pied 
Piper with kids." But the judge 
who jailed him called Barnes 
"not a model to be emulated by 
the young and im¬ 
pressionable."

Struggle for sex equality in Egypt_

CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) - The 
divorce rate In Egypt is about 
half that of the United States 
and the non-Catholic countries 
In Western Europe. 

"But don’t let the figures on 
divorces fool you,” said Mrs. 
Soha Abdel Kader, author of a 
1973 Ford Foundation study on 
the status of women In Egypt. 

"We (Moslem women) are 
legally restricted in initiating 
divorce, so of course figures 
are low. We also have Inferior 
rights to men in child custody 
and Inheritance cases.” 

Like most Moslem countries, 
Egypt is governed by personal 
status laws that have barely 
changed since the seventh 
century A.D., when the 
Prophet Mohammad preached 
Islam to the world. 

While the stereotype of a 
veiled woman at the mercy of 
her polygamous husband Is no 
longer valid, legal equality of 
the sexes is not a reality in 
Egypt. 

Universal education and con¬ 
tact with communist and 
western models have improved 
the climate for women’s 
liberation, but attempts to 
change the religiously-based 
personal status laws have 
failed repeatedly. 

Part of the problem is that 
powerful figures in the Moslem 
hierarchy view any change in 
the code as a potential heresy. 

Furthermore, because Egypt 
receives billions of dollars in 
aid from religiously conserva¬ 
tive Moslem oil states, like 
Saudi Arabia, there is at least 
moral pressure from outside to 
maintain the ancient laws. 

The last unsuccessful at¬ 
tempt to change the law was in 
1974, when feminist groups 
focused on abolishing 
polygamy, which is still legal 
though little practiced. They 
also tried to alter the divorce 
statutes and push legislation 
giving women custody of their 
children. 

"Here In Egypt it is not a 
question of women’s lib and 
demonstrating all the time,” 
said Mrs. Laila Takly, chair¬ 
man of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the People’s 
Assembly (parliament) and 
one of the leading proponents 
of women’s rights in Egypt. 
“Women must do their duty 
and should have equal rights so 
they can contribute an equal 
■ share." 

Mrs. Takla advocates a four- 
point political strategy to 
ensure that future attempts to 
chang e law do not fail. 

The sieps include persuading 
conservative religious leaders 
to support women’s interpreta¬ 
tion of the Shari’a (Moslem 
law), and enlisting the mass 
media to publicize cases where 
the current personal status 
code leads to family problems. 

Mrs. Takla also believes that 
current statutes may contra¬ 
vene the Shari’a and should 
therefore be challenged as 
unconstitutional. 

"The law needs to conform 
more closely to the Shari'a 
because, as it is now, you often 
have broken homes, runaway 
children and some suffering of 
women. This was never inten¬ 
ded," she said. 

Mrs. Takla challenges her 
male colleagues in parliament 
to "stop thinking of themselves 
as husbands losing rights — 
they must identify themselves 
with a daughter or sister who is 
being treated unfairly." 

As the law stands now, 
Egyptian women may not 
legally marry before age 16 
and must give consent in 
writing. For men, the 
minimum age is 18 . 

If the marriage sours, hus¬ 
bands get a divorce after 
repeating the phrase, "I di¬ 
vorce you," three tunes in 
front of witnesses. No court 
appearance is required. 

But if the wife wants out, she 
must go to court with a 
"legitimate" reason, meaning 
she must be able to prove 
impotence, non-support or ill- 
treatment at the hands of her 
husband. 

If such is lacking and her 
mate does not consent to 
divorce, the woman is legally 
required to live with her 
husband and must be "obe¬ 
dient" to him. 

Wives can obtain divorce 
without litigation, if they 
choose to retain this right in the 
marriage contract with the 
husband's consent. Few do so, 
however, because planning for 
a possible breakup is consid¬ 
ered an inappropriate 
beginning to married life. 

In child custody cases the 
mother cares for her children 
up to the age of seven for boys 
and nine for girls. This limit 
may be extended by the court 
but once it is passed, the 
husband becomes sole guar¬ 
dian 

While the Egyptian woman’s 
movement is n« happy with 
present family laws, there are 


other problems as well. The 
main one Is that, even without 
legal barriers, most women 
would still face discrimination. 

Mrs. Zeinab Zaki, the major 
stockholder in an Egyptian 
computer firm, is one example. 

There are no restrictions on 
women in business, but as Mrs. 
Zaki put it, “I knew I would 
never be successful without a 
man around, Just for appear¬ 
ances sake." 

So began Mrs. Zaki’s "double 
life,” in which she hired a 
“front man” to sit in the 
largest office — while she 


occupied a small one in the 
rear of her headquarters. 

"He played the front office, 
but I was in control. I gave him 
shares, I gave him prestige and 
the employees had the impres¬ 
sion they were working for an 
important man and a firm they 
could trust," she said. 

Mrs. Zaki’s husband, who la 
a devout Moslem, never op¬ 
posed her working. 

"He made only one condition 
for me - that I shouldn't 
neglect any of my housewife 
duties because I was too busy 
working. For me, this was the 
challenge.” 


There is no question that 
some of the legal restrictions 
on women have a firm Koranic 
basis and embody part of the 
religious ideal to which many 
Egyptians aspire. 

Other portions of the Koran 
appear to support female 
equality: "For men and 
women who have submitted 
themselves wholly to Allah, 
Allah has prepared forgiveness 
and a great reward." 

The report also noted that 
when the salaries and fringe 
benefits of military personnel 
are compared to the pay and 


benefits of government civilian 
workers (who do not receive 
commissary privileges),” the 
average military employe re¬ 
ceives $4,257 per year more 
than the civilian employe." 

Commissary supporters 
claim that phasing out the 
subsidy would hurt retirees. 
Yet a Uttlenotlced Defense 
Department study which 
examined the Income tax 
filings of nearly one million 
military retirees found that the 
vast majority reported ad¬ 
justed gross annual incomes in 
the $10,000 to $35,000 and above 
range. 


Only 136,000 reported annual 
incomes of $7,000 or below. 

Moreover, the study, the first 
of its kind ever made of 
military retirement Incomes, 
did not include Social Security 
benefits which significantly 
raises the Income of many 
retirees since Social Security is 
not taxable. 

Because of frequently emo¬ 
tional rhetoric on both sides of 
the issue, there is some con¬ 
fusion among military per¬ 
sonnel over Just what critics of 
the system are seeking. Some 
think they want to close down 


the commissaries. That is not 
the case. 

What Carter, Eagleton and 
others are urging is that the 
commissaries be required to 
raise their prices just enough 
to pay the personnel who run 
them, which would end the 
annually appropriated subsidy. 

They argue that the commis¬ 
saries would still be able to 
offer groceries at prices 
considerably below 
commercial prices. 

Senate investigators figure 
that commissary customers 
would have to pay about $280 
more per year for groceries 


once the subsidy was phased 
out completely. 

But they add, "The continu¬ 
ing savings at commissaries 
will make them even more 
attractive as the cost of goods 
in the civilian sector continues 
to increase." 

Supporters of the reform 
particularly point out that the 
military exchanges (PX), 
which essentially serve as 
military department stores, 
are not subsidized but are able 
to pass along savings of 20 per 
cent or more below com¬ 
mercial prices to military 
personnel.

at Texas after a successful 
stint at Wyoming, said his 
squad is “young, but just is 
some experience away from 
being a good team.” 

Returning for Boston College 
be running back Neil Green, 
who gained 113 yards in the 
first half last year before being 
injured in Boston College's 14- 
13 win. Green gained only 50 
vards the rest of the season. 

Anthony Brown, a reserve 
who gained 404 yards last 
season, will alternate at half¬ 
back with Green while 
sophomore Dan Conway will 
start at fullback. 

Paul McCarty will open at 
flanker, and Bucky Godbolt, 
who started two seasons ago, 
will play wide receiver. 

As usual, the Boston College 
line averages 255 pounds. 
"They're big and perhaps 
more mobile than last year’s 
line as a group,” said Yukica 
this week. "Right now, though, 
they lack game experience. 

Veterans tackles Fred Smer- 
las and Bob Moore lead the 
defensive line that includes 
newly promoted ends Rives 
Robertson and Clint Gaffney. 

Kelly Elias, who picked off 
seven passes from his corner- 
back slot last season, and 
starting safety Mike Mayock 
have been moved up to aid 
returning starter Rich Scudel- 
lari at linebacker. 

Jeff Kaufman, a defensive 
secondary starter last year 
against Texas, will miss the 
game because of a knee injury. 
Roger Reddick, Paul Murphy 
and Jeff Ryan will open in the 
secondary and Elias will 
return to the one corner, if 
needed. 

Jim Walton, who averaged 
42.3 yards 1st fall, again will 


handle the punting while Tim 
Moorman will do the 
placekicking for the seend 
year. 

Texas will counter with 
Russell Erxleben, the one-man 
kicking game,who just missed 
a 55-yard field goal at the end 
of last year's game. 

Campbell, Texas' third all- 
time leadig rusher, will be 
joined in the backfield by 
Johnny (Ham) Jones and 
sophomore quarterback Mark 
McBath, who started the four 
final games in 1976.

Akers, who has 23 freshmen 
and sophomores listed among 
his top 44 players, hopes his 
young defense will be quick 
enough to make up for lack of 
experience. 

"We expect to have a more 
forcing defense, rather than a 
containing defense as we have 
had in the past. We have got to 
apply the quickness the best 
way we know how.” 

The game will mark Boston 
College's first visit to Austin. 
In two previous meetings, both 
in New England, the teams 
have split. Texas beat Boston 
College, 42-19, in 1974. 

"Our coaching statt hasn't 
made a point of the fact that we 
lost to Boston College last 
year," said Akers "but I know 
the players have thought about 
it. 

"We're similar squads in 
terms of depth and experience. 

I expect it to be a highly 
competitive game.

NEW YORK, N.Y. (UPIl - 
Teen-age girls in America 
spent a record-breaking $1.9 
billion on gifts during the 1976 
Christmas season, an increase 
of 49.3 per cent over 1975, says 
a "Seventeen Magazine" 
survey. This includes over $1 
billion spent on gifts for family 
members, $462 million on gifts 
for friends and $380 million on 
gifts for themselves, using 
cash received at Christmas.

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Sri Lanka, 30 years after independence, 
is still often more British than Britain 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka fUPI) 
- There are no bus stops in Sri 
Lanka. Nor are there lineups. 

Instead, there are motor bus 
halting places (MBHP’s) 
where people form queues. 

Actually, as the English 
might say, the former Ceylon is 
in some ways more British 
than Britain. 

It is one of the few places on 
earth where citizens prefer to 
talk among themselves in a 
foreign language (English). 
"Actually, my Sinhalese is not 
too bloody good, you know,” a 
senior civil servant tells a 
visitor. 

The most influential newspa¬ 
pers here are in the English 
language. The official Sri 
Lanka Broadcasting Corpora¬ 
tion has two English channels, 
with as much or more ad¬ 
vertising than the Sinhalese 
and Tamil language stations. 

"Obviously we made a lot of 
friends when we were colo¬ 
nials," one British visitor said. 
But the answer isn’t quite that 
simple, because there are, 
among the English speakers, 
times when one can detect 
resentment toward the coloni¬ 
zers. 

"Old ways die hard," said a 
British-educated Sri Lankan. 
"We were brought up to speak 
English and do things in a 
British way, and it will be a few 
generations before all that dies 
out." 

The socialist government of 
Mrs. Slrimavo Bandaranaike, 
thrown out in last month’s 
general elections, was more 
nationalist and pro-Sinhalese 
than those of the recent past. 

But even Mrs. Bandaranaike 
made her first concession 
speech in English, and her 
aides chatted among them¬ 
selves in English following the 
election debacle. 


A full wall of the private 
office of the new prime 
minister, J.R. Jayewardene, is 
filled with books. And a quick 
perusal by a visitor failed to 
turn up one in a language other 
than English. 

Most business signs in the 
capital city are in Sinhala and 
English, but the dominant 
language with the largest 
lettering is English. 

Most food labels are in 


English only. Occasional bilin¬ 
gual labels are dominated by 
English. 

Foreign food in Sri Lanka is 
bland and British. Soggy chips, 
fried tomatoes and very, very 
well done meat and fish 
dominate the plates. 

On the other hand, local food 
— rice and curry is the basic — 
is highly spiced, a paradox to 
the visitor. 

Tea is taken with milk and 


sugar, thank you very much. 

Bookmakers will take your 
wagers on horse racing, and 
since there are no tracks in Sri 
Lanka, you can bet on British 
turf events. 

"Actually, most of the punt¬ 
ers (bettors) here know 
English horse names better 
than they ever knew our local 
hbrse” when tracks flourished 
in Sri Lanka, a Sri Lanka 
journalist said.

Oldsmobile 
introduces 
GM diesel 

LANSING, Mich. - The 
General Motors 5.7 litre V-8 
diesel engine is offered as an 
option on three 1978 Oldsmobile 
models — the Eighty-Eight, 
Ninety-Eight and Custom 
Cruiser. 

The engine shares many 
dimensions with the 350-cubic- 
inch gasoline V-8 which 
provided the starting point for 
the diesel conversion. 

Many of the major com¬ 
ponents — block, heads, crank, 
pistons and rods — have been 
strengthened to handle the 
higher compression ratios. 

Ignition in the GM diesel 
takes place in a pre-chamber 
added to minimize emissions, 
noise and smoke. Inside each 
pre-chamber there is an 
electric glow plug to assist in 
starting the engine. Dual 12- 
volt batteries provide the 
ehergy and the additional 
power for starting. 

The diesel "wait to start" 
period is just a few seconds at 
75 degrees Fahrenheit, 35 
seconds at 32' degrees and 
about 60 seconds at zero 
degrees. Cold starts have been 
made at temperatures down to 
minus 10 degrees Fahrenheit 
without the use of a block 
heater. 

The Oldsmobile diesel cars 
use number two diesel fuel 
above 20 degrees Fahrenheit 
and number one below that 
temperature. 

The wait to start period is 
monitored by an elec- 
tronlcdevice that signals the 
driver with a small light in the 
Instrument cluster when the 
engine is ready to start 
The fuel injection pump 
controls ignition by liming and 
metering the amount of fuel 
delivered to each cylinder. A 
rotary distributor-type in¬ 
jection pump is used. It per¬ 
forms for the diesel essentially 
the same functions as the 
distributor and carburetor in a 
gasoline engine. Timing of the 
injection pump will be per-

The title should be changed to "Hello, 
Carol!" 

Carol Channing is so wonderful as Dolly 
I.evi; her radiance renders the other 
performers faceless. All one ever sees on 
stage is Carol Channing. Dolly Levi isn't 
recognized, the other characters may as 
well be nameless, for it is that nebulous 
"star quality" which dominates. Such 
thunderous ovations haven't been heard 
in Boston in this decade. 

That's the story on this production of 
"Hello. Dolly!" And it isn't meant to 
degrade the rest of the production, for it 
is first-rate. I could go on an on about the 
scenery (beautiful), costumes (pic- 
turebook), orchestra (excellent), 
choreography (inspired i, and most of all 
direction Victor). Victor's taut hand pulls 
(Lucia) the strings and all is set in 
motion. The production is everything one 
expects from a Broadway classic. 

Yet, as good as her supporting cast is, 
Channing is the one that brings the 
cheers. Everything else is good; she 
simply outshines it. Even the plot 
becomes secondary. Channing's first 
thunderous ovation ends the first act in 

"Before the Parade Passes By." My 
notes in the program read "C.C. at her 
best," but that was before the second 
act’s title song. As enjoyable as "The 
Waiters' Gallop" is, it is simply a prelude 
to une grande entree. Atop a staircase, 
amid elegant surroundings, in glamorous 
gown, at her feet a dozen men, is a star. 
That one moment will forever be etched 
in my mind, because that was Carol 
Channing at her greatest. 

The audience was breathless, for it was 
truly a sight to behold. What could follow 
but an even more thunderous ovation? It 
would not be an exaggeration to say that 
the audience loved her. I imagined 
headlines reading "Boston's love affair 
with Channmg...” One had to witness the 
electricity in the air to believe it. The love 
culminated in a raucous standing ovation 
at curtain call. Tremendous! 

Meanwhile, Eddie Bracken and 
company are forgotten. Along with 
Bracken, Lee Roy Reams, Robert 
Lydiard, Alexandra Korey, and Florence 
Lacey give good performances. The 
ch :rus is excellent in both its singing and 
dancing as evidenced in "It Takes a 
Woman" and "Dancing." The orchestra 
is conducted by Chris Nance, and the 
choreography is by Jack Craig. 

The only drawback to the production is 
that it was held in the cavernous Music 
Hall. Only those with tickets in the front 
half of the orchestra section sould see the 
performers clearly. Those in the back 
and in the balconies saw merely ants 


upon the stage. The sound system was 
surprisingly satisfactory, but overall I 
would not look forward to another 
production at the Music Hall if I were 


you, unless a pair of excellent tickets 
were in hand.

Charlesbank Road residents 
curse traffic, law enforcement

The main problem affecting the quality 
of life in the Charlesbank Road section oi 
Newton Corner seems to be the lack of 
enforcement of current laws by police 
and other city officials. 

Jon Henry of Remick Terrace said at a 
meeting last week with an urban design 
team hired to help plot the future of the 
Corner, “Most of our problem is in en¬ 
forcement of existing laws.” 

Karen Alschuler, project manager with 
the firm of Skidmore, Owings, and 
Merrill, said, "I’m getting that idea," 
having heard seven other residents 
complain about illegal parking and car 
repair, constant crowds of older 
teenagers in the tot lot, and noisy parties 
in houses rented by students 

These complaints are police matters, 
and problems with run down homes and 
illegal apartments are Building Depart 
ment matters 

Peter McManmon, the main com¬ 
munity contact for the planning firm, 
said after the meeting that excessive 


through traffic seemed to be at the root of 
the residents’ emotional complaints. 

The Charlesbank Road neighborhood' 
the smallest of the five neighborhoods 
sectioned off by the Newton Corner 
Neighborhood Association, is the most 
northeastern section of Newton, bordered 
by the Mass. Pike, Centre Street, the 
Watertown line, and the Charles River. 

Through the center of the neighborhood 
is the curvy Charlesbank Road which is 
the main connecting road between 
Nonantum Street and Newton Corner. 

Capt. Thomas Dargan, assistant to 
Police Chief William Quinn, is a resident 
of Charlesbank Road and was sym¬ 
pathetic to the complaints of the voiced at 
the meeting. 

Regarding complaints about speeding, 
Capt. Dargan admitted there was a lot of 
speeding in the area despite regular 
patrolling. He had opposed a suggestion 
made years ago to make Charlesbank 
Road one way, because the that would 
just make it easier for cars to speed on 
the narrow street. 

"It's the old New England problem of, 


narrow roads and a lot of cars," the 
captain said. 

The tot lot in top area is on Nonantum 
Place, but none of the parents on the 
street let their children play there, ac¬ 
cording to two mothers at the meeting. 

Capt. Dargan said this week he thought 
the problem with older kids in the park 
had been taken care of, especially at 
night. 

"The Recreation Department doesn’t 
seem to be very interested in having the 
lot for the neighborhood," one person 
said, noting that it is usually children 12 
to 20 years of age not from the 
neighborhood that congregate there. 

Neighbors also complained about beer 
cans and the trash on the playground that 
is posted for tots only. 

Capt. Dargan had opposed a previous 
plan to make Charlesbank Road one way, 
feeling the two-way traffic at least forces 
cars to slow down somewhat

Mann: A long day's journey

This is the fourth in a series of stories 
on the candidates for mayor in the Oct. 4 
preliminary election. 

Theodore Mann, of course, occupies a 
unique place in this year’s six-man race 
for the mayor’s job and it makes his 
campaign for the office different from all 
of the others. 

As the incumbent, Mann has his record 
in office to either applaud or defend, 
depending on his audience; and the city’s 
business is never more than a phone call 
away on the campaign trail. 

His is also a campaign of old friends 
and long-time supporters.

Cookies and lemonade are served to 
area residents, and they have a chance to 
visit briefly with the incumbent and hear 
a short speech from him. 

It's a convivial touch, and the cookies 
are especially popular with the children 
of Newton voters.

Tax rate increase 
minor this year

A white rabbit was pulled out of a hat 
last week at a meeting of the Finance 
Committee as Mayor Theodore Mann 
announced a tax rate Increase of (1.60 per 
thousand. He had predicted a (4-5 in¬ 
crease. 

The mayor officially asked the com¬ 
mittee and the Board of Aldermen to 


The tax rate provoked the most violent 
scene among aldermen in a long time, if 
not ever, last Thursday in the Finance 
Committee. 

Discussion of the new tax rate led to 
discussion of the tax message sent out by 
the mayor with the tax bills, and after 
15 minutes of screaming questionable 
language, accusations and coun¬ 
teraccusations, the Finance Committee 
voted a resolution asking the mavor to 


approve the appropriation of (2.9 million 
to budget reserve. A special meeting of 
the Board is set for tonight (Thursday) at 
8:30 to discuss the request further. 

If the mayor gets his way, the Board of 
Assessors may, with state approval, set 
the tax rate at (166 per thousand dollars 
of assessed valuation instead of the (170 
or (169 predicted earlier. • 

On the other hand, Aid. Sidney Small 


submit his tax message to the committee 
for review. 

Mayoral candidates have complained 
off and on over the years, that the tax 
message coming right before the election 
is in fact written to be a campaign piece, 
and gives the incumbent mayor another 
opportunity to reach the voters. 

Mayoral assistant Jane Pitt, who was 
at the meeting, promised to "excise 
politics" from the message.

have been a decrease of (1 and suggested 
that "this year's tax rate has been 
screwed around with to get this figure." 

Small, chairman of the aldermanic 
Finance Committee, predicted a surplus 
of (1.3 million by March 31 of next year, 
the next time according to state law when 
free cash can be recalculated. 

While not claiming that the (1.3 million 
surplus was engineered deliberately, 
Small says it resulted from turnbacks of 
unexpended funds from city depart¬ 
ments. 

When department heads had not spent 
money on budgeted items during the first 
six months of the fiscal year, purchase 
orders submitted during the last six 
months sometimes were not approved, 
thereby deferring or eliminating pur¬ 
chases.

Tax message provokes scene 


Voters may get 
CDC question 


The presidents of the local firefighters’ 
and policemen’s associations have gone 
to the referendum procedure in a last 
legal attempt to keep the city from in¬ 
stituting a (665,000 combined police-fire 
dispatch and communications center. 

Officer Thomas Fleming and 
Firefighter Richard Ciccone are 
collecting signatures that will put the 
matter back in the Board of Aldermen, 
which gave its final approval last week by 
a 17-7 vote. 

If the Board does not reverse its 
decision, the question will be put to the 
voters at the Nov. 8 municipal election. 

Some firefighters and police officers 
are opposed to the central dispatch center 
(CDC) because of staffing questions. 

The CDC would serve the Police 
Department and the Fire Department, 
and the new ambulance service, which 
will be run by the Fire Department. 

Neither Police Chief William Quinn nor 
Fire Chief Harvey Preble has given 
anyone a detailed plan for staffing, 
showing exactly who will do what in the 
CDC. The CDC will be located in Fire 
Department headquarters. 

Both chiefs publicly strongly support 
the CDC. 


The opposing aldermen did not believe 
that the bond issue for (665,000 was 
necessary, that the two communications 
systems could be upgraded separately for 
less money, and doubted that the two 
safety services could work in complete 
harmony in the CDC. 

The Police Department has already 
spent (312,000 given as a grant by the 
federal Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration on radio equipment that 
will be used as part of the new com¬ 
munications system. 

Under election laws, the opponents 
must present some 2500 certifiable 
signatures to the Election Commission 
within 20 days of the disputed action of 
the Board. The deadline is Sept. 26. 

As soon as the signatures are filed, any 
action toward implementing the vote of 
the Board to proceed with a bond issue for 
the CDC must be suspended until the 
Board meets again to reconsider. 

If the Board fails to reverse its af¬ 
firmative vote, the matter will be put on 
the ballot as a question.

Newton firefighters may negotiate in 
collective bargaining on the number of 
men assigned to a piece of fire apparatus 
but not on the number of men per shift, 
according to a new decision of the state 
Labor Relations Commission. 

A significant result of the decision is 
that certain pieces of fire apparatus may 
be decommissioned at the will of the fire 
chief or the mayor.Decommissioning 
might be done on a regular basis at slack 
periods, a representative of the Labor 
Relation Commission said. 

Decommissioning, however, would not 
change the number of men assigned to a 
shift, only the number of pieces of 
equipment in active service. 

The decision, issued this week, was a 
reaffirmation of a 1975 decision on a 
complaint of unfair labor practice filed 
by Newton firefighters, who appealed the 
first decision.

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Newton North gives course 
to reduce worries about SAT 


Tax base up by 
$2m, mayor says 


Newton North High School 
will initiate a five-week course 
on test-taking techniques next 
week to help juniors and 
seniors who will be taking the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT). 

Robert Delulio, chairman of 
the Counseling Department at 
North High, said this week that 
the voluntary course is 
. designed to reduce 

anxiety for students taking 
the SAT that is usually 
required for admission to 
college. 

The course will deal with the 
"methods and procedures" 
used in taking the verbal SAT, 
and "is not intended to be a 
review of vocabulary, 
p'ammar, etc.," Delulio said 
in a press release. 

Delulio said he and Sara 


Danziger, a teacher aide in the 
guidance office, "picked up a 
lot of anxiety about the test" as 
they were working with 
students, and came up with the 
course to familiarize students 
with the type of questions they 
will be seeing on the test. 

The national averages on the 
verbal SAT have declined 
annually since 1966, and in the 
past five years the Newton 
average has declined nine 
points. In the past five years 
the verbal average nationwide 
has dropped 22 points. 

Newton’s average in the 
Class of 1976 was 453, com¬ 
pared to the national average 
of 431 out of a possible 800. 

In a telephone interview 
Monday Delulio said the 
initiation of the course was not 
triggered by a recent report 


from the College Entrance 
Examination Board into the 
causes of the declining national 
test average. 

The course will be given 
during X block on Tuesdays, 
1:40-2:30 pjn., which is a dub 
period, enabling most students 
who desire the course to be free 
to take it. 

The series of five classes will 
conclude in time for the 
Preliminary SAT for juniors on 
Oct. 22 and the SAT for seniors 
that will be given on Nov. 5 and 
several later dates. 

Delulio said this is a pilot 
course that will be taught by 
Mrs. Danziger and himself. As 
for evaluation of the course, 
the counselor said, "If we hear 
kids are less anxious about the 
SAT,” then it will have been 
successful to some extent 


Mayor Theodore Mann this 
week predicted that fiscal 1978 
will be "another good year of 
tax-base broadening" from 
new construction.

A Joint Constitutional 
Convention of the 
Massachusetts legislature 
approved an amendment filed 
by State Sen. Jack Backman 
which would ban 
discrimination against the 
handicapped. 

Sen. Backman stated, "Our 
constitution prohibits 
discrimination based on sex, 
race, color, creed or national 
origin. This amendment, which 
I filed with other concerned 


legislators and Prof. David 
Pfeiffer, director of the White 
House Conference on the 
Handicapped, will extend these 
same rights to the handicapped 
by prohibiting any form of 
discrimination against these 
persons." 

When the amendment is 
finally approved, 
Massachusetts will be the first 
state in the union to adopt in its 
constitution the language of the 
federal statute banning federal

The constitutional amend¬ 
ment reads: "No otherwise 
qualified handicapped in¬ 
dividual shall, solely by reason 
of his handicap, be excluded 
from the participation in, be 
denied the benefits of, or be 
subjected to discrimination 
under any program or activity 
within the Commonwealth." 

"I am pleased,” said 
Backman, "for the han¬ 
dicapped of our Com¬ 
monwealth that the legislature 
recognizes the need to 
guarantee them the same 
rights that all other members 
of society have. The true 
measure of the strength of a 
civilization is the attitude and 
respect of the society toward 
the weak, minorities, sick and 
elderly. 

"Our goal is to provide the 
handicapped with the right to 
meaningful employment, to 
housing that is readily ac¬ 
cessible to them, to 
recreational opportunities and 
to the other ingredients of 
modem life. 

"II is unfortunate that this 
minority has not had the 
proper political clout to 
achieve more. We must all 
realize that we cannot have a 
healthy society without 
removal of these inequities," 
said Sen. Backman. 

The constitutional amend¬ 
ment must now be approved in 
the next two-year session of the 
legislature and then will be on 
the ballot in 1980.

No push 
for passage 

Governor Dukakis can blame his own ap¬ 
parent failure to provide anything 
resembling strong leadership for the rejec¬ 
tion of his plan for the reorganization of the 
state’s court system. 

He gave top priority to the passage of the 
court measure which was produced by the 
Archibald Cox Commission. But he ap¬ 
parently did nothing whatever to win ap¬ 
proval for it in the legislature. 

Dukakis said he has been in close contact 
with the leadership of the joint legislative 
judiciary committee which deliberated for 
months on the court reorganization 
proposal. 

But the co-chairmen of the judiciary com¬ 
mittee — the two leaders of that panel say 
that Dukakis was not in contact with them 
and that he actually abandoned the bill to 
which he claimed he had given top priority. 

Dukakis deplored the insensitivity of the 
judiciary committee to the great good which 
supposedly would result from the enactment 
of his court bill. 

One can only speculate on whether that 
was a political act by Dukakis in view of the 
conflict between his statements and those of 
Senator Alan D.* Sisitsky cff Springfield and 
■. Representative Michael F. Flaherty of 
JSi|$h Boston, co-chairmen of the judiciary 
^dWnmittee. 

The claim by Flaherty and Sisitsky that 
Dukakis "abandoned” the court bill seems 
to be supported by what happened on Beacon 
Hill. To evidence exists that Dukakis took 
any meaningful action to accomplish the 
passage of the bill. He did not call in com¬ 
mittee members until it was too late to do 
any good. 

He provided no leadership which was visi¬ 
ble either to Beacon Hill observers or to 
Flaherty and Sisitsky. 

Dukakis is a Democratic Governor. He is 
working with an overwhelmingly 
Democratic legislature in which the 
Republicans have become a politically en¬ 
dangered species. 

When the outstanding Governors of the 
past sought the passage of an important bill, 
they called in legislative leaders, chairmen 
of legislative committees and other key law¬ 
makers. talked with them, requested their 
cooperation and help and, if necessary, 
worked out a compromise with them. 

Governor Dukakis convinced State House 
newsmen that his bill would improve the 
Massachusetts judicial system, needled 
legislators when they didn’t do what he 
wanted and generally adopted a do-nothing 
policy. 

Some legislators declare now that they are 
not sure what some provision in the court 
reorganization measure would do. They are 
uncertain whether some judges would be 
ousted and if some court employees would 
lose their jobs. 

What Governor Dukakis meant when he 
said publicly he had been in "close contact” 
with the leadership of the legislative 
judiciary committee puzzles Beacon Hill 
onlookers. 

Dukakis must place a different meaning 
on the words, "close contact," than most 
people do because he apparently never sat 
down with either the House or Senate chair¬ 
man of the committee; nor did he contact 
them or discuss the court measure with 
them in any way. 

In fact. Senator Sisitsky and Represen¬ 
tative Flaherty publicly depolored the lack 
of leadership by Governor Dukakis. 

, Sisitsky, once an all-out supporter ol 
Dukakis reportedly is now so disenchanted 
with his former friend that he will not meet 
with the Governor except in the presence of 
a witness. He said he was not asked to meet 
with Dukakis on the court reorganization 
plan. 

. Flaherty said Dukakis "has been doing 
everything except getting together with the 
committee to talk about the bill he considers 
the most important one he sent to the 
Legislature this year."

Coming: second round on abortion bill

BOSTON (UPI) — The tedious, but unfortunately 
necessary, first half of the battle over this year's abortion 
bill is finally over. 

The bill filed by two Boston Democrats, Reps. Raymond 
L. Flynn and Charles R. Doyle, would prohibit the use of 
state and federal funds for aborUons except to prevent the 
death of a pregnant woman. 

The bill is similiar to those filed in other states this 
summer soon after the U.S. Supreme Court ruled govern¬ 
ments are not required to pay for abortions. 

The federal government quickly made its decision, 
saying it would no longer reimburse states for abortions. 
This accounted for 90 percent of the cost of all Medicaid 
abortions performed last year in Massachusetts — some 
$900,000. 

last week, the Massachusetts Senate passed the bill 23-15 
without debate. It went to the House for routine enactment 
and surprisingly enough, enactment was routine. The 145-63 
vote was preceded by no debate. 

But the lack of debate followed months of marching and 


leafletlng. A public hearing held In Gardner Auditorium 
carber this summer drew so many people that some were 
forced to line up on the sidewalk outside the Statehouse. 

“Fact" sheets from both and phamplets, ranging from 
denounciations of coathanger abortions to pictures newborn 
babies with the caption — "Kill her now and It’s called 
murder. Kill her three months ago and it’s called abortion" 
— Uttered the streets. 

None of the arguments were new and it seemed the 
emotional debate, preceding the 156-69 vote in the House 
early last month, would never end. 

But it did. 

This week the Senate is expected to give the DoyleFlynn 
bill routine enactment and send it to Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis, who is expected to veto it. 

The second and more crucial half of the fight then begins. 

So far, the two votes taken in the House show Dukakis’ 
veto will be overridden. In both cases, the two-thirds 
majority needed to override was padded by six votes. 

For months it was uncertain what the outcome would be 
in the Senate. It now appears the votes to sustain are 


present. Only 14 senators, If everyone votes, are needed to 
sustain a veto. 

Last Thursday, 15 senators voted against the bill and at 
least two others known to oppose the measure were not 

present . . .. 

Several crucial votes center around the narrow lm- 
pbcatlons of the bill. Amendments to make exceptions for 
cases of rape or incest, or to protect the mother’s health, 
were not aUowed to be filed by the leadership of either 

branch. • . . . 

Thus moderates who are against abortion on demand 
were forced to take another look at the bill. 

Sen Carol Amick, D-Bedford, said she Is personally 
against aborbon, but feels it is a medical decision that 
should be left up to a woman to make with her doctor's 
ddvisc. 

She said soon after she released a statement saying she 
would vote against the bill, several senators — after months 
of hearing and reading the arguments from both sides - 
approached her to find out the reasons for her decision. 

She said she explained her views, "but I left it up to them 
to make their decision on their own.”

'Patronage is as natural as breathing

The news media has preoccupied itself in recent weeks 
with the question of patronage — patronage in the cour¬ 
thouses, at City Hall and elsewhere There’s been an on¬ 
going assault in the daily newspapers, on radio and 
television — all with the prominence accorded the 
Watergate scandal in its early days. 

The innocent victims have been the kids who were hired, 
kids whose names were splashed in newspaper lists — kids 
whose only “crime" was that they wanted to work 
productively for college tuitions rather than hang out on the 
comer and get into trouble. 

These were kids, for the most part, from the great middle 
class — the class getting soaked in so many ways in this 
present era; the class whose fathers make too much to 
qualify for taxpayer-funded benefits yet make too little to 
foot the entire bill for private college tuitions. 

Granted, there were a few prominent political names that 
surfaced — politicians with juicy city, county or state 
paychecks augmented by high professional (law, medicine, 
etc) incomes. But to tar the few, many were muddied up 
needlessly. 

Most persons, whether politically connected or not, will 
agree that it is an old, universal and perfectly normal 
custom to hire relatives, friends and partisans. The key 
should be whether the person hired can earn his paycheck, 
and is the money needed. 

Patronage once was described as "The Great American 
Game," and most politicians feel it is a vital prerogative. In 
this view, they are not unlike most individuals be they 
carpenters, shopkeepers, factory foremen, small 
businessmen or what have you? In every single category

on 'Behind 

Closed Doors'

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Many viewers were sorry to see 
“Washington; Behind Closed Doors" end this week. 

It wasn't that the television serial was all that good. It 
was more a case of not liking to be left hanging up in the air. 

The series ended anti-climactically with a group from the 
White House getting caught breaking into the campaign 
headquarters of a rival presidential candidate. 

There was no hint as to what happened after that, so 
viewers had to use their own imaginations to finish the 
story. 

My projection was that all those involved in the break-in 
hired themselves smart lawyers and got off scot-free. 

Many viewers also were left guessing as to whom some of 
the characters were supposed to represent. 

The drama, based on John EhrUchman’s novel “The 
Company,” supposedly was a "roman a clef." Which is to 
say the characters were based on real people. But they 
weren't easy to figure out. 

I watched the final episode Sunday with several friends 
and there was considerable disagreement over Ehrlich- 
man’s charades. Take the part of President Richard M. 
Monckton, played by Jason Robards. 

My friend Upbash argued that Monckton was supposed to 
be Abraham Lincoln. 

"The anti-war demonstrations are the tipoff,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Anti-war groups gave Lincoln a hard time every 
time he turned around." 

But Audrey Pilfermore insisted that Monckton was based 
on Millard Fillmore. She pointed out that Fillmore had 
expanded America’s trade frontiers by opening up com¬ 
merce with Japan. She said Ehrlichman simply changed It 
around a bit by having Monckton do the same with China. 

There likewise was heavy debate over the role of Mon- 
ckton's diplomatic adviser, Carl Tessler. 

Stanley Vestspot said he was pretty sure that Tessler was 
intended to be a characterization of Elihu Root, Teddy 


listed, these individuals, too, use “patronage” when needed 
for their sons, daughters, nephews, nieces and friends — it's 
an entirely natural selection process. 

With politicians, however, a different yardstick is used 
nowadays — a yardstick that ignores totally the dif¬ 
ficulties of being elected in the first place, and then re¬ 
elected. It’s not his enemies who puts a politician into of¬ 
fice, and keeps him there — it’s their sons and daughters 
and the kids who make phone calls, address envelopes, drop 
off campaign material, and man the phones and cars at 
headquarters and on election day get out the voters. 

Many of the youngsters stigmatized by inclusion in these 
“patronage" list were among such spear carriers, and 
moreover were kids needing the jobs. 

Despite all the turmoil, despite the few gold-plated 
phonies taking advantage of positions of trust, the 
qualifications for most of these summer jobs — indeed, 
even many within the overall system — do not call out for 
competitive examinations. Nor do they, inspite of the 
present voices raised for it, call for using a lottery for all 
such temporary vacancies. 

In the much-ballyhooed lottery conducted by Governor 
Dukakis for state jobs this year, there were far more "in¬ 
justices” resulting than surfaced even in the alleged 
patronage abuses uncovered by the Boston media. Time 
and time again, children of doctors, top businessmen and 
other professionals won out in such lotteries over kids with 
genuine financial needs to further their educations. A lot¬ 
tery system is far from "the sensible course” advocated by 
certain liberals. 

Let’s be honest about it As Boston Mayor Kevin H. White 
noted, the practice of patronage in politics has been with us 
‘‘since time immemorial" What has helped put it in such 


disrepute now Is the new and Incredibly rugged demands 
now placed upon men in public life — this twinned with the 
fact that more often than not there simply weren’t enough 
summer jobs to go around, whether for "connected" in¬ 
dividuals or otherwise. 

In this post-Wategate era, there are many who condemn a 
governor, mayor or legislator when they name to a cabinet 
or council of advisors or as department heads those the 
appointing individual most trusts and whose advice he 
respects. Why? What reasonable objection should there be 
to this, even though it is patronage in its purest fond? The 
only times it is wrong is if no-shows are involved, 
unqualified individuals are named or the politician in 
question beggars the question and insists on his claim that 
what he does is not patronage and gilds it with another 
fancier name. 

Readers of this space come from all walks of life. To 
separate the wheat from the chaff on this issue, pose this 
question to yourself: "If I were hiring kids for summer 
employment, whom would I hire — the kids known to me, 
related or otherwise, or kids about whom I know nothing?” 
Assuming the common denominator that the kids hired 
(and-or their parents) are qualified and genuinely need the 
money, what heinous crime would be committed by tapping 
someone you know for the job? 

"The Great American Game?" Indeed it is, and it is as 
natural as breathing that patronage will always be with us 
— either with the politicians we elect or in filling other non¬ 
governmental jobs as private citizens. It is sheer hypocrisy 
to pretend otherwise. 

In the present patronage brouhaha, there was nothing 
done in the main that was either illegal or excessively 
gainful from a financial standpoint.

In more than 45 years as a 
Newton resident I have never 
seen anything quite so sad¬ 
dening in its political life as the 
spectacle of men tearing at the 
city’s good name and 
achievement in their desperate 
bids to gain office.

Newton has enjoyed a long 
history of good government 
under a charter which calls for 
non-partisanship in its elec¬ 
tions and conduct of the city’s 
affairs.

In a letter which was signed 
by Anna Pellegrino Reilly, wife 
to the assistant chief, I believe 
she may have misread my 
letter to the editor completely. 

The blame does not lie with 
our firefighters, but with the 
administrative level in fire and 
executive level at City Hall. 
The firefighters should be 
highly commended on their 
records of fighting fires in 
Newton. 

I attended numerous 
meetings at City Hall on this 
pumper issue to find out facts 
to see if my family’s safety 
would be jeopardized, and I do 
not recall seeing Mrs. Reilly at 
one of these meetings, in¬ 
cluding a public hearing at City 
Hall. 

Mayor Mann retired the 
pumper on Dec. 6,1976, without 
the recommendation from any 
insurance report; and in 
March, the insurance report 
was made available. 

From the insurance report I 
would like to point out some 
facts. No where in the report 
does it state where the location 
of such engine shall be 
removed. 

"Severe fires are possible in 
business districts but should 
normally be held to the 
building or group of origin. 
Elsewhere fire should nor¬ 
mally be held to the building of 
Origin except where buildings 
are closely spaced." Page 6. 
(Nonantum has buildings that 
are very closely spaced. Whal 
is normal about fire?) 

"Apartment Districts: 
Numerous apartment districts 
exist within the city. Buildings 
are mainly one to three stories 
with generally wood frame and 
brick veneer construction. 
Accessibility and separation 
between buildings is fairly 
good. Fires should be held to 
the building of origin, except in 
some older building groups of 


ordinary construction with 
wood frame rear porches." 
Page. 7. 

(Nonantum apartment 
buildings have a lot of wood 
frame rear porches). 

"Fire Flow Tests Chart 
showed water pressure 
quantity below normal 
amounts available in the 
Nonantum area, even more so 
than any other part of the city. 
The largest was in an in¬ 
dustrial district showing Los 
Angeles and California streets 
has 6000 gallons per minute 
required and 2800 available 
Business districts showed 
Chapel Street and Watertown 
Street 4,500 gallons per minute 
required, 3100 available. 
Industrial district Chapel and 
California streets, 7500 gallons 
per minute required, 4100 
available." (Nonantum shows 
100 to 300 percent un¬ 
derpressurized.”). 

In December, 1976, the 
decision was made by the 
mayor to eliminate the pumper 
from Nonantum, Station 4. 
Public hearings were held, 
petitions with thousands of 
names were submitted, 
aldermen on five different 
occasions voted in favor of the 
pumper, but the ayor still 
ignored the plea. 

At a public hearing which 
was attended by the mayor, 
slides of Nonantum were 
shown pointing out areas with 
wooden arpartment structures, 
thickly-settled districts, 
narrow streets, schools, 
housing for the elderly and 
numerous large businesses. A 
proven fact that Station 4 had 
more response time than any 
other part of the city. A 
pumper which had been in 
existence going back many 
years to be removed now 
where the needs are qreater 
than before. 

Why? Why was that pumper 
removed from Station 4? Who 


stated it should come from 
Station 4, one of the second 
most proven busiest stations 
around the city? 

For Mrs. Reilly to state that 
someone from Nonantum said 
to take from the poor and give 
to the rich is a ridiculous ac¬ 
cusation to the rest of 
Nonantum citizens. Fire 
strikes rich and poor. The thing 
that is sad in this city is when 
an issue like fire is involved, 
it's too bad that north and south 
sides instead of opposing one 
another don’t combine on 
important issues so this does 
not happen to the south side. 

1 am not a firefighter or a 
politician running for office’ 
just a concerned citizen. When 
certain facts are shown to me 
in black and white, I must 
voice my opposition as a 
taxpayer. I will never un¬ 
derstand the pumper cut and I 
hope nobody is seriously hurt 
by this apparatus being 
removed. To put in a Central 
Dispatich Center which costs 
3665,000 plus 3312,000 federal 
funds, and on th? other had 
make a fiscal economy in the 
budget of 3183,000 to eliminate 
a piece of apparatus does not 
make much sense. 

I would like to end with one 
final thought. If our trust is to 
lie with city officials, what 
about a meeting which was 
attended by Jane Pitt, 
assistant to the mayor, on Aug.

Big buses 
in Newton? 


Can Newton Corner take 60- 
foot buses? 

Aid. Joan Saklad is con¬ 
cerned about an announcement 
from the MBTA that It has 
arranged for purchase of 10 of 
the giant buses. 

According to the MBTA, the 
new buses “could be operated" 
on the Watertown and 
Riverside express routes to 
Boston via the Mass.

There’s still time for low- 
income people to apply for 
emergency energy assistance. 

Action for Boston Com¬ 
munity Development, Inc. 
(ABCD), which is conducting 
the federally funded program 
in this area, has obtained an 
extension from state and 
federal authorities, to give 
qualified low-income citizens 
of Boston, Brookline, Newton, 
Needham, Dedham, and 
Waltham until Tuesday, Sept. 
20, to apply for payment of up 
to $250 to their gas, electric, or 
oil company. 

This means that thousands 
more people who are still 
suffering hardships due to high 
heating oil, gas, and electric 
bills will be able to apply for 
this much-needed help. 

Potential recipients should 
go to the Department of 
Human Services, Newton City 
Hall, to register for assistance. 


Applicants should bring their 
utility or oil bills and proof of 
income. 

Eligibility for this assistance 
is based on income, with senior 
citizens receiving first 
preference. Qualified ap¬ 
plicants will have up to $250 
paid to their heating oil, gas, or 
electric company. Overdue 
bills will be covered first. Then 
current bills received by in¬ 
dividuals and families in 
financial need. 

Applications will be accepted 
from those meeting the low- 
income requirements who face 
further hardship from heating 


oil or utility bills in the future.

The Massachusetts House of 
Representatives has given 
initial approval to House Bill 
6509 which will increase 
abatements for elderly 
homeowners to $500. 

Rep. Peter F. Harrington (D- 
Newton), who supported the 
bill in debate on the floor of the 
House of Representatives, 
explained, “This legislation 
will benefit Newton residents 
because it eliminates the value 
of a person’s residence in 
determining eligibility. It will 
help those who are excluded 
under present law because 
inflation has increased the 
value of their homes." 

Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) a member of the 
subcommittee recommending 
the proposal said, "This is.the 
first time in my five years in 
the legislature that we have 
been able to drafta bill that has 
broad based support from 
assessors, elderly and 


legislators. The subcommitte 
held public hearings and 
reviewed 111 proposed bills and 
we contacted every board of 
assessors in the Com¬ 
monwealth twice." 

The legislation, according to 
Reps. Pines and Harrington, 
has the following important 
features: 

The total amount of assets 
that may be owned to be 
eligible are reduced from 
$20,000 to $17,000 but value of 
the domicile (home) is 
eliminated from the com¬ 
putation. 

The value of the abatement is 
increased $500 or the taxes On 
$4,000 of valuation, whichever 
is higher. 

The date by which the ap¬ 
plication must be filed has been 
changed to the end of the fiscal 
year (June 30, which will 
provide additional time for 
taxpayers to file their request 
for abatement).

"new" money, such as a large increase in 
building-permit fees, more from traffic 
summonses which are being brought up 
to date, and a huge increase in taxes from 
higher assessments, mainly business — 
would have been enough money to create 
a tax cut this year.

Court reform bill needs clarifying 


BOSTON (UPI) — A massive court 
reform package proposed by the 
legislature’s Judiciary Committee may 
be unconstitutional in some respects and 
must be more clearly defined in others, 
according to a coalition of legal 
organizations. 

"While we applaud the committee's 
efforts in bringing out a forward-looking 
proposal for court reform, it will be 
difficult to assess the effectiveness of the 
committee’s administrative system 
without seeing the actual legislation," 
coalition spokeswoman Florence Rubin 
said Tuesday. 

The reaction echoed similar criticism 
offered earlier by Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis and Harvard constitutional law 


expert Archibald Cox, who headed a 
commission upon whose recom¬ 
mendations the Judiciary Committee 
package was based. 

Massachusetts Bar Association 
President Raymond J. Kenney Jr. was 
more supportive of the package, calling it 
a "great step” forward. 

The Judiciary Committee Monday 
proposed a unified court system funded 
directly by the state at an estimated cost 
of more than $100 million. The system 
would include seven divisions, each with 
its own chief justice. 

A chief administrative justice would be 
elected by the head judges of the in¬ 
dividual courts to set and enforce hiring 


Bill raises coverage 

BOSTON (UPI) — Legislation to raise the minimum liability coverage — affecting 
13 per cent of all auto insurance policyholders in Massachusetts — has been given 
near final approval in the Massachusetts House. 

The bill, raising minimum limits for liability coverage from $5,000 to $10,000 per 
person and from $10,000 to $20,000 per accident, was passed Tuesday on a voice vote 
without debate and sent to the Senate. 

Victor Famkos, a state Insurance Department lawyer, said under 1976 rates this 
increased coverage cost the policyholder anywhere from $17 for a 25-year-old living in 
Granby, Mass., to $59 for an under 25-year-old male in Boston. 
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policy and transfer judges from one 
division to another to help cope with case 
backlogs. 

The proposal is still incomplete and not 
yet in legislative form. Another con¬ 
troversial issue, judicial pay raises, is 
scheduled to be discussed by the com- 
mitee in an open meeting Thursday. 

Ms. Rubin, a member of the Cox 
Commission and former president of the 
Massachusetts League of Women Voters, 
said a provision that some chief justices 
of the individual courts be elected by 
judges in their respective divisions may 
be unconstitutional. 

She also said the powers of the chief 
administrative judge would have to be 
more clearly defined and possibly 
strengthened to effectively curb pa¬ 
tronage, which she said was rife 
throughout the system. 

"A strong centralized administrative 
structure was the heart of the Cox 
Committee's recommendations,” she 
said. "Unless the Judiciary Committee 
accomplishes real reform in this area, it 
will not lift the burdens of patronage and 
waste from the backs of the Massa¬ 
chusetts' taxpayers.”

HARTFORD CITY, Infi. 
(UPI) — "Just for the fun of 
it,” four men who were in¬ 
fluenced by the television 
version of the Manson murders 
picked out a home at random 
last St. Valentine's Day and 
blasted four brothers to death 
with shotguns, a confessed 
killer testified Tuesday. 

Daniel Stonebraker, 20, testi¬ 
fied as a prosecution witness in 
the first degree murder trial of 
Roger Drollinger, 24, the man 
he named as the ringleader. 

Stonebraker is charged as 
one of the four men who broke 
into a trailer home at Holland- 
sburg in western Indiana and 
opened fire. He said the killers 
had laid their plans during a 
car ride in which Drollinger 
"first talked about going out 
and killing some people just for 
the fun of it." 

Stonebraker, who faces four 
charges of first degree murder 
himself, said the slayers talked 
about writing "Helter Skelter" 
— the title of a movie and book 
about the Charles Manson 
killings — on a refrigerator 
with their victims’ blood. 

Parke County Prosecutor 
Clelland Hanner asked Stone¬ 
braker if he and Drollinger had 
seen the* movie. 

"We saw it two or three 
months before Feb. 14. It was 
the movie of how Charles 
Manson killed people for no 
reason," Stonebraker said. 
"We were at Roger’s house. We 
talked about it." 

Stonebraker said the four 
drove from Crawfordsville, 
Ind., on the night of Feb. 13 and

residents were stop signs and traffic 
lights. Long-term solutions would involve 
new roads. 

The traffic from the bridge over the 
Mass. Pike could get to Nonantum Road 
if an elevated road were built over the 
railroad tracks from St. James Street to 
the lower end of Charlesbank Road near 
Nonantum Road. 

Residents were favorable to that Idea, 
and another solution talked about in a 
small group after the meeting was an 
extension of St. James Terrace to 
Nonantum Road. 

Peter McManmon, the community 
•contact for the project funded by federal 
. community development money, said no 
formal plans have been developed for 
either new road. While the extension of 
St. James Terrace would probably be 
Cheaper and take less tune to complete, 
The road over the railroad would take 
more through traffic away from the 
neighborhood. There would also be dif- 
lerent planning processes with the MDC 
'And the Mass. Pike. 

Residents are beginning to see some 
improvements In the area due to the 
beautification project that is being 
completed separately with federal funds. 
These include tree plantings, bollards, 
and. In the future, widening of 
Washington Street in front of Radio 
Shack. 

Other improvements suggested by the 
planners are city acquisition of the 
-currently leased tot lot, a crosswalk at 
Jefferson and Centre streets, plantings 
along Jefferson Street, removal of some 
jhrubs at the river's edge, and a new 
recreation area behind the MDC skating 
rink. 

Ms. Alschuler also pointed out that 
better sidewalks, more street lights, and 
better paved streets would make the area 
more attractive. 

Zoning 

All of the Charlesbank Road area 
besides the businesses is zoned residence 
D, which allows for multifamily housing 
if a plot of land is large enough. Two or 
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three of the lots with single-family homes 
on them could be combined to create a lot 
large enough for garden apartments if 
permissive use is granted by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Altschuler said this zone classification 
for the area “is unrealistic and came 
about in another era in the City of 
Newton. " 

The residents could decide to lobby for 
downzoning the area to its present con¬ 
dition, and may also want to establish 
controls on conversions to keep the 
character of the neighborhood, she said. 

About two-thirds of the 30 residents 
present seemed to be under 30 and shared 
a common desire along with the other 
residents to see the homes in the area 
well kept. 

There is now community development 
money available for persons of limited 
income to get help with home im¬ 
provements, and the planning firm 
suggested the possibility of publishing 
guidelines for maintaining homes with 
character of the neighborhood in mind. 

Business area 

Roger Kahle of Charlesbank Terrace 
said the business facades on Washington 
Street “can be charitably described as 
quaint, but what really throws me is on 
the other side — the scene from 18th 
century Tennessee Williams.'' 

Ed Tsoi, the third member of the urban 
planning firm helping the residents plan 
the future of the Comer, described the 
rapid turnover of stores there and the 
problems shoppers have crossing the 
street. . 

Tsoi outlined the possibility of sign and 
facade improvements for the string of 
stores from Washington Street to Centre 
Street, and, on a grander scale, the 
building of a Gateway Two and more 
commecial development on Washington 
Street. 

Anton Fruckner, a member of the 
Newton Corner Advisory Committee and 
long active in the Corner's affairs, said 
the developer of another Gateway 
building would not consider the project 
unless it had a prime tenant. 


McManmom has considered merging 
the needs of another Gateway center with 
the need for some sort of MBTA terminal 
for the 600 buses a day that pass through 
Newton Comer. 

If the MBTA had the first Boor of a 
building over the turnpike for a bus 
terminal it would save some 72,000 miles 
a year on its buses by not traveling 
around the Gateway loop’ McManmon 
estimates. 

That project is only in the brain¬ 
storming stage, but McManmon said he 
did sense some consensus from various 
MBTA departments that trolley service is 
not likely to return to the Comer. 
However the tracks along Tremont and 
Centre streets would remain for at least 
10 years so the Watertown yard can still 
be used as a trolley repair facility, the 
planner said. 

In considering the current state of the 
business district and the real potential for 
high rise development, Tsoi urged 
residents to consider how other new 
buildings could bring in more business to 
help the older businesses and bring In 
new businesses that the area needs. 

On the other hand, it might also create 
more traffic, parking, and pedestrian 
problems, and create another eyesore, 
some residents said. 

In summary, Tsoi said the main con¬ 
cerns appeared to be the through traffic, 
protecting the character of the 
neighborhood, improving the tot lot and 
its use, and pedestrian crossings in 
several areas. 

James Barletta, the Charlesbank Road 
neighborhood representative on the 
Newton Corner Neighborhood 
Association, said the next meeting of that 
group would be Wednesday, Sept. 21, at 8 
p.m in the Eliot Church. 

The planners from SOM will meet with 
the Burr Park neighborhood Tuesday, 
Sept. 27, but a place had not yet been 
confirmed by early this week.

The current contract calls for teachers 
to be be on duty 20 minutes before class, 
and to be available after school "for a 
reasonable time" to assist pupils, meet

About 800 of the 1200 professionals in 
the schools system are members of the 
NTA, and those participating in the 
slowdown will not be attending any PTA 
or night meetings, or advising clubs after 
school for which they are not paid.

“For the first time in recent 
history, the Board of Aldermen 
will have no expression or 
input into the setting of the tax 
rate’ " Cohen said. 

The candidate added that if 
the assessors had not found $18 
million in assessed property 
and the mayor had included his 
requested $1.25 million in 
bonding in the budget, the tax 
increase would have been $13. 

"Increasing assessed 
valuations has been a device 
used by other cities, such as 
Boston, to manipulate 
municipal tax rates. Sub¬ 
sequently, abatements are 
granted, placing the city is in a 
fiscally distressed situation,” 
Cohen said. 

"Four years ago when the 
mayor sought reelection, the 
tax rate went down $5 per 
thousand and up $16 the 
following year, and upwards 
since. Newton cannot afford 
another year of reckoning, and 
that could well be the case in 
1979," Cohen said. 

HARRINGTON 

A constitutional amendment 
abolishing real estate 
valuation at 100 percent of 
market value was adopted by 
the Massachusetts Legislature' 
last week, according State 
Rep. Peter F. Harrington, a 
candidate for mayor, said this 
week. 

In debate during the matter, 
Harrington cited Newton's 
revaluation problems, saying: 
"A lot of people have been 
selling their homes as a result 
of the 100 percent requirement. 
Retired people, the elderly and 
disabled are frightened their 
abatements will be wiped out 
and they are afraid they cannot 
afford their tax bills." 


“I believe the net effect of 
this amendment will be to 
provide substantial lowering of 
tax bills of homeowners who 
may be damaged by the court 
order of 100 percent 
valuation," he said. 

Concerning new homes in 
Newton that have been 
overassessed for many years 
he said, “This proposal also 
requires that all residential 
property be taxed equally. This 
means Newton will have to 
correct disparities between 
overvalued and undervalued." 

BULLWINKLE 

The second debate of Newton 
mayoral candidates took “a 
campaign low road,” mayoral 
candidate Aid. Richard J. 
Bullwinkle said this week. 

The debate, "really a mini¬ 
debate because of the time 
constraints applied by his 
honor, raised the ire of Mayor 
Mann," Buillwinkle said. 

A recent brochure of one of 
the mayor’s opponents was 
variously described by the 
mayor as "filth," "dirty mail,” 
and "deceit." 

"An interesting phenomenon 
has developed over the last 
few years whereby anyone 
opposed to the mayor is termed 
■political’ while he remains 
above the fray," Bullwinkle 
observed. 

"His apologists, defenders 
and supporters tend to think of 
him in terms other than what 
he Is, an elected representative 
of the people, “ Bullwinkle 
said. 

BECKER 

Ward 2 School Committee 
candidate Dennis Becker this 
week proposed the Initiation of 
the Educators Development 
Program (EDP). 

"The purpose of the 
program," Becker said, “ is to 
provide Newton's teachers, 
administrators and other staff 
members with the opportunity 
to structure programs for their 


own professional growth." 

According to Becker, EDP Is

Campbell: a million-dollar steal welc ‘” ma ' 


According to John Havlicek, 
who spent the first few years of 
his illustrious career in the 
then-famous role of Celtics 
Sixth Man, it takes a special 
temperament and personality 
to specialize in coming off the 
bench in crucial situations. 

"It’s not the ideal job for 
someone who gets excited or 
rattled very easily," John 
smiled. "Your team is ex¬ 
pecting an immediate con¬ 
tribution from you, so you've 
got to keep a cool head, even 
though all hell may be 
breaking loose around you. 
There's no time to warm up or 
to gradually get into the flow of 
the game. You’ve got to be 
good right away, or you’re no* 
doing your job." 

Havlicek was talking 
basketball, of course, but he 
could have been talking 
baseball, because no job in 
sports better fits that 
description than the occupation 
of relief pitcher. 

So John’s words were pased 
along to Bill Campbell one 
recent night and the Sox 
bullpen ace was asked if he 
agreed with that assessment. 

“1 never really thought about 
ythe personality aspects of it,” 


he replied, ‘‘but I suppose 
there’s a lot to what Havlicek 
said. It's true. My first pitch 
could mean the whole 
ballgame. The difference 
between John and me is that he 
came off the bench to get 
things started, and I come out 
of the bullpen to get them 
stopped.” 

That’s what Bill’s supposed 
to do, anyway, and that’s why 
the Red Sox handed him a 
million-dollar contract last 
winter, bringing him here from 
Minnesota where he had been 
the 1976 “Fireman of the Year" 
with 17 victories and 20 saves 
for the mediocre Twins. 

Boston’s a town which adores 
it sports heroes, yet Capbell’s 
reception on Opening Day no 
doubt horrified the folks at 
Welcome Wagon. "SELL BILL 
CAMPBELL: BRING BACK 
THE $1.50 BLEACHER SEAT" 
read the sign which greeted 
him that crisp April afternoon. 
He laughed. His teammates 
laughed. Even the fans sitting 
near the sign laughed. There’s 
nothing like a little humor at 
the old ballpark. 

The fans got their first of¬ 
ficial look at Campbell that 
same day. He got shelled. He 


appeared again the following 
game and got shelled once 
more. Now nobody was 
laughing. 

"I guess I wanted to show 
everybody that I was as good 
as they had been led to 
believe," he recalls. "So I tried 
to be super right away. I 
wanted every pitch to be a 
strike on the outside comer, 
and that’s just not my style. 
I'm more of a challenging kind 
of pitcher than an over¬ 
powering one. And on top of 
changing my style, my arm

really didn’t feel too good at the 
start of the season. All in all, I 
just wasn't myself." 

After his first five ap¬ 
pearances Campbell had three 
losses, no wins, no saves and an 
enormous 10.57 ERA. 

Suffice it to say the fans were 
not exactly tolerant. Indeed, 
there was concern the 
bleacherites would soon be 
exchanging their signs for 
ropes! 

"These people can be 
tough," Bill says. "A lot of the 
remarks I heard were ex¬ 
tremely unkind and very 
personal. I knew they expected 
quite a bit from me, but I didn't 
think they'd get so angry so 
soon.” 

Beginning with Ids sixth 
appearance, Cambpell turned 
it all around. In 24 assignments 
from April 26th through June 
22nd, Bill recorded 15 saves, 
five wins and no losses! He 
made his million-dollar price 
tag look like a steal. In a seven- 
game stretch in July he racked 
up four wins and two saves. In 
another rune-game span he had 
three wins, three saves and no 
losses. 

It was the finest relief pit¬ 
ching Fenway Park had seen 


since Dick Radatz was in his 
heyday more than a decade 
earlier. Suddenly, Campbell 
was the toast of the town 

"I can usually tell how a 
pitcher feels when he gets to 
the mound,” catcher Pudge 
Fisk says. “Some need 
reassurance. Some need en¬ 
couragement. But Campbell’s 
nostrils are practically flairing 
when he gets there. He just 
can't wait to get started. He 
doesn’t need to be reinforced or 
to have the situation spelled out 
■for him. So I Just toss the ball to 
him and say, ’Okay, Billy boy, 
this is the ballgame. It's time 
to bust your fanny again.' He 
doesn't need anything else 
from me. He’s raring to go." 

That's because he’s been 
getting ready, long before the 
call comes. 

’When Havlicek talks about 
getting into the flow of the 
game, he's right," Bill notes. 
“But I can get into the flow of 
our games before I'm actually 
called. The situation tells me a 
lot. I can feel myself getting 
more worked up around the 
sixth and seven innings, 
especially if our guy is getting 
a bit wild or is being knocked 
around a bit. I become a little 


more alert because I know it's 
getting to my time of the game. 
When the call finally comes, I 
know exactly wht's going on." 

With his prowess came 
soaring popularity. Red Sox 
fans can love as intensely as 
they hate. 

"I spent three and a half 
seasons in Minnesota," 
Campbell laughs. “At the peak 
of my success there I could 
have walked down the main 
street of Minneapolis half 
naked and no one would have 
noticed. But as soon as I began 
winning here, strangers would 
walk up to me in estaurants 
and stores and say, "Hi, Bill! 
How's it going?’ I still can't get 
over that.” 

The big question now, 
however, is ‘how long will it 
keep going?" 

"It takes a little longer to 
vounce back in September,” he 
shrugs. "All of the ap¬ 
pearances start taking their 
toll, like a snowball rolling 
downhill. I find myself drop¬ 
ping to sidearm more and more 
and that bothers me. But the 
crowds help a lot. It’s easier to 
play where it's fun to play, and 
baseball’s fun in Boston." 


Adams out to improve bargaining 
position with Pats—his own way 


FOXBORO, Mass. (UPI) — Offensive guard Sam Adams 
is hoping a little more muscle and some extra pull in the 
absence of his linemates will make the New England 
Patriots appreciate him more around contract renewal 
time. 

With guard John Hannah and tackle Leon Gray prepared 
to sit out the season over a contract squabble, Adams fig¬ 
ures to get more work in front of New England’s running 
backs. 

The sixth-year player from Prairie View A&M University 
in Texas wants his two All Pro mates back on the line, but 
he also knows his own value increases in their absence. 

“I'm not making much money myself and this is the time 
for me to have a good season," said Adams, now in the 
option year of his contract "That’s why I’m doing every¬ 
thing possible to build myself up. 

“I’ve never lifted weights before but starting this week 
I’m going to work out in the training room every day, just 
pumping iron. I’m worrying about money, that’s true 
enough." 

Adams, however, plans to play out the season, rather 
than walk out as Hannah and Gray did last Sunday, even 
though each has several years left on his contract 

"'Die bill collectors are killing me. I went to school for 
accounting but I don’t have my CPA yet So if I left football I 
don’t know what I would do to make a living. 

"But I'll tell you, I’m making about $2.75 a day; I hardly 
can afford to drive my car back and forth to practice." 

Adams, a humorous man, exaggerates his case a little. 
Yet he certainly is a more valuable property in the absence 
of Hannah and Gray and can expect to lead more pulling 
guard plays this season, if the All-Pro pair stays home. 

Adams admits, though, that "something inside, besides 
money, drives me, even though I'm starving. That’s why I 
keep taking those bumps brusies and aches each week." 

His prime goal is to be recognized as an All Pro, an honor 
he believes he deserves. 

"I don’t feel John (Hannah) is better than I am and he 
doesn’t either. He comes to me for advice on playing guard 
and I go to him," said the 6-foot-3,255-pound Adams. 

From the team’s standpoint, Adams hopes Hannah and 
Gray return, but he knows the Patriots still can be com- 
petitve without them. 


“I have faith everything will work out, but we need those 
two guys.

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Hatfields and McCoys join forces in feud over old graveyard- 


PIKEVILLE, Ky. (UPI) - 
An overgrown path behind the 
Darlse Dairy Bar takes you up 
a steep hill to a graveyard 
almost forgotten, until the 
ghost of Randall McCoy got 
folks riled up again. 

For 63 years the patriarch of 
the McCoy clan has been 
resting in his grave, up here on 
a knoll overlooking the Pike 
County jail and hanging site 
where the hated Hatfields got 
their comeuppance. 

But ole Randall must be 
turning over in his coffin, 
seeing as how some of his 
kinfolks today have teamed up 
with the Hatfields in a fight 
over a family matter. 

It came about when the 
mayor and some others in 
Pikeville got a high-flown 
notion to build a civic center 
and bring some culture to this 
coal town in southeastern 
Kentucky. 

That’s okay with most folks, 
along with the idea to reroute 
the Big Sandy River and U.S. 
23, but the mayor wants to put 
it up on the hill where Chloe 
Creek Road comes into the 
highway and that’s where 
Randall and four other McCoys 
are buried. 

When the word got out that 
the graveyard, known as the 
Dils Cemetery, was going to to 
be moved about 150 feet to 
make room for the cMc center, 
a group of citizens filed a 
lawsuit against the city and the 
federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

The protesters claim to be 
descendants of both the Hat¬ 
fields and the McCoys. 

It’s not what you would call t 
fancy cemetery. The weeds are 


grown up and beer cans are 
strewn about among the head¬ 
stones. But it’s historical, in a 
way. 

"The cemetery is a tourist 
bomb of undetermined immen¬ 
sity," says Harold Stratton 
Moore, director of the Pikeville 
Historical Society. 

Randall McCoy’s grave 
marks the eastern boundary of 
an "historic district," accord¬ 
ing to the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

Across Tug Fork in Sarah 
Ann, W. Va., through 40 miles 
of the rugged Cumberland 
Mountains, stands the western 
boundary marker, the tomb¬ 
stone of Anderson “Devil 
Anse” Hatfield. 

This was the battleground in 
the legendary feuding between 
the Hatfields and the McCoys, 
the two clans that took to 
killing each other with star¬ 
tling brutality late in the 19th 
century. 

Interestingly enough, many 
lifelong residents didn’t even 
know the cemetery was up 
there, until the ruckus started. 

"I’ve lived here all my life 
and I never knew there was a 
cemetery there," said Susan 
Tavis, a writer for a local 
weekly, the Appalachian Ex¬ 
press. 

Moore points out that from 
the high point in the cemetery 
you can see the Pike County 
Courthouse, where members of 
the Hatfield clan went on trial 
in 1888. They were accused of 
raiding Randall McCoy’s home 
on New Year’s Day, killing his 
daughter, Alllfair, his son, 
Calvin, beating his wife, Sarah, 
into unconsciousness, and then 
burning the house and out¬ 
buildings to the ground. 


You can also see the spot 
where "Cotton Top” Mounts 
was hanged, as well as his 
grave. Cotton Top was "weak- 
minded," the story goes, and 
confessed to his part in the 
raid. Four others in the Hat¬ 
field band were sentenced to 
life in prison. 

The Dils Cemetery, which 
dates back to 1814, gets its 
name from CoL John Dills who 
is buried there. Here are the 
tombstones of Kentuckians 
who fought in most of 
America's wars, including that 
of Gen. William Ratliff, a 
veteran of the War of 1812. 

Before the Civil War a black 
family acquired a burial plot 
there. Eventually it became 
known as Kentucky’s first 
black cemetery. "I’ve lived all 
my life and I just do not un¬ 
derstand this issue,” said Mrs. 
Maggie Allen, a Pikeville 
housewife. 

Regardless of the politics 
involved, a lot of folks around 


Palmer moves O's closer 


No matter that Jim Palmer 
is not quite up to par, those 
otherwise "no name" 
Baltimore Orioles seem 
determined to crash the 
American League East’s 
pennant party anyway. 

The Orioles, with Palmer 
notching his 190th career 
victory, Monday night pinned a 
6-3 defeat on the American 
League’s even lesser-known 
birds, the Toronto Blue Jays, 
and in doing so, moved within 
2* games of the first-place 
New York Yankees in the AL 
' East. 

But Palmer, who had a 
seven-hit shutout for eight 
innings, didn't pitch the ninth 
and has completed only four of 
12 starts since the All Star 
break. Over that stretch his 
record is 5-3, which makes the 
Orioles’ stubborn refusal to 
fold even more amazing since 
he’s generally regarded as 
their mealticket 

"I feel fine, but I did have a 
sore spot in my shoulder 
tonight,” said Palmer, who 
struck out seven and walked 
three in running his record to 
16-11. "I wasn’t too encouraged 
with my performance, but 
we’re playing well and we feel 
we can take it." 

Orioles’ Manager Earl 
Weaver, however, didn’t seem 
too concerned over Palmer’s 
struggles of late. 

"Palmer has won 16 games 
and has 50 less hits than in¬ 
nings pitched," said Weaver. 
"That’s a great year. His 
shoulder’s been hurting him. 
That plus he's old like me and 
he’s had the flu." 

Meanwhile, it was once again 
one of those "no-names" — 
Dave Skaggs — coming 
through with the timely hits 
that helped Palmer and the 
Orioles keep pace with both the 
Yankees and second-place Red 
Sox, who open up a three-game 
series against each other 
tonight in New York. Skaggs 
drove home two runs with 
singles in the second and sixth 
innings. 

Since being recalled from the 
minors at midseason to replace 
injured first-string catcher 
Rick Dempsey, Skaggs has 
been one of the Orioles’ most 
productive hitters. 

"The reason I'm hitting now 
is because they're no longer 
asking me to pull the ball like 
they did in the minors," said 
Skaggs. "They're letting me 
hit up the middle." 

Elsewhere in the AL, 
Chicago downed Minnesota 7-3, 
Texas shaded California 3-2, 
Cleveland drubbed Detroit 8-1 
and Oakland-Kansas City were 
postponed by ram. 

In National League action, it 
was Philadelphia 6, Pittsburgh 
2; Houston7, Cincinnati 2; New 
York 4, Montreal 3; St. Louis 
11, Chicago 9; Atlanta 3, San 
Francisco 1 and Los Angeles 7, 
San Diego 6.

here Just don’t believe you 
ought to tamper with a 
graveyard. 

"I don’t believe in removing 
the dead unless it is absolutely 
necessary,” said Willie Par¬ 
sons, an electrician. 

Mayor William C. Hambiey, 
a physician, and other dvtc 
center proponents say that 
when the cemetery la movec' 
they will build an access road 
a small parking lot for visitors, 
and maybe even a monument 
to Randall McCoy and other 
dignitaries buried there. 

"We even suggested that an 
information room within the 
center be dedicated to the 
McCoys," said Mary Lov 
Draughan of PikevlUe’s Model 
City Agency. “But they 
wouldn’t hear of it" 

Pikeville, a town of about 
6,000, is the county seat of Pike 
County, once said to be the 
largest county east of the 
Mississippi, covering 70,000 
square miles of mostly moun¬ 


tains. If the county was flat¬ 
tened out, some say, it would 
cover half the state of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

And here in a remote region 
of a border state, folks are 
independent in their beliefs. 

Loyalties were divided 
during the Civil War. A plaque 
in a small park in downtown 
Pikeville marks the place 
where in 1862 James A. Gar¬ 
field, who was later to become 
President, was sworn in as a 
brigadier general in the Union 
Army. 

Some say the feud between 
the Hatfields and the McCoys 
probably started during that 
war, but others contend the two 
patriarchs, Randall McCoy 
and Devil Anse Hatfield, fought 
for the same side, the Con¬ 
federacy. 

No one is sure how it all 
started. The McCoys lived 
mostly in Pike County, Ky., 
while the Hatfields lived across 
the Tug River in West Virginia. 


But in 1864 Randall’s 
brother, Asa Harmon, was 
found dead in a cave. Jim 
Vance, an uncle of Devil 
Anse’s, was said to be the 
killer. 

Later there was a dispute 
jetween Randall and Floyd 
Hatfield, a cousin of Devil 
Anse’s, over the ownership of a 
hog. Randall took it to court 
and lost. Then in 1880 Randall's 
daughter, Roseanna, took a 
liking to Anse’s eldest son, 
Johnse, a dandy with a 
reputation as a ladies’ man. 

Roseanna ran off to live with 
Johnse, but Anse would not 
allow his son to marry a 
McCoy. She got pregnant 
anyway and later gave birth to 
a baby girl who lived only 
about eight months. 

That courtship touched off 
more skirmishing between the 
two families, and on election 
day in 1882 Anse’s brother, 
Ellison Hatfield, was stabbed 
o death in a fight 


Two McCoy boys were 
arrested, but before they could 
x brought to trial they were 
Kidnapped by the Hatfield clan, 
tied to pawpaw bushes and shot 
to death. 

Warrants were issued for 23 
Hatfields and rewards were 
placed on their heads, but West 
Virginia authorities made no 
arrests. 

For the next five years both 
clans roamed back and forth 
across the river, always in 
large groups and heavily ar¬ 
med. Detectives swarmed the 
area in hopes of collecting the 
reward money. 

On New Year’s Day, 1888, the 
Hatfields raided and burned 
Randall’s home. While his son 
and daughter were killed and 
nis wife was beaten, Randall 
managed to escape to 
Pikeville. 

The brutality of that raid 
outraged the public. The 
Hatfield-McCoy feud became a 
national news item. 


A posse led by a Frank 
Phillips crossed the Tug and 
rounded up 24 members of the 
Hatfield clan. Trials for eleven 
of them began in August at the 
Pike County courthouse, with 
Randall and Sarah McCoy as 
Jie main witnesses. 

On Feb. 16, 1889, Cotton Top 
Mounts was hanged for the 
murder of Alllfair McCoy. 

Randall McCoy died in 
March, 1914, and was buried in 
the Dils Cemetery. 

It was also the burial place 
for his wife, Sarah, his 
daughter, Roseanne, his son, 
Sam, and Sam's wife, Martha. 

Their graves were all but 
forgotten until they started 
getting in the way of progress.

Expanded Canning 
Book Is Published 

MUNCIE, Ind. (UPI) - A 
paperback cookbook that has 
been a classic for generations 
of home canners is going into 
bookstores shortly. 

"The Blue Book” will contin¬ 
ue to be sold by mail by the 
publisher, Ball Corp., 
manufacturers of canning and 
freezing supplies. The updated 
and enlarged 30th edition 
contains more recipes thai 
previous ones, including a 
special diet section for today’s 
weightconscious consumers 
and several pages of tips in a 
chapter called "The Problem 
Solver.” The latter lists con¬ 
ditions in home canned, 
preserved and pickled foods, 
causes and prevention. 

Among the more unusual 
recipes in the new edition are 
blackberry cordial, peanut 
butter to be processed In a 
boiling water bath for longterm 
storage, canned shad (a 
variety of freshwater fish that 
is very expensive in stores), 
prickly pear marmalade and 
dilled Brussels sprouts. 

The company also is dis¬ 
tributing nationally through 
retail stores a line of home 
canning utensils, including a 
flexible plastic wand for 
freeing bubbles from packed 
jars before sealing. The plastic 
is preferred to the old- 
fashioned use of a metal knife 
because it avoids the risk of 
invisible scratches that could 
cause a jar to break under 
pressure canning conditions. 
The neck of the new plastic 
canning funnel is premarked to 
indicate the recommended one- 
quarter inch fill line.

"Alpha Rhythm" theory of 'Universal Life Frequency'. 


By JENNIFER SMALL 
CALAIS, Vt. (UPI) - Dr. 
David Cohen. 62, a retired 
psychology professor, believes 
he has discovered the link 
between science and religion. 

He said his “Universal Life 
Frequency" explains why the 
swallows return to Capistrano, 
how dogs locate masters who 
have moved away, and why a 
mother will awaken from sleep 
to help their babies without 
hearing the infant cry. 

Cohen said his discovery 
came from an experiment 
which failed with plants. 

In 1975, he was teaching a 
course in parapsychology at 
Saint Leo College, in Saint Leo, 
Fla. A student who had planned 
a demonstration with plants 
and electronic equipment said 
the machines were not 
working. 

Cohen attached the plant of 
the dracaena genus to a por¬ 
table electroencephalograph, 
commonly known as an EEG, 
and asked for a volunteer to 
“speak" to the plant 
A woman student praised the 
plant in "sweet talk" and the 
EEG registered a reaction with 
squiggly, long lines. But when 
Cohen lit a match and in a loud 
voice said, “I’m going to bum 
you!” the EEG needle darted 
up dramatically and then 
trailed off in tiny, knotty lines.

Peat deposits beneath 
the dunes indicate that the 
desert was probably formed by 
glacial action about 33,000 
years ago.

Italians Made 
First Ice Cream 

ST. LOUIS (UPI) - Ice 
cream, supposedly as 
American as Apple pie, ac¬ 
tually originated in Italy in 
1550. It didn't become an 
American treat until the early 
1700s, and for the next 200 
years, ice cream lovers relied 
on a spoon and bowl to enjoy 
the frozen confection. 

The ice cream cone, 
however, which made the 
dessert mobile, was introduced 
here in 19<H at the World's 
Fair, making it easier for Fair 
visitors to eat while strolling 
through the grounds. 


First TV Station 
NASSAU, Bahamas (UPI) - 
Forty-one years after inaugu¬ 
rating local radio broad¬ 
casting, the Bahamas has 
launched its first .television 
station, ZNS-TV. Television 
fare seen on Nassau and 
Paradise Island screens, and 
elsewhere around the country, 
includes popular programs 
from the U. S., Canada and the 
United Kingdom, as well as 
locally produced shows. The 
full-color system began official 
programming recently on the 
fourth anniversary of the 
nation's independence. 


When the 25 students left 
their seats to get close to the 
experiment, the plant regis¬ 
tered a similar "traumatic" 
reaction, but then "settled 
down" as it became accus¬ 
tomed to their presence, Cohen 
said. 

Cohen said he was so excited 
about the experiment he failed 
to recognized a more im¬ 
portant result He Initially had 


only been concerned with 
amplitude, or how high the 
lines registered. 

But when he later checked 
the number of times the lines 
went up and down in a given 
distance, he determined plants 
produce Alpha rhythms, some¬ 
thing that goes on in human 
brains in a relaxed state. 

Cohen, a Montpelier native 
who spends his summer In 


Vermont but otherwise lives 
with his wife in Dade City, Fla., 
claims he is the first person to 
make this discovery. 

“My theory is that plants 
have within them something 
comparable to the human 
brain, and it's located In the 
roots," he said. 

Other scientists have mea¬ 
sured plants’ emotional reac¬ 
tions by putting electronic 


devices on either side of a leaf, 
but Cohen believes he is one of 
the first to attach the devices 
from one side of the plant to the 
other, 

Cohen said he has also shown 
that "parent plants” register 
reactions when "baby plants," 
(smaller plants broken and 
repotted from a larger one) are 
threatened with the burning 
match. 


The Alpha rhythm is the 
premise of Cohen's “Universal 
Life Frequency," the com¬ 
munication he said occurs 
between plants and plants, 
plants and humans, and 
ultimately all living organisms 
and God. 

"How do the swallows know 
when to go back to Capis¬ 
trano?" he said. 

"The U.L.F. is the link 


between science and religion." 

Cohen said mental telepathy, 
(communication without words 
over a distance) occurs be¬ 
tween the subconscious of one 
person and the subconscious of 
another during a time of 
emotional stress. He said the 
receiver’s conscious mind 
“decodes" the message on the 
U.L.F. 

“If a person believes in 


prayer, they're using mental 
telepathy with God on the 
U.L.F.," he said. 

Cohen said plants possess the 
ability to communicate with 
each other on the U.L.F. at the 
“cellular" or primary level. 

•'It's a type of ability that all 
living things have, but as they 
evolve, they lose primary 
perception less and less," he 
said.

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Mail order food is not always expensive 


ROCKPORT, Mass. (UPI) - 
It's a crazy world whan a hard- 
to-flnd food such as wild boar 
sells for less than domestic 
ham. 

A whole, young, fresh-frozen, 
cleaned and dressed boar is 
only $2.25 per pound for a 120-to 
200-pound animal from a 
company in Carmel, Calif., or 
$2.75 per pound for 80-120 pound 


boars. The same company sells 
picnic (shoulder) hams and 
regular ham for $3.00 and $3.50 
per pound, respectively. 

In general, the mail order 
food business Is dominated by 
such exotica, the Kind of foods, 
utensils and appliances seldom 
found in mundane retail stores 
and supermarkets. 

Food and related items 


account for a growing percent¬ 
age of the $6 billion a year mall 
order business. That figure 
represents sales 'in 1975, the 
most recent year for which 
figures are available, nearly 
triple the total sales of 1958 and 
almost double those of 1967. 

Census figures show more 
than 6,000 mail order compa¬ 
nies operating In the United 


States. More than 1,000 of them 
have catalogs. Hundreds more 
advertise in magazines and 
newspapers, and on television 
and radio. 

Jose Wilson and Arthur 
Leaman found this out while 
researching “The Complete 
Food Catalogue” (Holt, Rine¬ 
hart and Winston $10.95 hard¬ 
cover, $6.95 paper). 


"We wrote to hundreds of 
places and people listed In 
cookbooks,” Ms. Wilson said in 
an interview at her summer 
home here. 

"Few replied, and many who 
did said they didn't handle mall 
orders.” 

Undaunted, the authors 
asked friends and relations, 
collected catalogs and pored 


over regional magazines, 
particularly New England 
publications. They figured 
small mail order houses might 
advertise in small magazines 
where they would not in larger 
ones with higher rates. 

The authors found it oc¬ 
casionally is cheaper to shop 
by mail than to buy the same 
products from specialty shops 


in your own community, 
espedally if you include gas 
burned in driving from store to 
store. 

Among the mail order mer¬ 
chants they contacted was a 
farmer in Dalzell, N.C., who 
raises and sells a species of 
quail Cleopatra supposedly 
served her suitors.

An Oakland, Calif., company 
house sells mushroom-growing 
kits, Including one for the 
Chinese fungus called wood 
ears, another for oyster mush¬ 
rooms and a third for Japanese 
enokitake. 

A Wyoming, R.I., mall order 
company offers dried herbs 
with the unusual names of 
cinquefoil, elecampane, love- 
Ina-mist and snow-in-summer. 

If you're Christmas shopping 
for the hunter who his 
everything, consider the sport¬ 
sman’s catalog company In 
Manchester, VL, that offers ap 
electric duck plucker with 
revolving rubber fingers for 
about $200 plus shipping. The 
dealer says it handles sizes 
from quail to goose and can 
pluck 53 ducks an hour. 

The authors also located a 
company in Darjeeling, India, 
that sells four and a half 
pounds of that region’s famous 
tea for only $3.85. The catch: 
postage Is 150 per cent of the 
purchase price. 

By contrast, the Santa Rosa, 
Calif., Chamber of Commerce 
gives away annual maps of the 
Sonoma County Farm trails, a 
thoughtful gift for anyone 
planning a motor trip to, nor¬ 
thern California.

Home 

settlement

"RESPA” sounds like a new disease, but actually it 
refers to the Real Estate Settlement Procedures Act If 
you’re buying a home you should be aware of the ins and 
outs of this Federal statute and your rights as a home buyer 
under RESPA. This is vitally important to you. 

WHAT RESPA IS AND 'SNT 
First of all, RESPA’s provisions cover most residential 
mortgage loans used to finance one to four family housing 
units. That's pretty sweeping coverage since this includes 
transactions where the loan proceeds are used for the 
purchase of a house, a condominium, a cooperative, a lot 
with a mobile home, or a lot on which you will build a house 
or place a mobile home. The subject then is residential 
housing. Commercial, business and investment real estate 
ventures are not specifically handled by RESPA. These 
other real estate situations are handled elsewhere 

RESPA is designed to remove the mystery, the shock and 
the deceit from home closing costs. Before RESPA it was 
not unusual for the home buyer to go to his closing with all 
the fear and loathing of attending one's execution. "Step 
right up, close your eyes, trust me and sign your life away 
on toe dotted line" Pre-RESPA unless you were 
sophisticated, real estate closings were often unhappy and 
dubious affairs. The home buyer was often intimidated

beyond belief and, at best, slightly anxious about the out¬ 
come. And when the last handshake was exchanged there 
was still some question about who-paid-how-much-for- 
what 

The who-paid-how-much-for-what syndrome has been 
treated with some success by RESPA. Thanks to RESPA 
your rights are clearly defined and you will know specific 
closing costs in advance. Also this closing cost disclosure 
should enable you to shop for the best mortgage deal 
around. RESPA, however, does not set the prices of specific 
settlement services. 

Local law, custom, economics and other factors will 
establish these prices. You must be alert and aware to the 
fact that mortgage rates and terms, finance charges and 
settlement costs, can vary widely from one attorney or 
financial Institution to the other. RESPA gives you the 
details you need to know to be an enlightened and confident 
borower. Then you make th best deal under the cir¬ 
cumstances. 

SETTLEMENT COSTS 

The "closing” is that paper shuffling affair, generally 
held in a lawyer's office or the registry of deeds, when the 
title of the new home passes from the old owner to you. As a 
mortgagee, or borrower, you will seal the loan by executing 
a mortgage which makes your home the lender's security 
(or collateral) for the loan which is evidenced by a 
promissory note. The deed from the seller to you and the 
mortgage and promissory note from you to the lender are 
toe major instruments at the closing. 

Nevertheless, the closing is not the time to learn the fees 
and costs of settlement services. RESPA tells you in ad¬ 
vance the essentials, that is. ( 1 ) the true annual interest 
rate on the mortgage, and (2) the total finance charges. 
Other items are also revealed, such as loan origination fees, 
real estate broker's commissions, “points" for the lender, 
appraisal fees, credit report fees, inspection fees, title 
examination charges, advance roperty taxes, recording 
costs, attorney's fees and transfer taxes 


A RESPA CALENDAR 

RESPA spells out a timetable of events by which the 
borrower Is kept informed. Assume that you've signed a 
purchase and sale agreement for that house of your 
dreams. Next you need financing to bridge the gap between 
your savings and the purchase price. When you make your 
loan application RESPA comes into play as follows: 

1. After making a written loan application the financail 
institution has three business days to provide you with a cpy 
of "Settlement Costs and You”. This is an informative and 
factual booklet prepared by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development in June, 1976. This HUG 
guide explains a home buyer's rights, the basic procedures 
and costs he will face in transferring ownership and 
arranging financing and the steps he may take the protect 
his rights. 

2. Within that same three business day period the 
prospective lender must provide you with a "Good Faith 
Estimate" of most of the settlement costs. Please note that 
this form does not ha ve to 1st all items nor does it have to be 
exact For example, excluded items that will h- , to be 
paid at the closing Include the deposit in ' jw for real 
estate taxes and insurance. Significant ruinates a hat will 
be indicated include the attorney’s fees, monthly mortgage 
payment and interest rate. In all events, the estimates must 
be realistic - no 110.00 estimates for services that typically 
cost 550.00. 

3. Upon loan approval the lender must give you a written 
statement indicating the true annual percentage rate of

interest on the loan ("APR"). The APR must reflect the 

annual interest rate for the loan and other financing costs 
as well, often hidden or disguised, such as points. 

4 One business day before the actual home closing you 
have the right to inspect a “Uniform Settlement 
Statement". That Statement shows whatever figures are 
available at that date for settlement charges you will be 
required to pay at the dosing. 

BORROW BEWARE 

The key to RESPA success is the use you make of the 
Good Faith Estimate, Between the application date and the 
closing you have an opportunity to shop for a more 
favorable deal, to compare settlement costs and to shop for 
settlement services. RESPA requires the lender to Identify 
these specific people or firms It uses for specific services. 
Lawyers and title examiners are usual cases. Whenever 
you can put together a better financing package than the 
one presented to you RESPA gives you the right to do so. 

As I Indicated earlier, you should expect interest rates, 
finance charges, mortgage terms and conditions, set¬ 
tlement costs and the like to vary from one attorney to the 
other. Now that we're into the days of RESPA I don't want 
you to have that gallows feeling at your home dosing. It 
should be a happy, confident and pround moment in your 
lifetime. The HUD guide says it nicely! 

"For many people, buying a home is the single most 
significant financial step of a lifetime." 

In Part II well look at some other rights you have under 
RESPA. In the meantime, here’s my best advice: You owe 
it to yourself and your family to shop for credit. Keep no 
false allegiances or misplaced trust with the money len¬ 
ders. Get the best, the fairest adeal. Don’t accept and 
assume. Assert yourself with RESPA!

organ rise the burnish’d arm¬ 
s’’. 

When the work is completed, 
Khan and museum curator Bill 
Meuse think the weapons 
display will be impressive — 
but not as a monument to wars. 

"The contents of this 
museum do not represent 
violence as much as the spirit 
of freedom,” Khan says. 

"The story here is not so 
much the world’s largest 
collection of military small 
arms as it is the technological 
story — trying to get across the 
genius that went into designing 
weapons and being able to 
build them and the absolute 
brilliance of the inventors,” 
says Meuse, a military 
historian and gun collector. 


Khan says the museum will 
officially become part of the 
National Park Service system 
in October, as soon as a land 
exchange agreement is 
reached between Springfield 
Technical Community College 
and the Park Service. 

But neither the superintend¬ 
ent nor anyone else knows 
exactly what the weapons 
collection Includes. He thinks 
there ai e about 15,000 pieces in 
the collection, while Meuse 
says it’s probably closer to 
25,000 weapons. 

Shelves, cartons and uno¬ 
pened crates of weapons sit in 
two large rooms of the 
museum's basement and will 
have to be counted as part of an 
inventory being taken as one of 


the first steps in organizing the 
National Park exhibit. 

Even Meuse, whose gun 
collecting hobby makes the 
museum job "beyond my 
wildest expectations," says he 
doesn’t know quite where to 
start when he walks through 
the basement 

"From what I can gather, 
what’s on display is only about 
20 percent of what we have," 
he says. "I’ve stopped opening 
crates for now because I don't 
know what’s going to Jump out 
There were about 500 pistols in 
the last box I opened. I Just 
walk through here not knowing 
where to start." 

The inventory and a move of 
stored weapons from the 
basement to the less humid 


second floor of the three-story 
brick building are the first 
steps. After that the long 
restoration process can begin, 
Meuse says. 

He points to the "organ of 
guns," a rack of 645 Civil War 
muskets stacked two-high so 
they resemble the pipes of a 
huge pipe organ, that inspired 
Longfellow when he visited the 
Armory more than 130 years 
ago. It will take a full day to 
clean and restore each weapon 
"so we’re talking about three 
years of work Just to do this one 
exhibit right," he says. 

Other more complex 
weapons and experimental, 
one-of-a-kind guns will take 
even longer, Meuse says. 

Khan says he will have an 11- 


member staff and a $227,000 
annual budget for the museum, 
which has weapons dating back 
to the 1300s on display in Its 
hardwood floor and hlgh- 
ceilinged show area. 

Another $500,000 will be spent 
on construction and building 
rehabilitation and "hopefully 
during the next five years we 
will spend about $5 million to 
bring the museum up to Park 
Service standards.” 

He says the museum's two 
buildings "are not safe" and 
will undergo construction pro¬ 
jects as displays are put In 
order and guns are cleaned. 
Picnic facilities will be placed 
on the rolling green grass of the 
facility's 21 acres, Khan says. 

The museum was established 


in 1871 with about 100 Civil War 
weapons that had been dis¬ 
played by the government at 
an exposition. During the next 
100 years, samples of each 
weapon Invented or purchased 
for the U^. military were sent 
to the former arsenal building 
when testing was completd in 
other parts of Springfield's 
U.S. Armory. 

While administered by the 
Army, "they regarded it as a 
reference library of weapons 
and used it as such,” Meuse 
says. "Weapon developers and 
private manufacturers used it 
for research.” The Army 
closed the Armory in 1968 and 
the museum has been in 
temporary care of the city 
since then. 


"This is an extraordinary 
collection. It is of such 
magnitude It defies normal 
curatorial methods. I will have 
a better idea what approach to 
take after the inventory is 
completed." Meuse says. 

"This is the only museum 
like this I've ever seen where 
everything is out in the open," 
he says. But that has caused a 
"considerable problem with 
visitor damage” because 
people can’t keep their hands 
off the guns. 

"Every night when we close I 
have to walk around and un¬ 
cock eight to 10 weapons that 
people have cocked during the 
day. It's very bad for the 
weapons to be left like that,” 
Meuse says.

Things are looking up for this 
year's Newton South football 
team. 

The Lions, winless a year 
ago, have size, experience, and 
a good team attitude this 
season, and are hungry to 
improve their record of '76. 

Newton will, however, be 
without their top runner of last 
season, junior Rich Filler. 
Rich’s family moved to 
Toronto and thus the fullback 
who had gained nearly 1,000 
yards as a super soph is gone. 

Head Coach Art Kojoyian, 
however, is hoping that junior 
Rich Shone f&-10,175) can pick 
up the slack left by Filler’s 
absence . Teaming up with Rich 
in the Lion backfield will be 
junior quarterback Steve 
Kosowsky (5-10,160), senior 
Greg Jackson (6-1,170) at 
halfback, and junior John Forti 
(6-1,185) at the other halfback 
slot 


Jackson was a starter last 
year. Kosowsky has little 
experience, but Forti did start 
at defensive end as a 
sophomore and played some in 
the backfield. 

Coach Kojoyian believes his 
offensive line will be improved. 
With the exception of junior 
end Doug Jackson (6-2,175) all 
are seniors. At left tackle will 
be Lance Servari (6-2,210) a 
senior transfer from 
California. Art Kojoyian (5- 
7,170), a quad-captain, will 
center beside left guard Drew 
Framson (5-11,170), and right 
guard Willie McDonald (6- 
0,180) , another quad-captain 
and a starter last year. 

Captain Paul Cutler (5-9,185) 
will be the right tackle and 
Shawn Daley (5-10,140) the 
right end. 

Defensively, Forti will 
double at left end, Servais or 
Cutler at left tackle, and 
McDonald at rigtt end. At

Kojoyian will be the left 
linebacker, with junior A1 
Seifer (5-9, 175) the right 
linebacker. 

Defensive halfbacks are 
Shone, Junior Paul Butters (5- 
5,155), and Scott Seidman (5-6, 
145), a senior. Doug JackSon 
will double at safety. 

Joining Kojoyian on the Uon 
coaching staff are Georg 
Tsiumis (backfield), John 
Connolly (linebackers, backs), 
and Lot Adelman (JV). 

“Our scrimmages have been 
good," summed up Kojoyian. 
"We beat Framingham North 
and Newton Catholic and lost to 
Stoneham, although we showed 
a lot of good points. 

"I think we have excellent 
team unity, an important 
factor, and the kids really want 
to win. Today (Tuesday), 
almost 40 kids showed up 


despite the Jewish holiday. I’m 
pleased with the way the kids 
are executing."

Courageous 

side-by-side 

NEWPORT, R.I. (UPI) — Several minutes of side-by-side 
sailing between Courageous and Australia yielded no clues 
as to which 12-meter yacht has the best chance of winning 
the America's Cup in finals beginning Tuesday. 

"It happened that our training courses came together 
but the boats were a fair way apart and you couldn't learn 
much from it," Australia skipper Noel Robins said Thur¬ 
sday. "We Just happened to be sailing parallel." 

"We were just reaching and going out of the harbor to 
race Independence, when the Australians turned around 
and dropped their spinnaker,” said Independence 
navigator Pete Lawson, who was crewing on Courageous. 
"It would have been impossible for us to get any idea who 
was faster." 

The two boats sailed on a parallel course for several 
minutes. Both crews insisted they never got close enough to 
break the New York Yacht Club’s rule against pairing 
American and foreign twelves before the finals to deter¬ 
mine the winner of sailing's highest honor. 

“We kept our distance," Robins said. "It's nothing for the 
New York Yacht Club to get worried about." 

Courageous, the boat that successfully defended the Cup 
in 1974, has been keeping her customary distance ahead of 
sister ship Independence in tuneup races all this week. 

"My crew never has been as perfect as they are now," 
said Courageous skipper Ted Turner, owner of the Atlanta 
Braves and Hawks. 

Robins said Australia was returning from a practice 
session to test altered sails and get the crew in shape for the 
final races. 

Australia syndicate spokesman Robert Hemery said 
fundraising efforts have yielded enough money for the 
Aussies to press their challenge without worrying about 
immediate bills.

The Medford Comets struck 
for three key touchdown plays 
to their big tight end, No. 81 
Mike Todisco, and spoiled a 
good effort by the NAA Lions in 
their home opener Sunday at 
Newton Highlands, 1(W>.

“Billy Campbell has a good 
football team," said Restic.

America's Cup 
goes commercial 

NEWPORT, R.L i UPI i - The blonde lady tourist spied a 
green and white 12-meter yacht tied up along the pier, 
nudged her friend and exclaimed, "Oh look! It's 
Outrageous!" 

The boat's name is Courageous, but yachting traditional¬ 
ists prefer the tourist's word to describe what has been 
happening along the Newport waterfront this summer. 

The America's Cup has gone commercial. 

There's an America's Cup beer, an America's Cup shoe, 
and a Rhode Island lottery called Cup Challenge, featuring 
scratch-off pictures of sailboats. 

Waterfront diners have their tables set with America's 
Cup placemats and napkins. Hotel guests find plastic 
America's Cup cups. 

Anticipating a rash of ripoffs. New York Yacht Club of¬ 
ficials last spring attempted to control use of race 
trademarks by putting out their own catalog of sanctioned 
merchandise — ranging from tote bags to ice tongs. 

"There's a lot of grumbling about the tourists," said a 
spokesman. "But even the oldtimers know that they need 
the public to keep the America's Cup tradition alive." 

The controls have not prevented local entrepreneurs from 
cashing in on fans who want to stand up and cheer for their 
favorites. 

At the Thames Street Yogurt Shop, supporters of 
American defender Courageous develop a taste for 
strawberry frozen yogurt mixed with papaya juice. It's in a 
95-cent milkshake called Courageous, the brainchild of 
Terry the Yogurt Man. 

He also invented concoctions called Independence 
i vanilla frozen yogurt and papaya juice); Enterprise 
i vanilla frozen yogurt and apple juice) and one named after 
two-time defender Intrepid i strawberry frozen yogurt and 
apple juice i. 

"I'm not trying to rip off the people," says Terry, who 
wears a jaunty sea captain's hat "I thought of the names 
long before the races got started and I'll keep them a long 
time after it's over. I mean, what else could I call them that 
would be better?" 

He has noticed that 12-meter crewmen only purchase the 
milkshake named after their boat, even if they don't prefer 
the flavor. 

"The Swedes and Australians were disappointed we 
didn't name one after them," he said. "But the champion of 
them all was a French crewman who came in and had all 
the American flavors at once."

Name preserved 
. . . for a sum 

WESTFIELD, Mass. fUPI) - If you want your name up 
in lights but would settle for having it preserved by a 
museum, this western Massachusetts city might have just 
what you've been looking for. 

City officials are trying to sell the name of a proposed new 
historical museum and for a mere $200,000— and providing 
there are no bad connotations connected with your 
moniker— you can name the facility. 

Mayor John J. Rhodes thinks his idea is a good way to 
raise money for the museum's operation and that a cor¬ 
poration or estate may wind up being the eventual buyer. 

"Obviously there are some problems. We wouldn't want a 
'Son of Sam' building, for example," he said Tuesday. "But 
while local governments are not known for naming 
buildings for people, it's a generally accepted practice in 
the federal government." 

Rhodes just wants to take that practice one step further 
and sell the name. 

"I had mixed emotions about this when I first thought of 
it. I guess I felt that a public building should maintain some 
kind of public image in terms of a name. But the more I 
.think about it and talk about it, the more enthusiastic I am 
about it," he said. 

Rhodes said a seven-member board of trustess will be 
appointed to administer the facility and they would make 
any decision about the name. 

"I still think that if the selection process is pretty well 
screened and we do it the right way, it can be a very viable 
way ’ to raise money. We would just have to be 
discriminatory and separate the acceptable, viable names 
from those that were absolutely not acceptable.” 

He said he hasn't had any real offers for the museum's 
name, "but I’m getting positive feedback that the idea is a 
good one for raising money. 

"Perhaps if a person doesn’t buy it, then a corporation 
would be interested. And that’s attractive to me, too. 
Corporations are what America’s all about—business."

MDC plans to make 
Charles 'healthier' 


The Metropolitan Dtstric 
Commission has begun i 
campaign to make the Charle. 1 
River "healthier,” according 
to MDC Commissioner John F 
Snedcker. 

Work has begun on the 
construction phase of a 
destratifiation project, in¬ 
volving the installation of five 
air diffusers in deep portions of 
the Charles River basin bet¬ 
ween a point above the Har¬ 
vard Bridge and on the 
downstream side of the 
Longfellow Bridge. 

"The purpose of the dif¬ 
fusers," according to 
Snedeker, "is to force salt 
water from the bottom of the 
river up toward the surface to 
mix with oxygenated water. 
This eliminates hydrogen 
sulfide, allowing fish to feed on 
the bottom of the river. Water 
pumped from the bottom after 
destratification will also be 
free from noxious gases.” 

Commissioner Snedeker said 
the diffusers will be activated

as early as possible in the 
spring of 1978 to avoid in¬ 
terference with fish swimming 
upstream for breeding later in 
the season. 

"When the water is 
thoroughly mixed, the dif¬ 
fusers will be turned off, 
"Snedeker said; "and will not 
be turned on until we detect 
signs of stratification again at 
some later date. When all is 
said and done, the project to 
improve the ‘health’ of the 
river water will permit 
pumping out of the Charles 
without injury to fish in the 
harbor and the causing of 
unpleasant odors near the new 
Charles River Dam." 

Construction should be 
completed by March, 1978, with 
the work being done by Nor- 
mac, Inc., a Westwood con¬ 
tracting concern, and costing 
$534,583. Fifty percent of the 
cost will be funded by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency.

Chrysler woodcrafters have 
duplicated and expanded upon 
the effect in the 1978 Town and 
Country. 

Today’s frames are a unique 
three-dimensional plastic 
reproduction of white ash with 
a high-lustre vamishtype finish 
in authentic grain patterns. To 
the eye and to the touch, the 
effect is very much like real 
wood, even to the simulated 
fingerlocking joints. 

"Chrysler was looking for a 
fresh, new idea for the station 
wagon — a distinctive ap¬ 
pearance, the look of prestige 
and quality,” said James W. 
Shank, director of Body 
Engineering. 

But the cost of natural wood 
proved prohibitive and high 
quality white ash was 
unavailable in the quantities 
production would require. 
Engineers researched ways to 
duplicate a genuine natural 
wood appearance and still save 
weight with lightweight 
material of automotive quality 
and durability. 

That meant it would have to 
be rust and fade resistant, and 
withstand abrasion, wear, road 
hazards, and extreme tem¬ 
peratures of from 50 below 
degrees to more than 250 
degrees above. 

Many materials were 
researched before engineers 
finally selected a plastic 
compound called RIM 
(reaction injection moldO 
urethane that met all 
requirements, including cost.

Norman Lear’s passle of 
comedies, from "All In The 
Family” to "One Day at a 
Time," chronicles the joys and 
heartaches of "typical” family 
life. 

Even “Baretta” and 
“Kojak" dramatize ersatz 
families in police squad rooms. 

The prestigious ."Upstairs, 
Downstairs” series gave us 
two sets of families — 
aristocrats and servants — 
with whom we could weep and 
laugh. 

Clearly, it is easier to absorb 
the trials of phantom families 
on the tube than real life 
trauma in living rooms. 

Every successful television 
show perforce gives 
Americans five or six in¬ 
terlocking characters who play 
well together in concert. 
Family ambiance surpasses 
star power in importance. 

No one is more aware of this 
basic truism than Andy Grif- 
fith. He was so adept at 
television family planning that 
his hit series of the 1960s, "The 
Andy Griffith Show,” eventual¬ 
ly didn't even need him.

Jessica Tandy and Hume 
Cronyn romp in "The Gin 
Games." 

As "the only two people who 
aren't wasting away" at their 
nursing home, they, as Mrs. 
Forutia Dorsey and Mr. Weller 
Martin, get to know one 
another over a running gin 
game. 

Weller becomes frustrated to 
the nth degree because he, the 
self-proclaimed expert, can’t 
win a hand of gin against his 
novice competitor, Fonsia. The 
game usually ends amidst a 
flurry of expletives with Weller 
fuming and Fonsia appalled at 
his indignities, refusing to play 
him any more. 

However, the meat of the plot 
arises in their verbal ex¬ 
changes during the game as 
their separate pasts become 
known. Questions are put forth 
as to why each never has any 
visitors on Visitors Day; ex¬ 
cuses are given as answers. It 
would take away much of the 
rising crescendo of the play 
and its power if the truths 
about Weller and Fonsia were 
told. Suffice it to say, the pieces 
fall together in knowing each 
character, devastating as they 
may be. 

Both performers are superb 
Jessica Tandy makes Fonsia a 
complete, three-dimensional 
character as more is revealed 
about the past. She is tran¬ 
sformed, dropping the pretense 
to the point in the game where 
she’s fed up with Weller’s sore 
losing; and instead of apologies 
for winning, she dares him to 
play her. She reveals Weller 
for what he is, a lousy gin 
rummy player, bad luck 
having nothing to do with his 
losing streak or his present 
state. Hume Cronyn matches 
her masterfully stroke for 


stroke. He is a comic figure as 
he rants and raves about the

gin game. Yet Weller perceives 
that there is more to Fonsia 
than she pretends; and he gets 
his revenge for losing to her by 
revealing her what she really 
is, a vindictive woman who has 
only herself to blame for her 
present state, bad luck having 
nothing to do with it. There is 
not a flaw in the performances 
of Tandy and Cronyn. They are 
simply two masters at work. 

Wien the actors are superb, 
subtle facets of each character 
revealed, momentum building 
from the first, credit is due the 
director, in this case Mike 
Nichols. He leaves nary a loose 
thread. Mention must also be 
made of the setting (by David 
Mitchell), costumes (Bill 
Walker), and lighting (by 
Ronald Wallace). 

Only a couple of minor 
criticisms can be leveled at the 
play, both having to do with the 
script by D. L. Cobum. In 1977, 
anyone named Fonsia can be 


expected to be nicknamed 
"Fonzie.” When Tandy's turn 
came to deliver this gag, it 
bombed. In the final scene, 
Weller ends the gin game by 
endlessly beating the card 
table with his cane. At first, 
one is inclined to laugh at 
Weller’s most recent outrage. 
Yet, after a few seconds, one 
becomes concerned that as 
Weller continues perhaps it is 
not meant to be funny, and that 
this old man has flipped his lid 
or perhaps is going to have a 
heart attack and die. The 
prolonging of his rage is un¬ 
necessary and only leads to 
confusion. But don’t be per¬ 
suaded to miss "-Die Gin 
Game," it may well turn out to 
be a classic. 

"The Gin Game" is in its 
only pre-Broadway tryout at 
the Wilbur Theater on Tremont 


Street in downtown Boston 
through Sept. 17.

Revaluation 
put off again

Newton’s sword of Damocles — 
revaluation — will not fall at least until at 
least July 1, 1979. 

Judge Henry Chmielinski Monday 
ordered an extension from July 1,1978, to 
July 1, 1979, for implementation of the 
court-ordered revaluation of Newton’s 
real estate. 

The judge also ordered the Board of 
Assessors to continue to file monthly 
progress reports with the master ap¬ 
pointed by the court. 

The court order to revalue all Newton’s 
real estate in 1975 came in 1973 after 10 
taxpayers filed suit against the city. A 
one-year delay was granted in 1975, 
putting the date up to July 1, 1976. 

In 1976, Judge Chmielinski granted a 
two-year delay, until July 1, 1978. The 


delay granted this week makes the total 
delay three years. 

The taxpayers' suit claimed that 
Newton's real estate was not valued 
fairly and equitably, and that as a result 
some houses were asssessed at a higher 
rate than others. 

The appraisal firm of Cole-Layer- 
Trumble completed its work in 1975, but 
public outrage at some of the appraisal 
figures caused the city to request a delay. 

By the time the most recent delay is 
over, in 1979, there may have been some 
changes made in the method of com¬ 
puting abatements for the elderly and 
possibly others. 

A bill is now in the House Ways and 
Means Committee that would increase 
abatements for the elderly to $600, or the 
taxes on $4000, whichever is higher,

Shipley considers 
expanding in Falls 


The Planning and Development Board 
expressed no strong objections to early 
sketches of a 25,000-square-foot office 
building in Lower Falls, but postponed for 
one month the formal action needed for 
the Shipley Company to procede with 
plans. 

Shipley Company representatives 
asked the Planning and Development 
Board and the Community Development 
Authority to change the plans of the 
former Newton Redevelopment 
Authority (NRA) that called for 
acquiring the land that the former Greek 
Orthodox Church is on. 

According to Gerald Early, director of 
the renewal office in Lower Falls, the 
NRA planned to acquire the land, 
demolish the church, and sell the land to 
be privately developed. 

City Planner Charles Thomas, the sole 
member of the Community Development 
Authority, said Monday that there was 
originally some preference to be given to 
proposals that would retain the 1890 
church. 

Robert Swift, vice president in charge 
of operations for Shipley, said at the 
meeting that the company paid $120,000 to 
buy the church and land, and spent 
$40,000 on the lower floor of the building to 
accommodate Lee Louinos’ televison and 
air conditioning business. 

Philip Minervino, the architect working 


for Shipley, said to improve the church 
building to meet current state building 
codes would cost at least $100,000. That 
would result in a total of 3500 square feet 
of working space, too small an area to 
make renovation economically 
justifiable, he said. 

The five members of the board knew of 
no compelling argument to save the 
church for its historic value, but post¬ 
poned Shipley’s request to have the land 
taken off its "to be acquired" list. 

Architect Minervino presented several 
preliminary design plans for an office 
and research building that Shipley would 
like to build. Some allowed for the church 
to remain on the site and others called for 
the church’s destruction. 

Shipley owns an empty lot adjacent to . 
the church which, if used in conjunction 
with the church lot, would create a large 
enough parcel to allow for a building with 
25,000 square feet of floor space, and still 
not interfere with MDC easement near 
the Charles River on the back of the 
Washington Street property. 

Minervino said any building on the site 
would consider the NRA preference to 
preserve a view from Washington Street 
to the river. 

Vice President Swift said the Loumos 
business is now run by someone else who 
is a tenant at will. He said Charles

Stearns land will be for recreation 


awaits OK 

A tax rate of $166.20 has been submitted 
for approval to the state Department of 
Corporations and Taxation by the Newton 
Board of Assessors. The increase is $1.80 
per thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation. 

When that figure, or one close to it, is 
approved, it will mean double good news 
for most Newton taxpayers this week — a 
tax increase of less than 2 percent this 
year, and a postponement until 1979 of the 
implementation of revaluation, which 
will bring a tax increase to many 
homeowners. 

Board of Assessors Chairman Leonard 
Aronson submitted the $166.20 amount to 
the state on Tuesday, after the Board of 
Aldermen last Thursday in a specially 
called meeting quizzed Aronson sharply 
on how the low increase was achieved. 

Finance Committee Chairman Sidney 
Small asked Aronson whether the $16-$18 
million in new assessments, principally 
on new construction and business 
properties, that accounted for the minor 
increase in the tax rate might not 
evaporate by this time next year. 

Before voting to appropriate $2.9 
million to budget reserve, mainly to settle 
collective bargaining, Small wanted 
some assurance that the increased tax 
base is fairly permanent. 

He has suggested that the tax rate has 
been manipulated in order to give the 
incumbent mayor, Theodore Mann, an 
election-year boost with the voters. 

Small, who is leaving the Board at the 
end of the year, fears that the tax rate 
may take a sharp jump the year following 
the election, as has happened before. 

Tax bills will be mailed out within a 
week, Aronson said Wednesday. 
Payment is due Nov. 1. 


Model of Murley development 

New Murley plan down to 100 units 


A proposal for 100 condominium units 
on the Murley land at Dedham and 
Parker Streets will be presented to the 
Land Use Committee at a public hearing 
Thursday, Sept. 29. 

First proposed in late 1976, the 
development was presented tentatively 
as consisting of 196 units. Fierce 
neighborhood opposition resulted in a cut 
to 154, then 120, now 100 units. 

Developers of the land are Stephen 


Hopkins and architect Thomas Larson. 
The land is owned by James Murley. 

In the plan for development, 6 to 7 acres 
will be left unbuilt at both the front and 
the rear of the 30-acre property. Murley 
lives across a small street, Murley Lane, 
near Dedham Street 

Chances that the Land Use Committee 
and the Board will accept the new, 
smaller proposal and the concurrent 
request for a zone change seem to be 


greater now that a proposal for another 
condominium development down the 
street has been defeated. 

That development, Nahanton Woods, 
was defeated narrowly by the Board 
early this month, and it is rumored that it 
will be resubmitted some time soon. 

The 154-unit version of the Murley 
development was denied by the Board

Mayor Theodore Mann has signed a 
resolution of the Board of Aldermen to 
dedicate the land occupied by the old 
Stearns School in Nonantum to park and 
recreation land and to proceed as ex¬ 
peditiously as possible toward demolition 
of the building. 

The mayor had included money for 
demolition of the building in an ap¬ 
plication for federal public works grants, 
but the Board did not want to leave the 
demolition in that uncertain position and 
inserted in its resolution its wish that the 
project be done with the city’s money if 
necessary. 

If the city wants to remove the 2 ‘•s-acre 
site from the category of park and 
recreation land, it must obtain the per¬ 
mission of the state legislature, unless it 
dedicates another piece of land to replace 
that being taken away. 

The vote of the Board came after a 
public hearing at a special Board meeting 
last Thursday. 

The proposal, submitted by Margaret 
Cormier of Nonantum, received warm 
suDPort from Nonantum residents, 


Recreation Department head Russell 
Halloran, and State Reps. Peter 
Harrington and Joseph DeNucci. 

DeNucci said, "As long as I can 
remember, the people of Nonantum have 
felt that City Hall is unresponsive . . . 
They have had land use proposals thrust 
at them, and this year the pumper . . . 
You (the Board) can do much to restore 
the faith of people in (/."eminent." 

The Nonantum Advisory Committee of 
the community development program 
this year voted for demolition of the 
building, Chairman Jennie DeVito noted, 
on the strength of a consultants’ report 
advising that rehabilitation of the Stearns 
building is not feasible for community 
purposes. 

The Nonantum community has long 
wanted the building demolished if the city 
would not fix it up as a community center. 
An estimate of $400,000 for rehabilitation 
ruled out the work’s being done by the 
city, and efforts to form a private, 
community-based corporation to take 
over the building were short-lived.

Indictments returned 
against St. Germain 


Residents around Newton 
South High School have banded 
together to object to the traffic, 
noise, parking, and increased 
water level problems they fear 
will result if a sports stadium 
and complex is built for the 
school. 

Lawyers have been hired and 
petitions are circulating to 
prepare for the Oct. 18 public 
hearing scheduled before the 
aldermanic Public Buildings 
Committee. 

Leila Holzman, of Brandeis 
Road, an abutter to Newton 
South, said Monday that her 
group has "easily 500" 
signatures on petitions against 
the estimated $389,000 project. 

The School Committee began 
planning for a track and field 
complex last November, and 
approved the most current 
plans in March. 

These call for a football field, 
a quarter-mile track, a press 
box, scoreboard, and 2000 
bleacher seats, all to be 
surrounded by an eight-foot 
fence. 

A letter from Mrs. Holz-

against the complex is In¬ 
creasing from taxpayers who 
fear a "potential half million 
dollar or more cost overrun." 

City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy estimated in July 
the whole project to cost 
8389,485. At that time the 
School Committee voted 6-1 in 
favor of the project 

McCarthy had expected bids 
to go out on the project on Aug. 
15, but area residents appealed 
to the Division of En¬ 
vironmental Quality and 
Engineering the favorable 
finding of the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission about 
the construction near the 
wetlands. 

A portion of the land on 
which the field is to be built 
was included among the 22 
wetlands to be protected by the 
Inland Wetlands Act. The area 
needed for the field is only "a 
minute amount of the bog 
area" according to School 
Committee minutes, and 
School Committee Chairman 
Alvin Mandell pointed out that 
the original plans for South 
included a track and field. 

The area residents feel the 
field and the bleachers to be 
constructed might change the 
water level in the area and 
cause more flooding of cellars 
than is now common to the 
homes built near the school. 

City Engineeer McCarthy 
repeated this week that the 
project would have no effect on 
the water table.

McCarthy had expected to 
bid the project in August and 
have work started by now. 

Siirley Less, an abutter on 
Littlefield Road, complained 
about the expected increase in 
noise, traffic, and vandalism. 

"Kids just destroy 
everything that is put up,” she 
said. « 

The letter from Holzman 
argued that the plans for the 
sports facility do not include 
any provisions for increased 
traffic flow or parking spaces. 

Furthermore, there is no 
need for 2000 seats at the 
facility since the total at¬ 
tendance at all Newton South 
"home" football games played 
at Newton North was less than 
500 fans, Holzman claims.

account. 

Attorney Edward Shapiro of 
Newton Centre said he is also 
investigating the question of 
building on the wetlands, but 
refused to comment on any of 
his findings to date.

Mall business hurt 
by tennis tournament 


Over the objections of its 
pant neighbor, the longwood 
Cricket Club was given the go- 
ahead to enlarge its clubhouse 
Monday night by the Land Use 
Committee. 

The Chestnut Hill Mall, 
shopping center, and office 
park, strung along Route 9 to 
the west of the club, objected at 
the hearing by letter and in the 
person of lawyer Steven Fisch- 
man. 

The Mall and the adjacent 
shopping area are smarting 
from the recent tennis tour¬ 
nament at Longwood and the 
parking problems it brought 
with it. "The tournament has 
outgrown Longwood," Fisch- 
man said, ading that business 
was adversely affected by 
tennis devotees parking in the 
shopping parking spaces. 

"We feel that the new locker 
room is in part to ac¬ 
commodate the tournament,” 
Fischman said. 

Longwood officials denied 
that statement, and said that 
since the club had opened its 
membership to women the 
locker rooms had proved 
inadequate. 

When questioned by Aid. 
Mark White about club 
membership policies, and 
specifically whether the club 


had minority members, John 
St overman, a club officer, 
answered, "We have 
minorities. Our policy is 
completely open, has been for 
the past few years.” 

"We do not have colored, to 
speak of. We have some In¬ 
dians that are colored in color, 
but we have not had people 
apply"' Steverman said. 

Longwood admitted that 
parking is a problem, even 
though it had contracted with 
Boston College and some other 
local schools for nearly 2000 
parking spaces, with shuttle 
buses going to and from the 
club. 

Robert Freeto, lawyer for 
Longwood, proposed parking 
passes to be mailed with 
tickets in the future and 
publicizing the parking areas 
much better. 

In the working meeting of the 
I-and Use Committee following 
the hearings, the committee 
approved the locker rooms, 7-0. 

In other business, the 
committee gave permissive 
use to Charles Nelson to have 
an architect's office in the 
carriage house at his house at 
188 Church St. 

Nelson needed permissive 
use because the office exceeds 


the limit of 30 percent of 
ground floor area of the house 
established by the ordinance 
allowing home offices. 

The committee withheld 
action on a petition from 
Boston College to approve the 
site plan for roadways, parking 
areas and alterations to the 
bank of Edmands Brook at its 
Centre Street campus. 

Aid. David Cohen did not 
want to allow Boston College to 
change some of its parking 
areas to tennis and basketball 
courts until a closer check had 
been made on use of parking 
spaces. 

He said he has had consistent 
reports of overutilization of the 
campus and fears that parking 
will spill over to the 
surrounding streets. 

Cohen wants individual 
course enrollments in the 
former College of the Sacred 
Heart' now used as Boston 
College Law School. He also 
wants information on how 
many cars from the B.C. 
Chestnut Hill campus use the 
Centre Street campus parking 
facility. 

Cohen wants to keep an eye 
on B.C. expansion, and finds 
that parking control is one way 
to control expansion. 


Ambulances here; service 
starts early next month 


Two custom-built am¬ 
bulances have been delivered 
to the Newton Fire Department 
and are undergoing final 
preparations for licensure by 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health prior to being 
put into service in early 
October. 

The ambulance service will 
be operated by the Fire 
Department with a staff of 
• firefighters trained as 
emergency medical 
technicians (EMTsi. 

Mayor Theodore Mann ex¬ 
plained, "The new ambulances 
are intended for use in tran¬ 
sporting persons with life- 
threatening or serious con¬ 
ditions and are built and 
equipped so as to enable the 
technicians to carry out car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation 
and other life-support 
techniques and to give oxygen 
en route. They are not intended 
to be used simply to provide 
transportation to a hospital in 
nonemergency situations." 

An integral part of the 
emergency services system 
will be police officers who will 
act as first responders to 
provide immediate first aid 
and life support until the 
ambulance arrives. When the 
emergency telephone number 
’ "911” is called in a case of 
sudden illness or accident, the 
information as to location and 
nature of emergency is radioed 
to both police and fire 
' departments. 

Each ambulance will be 
equipped with a radio which 
will enable the technicians to 
communicate with the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital’s 
emergency room while at the 
scene of an accident and en 
route. 

The radio will enable the 
EMTs to obtain advice from 
physicians in the hospital and 
will give the hospital advance 
knowledge of the nature of the 
emergency so that appropriate 
staff and equipment can be 
readied to receive and treat the 
patient. The two-way radios 
were provided to the city by the 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
through a recent community 
fund-raising program. 

The ambulances will be 
housed at the fire stations on 
Elliot Street, Newton 
Highlands, and Crafts Street, 

* "wtonville, i a change in 
location from original plan), 
with the present ambulance 
located as backup at Willow 
Street, Newton Centre. 

Third-party insurers, such as 
Blue Cross, Medicare and 
Medicaid, will be billed when 
patients have such coverage. 
The Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital's billing department 
will handle the billing for 
ambulance services at cost. 

"The combmation of many 
police officers and firefighters 
well-trained as emergency 
medical technicians and the 
new large and better equipped 


ambulances will offer Newton 
residents and visitors an ex¬ 
cellent emergency services 
program. Further information 


about the ambulance service 
and how to use it will be made 
available in the coming 
weeks," Mayor Mann said. 


1969 landtaking 
by IMRA under review 
by attorney general 


An investigation into the 
landtaking for the urban 
renewal area in Newton Lower 
Falls may be restateopened, 
according to the Department of 
Community Affairs. 

The 30-acre parcel was taken 
by the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority in 1969 and its owner, 
Martin Roach of Wellesley, 
was awarded $1.50 per foot. 
The settlement price is still 
being argued in the courts. 

The landtaking procedure 
itself was questioned in several 
quarters over the years. An 
investigation undertaken by 
then attorney general Robert 
Quinn was closed several years 
ago, with the stated reason that 
Roach could not be located. 


Jero Nesson, urban renewal 
coordinator for the Depart¬ 
ment of Community Affairs, 
said this week his department, 
at the behest of Secy. William 
Flynn of the executive 
department of Communities 
and Development, has 
recommended to Attorney 
General Frank Bellotti that the 
investigation be reopened. 

According to Nesson, there is 
considerable doubt that Roach 
could not be located during the 
earlier investigation. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Paul Good said Wednesday he 
has assigned an investigator 
from his office to determine 
whether the landtaking in¬ 
vestigation should be pursued.

It is to wonder about the nature of 
bureaucracy. 

The United States government spends 
about $2.5 bilion a year on the school lunch 
program which provides free or minimal 
cost lunches to youngsters. For some, it is 
the only major meal of the day. It’s a worthy 
project. 

But studies have discovered a lot of 
waste. And so someone with a brain came 
up with a solution. Younger children should 
be given smaller helpings and older children 
bigger ones. Youngsters also should have 
choices of smaller portions. And 
nutritionists have finally suggested that 
sugars and fats be kept low and that skim or 
low fat milk be offered along with the whole 
and the chocolate-flavored milk. 

It's difficult to understand how a rigid 
system, which ordained the same size 
helping for a 6-year-old and a 16-year-old 
ever was adopted in the first place. School 
lunch authorities ought to have checked with 
mothers a long time ago. 


Why divorce? 

Marriages with the least chance of 
success, according to statistics, are those of 
teen-agers, often performed in haste and 
with a child on the way. Divorces in such 
cases are commonplace and usually occur 
within a few years after marriage. But 
figures now show that there are an in¬ 
creasing number of divorces of couples who 
have been married twenty years or more. 

The reasons are varied. No-fault divorce 
laws in some states make it easier. The 
stigma attached to divorce, especially for 
women at one time, is much less. Men and 
women live longer today so that, once the 
children have left home, there are years 
ahead to face as individuals or together and 
the past has left its impact. 

But probably the major reason for the 
change is the new emphasis upon women's 
rights and opportunities for a second career 
after homemaking. 

The tendency of some middle-aged men to 
seek younger wives when their own have 
become chubby and unexciting and can talk 
only formulas and curtains has become 
almost a cliche' in American life. To some 
extent it still exists. But the real pressure 
for changes in lifestyle today apparently is 
coming from the middle-aged woman, 
looking for new respect, new work, new 
friends and responsibilities. 

To some extent she may be misled. An 
assembly line job is hardly more rewarding 
than doing the household dishes and laundry, 
although the conversation may be more 
varied. Salaries are seldom high for the 
woman unprepared and uneducated for a 
career. Loneliness and doubts are common. 
The same is true for some men who find the 
expense and confusion of a wife of a 
different generation outweighing the 
expected benefits. 

In the last two of three decades attitudes 
toward marriage, divorce, the roles of hus¬ 
band and wife have changed immensely. 
Certainly somewhere along the way the con¬ 
cept of ‘grow old along with me. the best is 
yet to be." has been forgotten. 

The high rate of divorce — almost one in 
three — may really reflect the fragmented 
and transient nature of current living con¬ 
ditions in the United States, rather than any 
deep moral trend.

Black joblessness affects everyone

NEW YORK — In its recent assault upon the Carter 
administration, the two-day summit conference of black 
leaders was not addressing itself to problems that are 
peculiarly "black." They were talking about an all- 
American problem: unemployment 

For that reason, it is almost unfortunate that one of the 
conferees—Rev. Jesse L Jackson of Chicago—charged 
Carter with "callous neglect" That iristic phrase was 
picked up by the media to enliven the dramatic clash bet¬ 
ween the president and the people who composed his first 
and most loyal troops In the Democratic primary contest 
for the presidency in 1976. But in making the issue one of 
persona] conflict between the White House and the black 
people, the real purpose of the “summit" rally has been 
distorted 

"There was a universal agreement on jobs," said Vernon 
E. Jordan, whom The New York Times describes as 
quarterback for the blacks. “It was the overriding issue 
Monday. It is the overriding issue of the 70s." 

By putting the issue this way. Jordan lays the foundation 
for a political coalition that reaches out far beyond the 
confines of the ghetto. Not surprisingly, AFL-CIO President 
George Meany was among the first to join in "sympathy." 
He declaimed that the "greatest crime being committed 
today is being committed against the black community, 
against the black teenagers and the white teenagers," 


where the jobless rate is double and triple that for adult 
white males—who are also hurt by our dragging recession. 

The black community - despite the progress of the '60s 
and 70s - still lives at the fringes of our economy. And when 
the edges fray - as they do in our present recession - black 
employment and earnings are shredded. 

In a weighty tome entitled "Five Thousand American 
Families: Patterns of Economic Progress," The Survey 
Research Center at the University of Michigan’s Institute 
for Social Research concludes that black family well-being 
was extremely sensitive to the ups and downs of the 
economy. "Blacks," they found, "benefited more from 
favorable economic conditions than similarly situated 
whites," but blacks also suffered more from unfavorable 
conditions than did whites. 

In their scholastic jargon, they concluded that "the 
estimated elasticity of family money income with respect to 
the GNP (Gross National Product) was approximately 
unity for black households and considerably less for white 
households." In plain English, this means that black ear¬ 
nings are in a one-t£H>ne relationship (unity) with the 
economy: they bounce with every bump and dip of our 
national output. 

That's why a recession that hurts the whole country hurts 
blacks even more; they vibrate with every vibration. 

That’s also why the black problem cannot be separated 
from our national problem.

What happens to check bouncers?

WASHINGTON - When we were last 
reading in our newspapers about Mr. 

Greg Schneiders, the young man from 
Newton,Massachusetts Jimmy Carter 
once called his "main person" for advice 
and counsel, we were reading about how 
he was not going to get the White House 
Appointments Secretary job because he 
had personal financial problems. 

It seems that an FBI investigation of 
Schneiders revealed, among other things, 
that he had received unemployment 
compensation payments while operating 
a consulting business for restaurateurs in 
1975. And — this is my favorite in light of 
the Bert Lance flap — it was discovered 
that the employees of a Capitol Hill 
restaurant formerly operated by 
Schneiders were frequently given 
paychecks that bounced because in¬ 
sufficient funds were deposited. 
Evidently, Schneiders made the fatal 
mistake of overdrawing his account by 
only a few thousand bucks instead of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Anyway, all of this is water over the 
dam, as they say. ’. Somewhere along the 
line, as New York Times reporter James 
Wooten puts it, Schneiders was "vin¬ 
dicated," unofficially demoted, and given 
the title of White House Director of 
Special Projects. Up to now, as Wooten 
reports it, Schneiders has been working 
on things in which the president has not 
been "deeply interested," things like 
studying the efficiency of the White 
House mail room, examining regional 
federal centers, and putting together a 
youth energy conservation corps. 

It is this last project, ferreting out the

energy criminals in our midst, that has 
once again put Schneiders in the news. As 
Mr. Carter’s ex-main person explains it, 
herds of young volunteers would scour 
the nation "raising awareness and 
educating the general public on ways that 
energy can be saved." This would be 
accomplished by starting outside a house 
and checking off "energy problems" on a 
government-prepared list. The volunteer 
would then knock on the door to tell the 
occupant his or her outside energy 
conservation score and offer to go 
through the inside of the house to com¬ 
plete the survey.

President Carter is spending every 
minute he can spare from Bert Lance's 
little problem polishing up his tax reform 
package, and the word is there’ll be 
plenty of plums for us all. 

It will be at least a year before we can 
enjoy them, of course, but the folks who 
claim to understand these things say 
there'll be income-tax cuts for almost 
everybody. And business, too.

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reaction to this hare-brained scheme, as 
it should have been, because the idea 
would result in exactly what Schneiders 
says it wouldn’t. 

The Washington Post, in an editorial 
headlined "Lord of the Storm Windows,” 
says: "Our own first impression hovered 
somewhere between the 13-year-old 
Chinese cultural revolutionaries of 
another age and that swell gang from . 
’Lord of the Flies.’.... When you get right 
down to it, what’s so voluntary about 
having somebody else’s kid poking 
around your premises, inspecting your 
weatherstripping and busying himself 
with your car tires — uninvited?” 

The Washington Star expressed similar 
editorial sentiments, wondering if the 
whole thing isn’t a joke. The Wall Street 
Journal quotes one official who sent 
Schneiders "a blistering memo" as 
saying: "It’s crazy." A White House 
official is reported as declaring: "I think 
we can still kill this one." 

Well, let’s hope so because if ever a 
White House project deserved death this 
one is a prime caidate. What. Schneiders 
seems to haveforgotten, if he ever knew 
it, is that in drafting the Declaration of 
Independence, one of the "long train of 
abuses and usurpations” cited by our 
Founding Fathers was that in seeking to 
perpetuate his "absolute despotism" 
King George had “erected a multitude of 
New Offices, and sent hither swarms of 
Officers to harrass our People, and eat 
out their substance." 

In this particular instance, President 
Carter ought not to let history repeat 
itself unless, of course, he desires to meet 
the same fate as the late lamented king. 


2. Figure out where that puts you on the 
tax-bracket charts. 

3. Subtract $750 for everybody in your 
family who depends on you for support.

They never will, of course. That’s the 
kind of tax form people can understand, 
and where would the government be if 
everybody could figure out what it’s up 
to?

leave 90 percent open space in 
Ward 8 potentially available 
for housing. 

The input and interest of the 
residents of south Newton are 
surely available now to help in 
the creation of an appropriate 
comprehensive land use plan 
for Ward 8.

according to State Rep. Peter 
Harrington. The total assets allowable 
would be reduced from $20,000 to $17,000, 
but the value of the home would be ex¬ 
cluded. 

Another change in taxation will be 
voted on by the electorate in November, 
1978, according to Harrington. On the 
ballot will be a question allowing the 
legislature to set up categories of 
property, such as farmland, residential 
land, business and industrial land, each 
of which could be assessed by the com¬ 
munities in different ways. 

The recent one-year delay is to be used

Mayor Mann made public 
safety an issue in this cam¬ 
paign when he unilaterally 
"unfunded" 12 firefighters in 
the budget submitted to the 
Newton Board of Aldermen 
last year, mayoral candidate 
Richard J. Bullwinkle said this 
week. 

"In retrospect, it seems to 
me that the mayor and his staff 
have taken over the 
management of the Fire 
Department, rather than 
letting the chief and his 
capable staff perform their 
responsibilities for fire 
safety,” the candidate said. 

"The community selected by 
the mayor to be denuded of its 
fire protection was Nonan- 
tum," Bullwinkle said. "This 
was an interesting selection 
because when one reads the 
fire insurance report it lists the 
reasons a piece of firefighting 
equipment is essential in the 
area,” Bullwilnkle said. 

"The Nonantum community 
was selected by the mayor for 
the single reason it presented 
the least political liability to 
the incumbent,” the candidate 
charged. 

"On the campaign trail one 
hears the phrase ‘quality of 
life' and it means many things 
to many peole," Bullwinkle 
observed. “In Nonantum it 
means freedom from fear and 
anxiety of their fire safety." 

"If the incumbent is retur¬ 
ned, I wonder which com¬ 
munity will have its fire 
protection lessened in a bid to 
balance next year’s budget?” 
he asked. 

"There is no question in my 
mind that Nonantum’s public 
safety was balanced off against 
economic considerations. 

"If it were my responsibility, 
I would restore the pumper in 
Nonantum," Bullwinke said. 

HARRINGTON 

Mayoral candidate Peter F. 
Harrington believes the ad¬ 
ministration has misled 


citizens by increasing the tax 
rate by only $1.60, he indicated 
this week, more 

"This is big-city politics,” 
said Harrington. "Mayor Mann 
has been politically, not 
fiscally, motivated and has 
taken some questionable ac¬ 
tions to minimize the tax in¬ 
crease." 

He cited the mayor’s "efforts 
to cut expenditures over the 
past few years have led to a 
precarious situation the the 
Department of Public Works, 
the $1 million in state and 
federal grants used to hold 
down the rate instead of for 
special projects as they ere 
intended and the elimination of 
city employees while the ad¬ 
ministrative personnel level 
remains the same or increases. 

"The mayor has watched the 
number of city workers 
decrease by more than 100, cut 
the police force by 35 officers in 
three years and eliminated 13 
fire department personnel this 
year, yet we have watched 
taxes go up and up, and all this 
with a decresase in city ser¬ 
vices ," Harrington said. 

"The mayor created six new 
administrative positions in this 
year’s budget. During his two 
terms, the mayor has in¬ 
creased the number of 
supervisors and ad¬ 
ministrators while reducing 
the number of people being 
supervised." 

COHEN 

Mayoral candidate Eliot 
Cohen, responding to criticism 
of his most recent campaign 
brochure, issued the following 
statement: 

"It is unfortunate that the 
sound plan recently put forth 
by me concerning im¬ 
plementation of revaluation 
has met with so much political 
rhetoric. It was not my intent 
to infer that the mayor ordered 
revaluation. I am clearly 
aware that it was court- 
mandated. 

"My plan intended to point 


out significant differences in 
the Implementation of that 
court mandate and the most 
significant differences between 
that acceptable to the current 
administration and that which 
is otherwise aceeptbale to both 
the courts and sound assessing 
practices. 

"When the court speaks of 
100 percent valuation, it does 
take into account the higher the 
assessment, the lower the fair 
market value the property 
becomes. For that reason, 
most Massachusetts com¬ 
munities have appraised their 
properties between 80 and 82 
percent of fair cash value to 
take into account the Im¬ 
mediate dimunution in market 
value created by 100 percent 
appraisals. 

"Why then should Newton 
recommend a 97 percent ap¬ 
praisal when other com¬ 
munities have had accepted 
plans calling for 80 percent? 

"I also recognize that in 
some communities it does not 
matter if the appraisal is 80 
percent or 97 percent for the 
ultimate tax dollars may be the 
same. 

"However, it does matter in 
Newton. For years I have been 
contending that our business 
properties have not been 
properly assessed, nor are they 
paying their equitable share of 
taxes. The Newton Board of 
Assessors admits this, for the 
fiscal 1978 tax year. They 
added $10 million to the city’s 
tax base by updating old 
business assessments. This 
increase may be but the tip of 
the iceberg. 

"Emphasis should be on 
what is right for Newton. We 
should not permit a good plan, 
with residential tax savings, to 
be attacked by those whose 
only interest is the reelection of 
the present mayor,” Cohen 
said. 

FLEISHMAN 

Sandra Fleishman, can¬ 
didate for School Committee 


from Ward 7, this week was 
critical of statments made by 
her opponent, the incumbent. 

"The 1977 budget is a prime 
example of budgeting 
procedures at the lest level, " 
She said. "My opponent’s pride 
in this document leaves one in 
wonderment, since those fiscal 
plans were drawn without 
regard for program or staffing 
needs. 

"On the issue of school 
closings: There is no long- 
range master plan. My op¬ 
ponent has cost the taxpayers 
of this community $200,000 in 
the delay of closing Memorial 
School’” she said. 

Mrs. Fleishman also charged 
it was inaccurate to say the 
current School Committee is 
responsible for development of 
curriculum guidelines for 
grades K-9, saying they were 
"ready for printing" during the 
past two years. 

She said the present com¬ 
mittee has "blockaded 
channels of community input 
by confining public comment to 
token participation.” 

"Competence and honesty 
are key requisites for in¬ 
dividuals who serve on the 
School Committee and who are 
models for our children," Mrs. 
Fleishman said. "It is critical 
to bring those qualities to the 
School Committee now and end 
the present era of half-truths, 
innuendos and deceptions of 
the public."

$12m computer business 
to relocate in Newton 


CallData Systems, Inc., a 
multimillion dollar subsidiary 
of the Grumman Corp., is 
moving its headquarters from 
New York to Newton, Grum¬ 
man president Joseph Gavin, 
Jr., Mayor Theodore Mann and 
Gov. Michael Dukakis an¬ 
nounced this week. 

It will locate at 25 Wells Ave., 
in the Newton-at-128 office 
park, eventually taking over 
the entire building occupied by 
the American Textile Co. 

According to Mayor Mann, 
CaltData will employ 150-200 
people, most of whom will be 
new employees. 

Mann said CallData intends 
to add $1 million to the value of 
the building, and will install 
data processing equipment 
worth $10 million, increasing 
the city’s tax base. 

American Textile Co., which 
employs 100 people in Newton, 
is leaving the city and possibly 
the state. The firm also em¬ 
ploys 30 people in Dedham. 

Allen Wyett, American 
Textile president, said this 
week the company is moving 
because more room is needed 
and there is not a 15-acre 
parcel of industrially zoned 
land in Newton. 

He is considering moving out 
of state because "the state tax 
situat on is making us give a 
good nard look elsewhere." 

CallData chose 
Massachusetts because of the 
state's "highly trained work 


force, excellent market for 
data processing services, and 
sophisticated communications 
and transportation network 
necessary for our national 
operations,” Grumman’s 
president said. 

Mayor Mann said CallData’s 
move to Newton shows con¬ 
fidence in this community. He 
pointed to other large cor¬ 
porations, such as General 
Cinema and Massachusetts 
General Life Insurance Co., 
which have located their 
headquarters in Newton. 

CallData is expected to start 
moving into the American 
Textile building this winter, 
occupying 18,000 sq. ft. of the 
70,000 sq. ft. building. The full 
move should be complete by 
next winter, Wyett said. 
CallData has arranged to buy 
the building at 25 Wells Ave. 

CallData, which has $12 
million in sales annually, 
provides computer services to 
industrial, financial and in¬ 
surance companies across the 
country, specializing in 
merchandising, management, 
engineering, finance and law. 

Its parent corporation, 
Grumman, has annual sales of 
more than $1 billion and is a 
major producer of military 
aircraft. 

American Textile Co. 
President Wyett had a word of 
praise for Land Use Chairman 
Eliot Cohen, who he said was 
"instrumental" in getting land 


use problems worked out for 
the new occupants. 

The move will require ap¬ 
proval by the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee because of new 
electrical transformers being 
needed.

Michael Dukakis to call for an 
investigation of the con¬ 
troversy regarding the 
Childhood Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Program, an in¬ 
vestigation is under way by the 
Governor's Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to the Childhood Lead 
Poisoning Prevention Program 
and a private group, the Mass. 
Advocacy Center. 


On July 28,19 staff members 
of the Childhood Lead 
Poisoning Prevention Program 
publicly charged Com¬ 
missioner of Public Health 
Jonathan Fielding and 
Program Director Richard 
Clapp with incompetence and 
lack of strong commitment to 
enforcement of the Lead 
Poisoning Prevention Act. As a 
result, the 19 staff members 
were discharged. 

DeNucci, a member of the 


legislature’s Health Care 
Committee said, “I've been 
assured by the governor’s 
office that the investigation 
conducted by these two bodies 
will be fair and thorough, with 
adequate opportunity for all 
sides to present their views." 

DeNucci and other members 
of the Health Care Committee 
have requested that all in¬ 
formation and material 
relative to the investigation be 
forwarded to the committee.

Newton’s first senior citizen 
hot-lunch site opened Wed¬ 
nesday, Sept. 21, at the 
Newtonville Senior Drop-In 
Center, 41 Austin St., Mayor 
Theodore Mann announced this 
week. 

The program has been 
designed for elderly residents 
of the city, age 60 and over, and 
will provide a nutritious 
noontime meal. Meals will be 
served Monday through 
Friday. Only those people who 
are able to pay will be asked to 
make a 50 cent donation for 
their lunch. 

The mayor said, "Serving 
the daily hot meal is only one 
aspect of the program. Another 
objective is to get the elderly 
out of their homes and into a 
congregate setting where they 
can socialize as well as receive 
any necessary supportive 
services."

All senior citizens who wish 
to take advantage of the hot 
meals program will be 
required to make a reservation 
at least 24 hours in advance of 
the day they will attend.

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Privacy laws being modified

Legislation to balance 
potential conflicts between 
individual rights of privacy 
and the need to make certain 
information available to the 
public was passed by the House 
last week and is now before the 
Massachusetts Senate. 

The bill, which includes 
amendments to the Fair 
Information Practices Act, the 
Criminal Offender Records 
Information Law, and the 
Public Records Law, is 
designed to clarify some 
ambiguities in the original 
laws. 

"We want to make clear that 
the right of privacy is not an 
absolute but must be ac¬ 
commodated with other 
societal interests,” said 
Privacy Commission Chair¬ 


man David J. Mofenson (D- 

Newton). 

One proposed change would 
narrow the current Public 
Records Law privacy ex- 
ception by exempting from 
public disclosure only those 
documents that would cause an 
"unwarranted" invasion of 
personal privacy. The current 
law exempts disclosure of all 
documents which in any way 
invade a person’s privacy. 
"The insertion ’unwarranted’ 
into the language of the law 
will aid people in the un¬ 
derstanding of how conflicting 
interests between individual 
privacy and the public's right 
to know should be considered," 
said Mofenson. 

The bill also expands the 
categories of agencies and 


individuals that could be 
certified to have access to 
Criminal Offender Records 
Information. 

Under the bill now before the 
Senate, a procedure is 
established whereby any 
agency or individual may have 
access to criminal offender 
record information where it is 
reasonably demonstrated that 
the public interest in knowing 
the information clearly out¬ 
weighs the interest in security 
and privacy. 

"This balancing test ap¬ 
proach is broad enough and 
flexible enough to cover a 
multitude of situations, in¬ 
cluding the much publicized 
bus driver incident earlier this 
year," Mofenson said.

State Rep. Lois G. Pines (19- 
Newton), opposing Boston 
Edison's request for $69.5 
million in rate increases, 
likened Edison's frequent 
requests to a leaky bucket, 
because "no matter how much 
consumers pay, still more is 
demanded." 

If approved, the rate in¬ 
crease would add 16 percent to 
the average residential bill, 

Pines said. 

At a meeting of the state 
Department of Public Utilities 
last week, Pines said, "The 
company has testified that it 
needs the increase to rescue it 
from its financial problems, 
but the blame for these 
problems is misplaced. It is not 
the DPU’s failure to authorize 
rates sufficiently high to 
permit effective operation, as 
Boston Edison claims. Rather, 
it is clear that the company has 
failed to maximize the ef¬ 
ficiency of its entire 
operation." 

The Edison increase request 
is tied to the company's 
inability to fund capital im¬ 
provements, especially the 
construction of the proposed $1 
billion Pilgrim II nuclear 
power plant. The plant, 
company officials state, is 
critical if future energy needs 
are to be met 

"Edison has cited increases 
in peak demand for the need to 
construct new generating 
facilities," Pines said. “It 
states that it supports con¬ 
servation, but that con¬ 
servation cannot curtail peak 
demand. Despite such claims, 
the company has done little to 
institutionalize conservation. 

Just one example is the 
company’s past refusal to 
encourage the use of energy- 
efficient Lucolux street¬ 
lighting systems. It took a 
great deal of effort to get 
Boston Edison to establish 
rates for the use of these 
energy-efficient lights. 

"The company," said the 
Newton Democrat, has done 
little to flatten the peaks of 
demand, which would preclude 
the necessity for costly major 
construction. Overall 
generating capacity com¬ 
fortably meets demand 
"Boston Edison has com¬ 
mitted itself to the Pilgrim II 
Project. Its expansion plans 
have weakened its ability to

attract new capital to fund the 
questionable plan. Nuclear 
power, in general, is a highly 
debatable energy source, and 
the Pilgrim II plant is 
especially so. The company’s 
allegedly deteriorating 
financial position is the result 
of its own policies, and not the 
"low" rates it is permitted to 
charge. Its inability to attract 
new capital is a product of its 
own actions," she stated. 

“Opponents of this rate 
request do not question Boston 
Edison’s right to earn a 
reasonable profit. Every 
legitimate business has that 
right, but it can only be ac¬ 
complished through the 
responsible and efficient 
conduct of its affairs. Boston 
Edison, because of its status as 
a monopoly, has a special duty 
to function with care, and must 
be scrutinized more carefully 
than other businesses which 
operate within the controls of 
competition. 

“The central issue in this 
case is whether or not the 
consumer should bear the 
burden of supporting Boston 
Edison’s questionable policies 
and investments.

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Newton Area Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act

Newton Area CETA has 
$541,461 available for Youth 
Employment and Training 
Projects (YETP). These 
projects should provide a 
variety of services to low- 
income in-school and out-of- 
school youth (aged. 14-21), 
including work experience, 
career exploration, on-the-job 
training, classroom training, 
counseling and other sup¬ 
portive services, Mann said. 

Newton Area CETA is also 
soliciting proposals under the 
Youth Community Con¬ 
servation and Improvement 
Projects (YCC1P). These 
projects should provide con¬ 
structive work experience for 
unemployed out-of-school 
youth (aged 16-19) in labor- 
intensive projects having 
lasting, tangible and beneficial 
community impact. 

Proposals selected by 
Newton Area CETA will 
compete with proposals from 
17 other subgrantees for $1.6 
million in YCCIP funds in the 
Balance of State CETA Prime 
Sponsor area. The U.S. 
Department of Labor retains 
final approval of YCCIP 
Projects. 

The deadline for proposals 
for both programs is Oct. 11. 

Proposals will be reviewed 
by the Newton Area CETA 
staff and ranked by the new 
Youth Council of the Newton 
Area CETA Advisory Man¬ 
power Planning Board (AMP- 
B). Final review rests with the 
Balance of State Prime 
Sponsor Planning Council. 
Projects are expected to begin 
in the winter. 


Funding for both of these 
programs is available under 
two of the programs created by 
the Youth Employment and 
Demonstration Projects Act of 
1977. Massachusetts received a 
total of $13.3 million in YETP 
funds, and $2.9 million in 
YCCIP funds. 

Projects funded under YETP 
will emphasize basic education 
and job training with strong 
supervision of the participating 
youths. The program en¬ 
courages the involvement of 
local educational agencies. 
Community-based organiza¬ 
tions and other agencies that 
have designed effective 
programs with measurable 
positive results are encouraged 
to apply as well. The programs 
should emphasize the 
restructuring of jobs to en¬ 
courage upward mobility and 
the breaking down of sex 
stereotypes. 

The projects funded under 
YCCIP will emphasize 
programs for youths with 
severed difficulties in ob¬ 
taining employment (high 
school dropouts, minorities, 
offenders, etc.) by providing 
meaningful and well- 
supervised work experience 
which will enhance the youths’ 
long-term career prospects. 

Agencies eligible to apply to 
sponsor projects include local 
educational agencies, other 
units of local government, and 
community-based organiza¬ 
tions (public and private 
nonprofit). Sponsoring 
agencies must have at least 
two years' experience and 
demonstrated administrative 
capability in the operation of 
such projects. Minority and 
private nonprofit agencies are 
also encouraged to apply.

Folk 
center 
saves 
heritage 
of hills 

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Ark. 
rUPI) — A visit to the Ozark 
Folk Center in this north 
central Arkansas village is an 
eyeopener for city people in our 
fashion-conscious, affluent 
society. 

"A hill (country) woman was 
lucky to have one black dress, 
two work dresses, two aprons 
and one pair of shoes,” said 
Denise Valtz, who was minding 
the pioneer dress shop at the 
center the day I dropped in. 

Mrs. Valtz proudly showed 
off garments on display in one 
of a series of small cabins. 

The folk center, now four 
years old, is an outgrowth of 
the annual Arkansas Folk 
Festival that began in 1962. 

It is dedicated to preserving 
the cabin crafts, music and 
lore of the Ozarks and 
providing permanent work for 
local people such as Mrs. Valtz, 
dollmakers Jan Misenheimer 
and Oma Cooper, illustrator 
Jim Blackfeather Rose, wood- 
carver Euphie Stewart and 
Retha Brewer, who makes lye 
hominy from com. About 20 
regular educational demon¬ 
strations take place daily 
during the height of the 
summer season. 

Evenings, there is music and 
dancing in which the audience 
is encouraged to participate. 

Since the winter of 1976, 
private and group musical 
instruction have been offered 
with the help of a grant from 
the National Endowment for 
the Arts. 

The day I visited the center, 
Mrs. Valtz was making an old- 
fashioned apron on an old- 
fashioned treadle machine. 

"No pattern,” she said, in 
answer to my question. "We 
just measure. We have a book 
to make clothes for the girls 
who work here. I cut the pat¬ 
tern off an eyelet blouse." 

The books she refers to most 
often is "The Cut of Women's 
Clothes, 1600-1930” by Norah 
Waugh, published by Theatre 
Arts Books in New York City in 
1968. 

A hill woman’s traditional 
wedding dress was black 
sateen. 

"It had to be very practical,” 
said Mrs. Valtz, showing one 
with 16 tiny black buttons on 
the bodice. “She spent all her 
money on buttons and had to 
line the sleeves with flour 
sacks." 

Women also used flour 
sacking to make tablecloths 
trimmed with Battenberg lace 
handmade from feed sack 
string. They also used feed 
sack string for lace doilies. 
Nothing was wasted. Mrs. 
Valtz said they unraveled work 
socks and respun the thread to 
use for crocheted doilies. They 
used sugar sacks to make 
small articles. 

Everyday dresses were col¬ 
larless because people didn't 
have money for extra fabric to 
make something purely 
decorative. But courting and 
partying gowns often had 
capelets that helped keep the 
wearer warm as well as 
fashionable. 

In another cabin, Mrs. 
Misenheimer was making ap- 
plehead dolls and Mrs. Cooper 
was making cornshuck dolls, 
flowers and mushrooms. They 
are sold in the center's gift 
shop along with other exam¬ 
ples of hill people's skills: 
wooden toys, musical in¬ 
struments, cooking utensils, 
baskets, quilts, homemade, 
canned hominy and homemade 
soap, among other thigns. 

Applehead dolls have jute 
hair and wizened, weathered 
faces, "tanned" by oxidation 
and shrinkage under the heat 
and light of ordinary light 
bulbs. 

•Golden delicious is best," 
Mrs. Misenheimer said. "It 
dries better." She preserves 
the heads as her mother taught 
her, by filling the hollow where 
the core had been with a 
mixture of sulphur, lemon 
juice and salt. She carves the 
heads from fresh apples and 
uses powdered makeup on the 
faces after they have turned 
from pale yellow to light tan. 

Mrs. Cooper said she earns a 
good part of her income from 
cornhusk articles and quilts 
that she makes evenings at 
home in nearby Melbourne. 
Her mother taught her to make 
the dolls and flowers. She 
improvised the mushrooms 
from a picture she saw in a 
paper. The caps are made by 
covering egg carton cups with 
dampened shucks, and the 
stems are pieces of dried com 
cobs.

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Governor acts to prevent 
home insulation swindles 


Warning of the potential for 
•‘widespread and serious 
consumer fraud," Governor 
Michael Dukakis Monday 
announced a series of actions 
to help protect Massachusetts 
residents from unsafe and 
unscrupulous home insulation 
practices. 

In a recent State House press 
conference the governor an¬ 
nounced several steps to deal 
with the problem:

—The Office of Consumer 
Affairs, headed by Secretary 
Christine Sullivan, has asked 
the state attorney general to 
adopt specific regulations 
under the state Consumer 
Protection Act to prevent 
deceptive practices in the sale 
and installation of insulation 
material. A set of proposed 
regulations has been prepared. 

—The governor has directed 
the Energy Policy Office to 
give $40,000 to the state 
Building Code Commission to 
make a statewide study of 
whether insulation installers 
should licensed, and if so, what 
criteria should be established. 

—The Consumer Affairs 
Office has published a free 
brochure for consumers en¬ 
titled "Insulate Yourself 
Against Consumer Rip-Offs," 
pointing out various insulation 
fraud schemes and telling what 
to look for when buying in¬ 
sulation or hiring an insulation 
contractor. 

—Governor Dukakis has 
written a letter to the federal 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission urging the 
commission to move quickly to 
develop mandatory federal 
safety standards for the 
manufacture of insulation 
materials. 

Massachusetts energy of¬ 
ficials estimate the number of 
insulation firms in the Com¬ 
monwealth has doubled in the 
past year, and sales of some 
types of insulation have in¬ 
creased 10-fold in that time. 
The FEA says that nationwide, 
homeowners installed in¬ 
sulation at an annual rate of 4.8

million homes a year during 
the first half of 1977. 

Insulation dealers in 
Massachusetts and across the 
nation are reporting the 
sharply rising demand has led 
to a shortage of supplies of all 
types of insulation. Governor 
Dukakis noted President 
Carter's proposed tax in¬ 
centive for homeowners to 
install insulation will intensify 
the demand and supply 
problem. 

The Governor stressed the 
actions are not directed at the 
“hundreds of reputable in¬ 
sulation dealers who have 
served the public well. We're 
trying to keep disreputable 
people out." 

Secretary Sullivan said that 
workers with the state Energy 
Policy Office who are con¬ 
ducting "energy audits" of 
people's homes have reported 
that some insulation packages 
are not adequately labeled, and 
some installers apparently are 
claiming to install one grade of 
insulation but are really in¬ 
stalling another. 

She noted one case still under 
investigation where an in¬ 
sulation dealer apparently 
attempted to substitute 
cellulose insulation that had 
not been treated for flame 
retardation, in place of treated 
"Class 1” cellulose called for in 
the homeowner’s contract. 

Nationwide, a number of 
manufacturers of cellulose 
insulation have testified at 
federal hearings that some 
people are grinding up waste 
paper and selling it without 
treating it for fire retardation. 

Secretary Sullivan said the 
state also is beginning to hear 
reports that some dealers are 
overestimating fuel savings to 
customers, recommending 
insulation be installed where 
none is needed, or installing 
insulation improperly with 
resultant moisture and ef¬ 
ficiency problems. 

The petition to the Attorney 
General spells out suggested 
requirements to prevent such 
fraud. It also calls for a written 
agreement between the con¬ 
sumer and the insulation 
dealer prior to installation, 
specifying what work is to be 
done, the materials to be used, 
the price, and a guarantee 
against defective materials or 
workmanship.

Weekend-sentence bill 
awaits governor's OK

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The Massachusetts 
Legislature has given final 
approval to a bill authored by 
Sen. Jack Backman which will 
provide for weekend sentences 
for offenders. The bill is now on 
the governor’s desk awaiting 
signature. 

Under the Backman bill, 
persons who are convicted for 
'the.first time and sentenced for 
a period of one year or less will 
be eligible to serve their 
sentences in wholwyun part on 
weekends and legal holidays. 

Should a person serving's 
weekend sentence commit a 
subsequent crime, their special 
sentence would be rescinded 
and they would be required to 
serve the remainder of their 
sentence consecutively. 

Sen. Backman stated, "This 
bill is the culmination of three 
years work. It was supported 
by many citizens groups, as 
well as Kep. David Mofenson, 
who guided the bill through the 
House. 

"This bill, when signed into 
law, will allow persons who 
commit misdemeanors to 
retain their jobs, stay in school 
or remain with their families. 

"Weekend sentences are but 
another step in the movement 
for alternatives to in- 
acceration in prison and to 


allow offenders to reorient 
themselves to society." 

Three years ago the concept 
of pretrial diversion for 
youthful offenders was given 
its initial impetus by the 
Human Services Committee, 
Backman said, and the state's 
correctional system is moving 
toward an alternative system. 

The parole board has already 
instituted a victim-restitution 
program that allows for 
compensation to victims as a 
condition of earlier release 
from prison and is ex¬ 
perimenting with programs 
where offenders contract to 
accomplish vocational and 
rehabilitation goals in prison 
as a precondition to early 
parole. 

"I intend to file legislation 
for the 1978 session which will 
provide for other alternatives 
to prisons for persons who 
commit nonviolent crimes," 
Backman said. "In areas 
where alternatives have been 
attempted, some of these 
programs have proved suc¬ 
cessful and enlightening to 
both the criminal and the 
victim, who have often met 
face to face under supervision 
to work out agreements that 


help both the victim and the 
aggressor. 

"One need not be sym¬ 
pathetic to criminals in order 
to recognize the need for these 
programs. At the present time, 
over 80 percent of all convicted 
offenders are back on the 
streets within one year of 
sentencing. If we wish to make 
the streets safe for our 
families, we must develop 
programs that make law of¬ 
fenders into useful and 
productive human beings,” 
said Sen. Backman.

Dear "J", here are some delicious recipes 
for various kinds of rum cake including one 
with yogurt. The other recipes you asked for, 
Fudge Sundae Cake and Neapolitans will be 
appearing next week. 

RUM CAKE 
2 cups sifted cake flour 
2 teaspoons double acting baking powder 
*4 teaspoon salt 

teaspoon baking soda 
cup butter or margarine 
*4 cup granulated sugar 
2 egg yolks, unbeaten 

1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
h cup orange juice 

White rum (3 tablespoons) 
l i teaspoon almond extract 
*4 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 egg whites 

cup granulated sugar 
U 2 cups walnuts, chopped 
Grease, then line with wax paper, bottoms 
of two 9 inch layer cake pans. Heat oven to 350 
degrees F. Sift flour, baking powder, salt, 
baking soda, and set aside. In a large bowl, 
with electric mixer at medium speed, mix 
butter until light; add “4 cup sugar gradually, 
mixing until very light and fluffy. 

Add egg yolks, one at a time, beating well 
after each addition; add orange rind. With 
mixer at low speed, add flour mixture, 
alternately with orange juice, combined with 
three tablespoons rum; add extracts. 

In medium bowl, beat egg whites until soft 
peaks form. Gradually add V« cup sugar, 
beating constantly until stiff peaks form. 
Gently fold in batter into egg whites until 


well combined; turn into prepared pans. Bake 
25 min. Test for doneness, then cool. Split 
cooled cakes crosswise to make four layers in 
all. Sprinkle each with two tablespoons rum. 

NEW ORLEANS RUM CAKE 

Cake: 

l ! cup chopped pecans 
1 18 ounce package yellow cake mix 
4 cup cooking oil 

1 3*4 ounce package vanilla pudding (In¬ 
stant or non-instant) 

, *2 cup nun 
cup water 
4 eggs 

Grease and flour tube or bundt cake pan. 
Sprinkle nuts into bottom of pan. Mix other 
ingredients with electric mixer for two to 
three minutes. Bake at 325 degrees F. for 40- 
60 min. Pour hot rum glaze over cake while 
hot. Cool glazed cake in pan 30 min. and turn 
out. May be frozen. 

Glaze: 

1 cup sugar 
l 2 cup butter 
*4 cup rum 
V 4 cup water 

Place ingredients m small saucepan and 
boil 2-3 min. For a Rum Pound Cake, omit 
water in both cake and glaze. Use ^ cup rum 
in glaze. 

BABA RHUMCAKE 
4 cup butter or margarine 

2 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

2-*a cups all-purpose flour 
1 tsp. baking powder 
pinch salt 

1 cup natural whole-milk yogurt 

is cup finely chopped almonds or walnuts 

1 cup chopped candied fruit 

2 tbsp. orange rind or 1 tsp. orange extract 
Cream softened butter and sugar and beat 


in eggs. Blend in flour, baking soda and salt. 
Add yogurt, nuts and fruit and mix well. Bake 
in an unbuttered Bundt pan in a pre-heated 
375 degree F oven for 40 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted in the cake comes out 
clean. Cool on a rack and unmold. Serve with 
syrup. 

SYRUP: 

1 can orange juice concentrate 

1 cup honey 

2 tbsp. lemon juice 
4 cup dark rum 

Heat all ingredients in a saucepan, stirring 
until blended. Serve hot over cake slices.

4 cup dairy sour cream (from an S- 
ounce carton) 

1. Combine soup, cucumber, water¬ 
cress and green onion in large bowl of 
electric mixer; beat until mixture turns 
pale greea (Or if using an electric 
blender, whirl 1 can of soup at a time in 
the covered container and just slice in 
vegetables. Blender will do the chop¬ 
ping.)

An amazing thing has happened to a group of people in 
Roslindale. A parcel of land, overgrown and shabby, was 
donated by the city to residents to use for Victory Gardens. 
As the land was transformed into 65 richly productive plots, 
the lives of the gardners were also transformed. Working 
diligently side by side, they began to reach out to each other 
and develope a tremendous sense of community. 

Because they were enjoying the comraderie and the 
lively discussions about gardening, the group decided to 
form The Southwest Garden Club which now meets every 
three weeks. They are official "gardeneers,” an expression 
coined by E. Forest Hallet of Roslindale who is president of 
the qroup. 

Hallet, who was admissions officer for Northeastern 
University for 17 years, is retired—but only after putting 
up a vigorous struggle to remain employed. Once faced 
with the inevitable, Hallet's self image didn't change with 
his retirement 

He has kept so involved that he now has less time. 
Recently he painted his house from top to bottom and he 
estimates he has been spending 40-50 hours a week gar¬ 
dening in the Roslindale plot 

“I enjoy life and know many wonderful people...I am 
wealthy in my friendships,” he commented in his resonant 
voice. 

Proudly showing a reporter around the plot and iden¬ 
tifying each of the products being grown there, Hallet 
pointed out one owned by the Butler family. They have a 
house on the corner, he explained, and they “keep an eye on 
the garden.” 

The Butlers, "dad, mom, grandmother...and the boss of 
the family,” four year old Tommy faithfully tend the 
garden and have joined the garden club.

The fertile garden is a lovely sight Stakes with names 
mark each plot and the garden is made colorful by the 
marigolds and nasturtiums sprinkled around. These 
flowers, said Hallet, “have a pungency which keep bugs 
away.” Nearby there is a bulletin board, built by a mem¬ 
ber, where notes are exchanged. 


Despite their convenient location, and a low fence in¬ 
stalled around the garden, vandals have periodically gotten 
into the garden and tom down stakes or put dogs over the 
fence where they damaged crops running around. In the 
future, the club hopes to have the dty put up a higher fence 
and perhaps some lights. 

Looking ahead to next year, and hoping to expand the 
plots, the “gardeneers” are also concerned with weeds, 
both for their effect and for the appearance of the garden. 
During the tour, Hallet stopped to talk with one woman 
about how to get a negligent gardner to spruce up her area.

Hallet waved to Norman Lueck of Roslindale who was 
picking some of his vegetables. Lueck’s decision to garden 
came at the last minute and he “did all his planting in a 
single day, including spading and tilling.” His efforts paid 
off financially. 

Lueck noted that he “spent J28.75 on the garden” and with 
that investment, he estimates he has lowered his food bill 
"by $15-20 a week for a family of five.” As a result, he is 
anxious to get more plots next year and plans to begin 
canning food then. 

As the garden grew, the "gardeneer’s” pleasure also 
grew and ultimately picnics were planned on the site so that 
everyone could taste each other’s crops and prolong the 
sense of community.

The West Roxbury-

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Woman teaches Hong Kong cops 


NEWTON GRAPHIC 


HONGKONG (UPI)-Hong 
Kong cops are learning the 
ropes from a lady these days. 

Chief Supt. Hannah Calder- 
wood, as commandant of the 
police training school, "passes 
out" more than 2,500 officers of 
both sexes each year. In 
holding the highest rank ever 
attained by a woman in the 
Royal Hong Kong police force, 
she runs one of Southeast 
Asia's finest police training 
schooLs. 

And what's a nice lady like 
Miss Calderwood doing in a job 
like this? 

Aside from bearing good 
credentials, experience and 
capability, said Cmdr. Eric 
Blackburn of Personnel, "she 
adds a woman's touch to the 
place — brightens it up." 

Although the feminine charm 
she brings to the colony's pride 
is obvious, the tall 43-year-old 
Scotswoman takes a tough- 
minded approach to her recent 
appointment. 

Speaking of the stringent 


disciplinary requirements that 
begin in police training, she 
said: "Although we're often 
criticized for it, at the end of 
the day we can say, 'there's our 
man, he’s smart'." 

Tough and smart are what 
the large force with para¬ 
military capability has to be. 
In this British Colony of 4.7 
million persons, with half of its 
400 square miles uninhabitable 
islands, the uniformed men 
and women police one of the 
world’s most densely 
populated areas. 

Miss Calderwood links crime 
rate increases in the colony in 
part with unemployment and 
the breakup of the traditional 
Chinese family. 

"In the search for identity, 
young people don't always take 
the right way,” she said. 

Despite her high rank in a 
men's world, Miss Calderwood 
is not a feminist. “I’m not keen 
on ‘what a man can do a 
woman can do' thinking,” she 
said. "Men and women com¬ 


pete to a degree, but the most 
important thing is that they 
complement each other.” 

Although the 1,618 
policewomen on the 16,563- 
member force are unarmed, 
"the public has great respect 
for them," she said. "There 
never has been a woman on the 
force seriously injured.” 

Not hedging on the con¬ 
troversial question, Miss 
Calderwood said: "A woman's 
intuitive behavior can defuse a 
volatile situation. There have 
been Instances of funarmed) 
women (officers) disarming 
men." 

"And many men will tell you 
they won't join the force if they 
can't carry arms,” she said as 
an afterthought. 

Miss Calderwood hails from 
Glasgow, where she spent 11 
years on the Strathclyde peace 
force. 

When she came to Hong 
Kong in 1966, she held senior 
inspector rank or the No. 2 post 
of the women’s police Force. In 


1973, a year after policewomen 
were given equal pay for equal 
responsibility and were inte¬ 
grated into the regular force, 
she was appointed superin¬ 
tendent in charge of women 
police. 

For three years prior to her 
recent appointment she was 
chief staff officer of recruit¬ 
ment for the entire force. 

After hours ("What spare 
time?" she asked), she most 
enjoys tennis, music and "the 
quiet of the home." 

The men in her life? At the 
moment there are more than 
1,200, and although she didn't 
mention any one spedfidally, 
it was clear from her fellow 
officers that she has earned the 
admiration and respect of the 
thousands on the force. 

Although her grandfather 
and uncles were policemen, 
gymnastics was her first 
career choice. "Perhaps the 
fact that my first love didn’t 
work out was a blessing," she 
said.

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Midwest 
rock band 
has groovy 
style 

Polish up your rock ‘n’ roll 
shoes, boogie fans: Cheap 
Trick has arrived with what 
could easily be the best record 
of 1977. 

It's called "In Color'’ (Epic 
PE-34884) and if you're smart 
you’ll stop right here, go to 
your favorite store and buy it 
because listening to the 
music’s a lot better than 
reading about it. 

But If you insist on knowing 
more before you buy, here 
goes. 

Cheap Trick Is a Midwest 
band that plays no-jive power 
rock with precisely the right 
dash of visual and musical 
style to stand prominently 
apart from the current run of 
technically excellent but ut¬ 
terly unimaginative groups. 

If it's proof you want, rely on 
the judgment of Bennie M. 
Browns tein. 

Bennie is a limousine driver, 
a line of work that has put him 
In contact with a lot of 
musicians over the years. He 
knew all about rock 'n' roll 
before it had even acquired the 
name and he knows Chuck 
Berry — not EMs — was, and 
is, the true king. 

With this in mind, consider 
the implication of Bennie’s 
recent encounter with Rick 
Nielsen, who is Cheap Trick’s 
screwball mastermind and 
lead guitarist. 

Bennie wandered up, consid¬ 
ered Rick’s brim-up baseball 
cap, glanced at his ratty clip-on 
bow tie, perhaps even noted the 
IJpton tea bag safety-pinned to 
his resile shop cardigan — and 
said: 

"You know, you're the only 
white boy I ever saw* who could 
really play guitar." 

An exaggeration, to be sure. 
But strong evidence of Just how 
good Rick and.Ids band really 
are. 

A veteran session guitarist 
who has played more or less 
anonymously on dozens of hit 
albums over the past decade, 
Nielsen ran into bassist Tom 
Petersson, a fellow Midwester- 
. ner, in Europe about three 
years ago. They hit It off, 
returned home and got 
together with drummer Bun E. 
Carlos and singer Robin 
Zander — and Cheap Trick was 
born. 

Visually, the band divides up 
nicely. 

There are the Weirdos — Bun 
E. (short hair, thick glasses, 
white shirt and tie, baggy pants 
and an ever-present cigarette) 
and Rick (even shorter hair, 
cap, bow tie, cardigan with tea 
bag, big ears and a cultivated 
wild-eye look that would do 
justice to an inmate of 
Bedlam). 

And then there are the Pretty 
Boys — Tom (lean, cascading 
brown curls, square Jaw) and 
Robin (downright skinny, 
blond tresses, smooth-faced 
and almost innocent). 

They look more than a bit 
strange on stage, this biend of 
rock-star hip and out-of-kilter 
straight, a look accentuated by 
Neilsen’s wild leap6, his am¬ 
bidextrous guitar playing and 
his penchant for sailing dozens 
of guitar picks out Into the 
audience with remarkable ac¬ 
curacy. 

They’re great fun to watch 
and an absolute delight to hear 

live. 

But many bands can be 
entertaining in person without 
ever approaching the kind of 
rock ‘n’ roll perfection to be 
found on every track of "In 
Color." 

It’s the kind of an album that 
drives record companies nuts 
because they can’t decide 
which song to release first as a 
single. There are at least five 
strong possibilities, though "I 
Want You To Want Me" and 
"Southern Girls” (copping 
some Beach Boys licks and 
harmonies) seem obvious first 
choices. 

But there isn’t s bad track on 
the record and even the less 
obvious choices for radio 
airplay, like "Clock Strikes 
Ten’’ and "Big Eyes" sre 
nearly perfect pop construc¬ 
tions, using established forms 
without a hint of cliche. 

If you buy one hard rock 
album this year, make it Cheap 
Trick, "In Color.”

Looking at the spot where the modern world began 


1R0NBRIDGE, England 
1 UPI 1 — Stand upon a solid 
brick cube in Britain's 
museum of the year" and you 
can peer into the hole where 
the modern world began. 

The cube and its hole are 
what remains of Abraham 
Darby's first blast furnace. 

If any spot can claim to be 
the birthplace of the Industrial 
Revolution — that first explo¬ 
sion of modern technology - 


this is it 
"The Ironbridge Gorge was 
the scene of the remarkable 
breakthrough which led 
Britain to become the first 
industrial nation and the 
workshop of the world," says 
the Museum where Darby’s 
furnace is a star exhibit. 

"The area still retains much 
of the atmosphere of those 
momentous times." 

These days, that atmosphere 
and "a unique series of in¬ 
dustrial monuments" are in 
the care of the Ironbridge 
Gorge Museum, a vast new 
complex that sprawls across 
six square miles of a lovely 
wooded valley 150 miles west of 
London. 

The relics it preserves, said 
Museum Director Nell 
Cossons. are the "tangible 
marks of the beginning of a 
new civilization. 

"A thousand years hence," 
he said, "the archeologist and 
historian will identify them, 
catagorize them and possibly 
revere them the same way as 
we do the ancient cultures of 
the Mediterranean." 

That Is a giant claim. It 
begins to be justified as you 
move — preferably by car — 
between the ancient industrial 
sites which were left to 
moulder when the main 
railway network bypassed this 
valley in the 19th Century. 

The Ironbridge museum has 
five major sites — four are 
virtually independent 
museums — and several lesser 
ones dotted through the valley. 
The place to start is at Darby’s 
hole. 

Here at Coalbrookdale, 
where a century-old railway 
viaduct curves across the 
valley. Darby in 1709 first 
smelted iron using local coal 
instead of scarce charcoal for 
fuel 

It seems a tiny thing now. 
But it meant cheap, high-grade 
m iron was suddenly available, 
" and iron was the very stuff of 
the Industrial Revolution. 

One of the museum's major 
exhibitions is within the 
grounds of Darby' foundry — 
which swiftly mushroomed into 
the world's biggest. It 
describes how this whole valley 
exploded into "the most ex¬ 
traordinary district in the 
world.” 

Darby's foundry was the 
spark. The gorge's plentiful 
raw materials — even today 
you see signs of its coal mines. 
Iron ore, limestone and clay 
pits — fed an industrial 
complex like none the world 
had seen. 

The valley produced the first 
prefabricated building, the 
first iron rails — forerunners of 
all railroads — and the first 
iron boat. It cast the first iron 
bridge, which still spans the 
River Severn a bit further 
down the valley, and pioneered 
work on engines 

By 1800, in fact, "there were 
more steam engines within a 
five-mile radius than in any 
other area the same size in the 
world." 

But this progress had a price 
Move down the valley to the 
River Severn's edge and you 
find the cost tallied in a new 
museum display housed in a 
restored warehouse, built like 
a fantasy toy castle on the 
river’s bank. 

Today the steep-walled Iron- 
bridge Gorge is peaceful and 
green, clothed in trees and loud 
with the song of birds Then it 
literally looked like hell. 

"Coalbrookdale wants 
nothing but Cerebus to give you 
the idea of the heathen hell." 
exclaimed a visitor in 1800 
"Huge foundries, volcano-

like, send up flame and smoke 
into the air. discoloring nature 
and robbing the trees of their 
beauty," said another early 
visitor quoted In the warehouse 
display. 

Painters captured the 
valley's awesome energy and 
experts from all over Europe 
came to marvel and learn. 

Step outside the warehouse 
and Ironbridge’s most famous 
product comes Into view down 


the verdant valley. 

The iron bridge Itself, fin¬ 
ished in 1779, arches 
beautifully over the reflecting 
river. Its builders put it 
together with carpenters' 
woodworking joints — no bolts 
or screws — since they knew no 
other technique. 

The Iron Bridge was near 
collapse when the museum's 
flred-up experts and volunteers 
stepped in to restore it. 


This rescue was typical of 
Britain's new passion for 
"Industrial archeology" - 
preserving what remains of its 
trail-blazing Industry. 

All over the country en¬ 
thusiasts, mostly amateurs, 
and mostly volunteers, have 
restored and put on public view 
more than 200 antique mills 
and factories, canals and 
railroads. Ironbridge Is the 
most fundamental of these 


sttes. 

Open only four years. It won 
the 1977 museum of the year 
award for its innovations and 
its thrusting growth. The 
museum seems to be taking 
over the valley. 

It has Just restored the 
towering bottle kilns of the 
original Coalport porcelain 
works as a museum of the 
pottery Industry. 

At Bllsta Hill Is Its 42-acre 


open-air "retirement home” 
for industries moved from Just 
outside the valley and recon¬ 
structed In working order. 
Giant walking beam steam 
engines, a sawmill and printing 
shop, a day mine shaft with a 
steam-powered lift cage and a 
marvellously furnished toll¬ 
house from Britain's first 
turnpike are a few of its 
features. 

Elsewhere, the museum pre¬ 


serves a horizontal mine tunnel 
whose walls ooze tar, a section 
of canal finished in 1793, a 
scattering of pioneer blast 
furnaces. 

Also in the valley are 18th 
Century industrial villages that 
time has hardly changed. With 
a museum guide in hand you 
wander past ironmaster's 
mansions and workmen's 
cottages from the Darby 
family’s day. Quaint arched 


warehouses are smart shops 
now. Historic buildings are 
being renovated and put to 
modern use. 

But the museum's most 
impressive achievement 
■comes when you stand amid its 
seminal industries and reflect 
upon the modern, machine- 
filled world which has 
bypassed this quiet valley. 

"This," the museum says, 
"is where it began."

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Edwirsa Pepper's mountaintop is bastion against strip mining

KERMIT, W.Va. fUPI) - 
Edwina Pepper's innuence ex¬ 
tends far beyond a crude but 
comfortable stone and wood 
home atop Big Laurel Moun¬ 
tain — five miles, one hour and 
innumerable potholes from the 
nearest highway. 

Assisted by her twin grand¬ 
nephews, John and Michael 
Fanning, the 83-year-old 
woman has mobilized her 


mountain community against 
strip mining, while developing 
a unique community of home¬ 
steaders and artisans on her 
family’s 300-acre land trust. 

Mrs. Pepper has been Instru¬ 
mental in forming two groups: 
the 25-family Big Laurel 
Citizens Association and the 
eight-household community 
located on her 300-acre land 
trust. 


“This group of people here 
has finally decided we can do 
something together. We're 
fighting in our own little cor¬ 
ner," said Mrs. Pepper, who 
tends to philosophize while 
leaving specifics to the Fan¬ 
ning brothers. 

“We’re in the middle of 
massive coal development," 
explained Michael, a photogra¬ 
pher. "Roughly 45,000 acres 


have been taken for coal 
development, primarily for 
deep mining, but we’re not 
certain how much stripping." 

"We’re just a little island in 
the middle of a giant corporate 
land mass that’s going to be 
exploited to the fullest," added 
his brother, John. 

The two plan to present their 
case to the West Virginia 
Natural Resources Depart¬ 


ment, complete with 
photographs and text. 

The Fannings' argument 
notes stripping would endanger 
many homes and threaten the 
Marrowbone Creek watershed 
on Big Laurel. 

In addition, the Fannings 
argue, stripping would destroy 
the aesthetic appeal of the 
area, which adjoins Laurel 
Lake, a public hunting ground. 


Mrs. Pepper contends that, 
minus several hundred po¬ 
tholes, the road up 
Marrowbone Creek could be 
"the Skyline Drive of West 
Virginia.” 

"We would rather have 
tourists than have our moun¬ 
tains destroyed," Michael 
summed up. 

Ralph Nader, writing in 
Ladies Home Journal, has 


called Mrs. Pepper "an unsung 
heroine." The family’s activi¬ 
ties have also been publicized 
in National Geographic, Atlan¬ 
tic Monthly and the 
Washington Post, 

But the camera-shy woman 
will barely accept any credit 
for the vision that has spawned 
a nationally recognized anti- 
strip mining campaign, a 
monthly journal called the 
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Sliced Bacon

Mountain Call, a free moun- 
laintop school for Appalachian 
children and their parents, and 
— perhaps most important — a 
resurgence of pride among the 
West Virginians who dwell on 
the remote slopes of Big 
LaureL 

The daughter of a Logan, 
W.Va.. lawyer and politican, 
Mrs. Pepper has lived in 
Cincinnati, Oklahoma, New 
York, Pittsburgh, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and 
California as well as several 
cities in West Virginia. Her 
husband died during the 1930s, 
and she moved back to her 
native state during World War 

n. 

"I really wanted to write my 
father's life,” she said. "It was 
something to distract me. I had 
one son in the Pacific and one 
son in the Atlantic and they 
were both going through helL” 

She never wrote the book, but 
she did find The Knob - the 
patchwprk, ever-expanding 
home that has grown to Include 
a library, newsroom, 
darkroom and airy, half- 
finished kitchen. 

"You know Thomas Wolfe’s 
quotation, 'No one loves a 
home like a wanderer’?" she 
asked. "That's why I learned to 
love this home.” 

"Ed," as she is called by 
friends and relatives, receives 
yearly visits from her son 
Curtis, an author and former 
Newsweek correspondent who 
lives In Rome. Her other son. 
Jack, publisher of the Cali¬ 
fornia-based Desert Magazine, 
died two years ago. 

The Fanning twins and their 
parents moved to The Knob 
from Los Angeles 16 years ago. 
The story of their life there, 
from snowy three-mile hikes to 
the school bus stop to anti-strip 
mine lobbying in Washington, 
will be told in a book they are 
now writing with their great- 
aunL 

Both men, now 26, returned 
to The Knob after graduating 
from Marshall University in 
Huntington, W.Va., to take up 
Mrs. Pepper’s causes and 
publish the Mountain Call, 
subtitled “For the Mountains, 
the People, the Culture.” 

Brought together by the strip * 
mining fight, the Big Laurel 
Citizens Association went on to 
build the Big Laurel School of 
Learning, located on Mrs. 
Pepper's land trust and funded 
with contributions from busi¬ 
nesses, churches and the 
Public Welfare Foundation.' 

Sister Gretchen Shaffer, one 
of two teachers living above 
the school, said it has been 
valuable for children living.on 
top of the mountain, who used 
to fall far behind from missing 
school in Kermit during the 
winter. 

“1 have met several times 
with the parents to talk about 
the philosophy of the school," 
she said. "They want the 
school to be very person- 
oriented and they warn their 
children to be cognizant of the 
social issues around them." 

Sister Gretchen cited strip 
mining as one of those issues, 
adding, "Unless people can 
understand what’s happening 
to them, they have no control 
over it." 

The school, which is open to 
adults as well as its 15 students, 
offers academic subjects and 
crafts taught by local artisans, 
she said, with John scheduled 
to teach yoga and Michael, 
photography. 

Mrs. Pepper, who originated 
the idea for the school, now 
envisions a mountaintop 
village complete with a store, a 
woodshop, a print shop and 
other crafts outlets. 

She is also fostering a 
community within-a-communi- 
ty on her own land, which she 
advertises freely in the Moun¬ 
tain Call. Several households 
have taken up her offer for one 
or two acres and a 199-year 
lease. 

Scorning any suggesUon the 
enterprise resembles a collec¬ 
tive.

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'Stars of Autumn' filled 
with Indian and Greek lore 


New Wrinkle Theater 
has classes for elderly 


Starting Sunday, Sept. 25, the 
Hayden Planetarium at 
Boston’s Museum of Science 
presents "Stars of Autumn," a 
program highlighting celestial 
activity of the season. 

Fall is the seasBon when 
traditional lore about the skies 
Ls especially intriguing. 

The full harvest moon in 
September recalls American 
Indians welcoming the light 
that extended their harvesting 
hours. The full hunter's moon 
in October was named by the 
Indians in recognition of the 
additional time it gave them to 
stock their larders for the 
winter. 

The constellations visible in 
the evening hours in the fall 
recall Greek myths, such as 
the story of Pegausus, the 
flying horse, which forms part 


of the Great Square, the sky 
symbol for autumn. 

Another myth concerns 
Cassiopeia, the queen; and 
Cepheus, the king, whose 
beautiful daughter 
Andromeda, was saved from a 
monster by Perseus, who 
swept her off to safety in the 
sky. 

Within Andromeda is the 
Great Spiral Galaxy, the most 
distant object visible with the 
naked eye. The Planetarium 
points out that the galaxy is 
seen now as it actually ap¬ 
peared two million years ago 
because its light has taken that 
long to reach earth. 

In the early morning hours 
during late September, and 
early October, the annual 
meteor shower of the Orionids, 
composed of debris from 


Halley’s Comet, occurs, 
oeaking Oct. 21. 

In the same period is visible 
the planet parade of Mercury, 
Venus, Saturn, Mars and 
Jupiter. They are scattered 
across the southeast and 
eastern sky. 

Not visible, however, are the 
two Voyager probes now 
enroute to Jupiter to 
photograph that distant world 
and the two Viking spacecraft 
on Mars, which continue to 
make tests event though the 
temperature may drop to 100 
degrees below zero. 

"Stars of Autumn” is 
presented daily and Friday 
nights through Oct. 2 at a fee of 
50 cents above museum ad¬ 
mission. Children under 5 are 
not admitted to the 40-minute 
program.

Senate Majority Leader 
William M. Bulger, Senate 
chairman of the Commission 
on the Performing Arts, and 
Rep. Michael Paul Feeney, 
House chairman of the Com¬ 
mission, have filed legislation 
to amend the Massachusetts 
State Lottery laws with a 
special interest lottery for the 
arts. 


Designed so as not to infringe 
on the present lottery intake 
and to appeal to a lottery 
market with higher incomes, 
the arts lottery - would feature 
$6 tickets, weekly drawings, 
100,000 ticket maximum. 

TTie new lottery will net $10 
million to $12 million annually 
which would go to the arts in 
the Bay State. 

Two-thirds of the net profits 
would be distributed on a per 
capita basis to the cities and 
towns. Their local arts councils 
will allocate the funds to the 
cultural concerns of their 
communities. 

The remaining third of the 
net profits will be allocated by 
the Massachusetts Council on 
the Arts and Humanities for 
statewide projects and for 
projects in areas which have a 
heavy concentration of cultural 
activities, such as Boston and 
Cape Cod. 

The guidelines as to the use 
of the funds have been kept 
broad and would allow funding 
of all forms of conventional and 
non-conventional arts, 
educational arts programs,

Asks Cooperation 

Recreation Commissioner, Russell J. Halloran, is asking 
the cooperation of the public in preventing the vandalizing 
of bubbler heads on drinking fountains at playgrounds 
throught the City.

Money Matters 

RESPA 
and you

The Real Estate Settlement Procedure Act of 1974 
("RESPA"), a Federal statute, protects home buyers. We 
should be aware of RESPA since sooner or later it will 
proha bly affect a real estate tra nsaction for you. This is the 
second of a two part series on RESPA and you. 

SETTLEMENT COST INFORMATION 
RESPA covers most residential mortgage loan tran¬ 
sactions and it is designed to provide the home buyer- 
borrower with settlement cost information prior to the 
closing. And you’d better believe that is new and different. 
This gives you the ability to act in an enlightened and in¬ 
telligent way. You can compare costs from one lender with 
other loan opportunities. You know what items you're 
responsible for and for how much. And you are free to shop 
knowledgeably for better terms, conditions and the like at 
another banking institution if you can do better elsewhere. 

The settlement cost information is provided to the 
mortgage borrower in five simple chronological steps. 

1. Within three business days of making a loan application 
the leander must provide you with the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban Development guide for 
home buyers called "Settlement Costs and You . 

2. Also within that same three business day period the 
lender must supply you with a "Good Faith Estimate" of 
most but not all of the predicted settlement costs, Including 
estimates of the mortgage and finance data. 

3. Upon approval of the loan, the lender must give you a 
statement detailing two vital matters: (a) the true annual 
percentage rate of interest (the so-called "APR") on the 
loan and (b) the total dollar sum and composition of all the 
finance charges, both recognized and hidden. 

4. One business day before the actual closing you have the 
right to inspect the original settlement statement if you so 
request. No estimates now; the final figures shall be used 
insofar as they are available at this time. 

5. At the closing the completed "Uniform Settlement 
Statement" will be given to you. 

UNFAIR SETTLEMENT 
PRACTICES 

A chief consideration of Congress when it passed 
RESPA was to protect real estate consumers from "un¬ 
necessarily high settlement charges caused by certain 
abusive practices that have developed in some areas of the 
country." The leading "abusive practices" include those 
listed below. You should be conscious of them. 

-Kickbacks, Referrals, Etc. RESPA forbids anyone from 
giving or taking a fee, kickback or anything of value under 
an agreement that business will be referred to a specific 
person or organization. It also prohibits charging or ac¬ 
cepting a fee where no service or value has actually been 
rendered. 

Note, however, that this does not prevent agents, at¬ 
torneys, brokers or others actually performing a service 
from receiving a fee. 

-Title Insurance. The Seller may not require as a con¬ 
dition of the sale, that the buyer purchase title insurance 
from any particular title insurance company. The violation 
of this part of law will make the Seller liable to the Buyer 
for treble damages - three times the amount of all title 
insurance changes. 

-The Fair Credit Reporting Act If the terms of a mor¬ 
tgage financing have been adversely affected by a credit 
report of if a mortgage has been actually denied in such 
case, the loan applicant has the right to inspect the 
summary of that report free of charge. The accuracy of the 
report can also be challenged and corrections required to be 
made. This is extremely important since credit reporting 
agencies frequently base their credit evaluations on 
hearsay information and neighbors" views of your 
character, general reputation or manner of living. 

-Settlement Service Providers. Many financial in¬ 
stitutions have relationships with settlement service 
providers, such as attorneys, title insurers, title examiners 
and the like. Insofar as there are no kickbacks or conflicts 
of interest between these parties this may be sanctioned. In 
cases where such settlement service providers are required 
by the lender he must specifically designate them by name, 
address, telephone number and business relationship with 
the lender, if any. 

HOMEBUYER'S RIGHTS 

RESPA, therefore, adds up to a total of home buyer's 
rights. These rights have been discussed above. If you feel 
that you have been treated unfairly or that the law has been 
violated you have the right to file a complaint with HUD. 

Before filing the complaint, however, it is always 
recommended that you air that problem with the person 
involved. Start with the bank, broker or whomever, and 
attempt to iron out your differences. Should your good faith 
efforts of amicable settlement fail, then it is nice to know 
that you may have the right to bring a civil action in the 
U.S. District Court for the district in which the property is 
located. Your attorney must advise you regarding legal 
matters here, but you may keep in mind that other state or 
federal laws in addition to RESPA may have been violated. 

In Massachusetts, Chapter 184 of the General Laws, 
Section 17E provides the home buyer with additional rights 
by requiring that five statements are considered to be a 
part of the mortgage application. These statements give 
RESPA-type information plus contionary statements that 
the responsibility of the lender's attorney is to protect the 
lender’s interest not yours and that the borrower (you) 
may, at his own expense, engage his own attorney to protect 
his interests. 

TIPS. I have several suggestions to make that should help 
you save costs and minimize problems when the times 
comes for you to get a mortgage: 

1. Before you sign a purchase and sale agreement with a 
seller have an attorney examine the agreement. Better yet, 
let your attorney negotiate the deal for you and assist on 
arranging financing. It pays to have your own attorney 
representing you and you alone. 

2. At the time of the loau application request the Truth in 
Lx-nding Information, i.e. ADR and finance charges. 

3. Use the "Good Faith Estimates” as a device for 
shopping for the best and fairest deal. 

4. Determine and compare lender costs. Some lenders 
don't charge you for appraisals or credit reports. Also, 
determine requirements, if any, about life and disability 
insurance, late payment charges, prepayment penalties, 
reserved (escrow) accounts for taxes or insurance. 

5. Whether your mortgage application is approved or 
denied, it is always a good practice to request the summary 
of the credit report so that you may check it for accuracy, 
fairness and Ihe like. 

6. Find out whether the prospective lender will allow your 
attorney to handle the mortgagee services. Where this is 
allowed it always gives you an advantage and saves you 
money. 

The law is there to help you. Don't forget about RESPA!

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Move list says readers 
want a good story

WINTER PARK, FI*. OJPI) 
— Each morning a lean man 
with a graying beard runs 
along a stretch of dirt road 
lined with moss-draped oaks 
and wild peacocks. 

Wyatt Wyatt Jogs out of the 
neighborhoods and onto Genius 
Drive, a tranquil oasis in the 
middle of Winter Park. But 
Wyatt Isn't running for the 
scenery. He’s building his 
energy high enough to write. 

After running sli miles, 
Wyatt returns to his little white 
house, chums out S56 sit-ups 
and starts lilting weights. He 
mildly calls it a "fanatic 
workout." 

When it is done, Wyatt gets 
down to the sedentary business 
of writing. He is a storyteller, 
working between five and 10 
hours a day putting words 
together. 

His first book, a comic novel 
entitled "Catching Fire," has 
received favorable reviews in 
newspapers around the 
count /7 and he’s well into his 
second novel, “God’s Dog.” 

Wyatt is also a teacher, at 
Florida Technological 
University in Orlando. He 
teaches English but also 
developed one of the Country’s 
first courses on death and 
dying and has a new course 
called "Killing Time." 

Wyatt himself had a little 
time to kill this summer, 
because he wasn’t teaching, 
and decided to take a trip to 
West Texas before fall classes 
start. 

Before leaving, he said he 
was going "to do a little 
research in red neck bars” for 
his new book and maybe get in 
a few fights. 

"One always chances in West 
Texas bars getting beat up," he 
said. 

As a teacher, he’s concerned 
with the reading habits of a 


generation of kids who grew up 
glued to the television set. 

"They don’t read much and 
they don’t read very well. They 
are unaccustomed to reading. 

"They do not bring much of 
themselves to a book. A book is 
an act of sustained imagination 
in the creating of it and an act 
of sustained Imagination in the 
reading of It” 

He says the students are 
"accustomed to being passive 
before their entertainment. 

"It’s the difference between 
making love and watching 
someone undress in a win¬ 
dow." 

Blit, he says, readers are out 
there. "There are intelligent 
readers around. There are 
people who love good writing. 

He thinks more than just 
good writing has to go into a 
novel. 

"I think a lot of contempo¬ 
rary literature Is going to die. 
It has lost sight of the necessity 
to tell us a good story. 

He has a girlfriend at Emory 
Law School in Atlanta. "She’s 
blonde and pretty and looks as 
though she’s 16. When we go 
out, we incite stares and cries 
of corruption.” 

Wyatt poses himself a ques¬ 
tion he asks students In his 
death and dying course: if he 
had only six months to live, 
what would he do with the rest 
of his life? 

"I’d try to finish the book I’m 
on,” he said without hesitation. 

"Americans have a more 
than normal tendency to deny 
death,” he says. "We live In the 
future. We believe we will be 
able to do things in the future. 
The denial of death leads us to 
believe we have a future. 

"But once we admit the 
reality of death, we no longer 
feel confidence in the future. 
Our priorities take on greater 
importance. We choose more 
intelligently how we invest our

The Women’s Self Help 
Center here is trying to fill that 
need. It is much larger than 
any of the founders realized 
when they began the service 
last year, mainly as a 
clearinghouse for information 
on women’s rights. 

The administrative chores 
they thought the center would 
handle soon were pushed aside. 
They were too busy finding 
food, shelter, clothing and help 
for victims of physical and 
sexual abuse who flocked to the 
center day and night. 

"We found a growing aware¬ 
ness that nothing was being 
done for battered women," 
said Roslyn Sherman, one of 
the center's three founders. 
"We mentioned it on the news 
one day as one of the problems 
that we deal with, and the next 
day we got a flood of calls.” 

Sandy Baker, another foun¬ 
der, pointed out the paradox 
that lies at the heart of the 
issue: 

“If a man assaults a woman 
on the street, it’s a criminal 
matter. If her husband beats 
her in her own home, it's a civil 
matter and very hard to 
prosecute.” 

An abused woman may leave 
her husband under such cir¬ 
cumstances. But such a drastic 
change isn't easy when your 
self-esteem is low, and your 
prospects are few. 

“Everyone says, ’If she 
wants to leave, she can leave; 
what's the big deal?"’ Ms. 
Sherman said. "There’s no 
understanding. Often she’s told 
she must be doing something 
wrong in the marriage or her 
husband wouldn't be respon¬ 
ding this way." 

The sudden break is much 
harder when a woman must 
reshape her whole life and 
rethink the romantic notions 
she grew up with. 

“The sanctity of love and 
marriage and the family is 
seen as so strong that it’s going 
to take a long time to break 
through that attitude and see 
wife-beating as a crime," Ms. 
Sherman said. 

“Rape is a one-time type of 
crime, but marriage is sup¬ 
posed to be an intimate, loving 
relationship. It's hard to deal 
with or talk about when all this 
violence intrudes on it." 

A snickering attitude also 
prevails. It goes along with 
questions like, "Are you still 
beating your wife?" 

"People still have to laugh a 
few times before they can talk 
about it seriously," Ms. Sher¬ 
man said. 

The center recently moved 
from a suburban office suite to 
a nine-room, three-story home 
in the city's West End, cen¬ 
trally located for emergency 
services and its working-class 
clientele. 

The center relies heavily on 
donations for support. Five 
staff members were hired 
recently with a public grant. 
The bare light bulbs and 
mismatched and makeshift 
furnishings testify that money 
primarily goes directly to help 
the women who need it. 

The staff is badly needed, 
sometimes just to provide a 
balance to well-meaning 
friends, families and coun¬ 
selors who think the best thing

a battered wife can do is kiss 
and make up with her husband, 
although he may be bent on 
revenge or suddenly penitent. 

"A man will get out on bail, 
come back to his wife and say, 
•You think you had it bad 
before, wait until you see what 
you’re gonna get now,”’ Ms. 
Sherman said. "Divorce isn’t 
the whole answer in this case, 
and neither is a restraining 
order, because it can't be 
entorced until he does some¬ 
thing. 


"So often after a woman 
leaves, her husband will call, 
send her flowers, the whole bit. 
He'll say he's sorry, he's 
changed. Often her own family 
will tell her to go back, that her 
children shouldn't have to 
come from a broken home. 
What could be more broken 
than the violence they've 
already had'’" 

The center supports battered 
women ui whatever choices 
they make. But counselors 
admit they may think they've 


failed if a woman cnooses 
reconciliation over divorce be¬ 
cause statistics show beatings 
are likely to begin again. 

"These women have been 
dependent all their lives, and 
they could easily transfer that 
dependence to us if we let 
them," Ms. Sherman said. "We 
let them know we give them all 
the support we can if they 
decide to go on their own. 

"But it’s ultimately their 
decision, because It's 
ultimately their lives."

Windbreak can help 
heat or cool homes 


. Bv MICHAEL J. CONLON 
WASHINGTON lUPI I — A new 
government study has reaf¬ 
firmed the value of one of the 
most ancient energy savings 
devices, the windbreak. 

, While that type of shelter 
may have little relevance for 
back-to-back city houses, 
homes elsewhere with just a 
JitUe room and exposure to the 
direcUon of prevailing winter 
winds may benefit considera¬ 
bly. 

: The National Bureau of 
Standards study says an 
evaulation in South Dakota 
showed an electrically heated 
house protected by a wind¬ 
break used about 34 per cent 
less energy during the winter 
than a similar unprotected 
house in the vicinity. 

A second study in Nebraska 
showed 23 per cent savings for 
the protected house. In both 
cases, internal temperatures of 
70 degrees were maintained. 

Here are some points the 
study makes about windbreaks 
bf trees, slatted fences or 
whatever: 

• The most effective location 
for a windbreak is upwind a 
distance of one and a half to 
two and a half times the height 
of the building. At this distance 
the wind will be deflected up 
and well over the building, 
reducing the pushing action on 
the building's windward side 
and pulling action on its 
leeward side. 

"A windbreak is more effec¬ 
tive if it allows part of the wind 
to penetrate. A solid windbreak 
creates a low pressure area on 
its leeward side with ... strong 
eddy currents. These may be 
as.destrjctive as direct wind in 
eroding the still air film at the 
surface of the window. 
Allowing a portion of the wind 
to pass through the windbreak 
tends to relieve this leeward 
suction, 

' Prevailing winter winds 
come from a different direction 
than prevailing summer winds 
in much of the United States. 
Therefore, a windbreak can be 
placed to divert winter wind 
away from a building without 
interfering with summei bree 
zes. 

"Heat transmission through 
windows can be reduced by 
diminishing the amount ot 


wind flowing across the glass. 
Glass is a good conductor of 
heat and ... affords little im¬ 
pediment to heat flow ... a still 
layer of air at the surface of the 
glass does retard heat flow. 
Blocking the wind will protect 
this boundary layer of air from 
the scouring force of wind." 

The study estmates it will 
cost about $2 per linear foot to 
build a windbreak out of 
American arborvitae. A six- 
foot-high fence made of boards 
staggered on either side of a 
two-by-four costs about $33 per 
eight-foot section, it adds. 

The study, in book form, 
includes maps showing 
prevailing winds, and tips on 
shades, awnings, blinds and 
other winter and summer 
heating and cooling aids. 

It notes that outside shutters 
thai actually close to keep out 
heal or light are a valuable 
energy saver that have been 
neglected or largely replaced 
by decorative imitations that 
don't really work. 

It adds that a white canvas or 
aluminum awning reflects 70 to 
91 per cent of the sunlight, 
compared with a green awning 
that may reflect only 21 to 27 
per cent of the light. 

The book is available for 
$3.75 a copy from the Superin¬ 
tendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D.C. 20402.

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Same Time" uneven comedy

You hear about a Broadway 
play. Big hit, playing for years, 
still drawing capacity crowds. 

The premise of the plot is 
intriguing, "...the story of a 
love affair between two people 
who are married...but not to 
each other. They meet ac¬ 
cidentally for a tryst in a 
California motel’ and repeat 
the rendezvous for one 
weekend each year over a 
period of 30 years. 

During this span of time they 
grow, mature, and change with 
the constantly shifting mores, 
fads, fancies, and philosophies 
of the world around them. All 
the while they continue to lead 
normal, happy lives with their 
own families for the rest of the 
passing years.” 

Familiar names and faces 
are the stars of the play. A 
successful producer is running 
the show. Rather than getting 
an unknown pre-Broadway 
tryout, here is a play of which 
something is to be expected. 
Unfortunately, "Same Time, 
Next Year” doesn't live up to 
expectations. 

Situated in a six-scene, two- 
act format, the characters are 
seen at every fifth year. 
Barbara Rush and Tom Troupe 
comprise the cast, playing 
Doris and George. 

Doris begins as an un¬ 
sophisticated high school 
dropout, evolves through 
marriage and parenthood, 
becomes educated and 
politically aware in the 1960's 
and is liberated in the 1970's. 

George begins as a woefully 
guilt-ridden and insecure 
young man, matures and 
becomes financially suc¬ 
cessful. The strength of the 
play is in its script and 
evolution of the characters, 
thanks to author Bernard 
Slade. 

Each character evolves at its 
own pace. For example, while 
Doris is hippyish in 1965, 
George is straight and square. 
When Doris is the calculating 
business woman of the 1970’s, 
George is a relaxed up-to-date 
guy who found himself through 
therapy. It is these 
polarizations that make things 
amusing. 


However, one surmises that 
the play is not as good as it 
could (should?) have been. 

The players' performances 
are uneven, one being good in 


one scene while the other is not. 
Their individaul successes are 
mixed and not necessarily 
concurrent. 

Barbara Rush is fine in the

first two scenes as a young 
woman, not so good in the 
middle two scenes, and very 
good in the last two scenes. Her 
performance is hot and cold. 
She appears to be a completely 
different person in each of the 
six scenes. 

Outside of the consistency of 
her husband's name of Harry, 
her interpretation leaves no 
central to core to Doris. One 
may as well expect a total 
stranger at every fifth year. 
Rush was devoid of continuity 
of character (similar to Neil 
Simon’s "Plaza Suite,” but 
there Walter Matthau was 
supposed to play three dif¬ 
ferent roles). 

Troupe’s problem was of a 
different nature. He begah 
weakly, and got better a^ the 
play progressed. His strength, 
in great contrast to Rush, was 
continuity of character. What 
the audience had come to 
expect of George-the-person 
was consistent. 

People may change out¬ 
wardly due to their life's cir¬ 
cumstances, but the inner 
person doesn't change; and it 
is George’s personality core 
that we become familiar with, 
despite the changes in his life. 
On this point, Troupe is to be 
lauded. 

Rather than having peaks 
and valleys, the play doesn't 
vary much from beginning to 
end. The level on which it 
maintains itself is not as en¬ 
tertaining as one would like or 
expect. 

The scenes are preceded by 
some audio effects charac¬ 
teristic of the respective eras. 
The best laugh of the night, 
sadly, came not from the play 
but from one of these audio 
effects. It is the introduction to 
the 1970's and President Nixon 
is heard proclaiming that two 
of the finest public servants 
that the nation ever had were 
Erlichman and Haldemann. 
The director, Warren Crane, 
must be taken to task for not 
getting as much out of the play 
as he could have. 

"Same Time, Next Year” 
will play at the Shubert 
Theatre in Boston through Oct. 
8 .

A collection of old-time 
circus posters will be exhibited 
at the Museum of Our National 
Heritage, in Lexington, from 
Sept. 24 to April 16. 1978. 

The posters, from the 
collection of Dorothy Trower 
and the late Ralph E. Trower, 
of Brockton, cover the period 
from about 1850 to 1930. 
Collected by the Trowers over 
a period of 10 years, the posters 
show diverse subject matter, 
such as clowns and acrobats, 
panoramic scenes, wild 
animals, and unusual per¬ 
formers. 

Suggestive of the poster 
warfare that occurred between 
the famous circuses of the day 
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was the wording in bold letters 
stating that they were the 
"World's Grandest, Largest, 
Best Amusement Institution," 
or "Never Before in America," 
and "A Really First Class 
Show at Last.” The com¬ 
petition was intense as circuses 
vied with each other for 
audiences. 

Elaborate poster campaigns 
were used to drum up business 
and increase attendance. For 
example, in one year Barnum 
and Bailey Circus used about 
25 to 30 subjects in editions of 
about 15,000 each to advertise 
their circus from coast to 
coast W. W. Cole, of Cole 


Brothers Circus, held the 
common belief that the 
quickest way to build up at¬ 
tendance was to "put up more 
paper.” 

Technically the quality of 
printmaking was ex¬ 
traordinary. The use of 
overlapping imagery, ex¬ 
perimentation with color and 
size, and precision registration 
of even large editions made 
these posters an important 
part of the history of print- 
making in America. 

Printing companies such as 
Strobridge Lithography 
Company, of Cincinnati, Ohio, 
began to use color lithography

’Chicago"most original musical ever

•Chicago" is one of the most 
original musicals to ever hit 
the American stage I am 
nothing but astounded by ever) 
facet of this production. 
"Chicago" brings a freshness 
to the tried-and-true formula 
for a successful musical. 

The setting is Chicago, Ill., in 
the late 1920's. Guns and 
corruption are rampant. Roxie 
Hart is being jailed for 
shooting a man who walked out 
on her i "Nobody walks out on 
Roxy Hart."i. She had been 
two-timing her faithful, sad 
sack husband, Amos. 

At this point, 1 must interject 
that "Chicago" is not a 
solemnly serious play. As in 
most musical comedies, 
everything is to be taken 
lightly, and the audience is 
nothing but amused by it all. 

The reigning famous mur¬ 
deress in the jail is Velma 
Kelly. It is she who is getting 
all the headlines and is who the 
masses can't get enough of, 
much to the credit of her 
razzle-dazzle lawyer Billy 
Flynn. It is he who has been the 
mastermind of her rise to in¬ 
famy. For $5000 cash, he will 
take a case. When Roxie hears 
of him, she realizes that he is 
her only hope to escape being 
hanged. Once he does take her 
case, Roue's star rises in the 
public's acclaim, while 
Velma’s falls. 

The book by Fred Ebb and 
Bob Fosse is sensational, 
especially in that the four 
central characters are mar¬ 


velous roles. In one aspect, the 
cry that there are not enough 
good female roles today is 
dashed to pieces. Roue and 
Velma may well become 
classic roles. They dominate 
the show. Though set 50 years 
ago, they represent the modern 
woman's air of independence 
and make-it-on-their-own 
attitude. 

Men are part of their lives, 
but are clearly second 
bananas. The role of Billy 
Flynn may also become 
coveted, for he is imbued with 
the charisma and omnipotence 
of a Fonzie-type, though 
carries it off with greater style 
and flair. An obvious swindler- 
dude, he makes a grand en¬ 
trance, surrounded by the 
adoring female dancers 
proclaiming all he cares about 
is love. 

Amos may be summed up if 
one can envision the proverbial 
sad clown. This tragi-comic 
figure gets no respect la la 
Dangerfield); nobody ever 
knows he is around or realizes 
it. Billy Flynn calls him Andy. 
Roxie uses him. He gets his 
moment singing his lament in 
“Mr. Cellophane,” one of many 
highpoints in the show. These 
characters make the play. 

However, the play is only 
part of this production. The 
music, choreography, setting, 
and costumes are an integral 
part of the show. The music by 
John Kander and lyrics by 
Fred Ebb are so good that after 
having heard them only once, 
I'm going to buy the album. 


The play and the music is 
reminiscent of "Cabaret.” 
Their is a degenerate at¬ 
mosphere with the heavily 
made-up players, skimpy 
costumes, and immorality. 
There's a lot of bared flesh 
upon the stage, thanks to 
Patricia Zipprodt's costumes. 
These costumes certainly add 
to the tone of the songs and 
dances, and are consistent with 
the vibes of the players. 

The settings are glitter and 
neon, the orchestra placed 
center stage on a plateau very 
effectively, the credit due to 
Tony Walton. Double com¬ 
mendation must be given Bob 
Fosse for choreography and 
direction, each tremendous in 
its own right. Fosse lias added 
a new dimension to 
choreography. "Chicago" has 
a lot of choreography, an 
amount which could have been 
monotonous. 

Fosse gave the dancers 
movements so diverse, 
rhythmic, attractive, and 
original that more so than any 
other musical I've ever seen, 
the dancing rivets the 
audience’s attention, and is a 
pleasure to watch. Clearly, the 
choreography is one of the 
main strengths of the show. 
And lastly, as director, Fosse 
deserves praise to the heights, 
for this show is stupendous. 

Though Jerry Orbach is 
given above-title billing and 
last curtain call (due his 
conunensurate appeal), I must 
first comment on the per¬ 
formances of the two leading 


ladies, Penny Worth and 
Carolyn Kirsch. They carry the 
show. 

Worth plays the scheming 
Roxie with a flair for comedy, 
a good singing voice, and 
dancing gyrations that boggle 
the mind. She oozes sexiness. 

Velma, in trying to outdo 
Roxie in the play, must try 
harder, and that's just what 
Kirsch seems to do. While 
Worth seems more fluid in her 
movements, Kirsch is snap¬ 
pier, and is actually the better 
dancer. Her brightest moment 
is when she is lively and 
dancing in "I Can't Do It 
Alone.” She sings and acts 
very well and perhaps gives a 
belter all-around performance 
than her counterpart. Both, 
though, are tops. 

When Orbach is on stage, he 
dominates. His stage presence 
as Billy Flynn only lends 
credence to the supposed in¬ 
vincibility of the character. His 
"All I Care About” entrance is 
one of the highlights of the 
show; his performance never 
falters from the high plateau 
on which it originated, he even 
gets better as the play 
progresses and he is allowed 
out of his super-hero 
straighljackel (as in the 
courtroom scene). 

Rex Everhart plays Amos 
with the tragi-comic of Jackie 
Gleason’s “Poor Soul." We 
laugh at him and feel bad for 
him. Everhart shines in "Mr. 
Cellophane” as he sings and 
shuffles.

Special mention must 
made of M. O’Haughey as 
Mary Sunshine, the self- 
righteous mouthpiece of the 
press, who gets one of the best 
laughs of the night. 

The singing and dancing 
chorus is excellent. Their 
presence on stage is not merely 
ornamental, they add further 
life and zest to the show. 

Other unmentioned 
highlights of "Chicago” are 
"Cell Block Tango” with 
Velma and the other girls in 
jail, each of whom tells her 
story of murdering their man 
but ending with a resounding 
"he deserved it." 

In "We Both Reached for the 
Gun” Billy plays Bergen to 
Roxie's McCarthy for the press 
in describing "what really 
happened." Billy and the 
chorus (in stunning clown 
costumes) are good in “Razzle 
Dazzle." 

Musical director Arthur 
Wagner and orchestrator 
Ralph Burns give an exciting 
overture and lead an excellent 
orchestra. Another special 
mention must be given to the 
man of a thousand faces who 
played the jury. 

Stellar performances abound 
by those on stage and behind 
the scenes. “Chicago” is 
production that should not be 
missed for any reason. Make 
an excuse, if necessary, to go 
see this show. “Chicago” will 
play at the Colonial Theater in 
Boston through Oct. 15.

In Massachusetts it's progress

Economists are predicting a "mini-recession" for the 
nation. But in the vocabulary of Massachusetts 
businessmen, slowdown is a word they seem to be using 
only in the past tense. 

In fact the business climate in the state, once regarded by 
investors as a chilly one, has warmed considerably. Old 
businesses are expanding, and new ones are choosing 
Massachusetts, particularly the greater Boston area, as the 
place to settle. Companies that left the state seeking better 
conditions are slowly trickling back, finding labor supplies 
and other factors not as good as they anticipated. The 
business mercury isn't soaring, but it's showing a slow and 
steady climb.

Business indicators show 
a slowdown in the 
nation's economy. But 
Massachusetts business¬ 
men say the state's 
money problems are just 
beginning to show im¬ 
provement. The outlook, 
according to economists, 
is bright for the immedi¬ 
ate future Existing bus¬ 
inesses are expanding 
and new companies seem 
to be choosing the state 
as the place where they 
want to grow. 


Part of the reason why is that state and local officials are 
working with, rather than against, business. Norma Fine, 
Director of Corporate Relations for Boston Mayor Kevin 
White's Office of Economic Development, describes a 
program in which the city is actively trying to help 
businessmen in Boston’s dying neighborhoods. The mayor's 
economic advisors feel that a neighborhood's retail 
business core is its lifeblood. 

The state Department of Commerce and Development is 
also trying to keep Massachusetts businesses happy, and at 
the same time, attract new business to bolster the state's 
economy. According to Peter Harrington, a member of the 
department’s staff, their efforts are paying off. 

The department has compiled a report on the progress of 
Massachusetts' businesses that Harrington describes as an 
"upbeat" one. 

Though national figures have indicated the economy is 
headed for a slight slowdown, business watchers in the state 
are getting different feedback from the economic 
barometers. "What we’re looking at (in the state) means 
more jobs and revenue,” said one economist They like 
what they see. 


Route 128: back on 
the road to success 


Two years ago, Flatley 
Realty of Braintree had a 
surplus of available industrial 
land on Route 128. 

It was the middle of the 
recession. Companies were 
fighing for a toehold on the 
shaky ladder of corporate 
profits and economic realties 
forced businessmen to shelve 
plans for expansion and turn 
thoughts to survival. It was a 
time for caution. 

Mark Donovan, a member of 
the realty firm, recalls that 
several insurance companies 
who had established them¬ 
selves along the circuitous 
route didn't like the reception 
business was getting in 
Massachusetts. The moved to 
seek friendlier climes, leaving 
prime Industrial space empty 
behind them. 

"We had the space, about 


10,000 to 20,000 square teet, 
available for over a year and a 
half," remembers Donovan 

Today the space is rented, 
along with other office space 
that has been available for 
over six months. ‘‘Our 
buildings are seeing a strong 
market," says Donovan. "The 
whole industry has come 
around in the past year. 

Route 128 stretches for 65 
circular miles from Braintree 
in the south to northern 
Gloucester. Once known as the 
"electric circuit" because It 
ringed Boston with electronics 
companies, 128 attracts in¬ 
dustries because of It's 
proximity to the business hub 
of Boston and the highway 
network connecting the state's 
capital with other business 
centers.

The area enjoyed a growth 
spurt in the prosperous sixties 
that was partially reclaimed 
by the 70s’ recession. Since 
activity on 128 ususally in¬ 
volves expansion or relocation, 
it is considered a barometer 
indicating general health of the 
economy.

shortage of warehouse space 
along 128. 

“Companies seem to be 
expanding,” agrees Donovaa 
“We see plenty of interest in 
industrial land” 

Cabot, Cabot and Forbes, a 
Boston Realty Firm, also deals 
in industrial land on Route 128. 
The firm recently completed a

“Things are picking up," 
says Peter Forrester of Cabot.

What kinds of companies will 
be filling these new buildings, 
bringing jobs to decrease the 
area’s unemployment rate? 

“We see a lot of sales 
oriented operations, where 
people can take advantage of 
the roadways. A lot of the firms 
had been in downtown office 
space and wanted to eliminate 
that extra half-hour drive.” 

“I think most are 
distribution operations as 
opposed to manufacturing,” he 
continued. “We have a lot of 
newer buildings like Un¬ 
derwood (in Westwood) Boston 


Mutual and the Massachusetts 
Lottery building in Braintree. 
Digital is expanding on the 
north end of Route 128.” 

Lewis sees the food products 
industries concentrating in the 
Norwood, Dedham area. A 
spokesman from the Westwood 
Chamber of Commerce notes 
that the warehouse industry 
seems to be settling in that 
town because of its proximity 
to highways leading to most of 
New England’s major in¬ 
dustrial centers. Star Market 
recently moved its warehouse 
operation to that town.

couraging signs already, 
however. Unemployment has 
been reduced quite sub¬ 
stantially in the local area and 
some companies are again in a 
hiring mood. An example of the 
tighter labor market is that the 
heavily funded CETA program 
with dozens of well-constructed 
proposals by non-profit cor¬ 
porations and municipalities 
has had some difficulty in 
implementing the approved 
projects. Part of this has to do 
with the Davis-Bacon Act 
provisions which affect the 
construction industry, but even 
beyond that, the talent pool is 
not as large as originally 
believed. 

The construction industry, 
which was severely hit in 1976, 
is recovering somewhat with 
the major apartment con¬ 
struction by the Carrabetta 
firm near the Mall at Chestnut 
Hill, the planned apartments at 
the converted Stephen Palmer 
school in downtown Needham, 
the new apartments for the 
elderly in Newton Upper Falls 
(Echo Ridge) and the long- 
awaited mixed income 
apartments near Route 9 in 
Newton constructed by the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation 
(NCDF). 

There is also some business 
and industrial expansion to 
note in that the 3M Company is 
expanding its New England 
regional branch in the New 
England Industrial Center (in 
Needham Heights); rentals 
are being accepted for the new 
office building (thesecond one) 
in Newton at 128 and Sylvania 
continues to grow and expand 
in Needham Heights. 

General Cinema Cor¬ 
poration, the nation’s largest 
chain of movie theatres, has 
reported an outstanding year 
just completed and with the 
business being done nationally 
by "Star Wars” (now second to 
"Jaws” as the all-time money¬ 
maker) and other strong films 
this summer the Chestnut-Hill 


based firm has an optomistic 
view of its future. The Newton 
Corner Paramount has 
reopened, following 
remodeling, under new 
management. .' 

A major furniture store, 
Allen Furniture, has relocated 
from Roslindale to the 
Needham Heights area, near 
Route 128. Part of the City of 
Newton’s community 
development money for im¬ 
proving Newton Corner may be 
spent in a fairly major fashion 
to help upgrade that portionof 
the city, perhaps the most 
likely area for major change in 
either community. .1 

Inspired by the city’s receipt 
of "All-America” designation, 
improvements are going on in 
Newton Highlands and West 
Newton, where new sidewalks, 
sidewalk furniture and trees 
relieve the starkness of the 
Washington Street — West 
Newton Square complex. y 

A recommendation of the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce of some three years 
ago to study and recommend 
an overall plan for parking and 
traffic in downtown Needham 
has won endorsement from the 
Needham’s Business Advisory 
Committee. 

Although the final decision 
has not been reached, the 
present indications are that 
Needham will not have to 
undergo the extension of the 
Orange Line from Forest Hills, 
but instead will benefit from 
improved commuter rail 
service. The residents, the 
town officials and the business 
community are united in their 
opposition to rapid transit for a 
number of valid reasons. 

And although the picture is 
not universal, many companies 
have reported increased sales 
orders and have drawn up 
some expansion plans.

"We were always planning 
ahead,” Townsend said. 

"When the time comes you 
hope you can find a facility 
that’s suited to your needs." 

Townsend said the company 
chose 128 because “it’s ideally 
located for our distributive 
system." He said the firm 
should have the plant in 
operation in "eight to 10 
months" and that the company 
is still planning the facility and 
doing .engineering and 
reconversion work. He 
declined to estimate whether 
the opening of the plant would 
bring new jobs to the area. 

Realtors are one way 
companies are locating land 
along Route 128, but the South 
Shore Chamber of Commerce 
also matches businesses with 
available land. They do it by 
computer. 

Two years ago, when the 
recession was forcing com¬ 
panies to leave the state, the 
chamber began a com¬ 
puterized land service. Every 
piece of industrial land was 
recorded on the computer. The 
chamber then matched in¬ 
dustries with suitable land they 
knew was available. 

“The computer service has 
been used by industries on a 
number of occasions and has 
made an important con¬ 
tribution to business on the 
south shore," says a chamber 
member. 

Michael Sherman, vice 
president for the real estate 
brokerage division of 
Spaulding and Slye, calls the 
situation on Route 128, “very 
healthy.” 

"Tenants are looking for 
leasing space on nd Route 128," 


said Sherman. "Companies 
along 128 are expanding. It 
seems they’re more volatile. 

When business gets better they 
react quickly. But when 
business is bad they react very 
quickly to that too." 

Sherman said 128 is made up 
mostly of technological 
companies and sales com¬ 
panies that have relocated 
there because of the highway 
system." 

Sherman noted some specific 
expansions. "Polaroid is ex¬ 
panding in Waltham and 
there's the new Coca Cola plant 
in Needham.” A while ago, 
Sherman recalled Sun Life 
Insurance in Wellesley ex¬ 
panded by 30 per cent. And an 


office building in Dedham "has 
responded fairly well," he said. 

The building, located on Route 
1 and 128, "was passed over 
during the bad times” because 
of a glut of office space, said 
Sherman.

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Business is on the move in Norwood 


NORWOOD—Business is on 
the move in Norwood, with 
major companies modernizing 
or expanding their existing 
plants. 

Analog Devices Inc., a 
Norwood based firm em¬ 
ploying over 1,200 people, is in 


NEEDHAM—Needham, a 
town of 29,748 people, is 
making more and more room 
for industry. 

Although a residential 
suburb of Boston, Needham is 
the location of 762 firms, ac¬ 
cording to recent figures from 
the Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security. The 
firms employ an average of 
11,811 persons and have an 
annual payroll of $122,161,792. 
Wholesale and retail trade was 
the leading source of em¬ 
ployment with 40 per cent of 
the total employed population 
reported. The town is also the 
site of an industrial park type 
development. 

Several firms have expanded 
in Needham in the past few 
years. Coca Cola Bottling Co. 
of Boston purchased the old 
American Can Co. on Route 128, 
and plans to expand its 
production and distribution 
centers. GTE Sylvania, which 
employs over 3,000 people, 
recently leased the former 


the last stages of modernizing 
its Norwood plant. The com¬ 
pany is also embarking on a 
major building program in 
Wilmington. 

Polaroid Corp. is transfering 
workers from their Cambridge 
plant to the Norwood 


Singer Co. building at 360 First 
Ave., Needham Heights, in the 
amount of 32,000 square feet. 

Fifty three manufacturing 
firms in town employ an 
average of 3,500 persons and 
have an annual payroll of 
$42,082,306, according to 
department of employment 
figures. One hundred and forty 
seven wholesale firms em¬ 
ployed an average of 2,113 
persons. 

GaSoline service stations and 
food stores figured most 


operation. 

Retail business is also ex¬ 
panding. Kline’s Department 
Store, 678 Washington St., has 
leased the adjacent Woolworth 
store and will remodel the 
facility. According to store 
manager Norman Treckman, 


prominently in the retail 
business, with 23 outlets of the 
latter and 22 of the former. The 
two businesses together made 
up over 27 per cent of the total 
sales in town.

According to 
recent figures from the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security, 43.1 per 
cent of Norwood’s 13,738 
workers were employed in the 
manufacturing sector. 
Wholesale and retail establish¬ 
ments reported 22.6 per cent of 
the employees. Firms in both 
sectors, totaling 631, had a 
recent annual payroll of 
$138,014,714. 

Eating and drinking 
establishments and food stores 
made up the largest number of 
retail outlets in town. 
Residents frequented 42 eating 


and drinking places and 
shopped at 33 food stores. 

Printing, publishing and 
allied industries were the most 
frequent companies in the 
manufacturing sector num¬ 
bering 10. Eight fabrication 
metal products industries have 
plants in Norwood. There are 
five plants each in the 
machinery and textile mill 
production and various other 
industries.

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Boston attracts foreign investors 


A city that has felt the bite of 
tight finances in the past few 
years is being revived not only 
by the blue-blooded dollars of 
traditional Brahmin bankers, 
but by foreign currency as 
well. 

I According to Norma Fine, 
Director of Corporate 
Relations for Mayor Kevin 
White’s Office of Economic 
Development, French and 
Italian investors are just some 
of the foreign money sources 

i expressing faith in the 
Boston economy. Lafayette 
Plaza, a development planned 
in Charlestown by a French 
firm, will include a complex of 
stores and offices. And money 


from Italian developers will be 
partly responsible for a new 
marine industrial park that 
will provide 500 jobs in the 
area. 

It seems that culture isnt the 
only commodity that’s at¬ 
tracting people to Boston. 

“The local economy 
definitely has picked up," says 
Fine. "We still have a high 
unemployment rate in the city, 
but it’s less than it was. The 
kind of people coming here now 
are finding their costs are less 
here than in other cities, ex- 
pecially in the utility field. 
Also, the labor supply is 
plentiful and less expensive."

Though industries (mainly 
central offices as opposed to 
manufacturing space) are 
moving into Boston, it is the 
retail side of business that is 
one of the kingpins in the city’s 
economic recovery. Crumbling 
brick buildings on the 

waterfront, once sites of crime 
and decay, have been refur¬ 
bished into a showpiece of 
urban redevelopment. The 
opening of the Quincy market 
on the waterfront last year is 
followed this year by the debut 
of its sister, the South Market. 
Food and clothing retailers fill 
both. 

Boston's industrial base is 
diverse. According to recent 
figures from the 
Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security, the 
Boston Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area (SMSA) has a 
total of 53,118 firms employing 

1,070,470 people. Manufac¬ 
turing firms, numbering 4,506, 
included electrical, 
machinery, instruments, 
printing and publishing, 
fabricated metals, food and 
kindred products and apparel. 

The department also 
reported 5,168 wholesale firms 
with an average of 78,777 
employees and an annual 
payroll of $936,710,912 and 13,945 
retail firms with an average of 
216,709 employees and an an¬ 
nual payroll of $1,299,023,829. 

Though the city proper 
seems to be in a upturn, it’s 
neighborhoods aren’t faring as 
well. Crime, traffic and 
other problems plague the 
small neighborhood 
businessman, causing some to 
abandon their stores. 

"That’s why we started the 
neighborhood business 
seminars. As the business 
section goes, so goes the 
neighborhoods”’ says Fine.

Squares and others. 
Businessmen are plagued with 
things like security, bad 
lighting or burnt out areas." 

The seminars are meetings 
between city officials and 
groups of businessmen from a 
particular neighborhood. "We 
try to get a group together’ 
then we try to work out 
solutions to their problems. We 
go out into the area. It usually 
take from six to eight weeks’” 
says Fine. 

She notes that the city’s 
funds are limited, but there are 
some things it can do for the 
businessmen. “We can in¬ 
crease foot patrols in the area 
or re-route bus stops. This 
summer we staged fairs in the 
areas in cooperation with 
"Summerthing.” Also, the 


businessmen can make 
storefront improvements and 
will be rebated according tc 
their costs." Businessmen can 
also make security im¬ 
provements with rebates 
forthcoming from the city. 

Though the economy seems 
to be improving, officials are 
looking to the future. "We have 
gone out and solicited business. 
I just made a trip to Houston,” 
says Fine. "They’ll (oil 
companies) be drilling for 

oil off of George’s bank and we 
want some of the support in¬ 
dustries in Boston.” The 
companies will visit the city. 

“The political climate is far 
more pro-business than ever 
before,” says Fine. “I think 
that has helped.”

WESTWOOD-Westwood is 
a residential town, but an in¬ 
dustrial park is attracting an 
increasing number of 
businesses. 

An office building, costing $4 
million, will be completed in 
the fall of 1979 and will be 
Westwood’s largest. A 
Panasonic building, costing $1 
million, is also planned for the 
town’s industrial “University 
Park" and Aberthaw Con¬ 
struction Co. has planned 
another $1 million office- 
warehouse building that the 
company is now breaking 
ground for. 

According to recent figures 
from the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment 
Security, 10 manufacturing 
firms reported an employment 
of 291 persons and an annual 
payroll of $3,533,439. Twenty 
nine wholesale firms employed 
an average of 966 persons and 
had an annual payroll of 
$11,537,585. Forty four retail 
firms employed an average of 
541 persons and had an annual 
payroll of $3,830,186. 

Food stores and gasoline 
service stations comprised the 
largest number of retail stores, 
netting a total of over 47 per 
cent of retail sales. Thirty six 
construction firms operated in 
the town, employing 373 people 
and having an annual payroll 
of $15,367,771. 

There were 55 firms in the 
service industry, employing a 
total of 476 people.

Tourists flocked to NE resorts 


Sticky summer weather and 
tight money didn’t keep 
tourists away from New 
England's secluded pine 
forests and fashionable seaside 
resorts this year — and in some 
cases lured them in record 
numbers. 

Business at last year’s 
Bicentennial crowd-pleasers 
has dropped as this year's 
pleasureseeking visitors pack 
campgrounds, beaches and 
other resort attractions. 


“Some old-timers say they 
can’t remember when they've 
seen more people at the 
beach,” said Howard Leonard, 
director of the Hampton 
Beach, N.H., chamber of 
commerce. 

New Englanders take their 
tourism seriously. It’s the 
fourth or fifth largest industry 
in Massachusetts. The six 
states in the region spend more 
than $2 million a year touting 
their wares — and that’s not 


counting advertising by 
private resorts. 

Officials estimate visitors 
spend more than 10 times that 
much in the region each 
year. 

Tight money may have 
proved a boon to New England 
this year. Automobile clubs 
report their members are 
taking shorter drives — and 
staying in the region. 

"In a strong economy, people 
take their long trips to Europe 



or wherever," says Walter D. 
Hill, business director for 
Tanglewood, the summer 
music festival nestled in 
Massachusetts Berkshire 
Mountains. 

“If the economy is 
questionable, perhaps they 
decide to go a little closer to 
home,” Hill says. 

Only the region’s historic 
attractions — including Con¬ 
necticut’s Mystic Seaport, and 
Plimoth Planation and Old 
Sturbridge Village in Massa¬ 
chusetts — reported 8 to 10 
percent declines in business 
from tourists weary of last 
year’s Bicentennial hoopla. 

"Historical attractions may 
well have approached a 
saturation point in public 
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taste," said Larry Morrison of 
Old Sturbridge Village. 

But the Cape Cod National 
Seashore reports a 23 percent 
increase in beach use. Boats 
ferrying tourists to the Massa¬ 
chusetts resort Islands of 
Nantucket and Martha's Vine¬ 
yard carried 14 percent more 
passengers this July than last 
N ‘‘It’s absolutely the best 
summer on record,” said 
Philip Read of the Jared Coffin 
House, a Nantucket inn. 

The chic seaside resort of 
Newport, R.I., expects 4 
million visitors will stop by 
before the summer season 
ends, many to watch yachts 
swooping through the water in 
America's Cup competition.

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Newton is home of giant corporations 


NEWTON-Newton, the 
"Garden City”, is residence to 
some who commute to jobs in 
Boston. But it is a working 
place for thousands of non¬ 
residents who are employed in 
the city. 

According to recent figures 
supplied by the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, 22,000 find work in the 


city. Wholesale-retail 
businesses employ 10,300, 
service industries, 4,100 while 
3,800 workers have found jobs 
in the manufacturing sector. 

Hie largest private employer 
in town, according to reports, 
is Boston College, with 1,500 
people. Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital is second with about 
1,000 employes. 


Though they only represent 
one sixth of Newton’s total 
employment, firms in the 
Newton-at-128 and Needham’s 
New England Industrial Center 
make up the greatest con¬ 
centration of Fortune 
magazine’s 500 largest in¬ 
dustrial corporations, ac¬ 
cording to Lewis Songer of the 
Chamber. Many of these are 
distribution centers or sales- 
marketing.offices rather than 
manufacturing plants. 

Even in its infancy, Newton's 
industries were diversified. 
Snuff mills, a screw mill and a 
wire mill were the city’s first 
industries, when Samuel 
Elliott bought land and water 
rights at Upper Falls. When the 
steam engine replaced water 
power in the 1870s, new firms 
started and old ones expanded. 
The Stanley Steamer was in¬ 
vented and produced in the 
Nonantum section at the turn 
of the century. 

The picture is a little dif¬ 
ferent now. According- 
to recent statistics 

compiled by the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment 
Security, the five largest in¬ 
dustrial groups in order of 
importance as employers 
were: electrical machinery, 
machinery, concrete and 
plaster products, paper and 
plastic and rubber products.

DEDHAM—Dedham’s tree- 
lined streets are becoming a 
home for some of the state's 
industries. 

Primarily aresidential town, 
industry is occupying an in¬ 
creasingly important position 
in Dedham's makeup. 
According to recent statistics 
from the Massachusetts 
Division of Employment 
Security, 538 firms employ a 
total of 9,702 people. And had a 
combined annual payroll of 
$80,747,921. 

The leading source of em¬ 
ployment was wholesale and 
retail trade which employed an 
average of 44 per cent of the 
reported employed population, 
according to the figures. 

Manufacturing meant jobs 
for an average of 2,538 people 
who found employment in the 
town’s 30 firms. In the trade 
field, 42 wholesale firms em¬

The town is 
within trucking distance of 
Logan International Airport, 
the Norwood Municipal Airport 
and dock facilities of the Port 
of Boston Authority, which are 
easily accessible.

Real Estate pace picks up 
as market begins recovery

BURLINGTON - Real 
Estate activity is reaching the 
“brisk” level throughout 
Eastern Massachusetts In the 
areas of suburban office space 
leasing and resale of single 
family homes. 

Such activity reflects a 
turnaround in the general 


economy, with Route 128 
leading the way as 
Massachusetts participates, if 
a bit tardily, in the general 
economic recovery. 

Quality office tenants con¬ 
tinue to locate themselves 
around the core city to serve 
their markets as they perceive 
them over the next five years. 

Similarly, residential 
brokers are headed for another 


recordbreaking season: resale 
single family home . prices 
continue their upward climb, 
making a home one of today’s 
most popular investments. 
Condominium sales are also 
strong. 

Suburban apartment oc¬ 
cupancy Is very high and 
bordering upon a tight 
availability of reasonably 
priced rental units. 

While money seems 
available for new projects, 
relatively little new con¬ 
struction Is evident. This 
reflects the longer lead times 
required for permits and ap¬ 
provals where they are still 
obtainable at all. 

Downtown Boston still 
continues to experience a 
combination of reduced 
market and overbuilding which 
have, together, produced a 
high 15 percent vacancy In 
BOMA’s (Building Owners and 
Managers Association) latest 
survey. Some time will be 
required to reduce vacancies to 
a more acceptable level to 
energize further construction 
downtown. As a result, 
unemployment in the con¬ 
struction trades is rather high, 
in the 40 percent range and 
only large public works ex¬ 
penditures will substantially 
reduce uncomfortably high 
construction unemployment. 

Hie New England region has 
not participated in higher 
construction starts compared 
to national indicators, and the 
level of new housing starts is 
still low. Should this situation 
continue, brokers can expect a 
shortage of product for the 
balance of the 70’s. 

Hie state government is 
channeling its efforts to a 
restoration of development in 
the Inner cities. It is hoped by 
the administration that this 
effort, against the backdrop of 
"an energy concern,” will 
provide the cities with a second 
renewal similar to urban 
renewal. Unless, however, a 
systems approach is utilized to 
capitalize on the “energy 
concern” no greater success 
than that experienced with the 
large renewal efforts of the 60’s 
can be expected.

series. It offers a retrospective 
view of American life through 
the work of tum-of-the-century 
photographers. 

The photographs were taken 
from glass plate negatives, 
most of which have never been 
viewed before. The collection 
resulted from an exhaustive 
nation-wide search by Martin 
Sandler, local author, 
psofessor, and authority on old 
photographs. Narrator is Actor 
William Shatner of “Star 
Trek” fame. Sandler and 
Channel 5 producer Steve 
Schlow collaborated on the 
script and an original score 
was created by Boston's 
Evolution Productions. 

Subtitled ‘‘There’s a

Two documentaries will 
launch another season of 
prime-time local specials. A 
one-hour documentary, ten¬ 
tatively titled “We Open in 
Boston,” will be telecast the 
last week in October. This 
perspective on what was once 
Boston’s chief cultural activity 
will analyze the traditional 
importance of live theater, the 
causes and results of the 
theater's current struggle for 
survival in Boston, a survey of 
various small theater and 
repertory companies per¬ 
forming in the area, and an 
outlook on various efforts to 
rejuvenate both theater in 
Boston and the theater district 
itself. 

A thorough examination of a 
teaching hospital will be the 
focus of a second prime-time 
special, scheduled to air in late 
fall.

NORWOOD—Analog Dev¬ 
ices, a Norwood based firm, 
went international this year. 

The company, burgeoning 
with a 25 per cent annual 
growth rate, opened its first 
overseas manufacturing 
operation in Ireland In May. 
The company also broke 
ground for a major building 
program in Wilmington and 
are in the last phases of a 
major modernization program 
at the Norwood plant. 

And as the last quarter of the 
first five year plan draws to a 
dose, the company predicts it 
will hit the $50 million sales 
goal this year and is about to 
launch its next five year plan. 
Through 1980, a company 
spokesman predicts, Analog 
will double the number of 
people working for the com¬ 
pany. 

Analog Devices is a producer 


of electronic devices and 
systems used in precision 
measurement and con¬ 
ventional and computerized 
control systems. In addition to 
its headquarters in Norwood, it 
operates plants in Wilmington, 
Wakefield, Holliston and 
Westwood. Of its 1200 em¬ 
ployes, more than WOO are 
working in Massachusetts. 

Analog’s products are at use 
in several industries. One 
product is a component of 
analog thermometers, devices 
that record the temperature 
through a heat sensitive spring 
which moves a hand across a 
dial marked off in degrees. The 
company product in this type of 
application is the device which 
converts the analog signal to 
digital. 

Another Analog product is an 
analog to a digital converter 
now used by hospitals in in¬ 
tensive care patient 


monitoring systems. The vital 
signs of respiration, pulse rate, 
temperature and blood 
pressure on patients are 
changed into a three-color 
visual display on a television 
picture tube. 

Analog is working to develop 
new products. One recent 
breakthrough is the 
development of an integrated 
circuit no larger than a single 
digit on the face of a wrist- 
watch. The circuits provide 
100,000 times the power of an 
earlier device which cost 100 
times as much as the new 
element. 

Analog is also developing 
newer facilities for testing. The 
project, at the Norwood plant, 
involved everything from the 
design of new work benches to 
a major renovation of the 
Encapsulating Room, where 
the mixing and dispensing of 
epoxy resin takes place.

into private schools,” Buck 
said. 

Buck, who has seven 
brothers and sisters in the 
schools, feels the current per- 
pupil level of funding for Metco 
is adequate, but added that the 
state appears to be backing out 
of its commitment. 

For his qualifications he 
points to his recent 12 years in 
the school system, and said he 
has been following the School 
Committee for five years. 

He has worked in the State 
House with Rep. Peter 
Harrington on some bills and 


has gained legislative ex¬ 
perience by doing so. 

LeConti, 45, a controller for a 
lighting company, is seeking 
his second term on the Com¬ 
mittee because, he said, "I can 
do a good job to Improve the 
system and help weed out 
ineffective teachers." 

LeConti has a master’s 
degree in business education 
from Northeastern and 
currently has four children in 
the schools. 

When asked for his 
qualifications, he said in part, 
“I’m antiliberal, I’m anti- 
freespending, and I can help 
parents get the best education 
possible for their children at 
the least cost.” 

For LeConti the job entails 
the periodic evaluation of 
teachers, programs and staff, 
to make sure they are effective 
and in line with the budget. 

He feels Newton is being 
shortchanged in the amount of 
money the city gets for the 
current 334 Metco students. He 
said, "The whole fault lies with 
the state legislature.” He 
would favor expanding the 
program if funds are available. 

LeConti favors closing 
Weeks and making Newton 
South a four-year high school. 
The Committee also has to 
examine the recent studies and 
look at elementary closings. 
“We just have to face it,” he 
said. 

Evaluation is one of his 
prime concerns. 


"The majority of teachers

Mann has raised more than 
$32,000 and has spent almost

did not lend any money to his 
campaign. 

Aid. Cohen has spent $25,000 
in his bid for mayor, having 
raised $16,000 and loaned his 
campaign $10,000 himself. 

State Rep. Peter Harrington 
has raised about $4000 and 
loaned his campaign about 
$4,000 in his bid for a spot on the 
November ballot. He has spent 
$7200. 

Bullwinkle raised almost 
$6000 and spent close to $5000. 


He also held a fundraiser at 
Post 440 Sunday night and an 
estimated 400 people attended 
at a $7.50 admission charge. 
Bullwinkle loaned is campaign 
$135. 

Candidates Berkeley and 
Miller raised about $150 and 
$390 respectively. Berkeley has 
loaned his campaign $850 amnd 
Miller loaned his campaign 
$600. 

All candidates are required 
to file periodic expense forms 
indicating the names and 
addresses of their contributors, 
and the size of each con¬ 
tribution. They must also file 
forms indicating how the 
money has been spent. 

Closing date for the current 
filing was Friday, Sept. 16. 

The expense form filing for 
the general election will be Oct.

Mayor Theodore Mann's 
letter on the tax rate will be 
mailed out in disregard of a 
Finance Committee resolution 
asking that the committee be 
allowed to review the letter 
before it is mailed. 

State Rep. Peter Harrington, 
also a candidate for mayor, 
this week took exception to the 
tax message at a meeting of 
the Legislation & Rules 
Committee, where he appeared 
to discuss an ordinance 
proposed by him last spring to 
be included in a code of ethics 
for municipal elected officials. 

The Finance Committee 
earlier this month had passed a 
resolutthat willion asking the 
mayor to submit his letter 
accompany the tax bills to the 
Finance Committee for 
determination as to whether 
the message is political or 
factual. 

Several aldermen feel that 
the message is usually over¬ 
blown and, in election years, 
more political than factual. 

Harrington charged that the 
mayor's letter this time is 
"patently political," and 
“makes false claims of new 
construction, claims credit for 
the work of prior ad¬ 
ministrations, misrepresents 
action of the state legislature, 
and generally misstates the 
financial reasons for this 
year’s (small) tax increase." 

“The practice of sending a 
brief message and diagram 
explaining the sources of in¬ 
come and the disbursement of 
monies has been expanded by 


this administration to misin¬ 
form the public in an election 
year," Harrington said. 

Harrington's proposal was 
initiated after a brochure on 
public safety was distributed 
early this year bearing a 
picture of and letter from the 
mayor on the cover. 

The ordinance suggested by 
Harrington would forbid the 
expenditure of city money for 
any advertisements or other 
forms of publicity or public 
relations "which contain the 
name of an elected official of 
the City of Newton." 

The second part of the 
proposed ordinance would 
require that any promotional 
or public-relations ad¬ 
vertisement or other form of 
publicity or public relations 
material of any department or 
agency of the city be imprinted 
boldface type with "Paid for by 
the City of Newton." 

The committee voted 3-1 in 
favor of accepting 
Harrington's proposal in 
principle, and referred it to the 
city solicitor for proper ter¬ 
minology by the Oct. 3 meeting 
of the Board. 

The ordinance would not 
prohibit the dissemination of 
“tax messages" signed by the 
mayor, Harrington said, nor 
hamper necessary advertising. 

Voting in favor of 
Harrington's ordinance were 
Joseph McDonnell, Mark 
White and Thomas Concannon. 
Opposed was Donald Budge.

Five candidates vie for Ward 8 at-large seats

There will be five candidates 
on the Oct. 4 ballot for alder¬ 
man-at-large from Ward 8. 

In the preliminary election 
next Tuesday, the four top 
vote-getters will be the can¬ 
didates vying for the two at- 
large seats in the November 
general election. One can¬ 
didate will be eliminated next 
week. 

At-iarge aldermanic races 
are citywide, so the Ward 8 
candidates will be determined 
by a vote of all of the voters in 
Newton. In ward alderman 
races, the candidates only 
appear on the ballot in their 
respective wards. 

The five candidates for 
alderman-at-large from Ward 
8 are: Aid. Wendell Bauckman, 


the only incumbent, of 336 
Dedham St.; Cynthia Creem, 
15 Esty Farm Rd.; Samuel 
Kardon, 80 Oak Hill St.; Mit¬ 
chell Snyder, 107 Brandeis Rd.; 
and Jerold Wise, 241 Green¬ 
wood St. 

Aid. Bauckman, 72, has been 
an alderman for 36 years and 
was president of the Board of 
Aldermen for 20 years. He now 
holds the title of president 
emeritus. 

One of the reasons he says he 
is seeking reelection is to 
"maintain continuity." 

"I'm running for the same 
reason I ran in the first place, “ 
he said, "perhaps I have 
something to contribute. 

Bauckman considers the 
following issues to be of par¬ 
ticular importance at this 
time: increasing the stock of 


low- and moderate-income 
housing, replacement of public 
works equipment which has 
become antiquated, improving 
the efficiency of many city 
departments so we “get njore" 
than we’ve been getting for the 
dollar.” 

A lifelong Newton resident, 
Bauckman was the first 
recipient of the Newton Junior 
College president’s citation 
and also was cited by the state 
legislature for outstanding 
service to Newton. He is a 
member of the Masons, the 
Boston Boot and Shoe Club and 
the Leather Trade Benevolent 
Society. 

Mrs. Creem, 35, was an 
unsuccessful candidate for 
ward alderman in the 1975 city 
election.

Heavy police guard surrounds 
suspect at assault arraignment 


Policemen armed with 
shotguns escorted Michael 
Cram of Dorchester into 
Newton District Court Monday 
morning for his arraignment 
on charges of armed assault 
with intent to commit murder. 

Cram, 21, of 21 Rose clair St., 
Dorchester, was arrested in 
Nonantum early Sunday 
morning after he allegedly held 
two women at gunpoint in their 
apartment. 

Cram is being held in lieu of 
$100,000 bail after pleading 
innocent to two counts of 
assault with intent to murder, 
two counts of armed assault 
within a dwelling, one count of 
breaking and entering in the 
nighttime to commit a felony, 
and one count of illegal 
possession of firearms. 

Police allege that Cram held 
the roommate of a former 
girlfriend at bay in her 
apartment at 358 Watertown 
St., Nonantum, for about 3 4 
hours. 

The woman in the apartment 
told police she was awakened 
at 1:30 a.m. by a man armed 
with two rifles and a handgun. 

The man had used a key 
taken from his former friend to 
enter the second-floor apart¬ 
ment and held a shotgun at the 
roommate’s head while she 
was in bed, telling her not to 
scream. 

He then tied the roommate 
and waited for his former 
girlfriend to arrive. 

A sister of the former 
girlfriend drove to the house at 
about 4 a.m. and waited to see 
that her sister got in the house, 


because she had lost her key. 

Meanwhile, the gunman had 
let the roommate go to the 
bathroom and she escaped. 
The former girlfriend was 
allowed into the apartment by 
the gunman, but she also soon 
escaped, police said, mroe 

The two women who were 
hostages were driven to the 
police station, and Capt. John 
Bartinelli was called in to 
direct a force of 20 men who 
cordoned off the area where 
the incident occurred. 

From information received 
from the escaped hostages, 
Capt. Bartinelli contacted the 
suspect's father who was 
brought to the scene. 

The father talked to his son 
from a phone booth at the 
corner of Waterown and 
Adams streets, but he refused 
to give up. 

Capt. Bartinelli called the 
suspect and Cram indicated he 
would talk to him only if he 
came into the building unar¬ 
med. 

Bartinelli donned a bullet¬ 
proof vest and went to the 
apartment door, with Officer 
Neal Adkins and Lt. Det. 
Gerald Marchand standing 
beside the first floor door ar¬ 
med with shotguns. 

Bartinelli shouted up to the 
suspect, and he surrendered at 
the top of the stairs at about 6 
a.m., police said. 

Chief William Quinn said 
Monday night that security at 
the arraignment was heavy 
because an anonymous caller 
said someone might try to kill 
Cram, and the caller gave a 
description of the person. 


All persons in the courtroom 
Monday morning were asked to 
leave at about 9 a.m. and then 
were all quickly searched by 
police before being allowed to 
reenter. 

Once in the courtroom Judge 
Monte Basbas ordered no one 
to enter or leave the courtroom 
until Cram was arraigned. 
Sergeants guarded the doors to 
courtroom from the inside, 
with a detective guarding the 
door to the judge's chambers. 

Cram was held at the Fuller 
Mental Health Center it was in 
Boston overnight in a closed off 
section of a wing' said during 
the arraignment. 

Cram had most recently 
worked for a car leasing 
company and had held various 
jobs for about four months 
each after graduating from 
Charlestown High School. 

He has been living with his 
father for six years in Dor¬ 
chester. 

Dr. Brooks White found the 
defendant competent to stand 
trial. 

The probable cause hearing 
on the charges that carry a 
maximum life imprisonment 
will be Oct. 4 in Newton 
District Court. 

Capt. Bartinelli said an in¬ 
vestigation is continuing into 
whether organized crime is 
involved in the case.

man in their respective wards. These can¬ 
didates will only be on the ballots of Ward 1 
or Ward 3. 

The story on the six candidates for mayor 
appears on the front page. 

Stories on the candidates for School Com¬ 
mittee are on page 2. 

Stories on the candidates for alderman-at- 
large in Wards 6 and 8 are on page 3. 

Stories on the ward aldermen in Wards 1 
and 3 are on page 8. 

It is traditional for newspapers to 
editorialize before each election, urging 
people to go out and vote. 

In Newton, it is predicted that only 20 to 25 
percent of the registered voters will go to 
the polls next week, meaning about 14.000 
people will make an initial decision for 90,- 
000 people on the future of city government. 

The Newton Graphic this year is not going 
to plead with you to go out and vote. Rather, 
we would like to make this statement: 

The concept of majority rule is one of the 
foundations of this country, as is the princi¬ 
ple of free elections. 

With the exception of Presidential elec¬ 
tions. Newton is no different than any other 
community in the United States— it allows 
minority rule. 

There are 50.000 registered voters in the 
City of Newton. If 25,001 vote, we will have a 
decision from the majority. If 14.000 vote, 
the minority will prevail as usual. 

We don't see any point in begging you to 
vote as long as you are content with the will 
of the minority. But if you are concerned 
about aspects of city life. Tuesday is your 
day to make your feelings known. 


The bottom line 

When Bert Lance resigned as 
budget director many from the Southland 
blamed the press for hounding him out of 
that high office. 

But the people who really rose up in anger 
and forced his resignation were the nation's 
bankers, his former fellow associates. 

When the fact was first revealed that 
Lance and his family and his gubernatorial 
election committee had run up huge over¬ 
drafts in his own bank. President Carter 
excused this as being "typical practice of a 
country bank." The statement smeared 
every banker in the country with a very 
broad brush. 

Lance, as president of a bank, deliberate¬ 
ly diverted depositor's money to his own use 
without paying interest on the loans or 
without posting any collateral. 

Everyone is familiar with the occasional 
accidental overdrawing of one's checking 
account. It has happened to the most careful 
of us. There's been an error in arithmetic, 
or a day or so oversight in making a deposit. 

But this is a far different matter than the 
deliberate overdrafts in huge amounts — 
hundreds of thousands of dollars — which 
Lance perpetrated on his own bank, and 
which were allowed to persist for periods of 
up to four years. They were only corrected, 
as a matter of fact, when federal bank 
examiners insisted that they be covered. 

Then the President of the United States 
intimated that every banker does much the 
same thing. And the House and Senate 
Banking Committee started calling for an 
investigation of such practices in the 
nation's banks and for regulations to prevent 
them. 

The White House staff looked for a way to 
get Carter off the hook, not only for the 
Lance appointment but also for the ill- 
advised defense of his banking practices. 
Carter's three top aides have said they knew 
about the overdrafts in January but didn't 
tell Carter. 

The President has now set the record 
straight. And Lance, by his resignation did 
the nation's bankers a favor by 
acknowledging that his acts were highly im¬ 
proper. if not actually illegal, and never 
countenanced in a well-run bank.

Never mind the recent downtick on the 
business charts, Jackie-0 is in the chips 
again and. if anybody can save us from a 
recession, she can. Singlehandedly. 

In the world of compulsive shoppers 
she's acknowledged as one of the biggies, 
queen of the charge-account set and an 
inspiration to anyone who ever clutched a 
credit card in a hot, little hand. 

Jackie dotes on silks and satins, golden 
baubles and precious gems. She might 
never get around to wearing them, you 
understand, but she dearly loves to buy 
them. 

It was these spending habits that used 
to worry John F. Kennedy. In fact, he 
worried a lot, and he was the son of a 
multimillionaire. Jackie's bills even 
startled Aristotle Onassis, who had more 
money than almost anybody. 

But they endeared her to shopkeepers, 
jewelers, furriers, real estate brokers 
and interior decorators. Jacqueline 
Onassis on a shopping spree was every 
merchant's dream of the Holy Grail. Let 
an item catch her fancy and she ordered 
it up in every color. 

Understandably, it’s an image she's not 
fond of flaunting. Back in the White 
House days she publicly denied spending 
$50,000 a year on clothes. The only way 
she could ever do that, she scoffed, was if 
she splurged on "mink-lined underwear." 
But the store owners knew better. 

However, things haven't been so good 
for Jackie in the past year. Ari cut her off 
with a measley $250,000 a year—and 
$50,000 of that was for Carolyn and John, 


Jr. He also threw in a quarter interest in 
his private island of Skorpios and a 
quarter share of his yacht, but most of his 
$250 million went to daughter Christina. 

Well, you can bet that stunned the 
world of Jackie-watchers. Even though 


we'd heard that Ari was getting ready to 
file for a divorce before he got too sick to 
follow it through, we were convinced he'd 
do right by America's queen mother. 

Folks who claimed to know predicted 
she was assured of at least $200 million. 


Instead, he tossed her a pittance, and 
everybody gasped and gossiped a little 
more.

Carter's press

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Jody Powell hurt his image as 
White House press secretary by passing along to several 
leading newspapers a rumor that would have discredited a 
senator investigating Bert Lance. 

When it turned out to be wrong, most of the newspapers 
ignored it. But the Chicago SunTimes identified Powell as 
the aide who tried to peddle the report and the result was an 
apology by Powell to Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill. 

Somewhat chagrined, Powell described his action as 
"dumb” and “inappropriate.” 

He later told reporters he consulted some of his predeces¬ 
sor when he took over as White House spokesman and 
learned there were ways of dispensing information outside 
normal channels. 

Most times Powell’s penchant for biting charac¬ 
terizations of other politicians has been protected by 
reporters — even when he didn't put his remarks "off the 
record" or "on background." 

The press secretary sometimes leaks news to ingratiate 
himself with a reporter, but always for political or personal 
reasons or to enhance the President’s image. 

He admits it and sees nothing wrong in it. Working on that 
premise, he or his aides have divulged reports from the 
National Security Council and information from an FBI 
report, among other things. 

Did Powell view the Percy matter as "dumb" because he

got caught, or because he now feels it is improper to pass 
along unsubstantiated allegations for the purpose of 
damaging someone's reputation? 

Powell has been riding high. He is well liked, intelligent, 
articulate, and creates an atmosphere of relaxed good 
feeling. He also has disarming wit and provokes contagious 
mirth. 

There is none of the hostility of fhe Watergate era in the 
White House press center. But few have any illusions that 
the 33-year-old Powell, who is almost like a son to Carter, is 
not a totally partisan fighter. He clearly feels he serves a 
constituency of one — the President. 

Powell has said many times there is no reason the White 
House cannot retaliate when it feels it has been dealt with 
unfairly. More than many of his predecessors, he calls 
reporters to complain about their stories, despite this, he 
conveys no sense of being anti-media. 

Press relations with both Carter and Powell have been 
generally good. Carter has been fairly accessible, and 
usually answers questions during informal circumstances. 
He holds news conferences every two weeks, and conducts 
himself deftly and with candor. He does his homework and 
rarely is caught unawares. 

Powell, too, has shown fancy footwork on the podium. He 
readily admits when he is hedging or cannot elaborate. 
Carter said last week Powell has learned he will have to be 
"more cautious." 

Better advice might be never to get himself into another 
Lance-Percy bind. 


Anti-busing move to cost Brooke votes

A proposed amendment to the Massachusetts Con¬ 
stitution, intended to irohibit forced school busing in the . 
Bay State, probably will have no effect upon school busing 
in the Commonwealth, but it almost certainly will make it 
more difficult for Senator Edward W. Brooke to win 
reelection next year. 

The suggested amendment, designed to ban busing by a 
back-door approach, will appear on the state election ballot 
in November of next year for acceptance or rejection by the 
voters. It stipulates that “No student shall be assigned or 
denied admission to a public school on the basis of race, 
color, national origin or creed." 

Unless unexpected developments cause Brooke to change 
his present plans, his name will appear on the ballot as a 
candidate for reelection to the Senate at the same time as 
that suggested constitutional amendment. 

Unfortunately, a bitter and emotional fight over 
the proposed amendment will be waged next year, with 
black and white leaders on opposite sides of the issue. 

Candidates for virtually all offices will be i ailed upon to 
take a stand on the question in the 1978 campaign. One of 
those candidates will be Senator Brooke. 

Those favoring the suggested amendment will lose the 
support of many black voters. Those opposing it will arouse 
the ire of white voters in districts such as South Boston 
where forced busing is still a hot issue. 

Most public leaders and candidates unquestionably will 
speak out in support of the amendment and in opposition to 
forced school busing because of its staggering cost and the 
effect it has had on lowering the quality of Boston public 
school education for both blacks and whites. 

An exception, however, probably will be Senator Brooke 
who favors forced busing. 

When formerPresident Gerald Ford was moving for a U. 

S. Supreme Court review of the Boston school busing case, 
Brooke quietly intervened and used his influence to stop it. 

Senator Brooke’s support of forced busing is well known. 
His opposition to the proposed amendment to the State 
Constitution, when he voices it, should not come as a sur¬ 
prise to anyone. 

However, Brooke undoubtedly will be hurt politically and 
will lose votes he would normally get if, as expected, he 
lakes a stand in favor of forced busing in a campaign when 


public feeling and emotions will be running high. 

Brooke probably would lose even more votes if he tried to 
dodge the issue. 

Ironically, the adoption of the amendment to the State 
Constitution will accomplish nothing since a state statute or 


constitutional amendment cannot supersede a federal law. 

Whatever the proposed constitutional amendment may or 
may not do, it definitely will be an obstacle in Brooke’s path 
as he drives to wm reelection to a third term in the U. S. 
Senate.

Youth Soccer apologizes 


Prince — 

The most significant issues 
she feels will face the School 
Committee in the next two 
years are school closings and a 
more tenured staff. 

Referring to the years of 
debate about declining 
enrollment and school closings, 
she said, "I don’t think Newton 
can keep going through this 
mess. The Committee has to 
make a commitment to long- 
range planning ... and some 
binding policy." 

She predicts that one of the 
most difficult problems the 
Committee will face is, “What 
do you do when we have all 
tenured teachers and there are 
cutbacks in the staff?" 

Jones is a trustee at Mount 
Holyoke College and a board 
member of Reading is Yours to 
Keep, a reading program in 
Boston. 

She has been an educational 
consultant to many school 
systems, has worked as a 
teacher, and is currently 
coordinator of a national 
science program for gifted 
minority students. 

In her announcement she 
said, "Citizens are tired of the 
chaos and political

He sees his duties as setting 
policy and seeing that it is 
carried out, and serving as a 
liaison between parents, ad¬ 
ministrators, and students. 

During his two years on the 
Committee Prince introduced 
proposals leading to the ren¬ 
ting of the Newton North 
stadium to Newton Catholic 
High School, and initiated the 
motion to keep special needs 
children over age 21 at Newton 
South High until a sheltered 
workshop is privately set up. : 

Prince is proud that in the 
first year of his term he helped 
pass a zero-increase budget for 


the schools, and the second 
budget passed had an increase 
of 1.3 percent. 

He was a member of the 
School Committee’s sub¬ 
committee on declining 
enrollment which he said 
addressed the problem 
"logically and rationally. 

"I think we need a master 
plan, and it has to be carried 
out,” he said. 

Prince is a member of the 
School Buildings Advisory 
Committee which monitors the 
condition of schools, and is also 
a member of the Knights of 
Columbus, American Legion 
Post 440, and the Newton 
Athletic Association. 

He is on the board of the 
Garden City Activity Center, a 
member of the David I. Walsh 
Assembly, and active in our 
Our Lady’s Help of Christians 
Church. 

Brian Vallely, 21, a senior at 
Curry College in Milton, is 
running for office because he is 
active in educational and 
community organizations and 
feels he would be an asset to 
the School Committee. 

Vallely, currently a student 
teacher in Needham, has 
developed a swimming 
program in Newton for 
maturing retardates, has 
supervised sports programs 
for youth here, and is in the Big 
Brother Association. 

He was a student instructor 
in the Newton North High 
Nursery School, and was a 


member of the Boston PTA 
when student teaching at the 
Roosevelt Middle School in 
Roxbury. 

He said, "I've certainly 
served an apprenticeship to 
such a position." He plans to 
attend law school after 
graduation and study 
educational law.

Is it really educationally and 
socially sound to simply offer a 
junior high-middle school 
experience to a younger age 
group? 

What are the real ad¬ 
vantages and disadvantages of 
larger concentrations of peer 
groups and how does this affect 


their total learning ex¬ 
perience? 

Why is the superintendent so 
opposed to a K-8, 9-12 type of 
organization? 

What kind of program could 
be realistically offered to 7th 
and 8th graders within the 
context of the elementary 
school in Newton? 

What will happen to that 
group of fourth graders who 
will attend four different 
schools in four years? 

Would this reorganization 
mean busing more children? 

What kind of total 
educational experience do 
Newton parents really want for 
their children and what values 
do they wish the system to 
reinforce? 

What can we afford to pay, 
and what are we willing to 
sacrifice in order to preserve 
our neighborhood schools? 

I would like to have the 
School Committee and the 
administration find out from 
parents and experts in the 
educational field what the 
answers are to these questions 
before they make decisions.

City trucks at Coldspring prompt irate call 


The presence of at least five 
Public Works Department 
vehicles in Cold Spring 
Playground during working 
hours for several days in the 
week of Sept. 12 has been ex¬ 
plained by the city ad¬ 
ministration as due to "coffee 
breaks." 

A resident of the Cold Spring 
area called this newspaper 
Sept. 14 to complain that 
several vehicles had been in 


the park every afternoon that 
week, with employees playing 
cards and sleeping. 

The anonymous caller listed 
registration plates of the 
vehicles that had been parked 
in the playground. The caller 
did not record lengths of time 
the specific vehicles were there 
but reported that some 
vehicles were there from 1:30 
p.m. to 4 p.m. each day. 

Acting Commissioner of 


Public Works Nunzio Piselli 
and mayoral aide Jane Pitt 
investigated the report on 
behalf of Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

Each of the men assigned to 
the vehicles in question ad¬ 
mitted that he had been in Cold 
Spring Playground but denied 
that he had exceeded the 15- 
minute coffee break. 

A check of daily work 
assignments for the week of 
Sept. 12 showed that all work 


had been completed as 
assigned' and a a check of 
materials picked up, such as 
hot patch for street repair, 
showed the material to have 
been obtained and used on 
schedule, according to Piselli. 

Pitt acknowledged the 
possibility that the work 
assigned does not take a full 
day to complete, but so far 
there is not a time study on 
each specific task done by the 


Public Works Department. 

The coffee break may be 
taken any time during the 
afternoon, Piselli said, but 
should be limited to 15 minutes. 

Drivers of the trucks, all 
operating out of the Elliot 
Street city yard, had been told 
to stop taking their break in 
Newton Highlands Square, 
Piselli said, because of com¬ 
plaints of traffic congestion 
and scarcity of parking. 


Part-time state job law 
to get public hearing 


The principal sponsor of the 
nation's first part-time em¬ 
ployment law. State Rep. Lois 
G. Pines (D-Newton), an¬ 
nounced that the State Division 
of Personnel Administration 
will hold hearings on proposed 
regulations for state em¬ 
ployees who work less than full 
time. 

Pines said, “part-time 
employment is necessary to 
provide alternative modes of 
employment for a substantial 
portion of the work force. 
Married women make up an 
increasingly large part of the 
work force, and must balance 
their family responsibilities 
with the desire and-or 
necessity to work. Many 
women with young children 
and elderly and handicapped 
persons need the flexibility 
part-time employment offers. 

The regulations proposed by 
the Division of Personnel 
Administration deal with sick 
leave, vacation time, step 
increments, insurance 
benefits, and maternity leave, 
among others. Pines em¬ 
phasized that these are not the 
final regulations and are 
subject to revision. 

A public hearing will be on 
Wednesday, Oct. 12, at 10 a.m. 
on the 21st floor of the John W. 
McCormack State Office 
Building.

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Passport 
doesn't 
provide 
immunity 

Hundreds of American 
travelers have learned the 
hard way that a U. S. passport 
does not provide immunity 
from arrest or imprisonment if 
they violate the laws of foreign 
countries. 

Most are young, awaiting 
trial or serving sentennces in 
jails around the world for 
breaking local laws against 
drug use, smuggling and 
trafficking. The fact is that 
foreign countries often are 
much tougher than the United 
States when it comes to dealing 
with Illegal narcotics. 

Ignorance of local laws is no 
excuse. And U. S. diplomatic 
officials can not provide much 
help since visitors to foreign 
countries are subject to the 
laws of the land, not those of 
the United States. 

The United States maintains 
136 embassies and 115 consu¬ 
lates overseas. Embassies are 
located in capital cities and 
include consular services in 
their overall operations. 
Consulates generally are 
situated in major cities, 
although there are some in 
smaller cities frequently 
visited by Americans. 

Where there are no official 
posts, consular agencies are 
run by persons commissioned 
by the U. S. government Often 
located in remote areas where 
few Americans come, they act 
as liaison between the 
travelers and the nearest 
diplomatic missions in the case 
of emergency. 

In embassies and consulates, 
tourist problems — and that 
does not include finding rooms, 
cashing personal checks, find¬ 
ing lost or stolen belongings or 
getting seats to the opera — 
are handled by a consular 
officer. But his scope of 
operation is limited by local 
laws, U. S. laws and 
geography. 

When informed of an arrest 
of a U.S. citizen, a consular 
official will visit the detained 
American, provide him with a 
list of competent local lawyers 
and will notify the family of his 
predicament if requested. If 
prison conditions are consid¬ 
ered inadequate — and many 
are, according to reports from 
jailed youths — the official also 
will deliver money, food and 
clothing from relatives and 
friends via prison authorities if | 
local regulations permit. 

Consular officials can not, 
however, request or obtain 
different treatment for Ameri¬ 
cans than that given other 
prisoners under the laws of the 
country concerned. 

Nor can they use official 
funds to furnish bail or pay 
legal fees or other expenses for 
imprisoned Americans — such 
assistance is prohibited by U. 

S. law. 

Consulates can, however, 
provide emergency financial 
help to Americans overseas 
who have run out of money 
through a repatriation loan if 
his family or employer can’t. 

Such a loan covers the cost of 
the cheapest means of tran¬ 
sportation to the nearest U. S. 
port since it is intended only to 
provide funds for the return of 
a destitute American citizen. 
Passports are stamped "for 
direct return to the U. S." 

The borrower must repay the 
State Department as soon as 
possible and can not leave the 
U. S. again until he does. Last 
year, more than 500 repatria¬ 
tion loans were issued to 
Americans stranded abroad. 

Embassies and consulates 
also will help to evacuate U. S. 
citizens to safer areas in the 
event of war, civil unrest or 
natural disasters. 

But expenses are often in¬ 
curred during such evacua¬ 
tions, such as chartering 
planes or ships, and evacuees 
must repay the State Depart¬ 
ment expenses for personal | 
services rendered. 

The diplomatic missions can 
be asked to help, too, if an 
American dies while abroad. A 
consular official will safeguard 
personal belongings until 
turned over to the family. He 
will also assist in funeral 
arrangements after the family 
has decided between a local 
burial or shipping the body 
home. Transportation costs 
could be high so the person 
taking the responsibility will be 
asked to wire the estimated 
charge to the State •Depart¬ 
ment first. 

Some Americans register at 
the nearest embassy or consu¬ 
late soon after arriving over¬ 
seas, making it easier for them 
to be reached in case of 
emergencies. Consular of¬ 
ficials also will help relatives 
trace nussing Americans by 
acting as liaison between the ^ 
family and local police

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Four Nonantum candidates try for Ward 1 alderman 


Ward 1, which encompasses 
Nonantum and some of Newton 
Corner, for the past 14 years 
has had a Nonantum resident 
as its ward alderm and is not 
changing now. 

Aid. Andrew Magni is 
leaving the Board of Aldermen 
at the end of this year after 14 
years, and "Nonantum's 
alderman" will be either 
Joseph L. Bradley, Guido 
Cetrone, Patricia Ciccone, or 
Joseph DePasquale, all of 
whom live in the small, close- 
knit community. 

Magni has not publicly en¬ 
dorsed any of the candidates to 
be his successor. 

Only Ward 1 votes for these 
candidates in the Oct. 4 
preliminary election 

Bradley, the 25-year-old son 
of former alderman and state 
representative Joseph G. 
Bradley, feels that he can bring 
insight to the Board of 
Aldermen because of the 
tradition of public service in 
his family. He will move to 64 
Lincoln Rd. Oct 31. 

Cetrone , 57, wants to be 
Ward 1 alderman because, he 
says, "People are being 
shunned down here. We’re 
getting murdered down here." 
Cetrone lives at 41 West St. 

Patricia Ciccone, 34, of 56 
Lothrop St., is the only can¬ 
didate with less than com¬ 


plimentary words about Ward 
l's representation on the 
Board. Her reason for running 
is that she feels the ward has 
not been well represented by 
either the ward alderman or 
the aldermen-at-large. 

DePasquale, 24, says simply, 
"People need good 
representation, and I can do a 
good job." He lives at 24 Jones 
Court. 

All the candidates, two of 
whom will be eliminated in the 
preliminary, see a distinction 
between the function of ward 
alderman and the function of 
alderman at large, though to 
varying degrees. 

Bradley believes a ward 
alderman should be concerned 
with the "specific needs of the 
people he represents," while 
the alderman-at-large takes an 
"overview." 

Ciccone agrees with the 
distinction, as does "I don't 
DePasquale, but Cetrone says, 
think it makes too much dif¬ 
ference. A ward alderman’s 
primary' concern is the ward, 
but if he sees the rest of the city 
hurt he isn’t going to vote in the 
negative (to favor his ward). 

The future use of the Stearns 
School land and the removal of 
Engine 8 from the Crafts Street 
fire station remain the 
overriding issues in Nonantum, 
two candidates for ward 


alderman feel. 

Joseph Bradley calls "what 
is going to happen to Newton 
Corner" the most important 
ward issue. He thinks that a 
pedestrian walkway should be 
built over the Turnpike, 
existing parking lots should be 
kept for short-term, shoppers' 
parking for local residents and 
a parking facility should be 
built to take care of long-term 
commuter parking. 

Bradley said, "Removal of 
the fire pumper was a 
mistake," and "All depart¬ 
ments should be fiscally 
responsible, including the 
police and fire departments, 
but cuts in public safety should 
be last." 

Cetrone would fight for the 
restoration of the pumper and 
monitor the use of the land 
around the Stearns School, now 
slated for demolition in accord 
with neighborhood wishes. 
These two issues, plus open 
space, are the outstanding 
Ward 1 issues, Ciccone 
believes. 

Ciccone also supported the 
decision to tear down the old 
school and dedicate the land to 
recreation purposes. "I believe 
this part of the city should have 
what every other part has . . . 
we have to fight for 
everything." 

Ciccone agrees that "the 
biggest problem in Ward 1" is 


Newton Corner. She says there 
is a pedestrian accident there 
on an average of once every 
two months. 

Other ward problems Cic¬ 
cone is concerned about are 
parking and street lighting. 
"It’s not safe to walk on Dalby 
Street," she said. 

She also cited the lack of a 
full-time foot police patrolman 
in Nonantum. 

DePasquale sees the traffic 
problem in Newton Corner as 
the "second biggest problem" 
in Ward 1, following the 
restoration of the pumper and 
the Stearns School demolition. 

The major city wide issue 
facing residents and elected 
officials is different to all 
candidates. 

To Joseph Bradley, 
revaluation of real estate 
looms as the major problem to 
be dealt with. "We will have to 
make adjustments for senior 
citizens. We are pricing a lot of 
long-term residents out of the 
city,” he said. 

He suggest taxing com¬ 
mercial properties and 
apartments more heavily as a 
way of allowing abatements to 
the elderly. 

Zoning violations in many 
cases are the result of tax¬ 
payers' being unable to pay 
their taxes and renting illegal 
apartments to help stay in 
Newton, Bradley said. 


Spending is the major 
citywide issue to Cetrone. He is 
opposed to the new central 
dispatch center for the police 
and fire departments, which 
will cost $665,000 and Is now 
being put on a referendum by 
the firefighters and police, who 
are also opposed. 

The CDC, Cetrone feels, 
represents "a lot of money 
spent unnecessarily’" and will 
take strength away from both 
fire and police. 

Ciccone perceives the tax 
rate as the major citywide 
issue. "I don't feel we’re 
getting what we pay for . . . 
The Board of Aldermen can put 
pressure on to get our money’s 
worth,” she said. 

Ciccone is opposed to 
spending for a new main 
library and wants the Planning 
Department to do better with 
traffic problems. 

DePasquale calls the in¬ 
terrelated problems of housing 
and open space the principal 
citywide issue. He is in favor of 
the acquisition of open space, 
specifically the Novitiate land, 
but points out that the city is 
behind in the provision of low- 
and moderate-income housing. 
He would work toward a 
realistic compromise between 
open-space and housing ad¬ 
vocates. 

Bradley has his own 


Five seek votes to be Ward 3 alderman 


By ELIZABETH McKINNON 
of the Graphic staff 
Despite five candidates for 
Ward 3 alderman, the Oct. 4 
preliminary in the ward, 
contestants say ruefully. 

election has generated little 
activity or interest 
That state of affairs may be 
due to the apparent scarcity of 
issues unique to West Newton, 
with traffic being the one 
mentioned most by the can¬ 
didates. 

Ward 3 alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle, who is a candidate 
for mayor and therefore not 
able to run again for the seat, 
served for eight years but is not 
endorsing any of the can¬ 
didates, at least for the 
preliminary. 

Only Ward 3 votes for Ward 3 
alderman. 

RONALD J. BROWN 
Ronald J Brown, 44, of 144 
Cherry St., became a can¬ 
didate because he thinks "it is 
about time the working man 
got up and spoke.” 

A ward alderman should 
"get people's feelings," Broun 
says. He would accomplish this 
by setting up neighborhood 
groups and contacting them 
regularly to find the needs of 
the people in his ward. 

The major Ward 3 issues in 
Brown's opinion are taxes, the 
removal of the pumper from 
the Crafts Street fire station, 
city services’ and traffic 
problems. 

Traffic complaints and 
speeding, for example on 
Cherry Street, should be 
handled by the police, Brown 
says, and do not have to 


become real "issues." The 
aldermen should be the go- 
between for the police and 
residents in traffic problems. 

Taxes are the main citywide 
problem, Brown thinks, 
especially for elderly 
residents. He would propose 
that real estate taxes for 
elderly property owners, age 65 
and over, be frozen at the 
current level for those who 
need it, even though such a step 
would add "$1 or $2 on people 
like me."

West Newton, she says, that 
almost call themselves the 
“working poor.” “That’s what 
got me into tuning for aider- 
man," she added. "I know 
what it is to be there. I grew up 
in a poor family.” 

Taxes, open space, and 
housing are the issues facing 
the whole city, according to 
Donahue, besides com¬ 
munication with citizens vying 
for the top ranking. 

“People are not informed 
ahead of time when the city is 
planning to do something, and 
they are not included in the 
decision.” 

She is committed to 
preserving and finding money 
to preserve open space and will 
work for "affordable housing 
for all classes without housing 
projects.”

Drinan wants tougher review 
of overseas weapons sales 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan(D.-Mass.) has moved 
to strengthen Congressional 
review of major weapons sales 
proposals. 

Drinan introduced a bill to 
extend the time period for 
Congressional review of major 
arms sales proposals from 30 
calendar days to 45 days in 
which Congress is in con¬ 
tinuous session. 

Under Drinan's bill as well 
as under current law, Congress 
may block major arms sales if 
the House and Senate adopt 
joint resolutions of disap¬ 
proval. 

The Arms Export Control 
Act, which Drinan seeks to 


amend, allows an ad¬ 
ministration to take advantage 
of Congressional recesses or 
district work periods to shorten 
significantly or eliminate the 
time Congress has to act on 
major weapons sales. 

“It is unrealistic to assume 
that a resolution of disapproval 
of a proposed arms sale, a 
matter which requires com¬ 
prehensive review and 
hearings in both Houses of 
Congress, could be passed in 
the short period of time 
presently permitted," Drinan 
said. 

Noting that America now 
sells about $12 billion worth of 
weapons a year and that arms 


sales represent foreign policy 
decisions with profound con¬ 
sequences for world stability, 
Drinan said the present 30-day 
limit "must be changed so the 
Congress can effectively 
exercise its oversight in this 
area.” 

Cong. Drinan said his bill to 
improve Congressional 
monitoring of arms sales was 
consistent with President 
Carter's strongly expressed 
desire to reduce the growth of 
major military weapons 
transfers and to place the 
burden of proof on those forces 
promoting arms sales rather 
than on the forces opposing 
them.

No-fault divorce 


reduces 

The new no-fault divorce 
statute, which the governor has 
signed into law last week, 
makes irreconcilable 
breakdown a reasonable 
alternative to the standard 
grounds for divorce by 
reducing the waiting periods 
required to obtain a marital 
dissolution. 

The new law reduces the 
waiting period before a no-fault 
divorce can be granted from 10 
months to 6, when a separation 
agreement has been worked 
out, and from 24 to 12 months 
when the principals cannot 
agree on such issues as 
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waiting 

custody, support, alimony and 
division of property. As with all 
divorces, an additional six- 
month decree nisi period 
follows before the divorce is 
final. 

State Rep. Lois Pines (D- 
Newton) was the co-author of 
the 1973 law to eliminate 
recrimination as a defense in a 
divorce libel. The passage of 
that law was the first sub¬ 
stantive change in the divorce 
laws in Massachusetts in 
hundreds of years. 

Pines also authored the 
revision of the no-fault divorce 
law. “No-fault divorce was 
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period 

originally conceived as a 
means to spare the spouses and 
the children of the marriage 
needless trauma by 
eliminating the necessity to 
establish guilt, as required by 
all other grounds such as cruel 
and abusive treatment, 
adultery and desertion,” Pines 
said. 

"The excessive waiting 
periods discouraged many of 
these potential users of no¬ 
fault. It is my hope and ex¬ 
pectation that this modification 
will allow those couples who 
seek to avoid the bitterness of a 
fault divorce to do so," Pines 
said.

[ Weaver strumming prairie dog blues 'I Winter care makes summer cacti blooms

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) 
- Dennis Weaver doesn’t think 
much of his voice, but he en¬ 
joys writing country songs with 
titles like “I Got a Feeling Like 
a Prairie Dog Sitting by the 
Freeway Blues.” 

Weaver gimped through 
Gunsmoke as Matt Dillon’s 
cheerful, crippled sidekick 
Chester, then starred for seven 
years as a chivalrous rube of a 
television cop called 
"McCloud." 

The character drew an 
avalanche of fan mail from 
women attracted by Weaver's 
clear, blue eyes and his 
bumbling way of getting the 
case solved. 

"The ladies like to fantasize 
about McCloud because he’s so 
chivalrous and tender," 
Weaver said. "Men who act 
macho are missing a bet It’s 
the funny, kind of backward 
guy who gets the women.” 

The series was cancelled 
recently by the network for 


reasons Weaver cannot quite 
understand. 

"They programmed the 
show so atrociously,” he said 
without a trace of anger. "We 
competed against shows like 
"Gone With the Wind” and 
"Roots.” There’s still plenty of 
nostalgia for the McCloud 
character if they would pay 
attention.” 

There have been other 
television offers and talk of a 
movie, but for now Weaver is 
concentrating on his country 
music. He has completed his 
third album and it is filled with 
songs he has written. 

"I wouldn't sit and listen to 
the sound of my own voice," he 
said. "But I think my songs are 
saying something." 

The "Prairie Dog" song was 
born while Weaver was driving 
to work one morning on a 
congested Los Angeles high¬ 
way. 

"Where the hell have all the 
prairie dogs gone now that we 


have highways?" Weaver said 
he mused at the time. "That's 
how songs come to you. There's 
nothing special or weird about 
it." 

He says he has no desire to be 
a great writer, "like 
Shakespeare or Kris 
Kristofferson," but plans to 
stick to simple songs. 

"I began writing songs in 
college about the moon, June 
and a spoon and haven’t gone 
much farther,” Weaver said. 
"These songs are clean and 
simple. It’s my honesty that 
the ladies like. If I dress it up, 
they wouldn’t go for It.” 

The tall, tan actor’s love of 
simplicity complicates his life 
in some ways. He became a 
vegetarian in 1958 and has 
since learned how hard it is to 
"eat right" and lead the life of 
a traveling entertainer. 

"I just like fresh, simple food 
that's good for you,” he said. 
"You would be surprised how 
many hotel managers, airline 


stewardesses and talk show 
hosts across the country think I 
am a freak hecause I travel 
with my own fruit and cheese." 

Weaver acquired his distaste 
for meat during one particular¬ 
ly gory butchering season on 
the farm where he grew up. His 
soft-spoken manner would 
never permit "going on a 
crusade to convert people to 
vegetarianism,” he says. 

"I never try to sway people 
to my way of thinking," he 
said. "I'm not on a crusade and 
everyone is different.” 

He cast an eye around the 
coffee shop and stopped at one 
rather pudgy man licking the 
remains of a lengthy meal 
from his lips. 

"But I can tell these 
Nashville people are meat 
eaters. I’ve never seen so 
many pot bellies.”

ing why your cactus didn’t 
bloom this summer? Blame It 
on what you did last winter. 

“The dormancy during the 
winter, that's the trick to 
making a cactus form buds and 
flower," says Betty Demzik, an 
officer of the Henry Shaw 
Cactus Society. The society 
was founded in 1942 and named 
for the father of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden. 

"Usually from October 
through March you should keep 
them cool, give them good light 
and little if any water. A 
southern or western exposure 
to light is best, and keep them 
between 45 and 50 degrees and 
withhold the water. It should 
bloom if you treat it right in the 
winter. 

"The best rule for watering 
Is: When in doubt, don’t." 

Cacti at one time were 
considered by many persons as 


the barren areas of the 
southwest United States and 
Mexico. In recent years their 
popularity has grown 
markedly with clubs forming 
throughout the nation, and 
many household gardeners 
turning from Toliage plants to 
cacti and succulents. 

"They’ve come into their 
own because people realize the 
beauty of the spine formation 
and the flowering,” Mrs. 
Demzik said. "Our club has 
over 200 members, and there’s 
probably 30 to 35 such clubs 
around the nation. 

"The National Association of 
Cactus Growers had Its annual 
convention last May in Tucson 
and attracted people from all 
over the world.” 

Mrs. Demzik said she was 
"great with plastic plants until 
I came onto cacti.” She said 
one advantage to growing 
cactus is the hardiness of the 
plant. 


for cacti is about equal parts of 
ordinary potting soil and 
coarse sand and gravel to allow 
for a gritty texture that drains 
well. Don’t try to grow plants in 
pure sand, she added. They 
need nourishment from the 
soiL 

“The cactus can tolerate 
water as long as it's drained 
well," she said. 

"I keep mine outside during 
the summer, and they get 
heavy soakings from the rain." 

The trick is to let them 
completely dry out between 
soakings. 

"If the soil drains well, they 
ca’n stand a lot more water 
than most people think," she 
said. "They store the water for 
the winter dormancy." 

Increased popularity of cacti 
and succulents is due also their 
many varieties, from tiny, 
nubshaped lithops to golden 


and the hanging burro's tail 
with its delicate stems. 

Brcause most cacti grow 
slowly, greedy entrepreneurs 
have invaded portions of the 
Southwest and striped larger 
plants illegally from the de¬ 
serts. 

"At our shows we don't sell 
any collected plants, where 
someone goes out and digs up a 
whole hillside,” said Mrs. 
Demzik. "The various clubs 
are trying to band together and 
do something about it." 

Probably the most spectacu¬ 
lar display of flowering cacti 
occurs in the spring in the Big 
Bend National Park area near 
the Texas-Mexico border. 

“It's very barren, then all of 
a sudden you’ll see the wild 
color and that’s the cacti in 
bloom,” Mrs. Demzik said. 
"It's gorgeous.”

Soccer: the game for everyone 


Five years ago not many people knew much, if anything, 
about soccer. Today, it is the fastest growing youth team 
sport in this country. Parents committed to the idea their 
youngster should be involved in a team sport are urging 
them to play soccer—not baseball or football. 

It isn’t only the parents. 

Youngsters playing soccer love it. The popularity of 
soccer has prompted many communities to begin soccer 
leagues. In Newton, until a few years ago, there was no such 
league. It took a few determined women to bring the game 
to the attention of the community. 

One was Bobbye Van der walde who became interested in 
soccer when her oldest son began playing in junior high 
School. She was impressed with the game because “it 
seemed to be something most could participate in...a low 
key sport for boys and girls." 

While she saw the possibilities of having a community 
wide league, she didn’t know where to begin. She started to 
cal] people in various communities for information. It was 
only after the first season that two volunteers, Kathy 
Noonan and Dee Dee Wilcon offered their assistance. 

William Rhodes of Needham also helped. Rhodes is a 
John Hancock vice president who volunteers his time 
because he is committed to soccer. 

Newton’s first season began with roughly 50 youngsters 
playing and four teams. Van der walde says “we got in¬ 
structors and recruited some fathers who played and some 
who were supportive” and wanted to share an activity with 
their children. 

In the second year there were 150 youngsters signed up 
and eight teams. This season, they went from 16 teams and 
270 youngsters signed up in July, to 18 teams and 325 
youngsters by September. Despite the fact the season is 


half over, calls are still coming in and they had to turn aside 
at least 75 youngsters. They could not keep up with the 
demand because they exhausted their resources. 

In Needham the youth soccer teams had been organized 
by an experienced Scotch soccer player and the program 
ultimately evolved into two programs, one in the spring and 
one in the fall. The fall program is designed to be in¬ 
structional. 

Volunteers like Rhodes make up the backbone of the 
program. Rhodes, whose two sons are as committed to 
soccer as he is, help out in Newton. Ken plays in the 
Needham League as a junior high school goalie and Tom 
directs and coaches clinics. 

In Needham there are 500 boys in the fourth, fifth, and 
sixth grades playing youth soccer and 300-350 girls in the 
same grades who also play. The entire population in 
Needham is 30,000. 

Soccer’s effect on football teams is being felt In 
Needham for example, less boys go out for football than 
soccer and the football coach is competing with soccer for 
the better athletes. 

There are many reasons for t'te game's popularity. 

For one, physicians promote soccer because of the low 
incidence of injury. This is especially true in comparison to 
football and hockey. The primary action is running, and 
there is less opportunity for coaches to give continual 
direction and less rancor at the league games. 

It is a game for everyone. "It has appeal for the smaller 
player, and some of the best players are small,” said Tom 
Rhodes who added that the "small player is close to the 
qround and has the ability to use his or her feet with better 
balance and controL” 

"Everyone gets to play and feel important...you don’t sit 


on the bench and watch for one-half the game," observed 
Wilcon. 

The cost is far less because the only equipment needed 
are sneakers, shin guards and a ball. It has been said that 
soccer is “an athletic director’s dream.” A youngster can 
be outfitted from head to foot for less then it costs to buy a 
football helmet. 

Each game is 90 minutes and for the spectator, as well as 
the player, it is never boring. There are no youngsters 
standing sleepily in the outfield. 

As an indication of where soccer is headed, this summer 
the combined reqistration figures of the American Youth 
Soccer League Organziation and the United States Youth 
Soccer Association reveal there are an estimated 350,000 
youths 18 and under playing orqanized soccer. 

Communities like Needham can keep the costs down 
because the men who founded the league were experienced 
and “the kids who have played return to coach,” says 
Rhodes. 

In Newton not that many people are familiar with the 
game yet, thus referees must be hired; however, in 
Needham fathers coach a team and then remain to referee 
the following game. 

The league has been recognized by Boston College and the 
members were invited to the invitational soccer game to 
which other communities have been invited. BC is spon¬ 
soring this in an effort to promote soccer. 

Now Wilcon and Van der walde are going to make an 
effort to recruit more parents because their children are 
"graduating” from the league. They are planning an 
organizational meeting in the future. Anyone interested in

RICH GRAVY 
2 to 24 lb. round steak 

1 (14 ounce) package onion soup mix 
4 cup water 

1 (104 ounce) can condensed cream of mushroom soup 
Cut steak into five or six serving-size pieces. Place in crock 
pot. Add dry onion soup mix, water, condensed mushroom 
soup. Cover and cook on low for six to eight hours. Excellent 
when served with mashed potatoes or rice. 5-6 servings. 


FUNK STEAK IN 
MUSHROOM SAUCE 
1 (1- 14 lb.) flank steak 
4 cup sauterne wine 
1 tablespoon soy sauce 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 (104 ounce; can beef broth 
1 tablespoon catsup

How would you like to give a gourmet dinner party for ten 
friends. . . and have someone else do the marketing and 
cooking? Suppose your stand-in chef also treats you and 
your guests to a lesson in the techniques of Filipino 
cooking? 

Sound intriguing? 

Called "Gourmet Cooking Classes on Wheels," this 
unique service is the brainchild of Mary Rose Ezpeleta of 
Newton. "1 don’t give just a regular cooking class," she 
explains, ”but an entertainment!” 

Mrs. Ezpeleta offers a menu of 50 international dishes 
rom which . .06the hostess chooses several for her 
dinner party. The menu is an exotic blend of Filipino, In¬ 
donesian, Chinese and Spanish influences—which reflect 
Mrs. Ezpeleta’s own background and the ethnic mix of the 
Philippines. 

"My mother has Spanish and Portuguese blood; my 
father is Filipino. So I am a mixture of European and 
Asian.” 

Born ana eaucatea in Manila, Mrs. Ezpeleta majored in 
philosophy in college. She took up cooking as a hobby, with 
two well known chefs as her mentors. In 1972 she came to 
Boston to live and soon became known among friends and 
neighbors as an enthusiastic and versatile cook. 

"When I went to parties I'd bring desserts. And I'd have 
people over and they learned I like to cook, ” she says. 

Mrs. Ezpeleta has appeared on television on Club 44, 
Asian Focus, and the Good Day show, where she has 
demonstrated how to make egg roll wrappers with different 
fillings. 

As a result she was swamped with hundreds of letters, 
many from viewers who wanted to learn more about 
Filipino cookery but could not commit themselves to a 
series of classes. So Mrs. Ezpeleta got the idea to teach by 
bringing cooking classes into private homes and combining 
them with dinner parties.

Following are three recipes which Mrs. Ezpeleta offers to 
Transcript readers: 


Beefsteak FQiplna 
(Philippine Steak) 

3 lbs. sirloin or tender meat, thinly sliced 

2 tbsp. lemon juice 

4 cup soy sauce 

1 cup water 

2 onions, sliced Into rings 

4 tbsp. cooking oil 

salt and pepper to taste 

1. Marinate beef slices in soy sauce, lemon juice, salt and 
pepper for 20 minutes or more. 

2. Heat 2 tbsp. cooking oil and brown beef slices briefly on 
each side. Set aside on a serving platter. 

3. Heat 2 tbsp. cooking oil and saute onion rings briefly. 
Pour in marinade and 1 cup water. Add more soy sauce if 
desired. Simmer for a few minutes and pour on to the fried 
beef slices. 

To serve: Serve with mashed potatoes on the side or 
french fries, and with buttered green peas or carrots. 

Chicken and Pork Adobo 
(Philippine Stew) 

This is a typical Filipino dish. It may be prepared with 
chicken and pork or just with chicken. 

1 chicken, cut up 

1 lb. pork loin or butt, cut up into cubes (chicken may be 
substituted for this. If using all chicken, add half a chicken 
more to the above.) 

1 cup white vinegar 

3 cloves garlic, crushed 

3 tbsp. soy sauce 

2 tbsp. salt 

1 onion, quartered 

1 bay leaf (optional) 

10 peppercorns 

14 to 2 cups water 

In a saucepot, combine vinegar, garlic, peppercorn, soy 
sauce, salt, onion and bay leaf. Add the chicken and pork. 
Let the meat stand in the marinade for 20 to 30 minutes. 
Place pot over fire, adding the water, and bring to a boil. 
Let simmer until chicken and pork are tender. Remove lid 
and evaporate the sauce a little for around 10 more minutes. 
Serve warm with steamed riice.

<UPI) — Comedian Arte 
Johnson, devotee of deep sea 
fishing, was talking about the 
growth in the number of 
women who go for the big ones. 

The fish weren't biting for 
Arte so he improvised a shtick 
on the husband and wife who 
fish and the husband is fishless. 

"Hi Harvey, how goes the 
fishing?" 

"I don't want to talk about it. 
Let’s talk about baseball." 

"Well, Jeannette, how are 
you doing?" 

"Why I got an 800-pound blue 
on a 50-pound test and..." 

"Jeannette, I said we 
weren't going to talk about it. I 
told you, we don't talk fishing. 
Shut up. Jeannette." 

"But. Harvey, I was just..." 
"That's it, Jeannette. You 
want to fight. You got a 
fight..." 

Here, off the Kona coast of 
Hawaii, on a rare day when the 
fish didn't bite, the male 
anglers laughed and laughed 
as Arte expanded on the theme. 
There was tune to talk about 
the tremendous growth in 
women deep sea anglers. 

The occasion was the 
Hawaiian International Billfish 
Tournament. (Billfish are 
those with sword-like bills such 
as marlin and sailfish.) 
Fourteen nations had teams 
entered but women stole the 
show. 

The amazing thing was that 
Mrs. Lilly Coll came at all. 

Lilly is 84, a great great 
grandmother. 

In big game fishing, age does 
matter because endurance and 
stamina play a real part. They 
are needed to boat (catch) the 
magnificent fighting fish that 
have weighed up to 1.100 
pounds. 

More than age should have 
stopped Lilly but didn't becau¬ 
se. as she put it, "1 just love 
fishing." 

Lilly got on and off her plane 
from San Diego in a wheel¬ 
chair. Five weeks before, she 
had taken a fall, pulled a 
ligament in one leg, strained 
her hip. She had gotten around 
with a walker, then a cane. 
When the airline people made 
her ride that wheelchair it left 
Lilly, a toughy, fighting mad 
for the tourney. 

Lilly wound up aboard a boat 
skippered by a woman — the 
only woman skipper of a 
commercial sport fishing boat 
- in these islands. 

Myrna Holdridge, with a 
Lana Turner figure which 
Myrna herself used to display 
in a sarong as a cocktail 
waitress, was on the flying 
bridge. 

Myrna, 37, hit the Hawaii 
beach four years ago seeking a 
lifestyle she could live with. 
She arrived by way of 
California after being raised in 
Taylor, Mich., and got the 
waitressing job — common 
among women who land here 
until they get a stake. 

Her chance came when a 
skipper friend lost his 
deckhand and let her sign on 
• for a couple of weeks." 

Myrna managed to stay 
signed on, take the necessary 
courses at the Pacific 
Maritime Academy, pass the 
Coast Guard exam and get her 
license. Then her boat owner 
let her be skipper weekdays. 
He took the boat out weekends. 
She stuck with it, she said, 
because "I like men and it sure 
beats waitressing." 

Along came the billfish 
tournament. Myrna begged to 
skipper. Her boss feared 
resentment among the other 
skippers. Success in such a 
tourney can mean thousands of 
dollars in charters to these 
skippers. But Myrna's owner 
relented. The male skippers 
accepted. 

First day out, with the 
Balboa, Calif., Angling Club 
team aboard and Myrna at the 
helm, the sport fisherman 
Pisces II recorded three 
marlin. 

Such a catch might have 
been expected of Lilly or the 
team captain. June Stukey, 52, 
of Orange, Calif. June and Lilly 
hold a number records but they 
are another story. 

For Myrna, that first day 
was almost too much. I^et June 
tell it: 

"Myrna was fantastic. She’s 
a match for any male skipper 
here. But I've got to tell this 
little story. 

"First (marine radio) roun¬ 
dup, we'd already caught one 
and it was her first tourney. So 
she asked, How do 1 report it?’ 

"I told her. Her hands were 
shaking like leaves but she did 
it. You could hear the surprise 
among some of the skippers. 
First roundup, first day, the 
lady skipper had a fish. 

"Next roundup, we had 
another marlin. This tune, she 
was so excited, she could 
hardly hold the mike. 

"They (billfish tourney 


headquarters ashore) told her 
to give the noon report and not 
repeat the 10 o’clock. 

"'But I am,' she said. We 
caught another.’ 

"So you can Imagine, when 
Lilly hooked up just five 
minutes before stop fishing, 
how we felt. And that was some 
fight 

"Lilly wasn't about to let 
anyone touch that pole or help 


her. She fought that fish for an 
hour. (A fish on the line is 
fought past the stop fishing 
order until boated or lost.) And 
I can tell you, it was a hell of a 
fighter. But she got it to gaff — 
only the deckhand lost it. 

"You should have seen that 
fish, a great jumper, beautiful 
when it would stand up, tension 
on the line constantly, a wild 


fight, the kind of fish you can 
really be proud of. 

"So Lilly fought It for 
another hour before she finally 
boated it. That Lilly, she's 
some lady." 

Lilly Coll got a 421-W pound 
Pacific blue marlin on an 80- 
pound test line. There were 
bigger fish caught In the 
tourney on lighter lines but 


hers was the biggest caught by 
a woman. And her fight cap¬ 
tivated the fishing men from 
such places as South Africa, 
Brazil, Australia and Hong 
Kong. They will be telling 
about it for years. 

Five days later, she was still 
in pain from where the fighting 
harness bit into her ribs while 
she played that great marlin. 


But she showed up at the 
awards dinner anyway. "I 
wouldn't miss this for any¬ 
thing," she said. 

"Yes, it was tough. Here l 
was, kinda crippled anyway 
from that fall and then that 
harness. 

“But you know, I don't let 
anybody interfere. I got that 
fish and I got it on my own. 


They offered but I just said, get 
away, get away!" 

These days, she admits, she 
would almost as soon take her 
14-foot boat out in the bay off 
Buena Vista, Calif., and fish for 
croaker, corvina, bonito, bass, 
whatever is running. 

"I got into fishing back in 
1947." she said. "The only way 
I ever got to see my (late) 


husband was to go out fishing 
with him. He’d make me 
skipper the boat. So one day I 
was out there sweating, run¬ 
ning that boat and I told him 
next time, we'd alternate. I'd 
fish sometimes too. 

"The first time we did, I got a 
marlin. He didn’t catch 
anything. After that, there was 
no stopping me." 
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Vietnam war footnote: costly disposal of defoliant 


HONOLULU fUPI) - Sprin¬ 
kled over the deep waters of 
the central Pacific are perhaps 
the world's most expensive 
carbon particles. 

The particles were created 
by the cremation of *70 million 
worth of the defoliant "herbi¬ 
cide orange” which was pro¬ 
duced seven years ago to help 
win the war in Vietnam. 


At an admitted cost of $5 
million and after seven years 
of bureaucratic bickering, the 
Air Force finally rid the world 
of what had started out as a 
harmless weed killer and 
became, in the minds of many, 
a horror fluid capable of 
producing birth defects. 

The furnaces of the Dutch 
ship Vulcanus, heated to 2,732 


degrees, incinerated the 
2,290,000 gallons Into harmless 
gaseous particles about 1,000 
miles west of Honolulu. 

The drums of herbicide 
orange had been stored at 
Gulfport, Miss., and the central 
Pacific atoll of Johnston Island 
during the years it took to find 
a satisfactory way of disposing 
of the defoliant. 


Aerial spraying by specially 
modified Air Force tankers 
had dumped more than 11 
million gallons of the weed 
killer on the lush Vietnamese 
jungles during the seven years 
it was used to wipe out ground 
cover that the Viet Cong might 
use for ambushes. 

Then, after South Viet¬ 
namese newspapers blamed 


the spraying for increased 
birth defects, it took the Air 
Force seven more years to 
satisfactorily dispose of It. Not 
only was it suddenly dangerous 
to man, but also to fish and bird 
life. 

For 30 years, the weed killer 
had been sold commercially 
across hardware counters and 
stored In bams from Maine to 


Oregon. Suddenly, it became 
such a threat that the two-and- 
a-half mile railroad track 
linking the Gulfport storage 
area with the dock had to be 
rebuilt before authorities 
would allow the 860,000 gallons 
to be moved. 

"And the cars were allowed 
to move only at a speed of two- 
and-a-half miles an hour to 


prevent any derailment," said 
Col. Stanley A. Morrow, direc¬ 
tor of the disposal operation. 

Morrow estimated *5 million 
was spent during the seven 
years it took to finally find and 
carry out a government- 
approved method of destroying 
the 45 pounds of dangerous 
TCDD ftetrachlorodibenzo-p 
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dioxin) contained in the herbi¬ 
cide orange. 

Pentagon sources close to the 
project said the total costs 
were "far more" than $5 
million, and claimed the 
destroyed herbicide orange 
had a value of more than |70 
million on the commercial 
market had Washington found 
a currently available and 
economically sound way for 
the toxic dioxin to be removed 
by filtering. 

Morrow said the Air Force 
had considered offers by a 
chemical company to recycle 
the herbicide, but said the 
"environmental apprehension- 
" associated with the disposal 
of the toxic-saturated filters 
killed the project. 

Buried somewhere in the 
classified files of the Pentagon 
is the origin of "Ranch Hand," 
the code name given in 1963 to 
the defoliation project in 
Vietnam. 

The theory, which in hind¬ 
sight seems ludicrous, was that 
by defoliating all the jungle 
and vegetation which 
paralleled the roads and 
highways and surrounded the 
military installations, the Viet 
Cong would be deprived of 
cover from which to launch 
ambushes. 

Transport aircraft were con¬ 
verted to tankers and for the 
next seven years the low-flying 
planes crisscrossed Vietnam, 
spraying their millions of 
gallons of herbicide orange on 
the landscape, and consequent¬ 
ly, Vietnamese and 
Americans. 

On one of the first flights in 
1964, this reporter asked the 
crew what would prevent 
ambushes from the edges of 
the defoliated areas. 

"Don’t ask me,” answered 
the pilot. “I just work here.” 

The first note of ap¬ 
prehension came from Saigon 
newspapers in June and July of 
1969 when they reported a big 
increase in birth defects 
among people allegedly living 
in defoliated areas. 

Then Bionetics Research 
Laboratories of Litton Indus¬ 
tries said their research 
showed that mice and rats 
treated during early 
pregnancies with large doses of 
the chemical produced birth- 
defective offspring. 

These well-publicized fin¬ 
dings caused Washington to 
suspend certain uses of it ■ 
within the United States, and 
the Pentagon subsequently 
ordered the end of "Operation 
Ranch Hand.” 

"To our knowledge,” said 
Morrow, "there has never been 
a documented case of human 
intoxification traced to herbi¬ 
cide orange during Ranch 
Hand, although there were 
thousands of American ser¬ 
vicemen working directly with 
the herbicide, frequently with 
little or no precautionary 
measures taken. Many were 
stripped to the waist while 
handling the herbicide, yet we 
have no record of any ill effects 
to any of these people." 

Following the warnings of its 
hazards, nobody was allowed 
to move the 860,000 gallons 
awaiting shipment to Vietnam 
at Gulfport, and nobody 
wanted the 1,430,000 gallons in 
Vietnam returned to the United 
States. 

Amidst tight security and 
extreme safety precautions, 
the Vietnamese supply was 
finally shipped to Johnston 
Island were increased 
safeguards were introduced, 
including restrictions on 
women staying on the atoll. 

During the next four years, 
the various state and national 
environmental agencies com¬ 
peted to see which could 
denounce herbicide orange the 
loudest. 

A proposal lo burn the 
Gulfport supply at Deer Park, 
Texas, nearly brought out the 
Texas Rangers. When Suget, 
111., was suggested as another 
incineration site, the Air Force 
was engulfed with protests. 

The canisters were moved to 
Oregon, but when word leaked 
out that the unwanted filters 
were to be buried in Oregon’s 
soil, state authorities ordered 
them removed. The Air Force 
had to set up a special flight to 
fly the cannisters nonstop from 
Oregon lo Johnston Island. 

Finally this spring, the Air 
Force's Dr. Billy Welch told an 
Environmental Protection 
Agency hearing in Washington 
that the Dutch incinerator ship 
Vulcanus would pick up the 
Gulfport supply, lake it 220 
nules west of Johnston Island 
and incinerate it. Then the 
Vulcanus would incinerate the 
1,430,000 gallons stored at 
Johnston. 

The long-sought permit was 
tinally given, and the Vulcanus 
was lured at a cost of 114,500 a 
day when she is In port and 
115,500 a day while at sea.

of leadership in the areas of redevelop¬ 
ment, planning and recreational and 
environmental preservation. 

"Bonding is borrowing and paying back 
with interest," Cohen said. "This defers 
current expenditures from being 
relflected in the current tax rate-only to 
be added to the tax rate in non-election 
years.” 

Cohen was opposed to the purchase of 
the city’s newShu-Pak rubbish collection 
trucks "which are too wide for some of 
the city streets and too tall to be housed in 
the city's garages." 

Cohen has his own plan for revaluation. 
Homes would be assessed at 82 percent of 
appraised value and a depreciation factor 
would be applied, a factor his said is 
caused “ironically" by revaluation itself. 

"The excess tax will then be cast upon 
commerical properties, assessed on the 
capitalization of income basis. 
Residential tax burdens will then be less, 
while our business community, still on an 
equalization factor, will pay its fair 
share." 

Cohen wrote his master's thesis on 
revaluation. 

This candidate also considers it a mix- 
up in priorities to approve a *665,000 
Central Dispatch Center for police and 
fire departments while implementing the 
removal of one piece of firefighting 
equipment at *180,000, from Nonantum. 
Cohen opposed both moves. 

Cohen is an advocate of zero-based 
budgeting, redevelopment, low- and 
moderate-income housing, and 
acquisition of the Novitiate land and 
preservation of open space. 

Cohen says he has been in support of 
acquisition of the entire 60 acres of 
Novitiate land for a park for three years. 
"Federal and state funds could have paid 
fpr 90 percent of the costs,” he said. 

_ He has also proposed a special country 
club zoning to protect them from 
development. 

Under zero-based budgeting, the city 
would essentially start from scratch with 
all programs starting with 0 funds and 
being reveiwed for their values and ef¬ 
fectiveness, instead of just increasing 
every departmental budget every year. 
• Coupled with this budgeting concept is 
a reallocation of priorities, a redecision of 
what is important, and what things are 
more important than others. 

He is an advocate of redevelopment of 
existing business areas, which he says 
would save, rather than spend, more 
money. 

"The prime responsibility for housing 
rests upon the leadership of the mayor," 
Cohen says. "Redevelopment and 
rehabilitation can hllp fulfill our housing 
needs. 

"I believe elderly housing should be 
built at or near business areas, shops and 
transportation.” 

He also feels the old infirmary land, 
near the Novitiate, would be a prime site 
for low-income family housing, and that 
Peabody School should be sold to a 
private developer for development while 
theBigelow House should be retained as 
an historic site. 

Cohen also thinks that Newton 
residents should have first option on 
selection when subsidized housing is built 
in the city. 

’’Newton cannot ignore its commitment 
to other communities, but it certainly 
must first be concerned with a com¬ 
mitment to its own residents," Cohen 
said. "There is no reason why these two 
commitments cannot co-exist and there 
are many reasons why they should 
become policy.” 

Cohen, an attorney, has a bachelor’s 
degree from the University of 
Massachusetts and JD and LL.M. 
degrees from Boston University. He is 
married and has two children. 

He served as a captain in the United 
States Air Force during the Korean 
Conflict and has served as a director of 
the Newton Boys’ Club, counsel for the 
Boston Finance Commission, and 
member of the Advisory Board of Higher 
Education Policy. 

PETER HARRINGTON 
Peter Harrington, 41, begain his 
campaign in May by saying he would 
campaign on the following propositions: 
restoration of the elegance and quality of 
community life that once were 
synonomous with Newton, stoppage of the 
’citification’ of Newton, expansion and 
broadening of the tax base within 
presently developed areas by improving 
the value of the commercial properties. 

Harrington is a strong advocate of the 
village concept in Newton and many of 
his plans reflect this. 

Improvements to existing commercial 
areas would include restoration of the 
buildings, establishment of parking a 
facilities creation of "consumer mini- 
parks," all arranged through joint 
meetings of businessmen, residents and 
City Planning Dept. 

This plan differs from current Com¬ 
munity Development programs, he said, 
m that it would encourage businessmen to 
redevelop their own properties with the 
city agreeing to some tax break for in¬ 
creasing the attractiveness of the area. 

’Citification,’ he said, is a process of 
turning a suburban community “into an 
American City with all of its many 
problem*, including the spread of blight 
from commercial centers into residential 
areas.” 

Harrington, a supporter of the 
Novitiate as park land, wants to establish 
open space and conservation land zones 
for all land parcels greater than two 
acres. He also wants a program for open 
space acquisition with a special city 
account to pay for acquiring 400 to 500 
acres of land. 

The account, he says, would put the city 
in the position of being able to bargain 
with owners realistically because they 
would know the city had the means to 
back up its offers. 

Harrington also says it’s time to put an 


end to the "one hole, two shovels, six-man 
work syndrome" in the Public Works 
Department. 

He wants to see a municipal equipment 
center established and a municipal 
equipment replacement program re¬ 
established. 

He is an advocate of shared-time and 
flex-time jobs, such as the state goverm- 
nement is considering, which allow 
people to either vary their starting and 
quitting times or spilt a job with someone 
else. 

Harrington would like to see the 
establishment of a gerontology clinic for 
preventative medical and referral ser¬ 
vices for the elderly and an office to 
coordinate local, state and federal ser¬ 
vices available to parents and children. 

Traffic is another problem that con¬ 
cerns this candidate. He thinks traffic 
and speed laws in Newton should be 
"more vigorously enforced” and traffic 
flow problems should be studied more 
seriously to find workable solutions. 

Harrington, an attorney, is currently 
completing his third term as a state 
representative and serves on the Urban 
Affairs Committee. He is married and 
has four children. 

THEODORE MANN 

"I have sought to make use of the vast 
reservoir of human resources stored in 
our community,” Mayor Mann says of his 
administration. 

Mann, 55, in his six years as mayor, has 
done a great deal of reorganization of city 
government and lists among his ac¬ 
complishments implementation of senior 
citizen programs, streamlining of 
municipal services, keeping the tax rate 
as low as possible, increasing the city’s 
bond rating to the highest available, 
acquisition of open space, receipt of 
federal funds for development and 
redevelopment, attention to consumer 
problems, recycling, new housing, and 
improved recreation. 

The Human Services Department, 
Personnel Department and reorganized 
Public Works Department were ac¬ 
complished during Mann’s ad¬ 
ministration. 

Senior drop-in centers for the elderly 
were opened and periodic health 
screening programs were offered, along 
with the publication of a monthly senior 
citizen newsletter to keep people in¬ 
formed. 

Combined trash and garbage collection 
and recycling programs were also im¬ 
plemented during Mann’s ad¬ 
ministration. Last year, the mayor 
proposed giving the contract for trash 
and rubbish collection to a private con¬ 
tractor and eliminating this from city 
work, but the move was defeated by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The city also obtained a federal grant 
for the exploration and creation of a joint 
refuse disposal district, with Waltham, 
for solid waste disposal when it became 
evident the city incinerator would have to 
be closed. 

A tax rate increase of *1.80 per 
thousand of assessed valuation was 
confirmed this week, a tax increase of 
approximately 1 percent. 

Newton has a AAA bond rating, up from 
AA, which it had when Mann came into 
office. 

“This administration has been sen¬ 
sitive to the need for open space and the 
preservation of our community and its 
qualitative values," the mayor said. “We 
were recently cited by the Department of 
Community Affairs for containing the 
largest amount of public open space of 
any community in the metropolitan 
area." 

Mann supports acquisition of the 
Novitiate land "under terms and con¬ 
ditions favorable to the city.” 

Appraisals have been requested, and 
the city's Capital Improvement Program 
lists the 15 acres of land Novitiate land 
along the Charles River among its future 
items for consideration. 

During Mann’s administration, the 
acquisition of the Webster Vale was 
accomplished and plans for creation of 
Norumbega Park implemented. 

Newton's Planning Department has 
been working on various developmental 
proposals in several areas of Newton, 
including Newton Corner, West Newton, 
Newton Centre and Newton Highlands. 

Community Development money is 
being used, as are other federal funds, for 
improvements in these areas. Federal 
money also makes loans available to 
some businesses and qualified 
homeowners for improvements. 

New housing for the elderly and a 
subsidized development for families have 
also been built in Newton during the past 
few years. 

Improvements have been made in 
recreation via expansion of programs 
and additions to equipment and facilities. 

Priorities for the future, according to 
the mayor, are completion of a com¬ 
prehensive plan, combined com¬ 
munication for police and fire depart¬ 
ments (the Central Dispatch Center), 
implementation of a new, better- 
equipped ambulance service, 
management training courses for middle 
and top-level management, further 
consolidation and improvement in the 
Public Works Department, creation of 
more subsidized housing and 
neighborhood beautification. 

"Our work is never done," the mayor 
observed. "There are always problems to 
be solved, people to be helped, programs 
sorely needed.” 

Mann, a veteran of World War II, 
formerly owned his own insurance 
business in Newton. He attended Boston 
College and Boston University. He was an 
alderman from 1958 to 1962 and a state 
representative from 1965 to 1972. 

During his term as mayor, he has 
served as president of the Massachusetts 
Mayors Association, chairman of the 
Local Government Advisory Committee 
to Governor Dukakis, chairman of the

Middlesex County Advisory Board and 
CETA area chairman. 

He is a director of the Newton Boys 
Club, Newton YMCA, and the World 
Afiairs Council and a trustee of the 
Parker Hill Medical Center. Mann is 
married and has five children. 

JAMES MILLER 

Aid. Miller, 46, feels the city "needs a 
mayor who has executive skills and who 
understands that the basis underlying 
constitutional government is people.” 

He is concerned with the Public Works 
Department, the lack of a master plan for 
Newton and the need to be aware of how 
crucial it is to acquire open space, par¬ 
ticularly along the Charles River. 

Miller is extremely critical of what he 
calls "Mayor Mann's drive to give an 
outside, small contractor a multi-million 
dollar plum for trash collection." 

He feels that would have put the city in 
a position of taking away jobs during a 
recession when they were of critical 
importance, and of having Newton 
taxpayers pay for equipment for trash 
collection ultimately to be owned by the 
private contractor, and not the people 
who paid for it. 

Miller is working on his own plan to 
restructure city government to make 
departments "more functional, 
responsive, economic and manageable." 

The Public Works Department, first 
and foremost, needs reorganization and 
levels of mid-management. 

Miller also advocates the creation of a 
Parks Department. This is coupled with 
his vision of public access by Newton to 
all the land that borders on the Charles 
River. 

"Reclamation of the Charles has been 
underway for several years now,” he 
notes, "and it could be clean enough for 
swimming in 20 years." 

"If that should come about, the entire 
western border of Newton would be on 
clean river, and you’d have several miles 
of public recreation possibilities." 

The Parks Department, unlike the 
Recreation Department or the Con¬ 
servation Commission, would deal 
specifically with the management and 
maintenance of Newton parks. 

Miller is a native of Hawaii and a 
graduate of the University of Hawaii. He 
has master's and doctoral degrees from 
Harvard University and is currently 
manager of special projects at Cam¬ 
bridge Thermionic Corp. 

Miller has taught mathematics and 
science in the Newton schools and has 
also worked with the Peace Corps. 

He is a member of Phi Delta Kappa, the 
Institute of Electronic Engineers and the 
Masons. He is married and has six 
children

senior dance was postponed, and Adams 
said that at least one junior high school’s 
trip to the White Mountains has been 
cancelled. 

PTA meetings also suffer from lack of 
teachers, and most teachers are not 
scheduling parent-teacher conferences 
after school. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said Tuesday, "I simply feel (the 
job action) wasn't necessary. The School 
Committee and the administration have 
been carrying out all provisions of the 
contract that has expired.” 

The only exception is teachers have not 
been given their annual increments on 
the old salary scale. ' 

School Committee member Paul Ash 
said the action taken since the beginning 
of the school year was "premature.” 

Ash has been involved in negotiating 
for teachers in the Dover-Sherbom 
schools and has never heard of a work-to- 
rule action being taken before a fact¬ 
finder’s report is made. 

Negotiations have reached an impasse 
twice. The first time a mediator was 
appointed, and now a factifinder has been 
appointed by the state and agreed on by 
both parties. 

Meetings with the factfinder are 
scheduled for Oct. 30, Nov. 2, and Nov. 16. 

Adams said the NTA has made an open 
invitation with the Committee to sit down 
and bargain, with hopes the two may 
come closer together before factfinding. 

Chairman Mandell said Tuesday night 
that he has contacted the Committee’s 
bargaining lawyer to try to arrange such 
a meeting.

Whether Newton North head football coach Norm 
Walker, or one of his staff or players has ever molested a 
weather man is doubtful. The reverse, however, certainly 
seems to be true, as Walker's charges have played their 
first two games this season under somewhat less than 
favorable conditions. 

TTie rain-soaked field didn’t seem to bother North too 
much though, as they won their second consecutive shutout, 
12-0, over the Medford Mustangs. It was the Tigers' first 
game in the newly resurfaced Dickenson Stadium. 

Give and Go 

The game remained scoreless until 8:42 of the second 
quarter, when coach Walker sent in a play that would have 
made Tom Heinsohn proud. The play, a slight variation 
from standard Boston Celtics give-and-go, differed from 
Tom's design only in that the players did not dribble the 
football. 

Quarterback Steve Fleming took Tom Parker's snap, 
pitched out to second-string QB Charlie Stack (who was 
playing halfback), and took off down the left side. Slack’s 
pass was on target and Fleming made the endzone un¬ 
touched. The play covered 22 yards. 

The Tigers’ drive covered 66 yards in seven plays. It 
consumed 3:06of the clock. It was, except for the final play, 
accomplished totally on the ground. Key runs in the drive 
were made by Tony Santagatti (15 yards), Shota Aki (11 
yards), and quarterback Fleming (six yards). 

Both teams mounted attacks in the first half, but North's 
score was the only one in the half. Newton's first drive was 
stopped by a personal foul penalty. 

Senior Kip Chinnian gave the Tigers a lift and another 
chance to score when he blocked Carmen DelTrecco’s punt 
late in the first quarter. Kip broke in from the left side of the

line, and the resulting block set Newton up on Medford’s 34 
yard line. 

Newton was stalled on the 25 and coach Walker called on 
junior Dallas Morgan to try a 42 yard field goal as the first 
play of the second stanza. Morgan's kick, which had plenty 
of distance, hooked a bit to the left. He had the same 
problem on a 30 yard attempt made later in the game. 

Dallas, who was one of the league's best placekickers last 
year, seems to have developed even more power in his leg. 
The wet field, which certainly didn't facilitate field goal 
kicking, may have had something to do with the slight hook. 

Eric DiMartino's stop on Mike Tortorella on a fourth 
down pitchout play on the Newton 34 set up the Tigers’ 
touchdown drive. 

DiMartino had one of his best days ever on defense at the 
right linebacker spot. Along with left linebacker Bob 
Donahue and tackle Joel Dennis, Eric was particularly 
effective on Medford's opening drive of the second half 
when the Mustangs were stopped on Newton's 26.

YOSEMITE NATIONAL 
PARK, Calif. (UPI) - Yose- 
mite bears are being told, 
through some neat tricks of 
persuasion, that they'll have to 
do without ham and cheese 
sandwiches. 

Park officials say they are 
happy to report the bears are 
complying and have returned 
to feeding on vegetation. 

It hasn’t been easy or 
inexpensive to get them to 
cooperate, though, as 
evidenced by the $176,000 their 
reeducation has cost. 

The problem of the glut¬ 
tonous bears goes back to the 
1920s when tourists started 
coming to Yosemite in great 
numbers and the bear 
population was about 120. 

Black bears, the only bear 
species found in the park, are 
normally not aggressive — not 
given to acts of violence unless 
provoked. They have insatiable 
appetites, however, which the 
tourists only exacerbated. 

Before long bears became 
regular visitors to the camp¬ 
grounds. Tourists ignored 
signs imploring them not to 
feed the bears. 

Predictably, the bears 
became finicky, if not voraci¬ 
ous, eaters. Wild berries and 
acorns would no longer do, and 
with 2 million to 3 million 
people visiting the park an¬ 
nually there was always 
someone around to feed them. 

"What happened is that their 
natural habitat became aug¬ 
mented by artificial food 
sources,” said Dale Harms, a 
wildlife biologist at the park. 

As a result, the bears went 
out and multiplied. By the 
early 1960s the park's bear 
population had more than 
tripled. 

In the early 1970s, park of¬ 
ficials began experimenting by 
"bear proofing" garbage 
containers in the park. They 
also started an extensive 
campaign urging visitors to 
cooperate in controlling the 
park's bear population by not 
feeding them. 

Visitors began to refrain 
_ from feeding the bears, and 
’ secured their food supplies in 
places inaccessible to bears. 

The bears, however, were 
not about to be denied their 
epicurean delights. They took 
to pillaging campgrounds in 
search of food. 

They also began "clouting” 
cars, which Harms said they 
had come to associate with 
people and thus with food. 
Black bears range in size from 
200 to 300 pounds, and have 
been known to crumple 
automobile metal with relative 
ease. 

> In 1975, the park received a 
grant from the National Park 
Service to use in re-educating 


both bears and park tourists. 

It worked. Three years ago 
park visitors reported 975 
incidents of car "clouting” or 
camp raidings, resulting in 
$113,000 in damage. Last year, 
only 688 such incidents oc¬ 
curred and the damage bill 
dropped to $55,290. Indications 
are the damage figure will be 
cut in half again this year. 

Some of the methods include 
installing experimental “food 
lockers" at one of the park’s 
major campgrounds, handing 
out pamphlets explaining the 
project to incoming visitors, 
and increasing the number of 
signs around the park warning 
persons against feeding the 
bears. 

All of the park's 250 large 
"dumpster” garbage con¬ 
tainers have been made "bear 
proof.” 

But some bears refuse tlf 
cooperate. 

"We have a few of what yotf 
would call incorrigible bears,” 
said Harms. 

In the last two years, nearly 
200 bears have had to be 
relocated in distant areas of 
the park because they kept 
returning to the scenes of past 
crimes. 

Each year about 15 bears are 
destroyed because they persist 
in creating havoc and are 
considered potentially dan¬ 
gerous. 

Bears that are caught for 
relocation are wooed into 
traps. Of late, however, some 
of them have become "trap 
wary” and park officials have 
had to resort to capturing 
them, primarily with 
tranquilizer guns. 

In the park’s high country, 
where rangers have built 
"bear cables” between trees 
for back packers to hang their 
packs out of reach, bears have 
shown they are not easily 
discouraged. 

"We have some bears that 
have learned to undo the catch 
that lets the bear cable down," 
Harms said. 

At night bears have been 
seen up on trees, shaking the 
cables, attempting to slide 
packs down. 

By and large, though, the 
bears are returning to their 
natural habitat, particularly 
the younger bears which 
Harms says "are much easier 
to reeducate." 

A three-man research team, 
headed by Dave Graber, a 
University of California gradu¬ 
ate student, has installed radio 
collars on a number of bears 
and kept elaborate records of 
their activities. 

The park's bear population 
has now stabilized at about 350, 
and the amount of money being 
used to re-educate bear and 
man has been reduced. 


Pavement princesses 
follow trucks north 


This call over the citizens band 
air waves is becoming familiar 
everywhere. 

"Are you a lonely trucker? If 
you want some action, meet me 
at..." 

It's a sales pitch being used 
by practitioners of the world’s 
oidest profession. They have 
discovered the power of broad¬ 
cast advertising. 

The "pavement princesses,” 
as CBers have dubbed them, 
now are operating as far north 
as Maine. 

Maine State Police Lt. 
Reynold J. LaMontagne said 
there have been reports of "air 
traffic" involving hookers and 
motorists along the Maine 
Turnpike. But troopers patroll¬ 
ing the turnpike from southern 
Maine to Augusta have not run 
into any brothels. 

"It's a mobile thing,” 
1-aMontagne said. "No one 
does business in the same 
place." 

Trooper Gary Phillips said 
he has heard such con¬ 
versations on the CB waves. 

"But,” he said, "I couldn't 
pin it down. At times you'll 
hear people there making 
arrangements to meat each 
other and you can tell by the 
conversation they never met 
before." 

Phillips said he keeps a CB 
unit in his cruiser tuned to 
Channel 19, the truckers broad¬ 
cast frequency. He said he 
traced one transmission to a 
trailer truck and watched. 

"This sweet young thing 
clunbed out of a car and into a 


truck," he said. “The truck sat 
there for several hours, and 
you know they weren't reading 
magazines.” 

Trooper Raymond Arkan, 
who patrols the Maine Turn¬ 
pike, said there were a few 
incidents under investigation 
earlier this summer. 

"Nothing ever came of it 
though, and we couldn't prove 
anything," he said. 

Business at a certain point on 
the highway was lively for a 
while, he said, but has quieted 
down. 

Prostitutes who use CB tend 
to concentrate their business 
along the highways, according 
to several police chiefs inter¬ 
viewed. The hookers know it is 
tougher for law enforcement 
officials to track them if they 
keep on the move. 

But, there are some who 
prefer the comforts of home. 
According to some CB 
listeners, there are hookers 
who solicit business to their 
own apartments or motel 
rooms. 

“Everyone knows it goes on 
— anyone who’s been in CB for 
a while,” one CB enthusiast 
said. "And there’s a lot of 
lonely guys out there who 
aren’t driving trucks." 

Officials regulating CB 
admit the market is wide open 
for expansion. State police 
admit hookers have a free 
range along the interstate 
highways and a spokesman for 
the Maine branch of the 
Federal Communications 
Commission says, "We spend 
very, very little time on CB."

South soccermen bow to Way land, 4-2

You may have seen it before. 
On the beach. A youngster 
shoveling sand against the tide 
to protect his sand castle—and 
succeeding. Then along comes 
the bully who wrecks the 
protective barrier and watches 
the next wave flatten the 
youngster's creation.

result of less than ideal 
positioning which is hard to 
achieve with one official. 

But Snow added: "We were 
fortunate. Even if we had lost I 
wouldn’t complain." 

Two of Walsh's fourth 
quarter decisions led directly 
to Wayland goals which broke 
the 2-2 tie. 

Early in perod Wayland 
forward Kevin Thomas slipped 
behind the South defense, took 
a pass, and scored Easily on a 
breakaway.

Skateboard accidents 


NEW YORK (UPl l-Nearly 
72,000 persons were treated in 
American hospitals last year 
for skateboard related injuries. 

Twelve deaths from skate¬ 
board accidents have been 
recorded in recent years, 
according to the U.S. Con¬ 
sumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission. 

These statistics mean one 
thing to a major insurance 
company: the four-wheeled 
relatives of the surfboard and 
roller skates are not toys, but 
dangerous vehicles. 

Like most other wheeled 
vehicles, they require skill for 
safe operation, and can cause 
deaths if used carelessly, says 
David P. Curley, vice president 
for the engineering division of 
Aetna Life and Casualty. 

He classes them with bicy¬ 
cles, dune buggies, roller 
skates and pogo sticks in ac¬ 
cident potential. 

Skateboard mishaps can 
result from such simple things 
as one or more skateboarders 
following one another too 


closely; modifying a board 
improperly, riding on uneven 
surfaces, tripping over debris 
or colliding with low-hanging 
tree limbs. 

Inexperienced riders some¬ 
times cause accidents when 
they attempt “hot dog” ma¬ 
neuvers before they are skilled 
enough, or by trying to travel 
too fast, Curley said. 

Proper clothing from head to 
toe can prevent many injuries, 
he added. He recommends 
helmets (many use the type 
worn by hockey players), knee 
and elbow pads and long 
trousers and shirts with slee¬ 
ves. 

Learning to skateboard is 
like learning to bicycle or 
roller skate, he said. The first 
sessions should be nothing 
more than simply peddling 
around, with one foot on the 
board and the other for 
propulsion, he said. For ad¬ 
ditional instruction, he 
suggests one of the many books 
now available on skateboard 
techniques. 


Yes takes 
music seriously

Just about one year ago, in a 
recording studio in Montreux, 
Switzerland, a lost band found 
itself again. 

The band was Yes — likely 
the world's most popular group 
of, shall we say, , 'serious’ , 
rockers, serious in the sense 
that they see their music as art 
and take it seriously. 

At that Swiss studio, after 
more than two years of pur¬ 
suing divergent solo careers, 
the five musicians who once 
brought the band to a pinnacle 
of success discovered abruptly 
that the old magic was back. 

There was only one formal 
change in the Yes lineup to be 
made at that point — keyboard 
whiz Rick Wakeman returned 
to the fold, replacing the less 
flamboyant Patrick Moraz. 

Technically, of course, Yes 
had never ceased to exist — the 
band kept on touring, even 
during the lengthy hiatus from 
recording together. Yes 
existed on stage, as well — and 
did record a live album, con¬ 
sisting of previously released 
material. 

But for true fans, the group 
fragmented shortly after the 
popular Wakeman departed 
and — as Moraz replacing him 
on keyboards for one LP, “Re- 
layer,” and on tour — other 
members of the band concen¬ 
trated on solo recording ef¬ 
forts. Each of those solo 
records, however, seemed to 
prove less successful in the 
marketplace than its 
predecessor; and for a tune it 
was strongly rumored that Yes 
was near a formal dissolution. 

Vocalist Jon Anderson says it 
never came to that point at all. 

“Over the last couple of 
years,” he says, “we've been 
finding out a lot about what we 


can see as our future. In no way 
did we mean to put our 
audience under the impression 
that we weren't together. 

“But over the past couple of 
years we just decided to do our 
solo work and see what areas 
would open up for Yes. And 
when we came together to do 
the album, we had quite a lot of 
experience at finding out what 
each guy in the band can 
achieve on his own." 

It was almost as if the 
Yesmen were trying to build a 
new band with the same people 

— an impression strengthened 
by Wakeman’s return — and 
indeed, there’s a whole new 
approach to be found in Yes' 
new studio LP, "Going For The 
One" (Atlantic SD-19106). 

The album is — by contrast 
with the last couple of Yes 
collections — a far more basic 
kind of record, short on concept 
and long on some relatively 
straight-ahead rock. A lot of 
critics have seen "Going For 
The One" as a strong step 
away from Yes’ experimental 
history and toward the main¬ 
stream of pop music. 

Anderson doesn’t entirely 
agree, though his comments do 
suggest that the band does see 
the record as both a climax and 
a new beginning. 

"In some ways," he says, 
"there's a lot of experimenta¬ 
tion in the album. We spent a 
lot of time making two pieces 
of music — 'Turn of the Cen¬ 
tury’ and 'Awaken' are 
something new for us. 

“With ‘Awaken’ we have a 
very interesting piece of music 

— it has a very high momen¬ 
tum and it’s complicated but it 
doesn't sound like it. It's really 
fashioned out of all the music 
we've ever done over the 
years, a sort of combination of 
all the years we ve been 
together." 


NEW ENGLAND 
HORIZONS

BOSTON (UPI) - It seems 
most of us are either trying to 
lose weight, are thinking about 
losing weight or are in the 
process of losing weight. 

The national obsession is 
trying to attain a slim and 
youthful figure. 

Look at the mounds of 
literature on diets and exercise 
in bookstores and on coffee 
tables, the number of joggers 
along the roadsides and in the 
parks, and the quantities of low 
calorie, low carbohydrate 
foods in our refrigerators. 

Several years ago, health 
spas — or exercise clubs — 
began cropping up throughout 
the country. They promised an 
attractive figure in weeks. 

Now a new type of health 
establishment is glutting the 
market: diet clinics. 

For years, we had Weigh- 
twatchers. Then Diet 
Workshop. Both offer low- 
calorie, precisely defined 
meals. Both hold weekly group 
meetings for dieters to share 
horror stories on the trials and 
tribulations of trying to lose 
weight. 

While some dieters swear by 
Weightwatchers and Diet 
Workshop, Dr. George 
Blackburn, a Harvard 
professor and a nutrition ex¬ 
pert, says they are anti¬ 
science" and 95 percent of their 
business is "repeat business. 

"If it’s effective, it shouldn't 
have to be repeated,” he said. 
"I think it doesn’t work as far 
as producing significant weight 
loss. All they emphasize is 
food, food, food. How to cook it 
and what to eat it with.” 

Blackburn defines 
significant weight loss as 40 or 
more pounds. 

Another type of diet clinic 
that developed on the West 
Coast three years ago and 
spread to the East Coast this 
year is the Weight-Loss Clinic. 

The "client” fills out a two- 
page form describing his or her 
dieting goals, brief medical 
history and current weight. 

From anywhere from $99 to 
slightly under $500, they are 
placed on a 500 calorie-a-day 
diet and given a capsule 
described as "a specially 
formulated time-release 
capsule which contains 
vitamins and minerals as well 
as a mild appetite controller” 
- or sodium carboxy 
methylcellulose to provide 
bulk. 

The client is instructed to 
visit the clinic each day for a 
weigh-in and consultation with 
a staff member — usually a 
nurse or nutritionist. 

The clinic’s brochure de¬ 
scribes its offering as a 
behavior modification 
program to “help a client at¬ 
tain the correct frame of mind 
to overcome conditioned 
patterns and establish proper 
eating habits." 

This reporter was told for $99 
she could lose her desired goal 
of five pounds during the first 
phase of the program in two 
weeks. The second two phases 
of the program, stabilization 
and maintenance, would last 
another seven and a half 
months. 

“I know five or eight pounds 
can make you go nuts,” said 
Wendy Swan, assistant 
director of the Boston clinic, 
describing the advantages of 
the clinic to someone with a 
less than 10 pound weight 
problem. “A three or four 
pound weight gain can be 
dangerous." 

Nancy Swanfon, a spokes¬ 
woman from the clinic’s Los 
Angeles headquarters, said 
more than 5,000 men and 
women have completed their 
program. 

A sampling of 400 randomly 
chosen clients show 226 
finished with an average 
weight loss of 30.1 pounds. Six 
months later, they had 
regained an average of 5.06 
pounds. Ms. Swanfon said 
further statistics were not 
available. 

Another type of diet clinic is 
offered in hospitals and 
medical centers throughout the 
country. But unlike Weight- 
watchers or Weight Loss 
Clinic, it does not advertise and 
is not designed for the general 
public. 

One such program developed 
by Blackburn, who runs the 
non-profit Center for 
Nutritional Research at New 
Deaconess Hospital, is the 
copyrighted Protein Sparing 
Modified Fast which accepts 
only one out of every 20 people 
who inquire and is designed 
only for those considered 
obese. 

The cost also is exorbitant, 
$1,200. During the five-yeaF;old 
program, 20 percent of the 
some 1,000 participants 
finished the "protocol” 
through "scholarship,” or 
were not charged. 


Those accepted go through a 
careful screening process and 
extensive medical 
examination. They are 
selected on the basis of 
determination to lose. 
"Frankly, we're looking only 
for the winners and after five 
years we've pretty much got it 
down," said Blackburn. 

Since participants also 
become research subjects, the 
program admits only those 
who fall into particular 
catagories of obesity for which 
subjects are needed. 

They are placed on a 500- 
calorie fast, “it’s not a diet," to 
actually lose the weight. "That 
part of the protocol can take 
only 16 weeks to lose 40 
pounds," said Blackburn. 

They are warned on the 
consent form they are required 
to sign, "This program will 
require a certain adaptation 
which will result in transient 
lightheadedness and weakness 
which will resolve within a few 
days to three weeks, depending 
upon the attention that you give 
the details of the protocol." 

"Ninety-five percent of all 
obesity in this country is due to 
an inappropriate lifestyle,” he 
said. "Too much priority on 
middle class neurosis like 
envy, jealousy, anger, 
depression and boredom." 

He said participants are 
taught to redefine their atti¬ 
tudes toward life, "to relax to 
get rid of those middle-class 
neurosis." 

Blackburn said the bulk of 
the program is "like learning 
to play the piano. There are 
skills involved. These people 
don’t know how to take those 
first few baby steps and not 
regress. We’re not teaching 
them what to do as much as 
how to do it." 

He said one out of three are 
asked to leave the program for 
lack of dedication. Two out of 
10 actually leave and are 
refunded that part of the 
“tuition” not used. 

He said statistics show 90 
percent kept at least 20 pounds 
off a year after finishing the 
PSMF protocol and 52 percent 
kept off 40 pounds. He said 30 
percent regained most or all of 
their weight after a year

Butts rnemorabilia becomes 
stock of store for movie fans

ST. LOUIS (UPI) — Serious 
fans of the movies sometimes 
spend hours browsing at the 
contents of cardboard boxes at 
a small shop called Movie 
Collectables. 

The customers - predomi¬ 
nantly of high school and 
college age - squat on the floor 
as they sort through the 
thousands of motion picture 
wall posters that are the store’s 
featured attraction. 

"We can’t think of any other 
way of displaying 10,000 
posters In a one-room store," 
said coowner Jerry Neeley of 
the store's bargain-basement 
arrangement. 


While visitors looking for a 
particular poster might feel 
overwhelmed by the for¬ 
midable stacks, all they need to 
do is ask Neeley, 30, or his two 
partners - his brother, Tim, 
22, and Steve Polwort, 25. One 
of them can immediately tell 
whether the poster is in stock 
and its likely location in the 
store. 

The Neeleys and Polwort 
know their merchandise be¬ 
cause many of the rare posters 
come from their private collec¬ 
tions. The posters the store 
buys in bulk lots from 
distributors Include those 
aimed at followers of current 


McKuen discusses 
'Finding My Father'

WASHINGTON fUPI) - Rod 
McKuen is a bastard. 

He is also a songwriter, 
composer, and America’s best¬ 
selling poet. 

McKuen’s first prose effort, 
"Finding My Father," is the 
story of his search for the man 
his mother knew briefly but did 
not marry. Rod never knew his 
father. 

“I’m sure they must have 
been in love," McKuen said in 
an interview during a promo¬ 
tional tour for the paperback 
edition of the book. “But you 
know he was married. I’ve 
never been bitter about him or 
felt he did me a disservice." 

"He was in the forefront of 
my consciousness every hour I 
lived," McKuen wrote. “I’ve 
wondered if he were tall or 
short, intelligent or a man of 
common sense, beautiful or 
plain, a criminal or a barrister, 
a teacher or a bum." 

McKuen’s mother was in 
Oakland, Cal., working as a 
dime-a-dance girl when a 
young sawmill operator came 
to town. Their affair lasted one 
month and she never heard 
from him again. 

The following spring, on 
April 29,1933, she gave birth to 
Rodney Marvin McKuen at a 
Salvation Army hospital. No 
record was made of the father 
_ or his whereabouts. 

Rod spent his early years in a 
succession of Depression era 
tent cities and roadside camps 
with his mother and new 
stepfather, a WPA con¬ 
struction worker and a heavy 
drinker who abused his 
illegitimate stepson. 

Rod would invent romantic 
stories about his real father as 
an explorer, movie star, or 
fighter pilot. 

"I fantasized that he would 
not be like my stepfather,” 
McKuen wrote. 

At age 11 he "ran away just 
to get away.” McKuen worked 
as a ranch hand, laborer, disc 
jockey, actor and soldier 
before succeeding as a poet 
and songwriter. 

But wherever he went, he 
searched for a clue to his 
father’s identity. 

“I never gave up hope. When 
I got to a new town I would go 
directly to the phone book and 
the voting registrar to look for 
a •McKuen.’" 

He visited his mother often, 
but when he asked about his 


father, she would get upset and 
refuse to tell him anything. “I 
stopped asking because of her 
feelings. I still searched from 
time to time, but I never let on 
to her,” said McKuen. She died 
in 1971. 

In October, 1975, McKuen 
asked a San Francisco detec¬ 
tive agency for help in finding 
his father. The agency placed a 
personal ad in several news¬ 
papers, and the story was 
picked up by columnist Herb 
Caen. 

Letters and telegrams 
poured in. Many were from 
adoptees and others giving 
hints on how to continue the 
search. 

They found nearly 100 spell¬ 
ings of his last name, but none 
were spelled like his. He in¬ 
terviewed dozens of people 
living in Oakland in the early 
1930’s, but got nowhere. 

Two months later, a Los 
Angeles County marriage cer¬ 
tificate issued on November 12, 
1921, to a Rodney Marion 
McKune was found. Friends 
and relatives were questioned. 
Photographs were studied. 
Public records checked. 

But no one remembered 
Rodney McKune going to 
California in the 1930’s. 

Frustrated, McKuen — who 
was baptized a Mormon as a 
child — decided to check the 
Mormon Geneological Library 
in Salt Lake City. He found a 
man, Lawrence Ranger, who 
kept records for the church in 
1930’s. He said he had known 
Rodney McKune. 

“We were pals,” Ranger 
recalled, “real pals. In ’31 — 
no, I think it was the summer of 
'32—we drove out to California 
together." 

Rod McKuen had found his 
father. 

Rodney Marion McKune died 
in 1963 in Santa Monica — less 
than 20 miles from where his 
son lived at the time. 

McKuen visited McKune’s 
only surviving relative, a sister 
living in a remote Utah village, 
and his newfound aunt told her 
newfound nephew all about his 
father. 

“I replaced a missing piece 
of my Ufe,” McKuen said. 
“And I think I’ve become a 
better, more compassionate 
man for having looked for and 
found my father." 

Of "Finding My Father,” 
McKuen says: "It is the story 
of my mother and father; my 
way of saying ’thank you."’ 


fads as well as the serious 
collector. 

They cover the whole range 
of film entertainment and 
advertise films of Humphrey 
Bogart, Elvis Presley, Laurel 
and Hardy, Clark Gable, 
Barbra Streisand, Bruce Lee, 
Clint Eastwood and scores of 
others. 

“It seems every actor has a 
following of his own,” Jerry 
Neeley said. “Then there are 
people who collect anything 
dealing with a particular 
movie or a movie series, like 
the James Bond films or, right 
now, ’Star Wars.'" 

The store tries to fill the need 
by selling, in addition to 
posters, paperback books 
about movies and stars, motion 
picture sound track albums, 
film publicity photos, movie 
lobby cards and the city’s 
largest selection of specialized 
and general film magazines. 

“People enjoy a movie and 
when they go home, they want 
to have something as a 
remembrance," Neeley said. 

Where do poster buyers 
plaster their purchases? 

“The most likely place is on a 
bedroom wall," Polwort said. 
"Some people redecorate their 
basements with them. Others 
have them in their offices.” 

Polwort and the Neeleys 
disdain the commercially pro¬ 
duced movie star posters sold 
in department stores. The 
Movie Collectables' posters are 
the same ones theaters display 
on their walls. They also sell 
for more — sometimes much 
more — than ordinary store 
posters. 

However, the Neeleys said 
they charge less than similar 
film specialty stores in Chica¬ 
go, New York and Los Angeles. 
The average poster sells for 
$3.50 to $5 and the average 8- 
by-10 black and white publicity 
photo goes for $1. 

Tim Neeley pointed to a $15 
poster of the James Bond film 
"From Russia With Love” and 
said the same poster sells for 
$65 in Chicago. 

“Even $15 is too much for 
most St. Louisans,” he said. 
“The collectors know the 
values because they can’t buy 
it for that price by mail. But 
the person who walks in off the 
street thinks we’re overchar¬ 
ging. They don’t realize that 
this is like stamp collecting, 
where you have to pay more for 
something rare." 

His brother said he wants to 
give movie buffs a break.

Jerry Neeley, a sometimes 
science-fiction writer and dedi¬ 
cated movie fan, said he had 
not planned on becoming a 
shopkeeper. 

"We bought and traded 
movie memorabilia until it was 
overflowing from our homes," 
he said. ’’We were sort of 
forced into this.”

I would 
never have worked a 12-to-15- 
hour day at another job.”

‘Erika’ being 
considered by Ford 


DETROIT lUPIl - The 
Ford Motor Co. is considering 
production and worldwide 
marketing of a a new small 
car, which would provide 
better fuel economy than any 
U.S.-built Ford, a trade 
publication reports. 

American Metal Market re¬ 
ported Monday Ford officials 
will decide within a month if 
the No. 2 automaker will 
produce the new front-wheel 
drive car in 1980. 

The car las been given the 
code name "Erika" within the 
company but is usually 
referred to as the Pinto 
replacement in the United 
States, the trade journal said. 
It said production costs would 
be $400 million. 

AMM said the car - to be 
based on a Ford-of-Europe 
design - will be slightly 
roomier inside than the Ford 
Pmto and Mercury Bobcat 
models it will replace. In 
Europe it would replace exist¬ 
ing models of the Escort. 

Ford also is considering a 
new plant to produce 
automatic front-drive tran¬ 
smissions for the vehicle, the 
article said. 

Ford’s current fuel champ is 
the Fiesta, designed in Europe 


and built in West Germany. 
But Henry Ford II, company 
chairman, has said Ford does 
not plan to build the car here. 
Instead it is considering the 
somewhat larger Pinto re¬ 
placement, which would help in 
meeting future fuel economy 
requirements. 

The only thing blocking 
approval of the Erika, the 
article said, is the possibility 
that Ford might choose an 
alternate program to build an 
even smaller car in 1981. 

“The alternate choice is not 
likely, however, in view of the 
fact that no other minicars in 
the second-size class have been 
approved for production in this 
country yet by Ford’s com¬ 
petitors," the trade publication 
said. "Such cars are being 
designed, however, and proba¬ 
bly will be produced in a few 
more years." 

Besides producing the Pmto 
replacement in this country, 
American Metal Market said 
Ford would likely assemble the 
car in England, Continental 
Europe, South America and in 
other countries. The cars 
would be marketed in 
Australia and South Africa and 
might even be built in Canada, 
it said,

HACKENSACK, N.J. (UPI) 

— The days of locker room sex 
education are over, but 
Planned Parenthood says men 
still lack sufficient knowledge 
about sexuality and birth 
control methods. 

Because of the current 
“epidemic" of unwanted teen¬ 
age pregnancies, the Planned 
Parenthood branch in 
suburban Bergen County has 
decided it is time to educate 
men about sex. 

"We’re finding that men of 
all ages lack education about 
sexuality and birth control. 
Whether they are 35 or 15, often 
the only difference is their lack 
of (sexual) experience,” said 
Meredith Bernstein, director of 
Planned Parenthood’s Male 
Reproductive Health Clinic. 

To erase the old wives’ tales 
often leading to unwanted 
pregnancies, the group opened 
a men’s clinic this month. The 
clinic is one of only four in the 
country sponsored by Planned 
Parenthood, an organization 
which has traditionally provid¬ 
ed birth control and related 
counseling to women. 

Last year, the Bergen County 
facility gave 953 pregnancy 
tests to women between the 
ages of 13 and 19. The tests 
found 601 of them were 
pregnant and, the clinic under¬ 
stands, 444 of those teenagers 

- had abortions. 

"Realizing that men have 
something to do with women 
becoming pregnant, we 
thought it was about time that 
men became involved in birth 
control," said Ms. Bernstein 

The clinic is setting up a 
series of educational rap 
groups for men who want to 
learn about male and female 
anatomy. It is also writing self- 
help literature for men. 

In addition, a urologist and a 
fertility doctor will be 
available for male patients, 
and the clinic will provide a full 


range of bilingual health and 
information services including 
referral for vasectomies. 

“People seem to have some 
ideas about birth control, but 
there are lots of holes in that 
knowledge,” said Ms. Bern¬ 
stein. "Sometimes that can 
mean the difference between a 
wanted and an unwanted 
pregnancy.” 

Ms. Bernstein said patients 
often have erroneous informa¬ 
tion about birth control, in¬ 
cluding: 

— One woman who sprayed 
contraceptive foam on her 
morning cereal and ate it for 
birth control. 

— Another woman who 
believed she could not get 
pregnant if she had sexual 
intercourse standing up. 

— Men who believe they will 
lose their sex drive if they have 
a vasectomy. 

— Patients who believe 
sexual intercourse during 
menstruation prevents 
pregnancy. 

Ms. Bernstein said secon¬ 
dary school sex education 
classes often come too late for 
a teenage population that is 
becoming sexually active at a 
younger age. 

"There is increasing 
pressure for younger and 
younger people to have sex," 
she said. "Advertising sends 
out messages about sex and 
sex appeal. But no one talks 
about sexual responsibility and 
values. 

“Ideally, we should learn 
about our bodies the same way 
we learn math and reading — 
from an early age.” 

Men in Bergen County have 
been receptive to the clinic. 
For many, it is the first time 
they have known of a place to 
go for information. 

"If men and women take 
equal control of their respon¬ 
sibilities, more than likely we 
would see fewer unwanted 
pregnancies.”

ACT President Peggy Char- 
ren said: 

"It is incredible that a major 
manufacturer has to resort 
repeatedly to manipulative 
tactics directed to children in 
order to stay in business." 

The group told the FTC it 
believes the commercials are 
unfair and deceptive because 
they are "designed to in¬ 
tentionally confuse the child as 
to the nature of the product by 
implying that the cereal is 
actually composed of small 
cookies." 

ACT said the ads create for 
the child "the net impression 
that it is nutritionally desirea- 
ble to consume cookies for 
breakfast.” 

We contacted a spokesman 
for the manufacturer, who said 
the company had not yet 
received a copy of the com¬ 
plaint. He added: 

“Ralston Purina is in no way 
advocating the consumption of 
cookies at breakfast by the 
introduction of Cookie Crisp 
cereal ... television commer¬ 
cials emphasize that the pro¬ 
duct is a vitamin-fortified, 
ready-to-eat cereal, to be 
consumed as part of a com¬ 
plete breakfast. This message 
is stressed in both the visual 
and audio elements of the

1. What does it do? 

Share Insurance Fund 

insures the deposits in every 
Massachusetts co-operative 
bank IN FULL, regardless of 
the size of any account. 
Every Massachusetts co¬ 
operative bank is and must 
be a member. 

2. How and when was it 
created? 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts in March, 1934 
enacted legislation to further 
protect the savings in all of 
its co-operative banks by 
creating the Share Insurance 
Fund of the Co-operative 
Central Bank. 

3. What has it done? 

From its inception it has 

preserved the enviable 
record of our co-operative 
banks that “no one has ever 
lost a dollar of savings in any 
Massachusetts co-operative 
bank.” This was ac¬ 
complished by receiving into 
the Share Insurance Fund 
those few banks then in 
difficulty, and either 
liquidating them (paying all 
deposits in full), or helping 
them to regain a sound 
condition. 

No bank has needed such 
assistance in recent years. 

4. Who manages and 
directs it? 

The law provides it shall be 
managed by a board of 


directors, elected by the co¬ 
operative banks from the 
officers and directors of the 
member banks. Each bank is 
entitled to one vote. Of the 
present board consisting of 
fifteen members, five are 
elected annually for three- 
year terms. The board ap¬ 
points a managing officer 
who has the responsibility 
of operating the Share In¬ 
surance Fund in accordance 
with the laws, the by-laws, 
and the policies and direction 
of the board. 

5. Does the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
assume a continuing in¬ 
terest? 

Yes. The statutes provide 
that the Commissioner of 
Banks shall have the same 
duties and powers in respect 
to The Co-operative Central 
Bank as he has in respect to 
Co-operative Banks and shall 
make an examination and 
audit at least once a year. 

6. Does The Banking 
Department publish its 
statement annually? 

Yes. In the annual printed 
report of the Commissioner 
of Banks, covering Co¬ 
operative Banks and Savings 
and Loan Associations, there 
are also included statistics of 
the Share Insurance Fund 
provided by him. 


7. How does it compare 
with other existing state and 
federal funds, relating its 
dollars of assets to the dollars 
of deposits insured? 

According to figures 
available as of August 31, 
1974, the assets of the Share 
Insurance Fund in relation to 
its insured deposits ex¬ 
ceeded all other existing 
funds of similar purpose 
which also have a com¬ 
pulsory membership 
requirement. 

8. Is it increasing in size 
each year? 

Yes. By payment of an 
annual premium, the assets 
of the Fund plus net earnings 
have increased from ap¬ 
proximately $2.5 million in 
1942 to more than $66 million 
at the close of February 28, 
1977. In addition to the Share 
Insurance Fund, there is also 
a liquidity, or reserve fund of 
over $38 million; lines of 
credit with commercial 
banks of $48 million; as well 
as reserves for losses in the 
banking system itself of well 
over $257 million. 

9. How are these assets 
invested? 

Principally in relatively 
short-term obligations of the 
United States Government, 
federal agencies and cash.

Similar to a regular daily 
interest savings account but 
because of the higher annual 
rate of interest, 90 days’ 
written notice must be given 
prior to withdrawals. 
Deposits or withdrawals may 
be in any amount, although a 
$500 minimum deposit must 
be maintained at all times.

Individuals or Trustee 
Accounts may deposit a total 
of $45,000 in savings ac¬ 
counts; joint accounts may 
total $90,000.

NOTE: On all certificate 
accounts, withdrawals prior 
to the specified maturities 
are allowed, provided the 
rate of interest is reduced to 
the regular savings rate and 
three months’ interest is 
forfeited on the funds with¬ 
drawn.
